His majefty’s commiflion under the great feal of Great Britain, read in the 
words following : 

G eorge the second, by the grace of God,, of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, king, defender of the faith, and fo forth; 

To our trufty and well-beloved George Clark, Efq; our lieutenant governor ofourpro- 
vince of New York in America, and to Cadwallader Golden, Abraham Vanhorn, Philip 
Livingrton, Archibald Kennedy, James De-Lancey, Philip Cortlandt, Henry Lane, 
Daniel Horfmanden, and George Clark the younger, Efqrs. being members of our 
council in our faid province, or to the governor and commander in chief, and the 

members 
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members of our council of faid province for the time being i and to our trufty and well 
beloved Lewis Morris, Efq; our governor and commander in chief of our province of 
New Jerfey in America, and to John Hamilton, John Wells, John Reading, James 
Alexander, Cornelius Van-Horn, William Provoft, John Schuyler, John Rodman, 
Richard Smith, Robert Lettice Hooper, Robert Hunter Morris, and Fenwick 
Lyell, Efqrs. being members of our council in our faid province, or to the gover¬ 
nor and commander in chief, and the members of our council of the faid province 
for the time being. 

Whereas her late majefty queen Anne, by her majefly’s commiflion under the 
great feal of England, bearing date the nineteenth day of July one thoufand feven 
hundred and four, in the third year of her reign, therein rei iting, that her majefty 
had been informed that the principal Sachems of the Moheagan Indians, in her ma- 
jtfty’s colony of Conneflricut in New England, being chief proprietors of all the 
lands in thofe parts, did, upon the firli coming of the fubjehls of England to inhabit 

3 thofe parts, receive them in a friendly manner, and permitted them peaceably to 
plant and fettle great part of their lands, which they granted to them for an incon- 
ftderable value, referving only to themfelves a fmall parcel of lands to plant and 
bunt in. 

That the faid Indians had ever fince the coming of the Englifh entertained and 
cultivated a firm friendfliip by leagues with the faid Englifh fubjedts of Connefticut, 
and had always allifted them when they had been attacked by their enemies.— That 
in fevcrol treaties between the faid Moheagans and the faid Englifh fubjehls of Con- 
neilicut, it had been ageeed that the faid Indians fhould be protebled in the poffeffon 
of their faid referved lands. —That contrary to the faid treaties and to common juftice, 
the government of Connedlicut had paffed an aft or order in their general court or 
afiembly, by wlich they had taken from the faid Indians that fmall trail of land, 
which thofe Indians had referved to themfelves, and ■ were poffefed of as aforefaid .— 
That the faid Indians had often made application to the government there; but in- 
ftead of finding redrefs had been ill ufed, to their great difeouragement; did authorize 
and appoint Jofeph Dudley, Efq; then her faid majefty’s captain general and governor 
in chief of the province of the Maffichufett’s Bay in New England in America, Thomas 
Povey, Efq; then her majefty’s lieutenant governor of the faid province, Edward 
Palmes, Efq; of New London, in Connefticut colony, in New England, Francis 
Brindley, Efq; of Rhode Ifland, Giles Silvefter, Jahltel Brenton of Bofton, in the 
Maftachufett’s Bay, Efq; Nathanael Byfield of New Briftol, in the Matlachufett’s 
Bay, Thomas Hooker of Hartford, in Connefticut, James Avery, John Avery, 
John Morgan of New London, and Thomas Leffingwell of Norwich, in Connec¬ 
ticut, gentlemen, or any five or more of them (the faid governor or lieutenant 
governor of the Maflachufett’s Bay always to be one) to be commiflioners for examin- 

4 ing and enquiring into the matter aforefaid ; and alfo all fuch other injuries and 
violences that fhould be offered or done to the faid Moheagan Indians, and for deter¬ 
mining thereupon, as ftiould feem juft and reafonable: and did thereby grant to the 
faid commiffioners the feveral powers therein expreffed, thereby commanding them, 
after having heard both parties, to determine according to juftice and equity, and 
to reftore the faid Indians to their fettlements, in cale they had been unjuftly dif- 
pollcffed, or otherwife to take care they were continued therein. 


And 
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And whereas the faid commiffioners, impowered as aforefaid, did, by virtue of their 
faid commiffion, on the complaint of Owaneco, Sachem cf the Moheagan Indians, 
examine and enquire into the matters aforefaid, and did thereupon give their judg¬ 
ment in favour of the faid Owaneco and Moheagan Indians, againft the governor and 
company of the colony of Connedticut. 

And whereas the faid governor and company of the colony of Connedlicut did 
complain to her faid late majefty queen Anne, that they apprehended themfelves to 
be oppreffed and injured by the faid judgment, and that the fame was unjuft; and 
therefore moft humbly prayed her faid late majefty, that flie would provide a remedy 
for them therein. 

And whereas her faid late majefty did, out of her princely care and regard to the faid 
petition, by her order in council, hearing date the fifth day of February, in the fifth 
year of her reign, direft a commiftion of review of the faid caufe to certain commif- 
fiOnei s therein named to be pafled. 

And whereas the faid commiftloners did not (as appears) review or finally hear and 
determine the faid caufe -, by reafon of which, differences have arofe and do arife be¬ 
tween the Moheagan Indians and our faid colony of Conneflicut. 

And whereas we, by our commiffion under our great feal of Great Britain, bearing 
date the third day of June one thoufand /even hundred and thirty feven, and reciting 
to the effedt as is herein before recited, being, out of our princely care and regard for 5 
our faid fubjefts, willing and deCrous that juftice ftiould be done between them and 
the faid Indians, and to the end that a final determination Ihould be put to the faid 
controverfy, and that the faid fentence of the faid comsniffioners might be reviewed 
and examined, did authorize and appoint our trufty and well-beloved George Clark, 

Efq; our lieutenant governor 06 our province of New York in America, and Francis 
Harrifon, Cadwallader Golden, Abraham Van-Horn, Philip Livingfton, Archibald 
Kennedy, James De-Lancy, Philip Cortlandt, Henry Lane, and Daniel Horfman- 
den, Efqrs. then members of our council in our faid province of New York, and our 
governor and the members of our council of the faid province for the time being, 
and the governor and the affiftants in the province of Rhode Ifland in America for 
the time being, or any five or more cf them, to re-examine, review, finally decide, 
and determine the whole caufe aforefaid, in which the faid former commiffioners gave 
their judgment in manner as aforefaid, with all its incidents, emergencies, and°de¬ 
pendencies whatfoever •, and did thereby grant to our faid commiffioners the feveral 
powers therein expreffed, thereby commanding them, after having fummoned the faid 
governor and company of the colony of^Connedficut, and the chief Sachem of the 
Moheagan Indians, and all parties of right to be fummoned therein, to admit any 
new allegations, or matters and inftruments, writings and proofs on oath, as well on 
the part of the faid governor and company of the faid colony of Connefticut, as of the 
faid chief Sachem and of the Moheagan Indians, to be propofed, exhibited, or made, 
relating to the merits and circumftances of the faid principal caufe; and to examine 
and review, ‘with all expedition, all and fingular allegations, proofs, decrees, and fen- 
tences, and the whole procefs before the laid firft commiffioners had and made, or 
which before them Ihould be made.e-And having heard all allegations and proofs in 
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6 this cauff, mace or to be made, to decree what was juft and right therein j and by 
their definitive decree to determine the faid caufe and ftrite, and to revoke, repeal, 
and make void the laid definitive decree in writing by the faid firft commiffioners de¬ 
clared and publifhed as aforefaid, or otherwife to confirm the fame, in whole or in 
part, as to them Jhall feem juji and right, and as the nature of the caufe and jujiice 
Jhould require ; and to take care, that whilf the faid caufe of this fuit, re-examina~ 
tion, and review was depending before them, that nothing Jhould be attempted, or 
caufed to be attempted, to the prejudice of the faid governor and company of the 
colony of Connebiicut, or the faid Moheagan Indians-, and that whatfoever they 
fliould decree in the premifes, or any of them, they fhould caufe, by the legal re¬ 
medies and methods of the law, to be put in execution. 

And where.is we have been informed, by the humble petition of our trufty and 
well-beloved John Mafon and Samuel Mafon, of New London in Connefticut afore¬ 
faid, for and on behalf of the faid Indians, prefented to us in our privy council, that 
our faid laft commillion being ifiued and carried over, two of the council in New 
York, together with the governor of Rhode Illand and fix of his afTiftants, opened 
and publifhed the fame -, but that the faid governor and his ajfijlants not fuffering the 
determination of the former commijftmers to be read (which determination they 
were required by the commijfton to review and examine) and the two counjellors from 
New Tork having in/tjled on the fame, as alfo on other material points, which were 
all of them over-ruled by the faid governor and affijiants of Rhode IJland, the 
faid New Tork counfellors protejled againjt their proceedings, and then withdrew : 
after which the faid Rhode IJland commijfioners proceeded to reverfe the determina¬ 
tion of the former commiffioners, except only as to one field, called the Moheagan 
Field, which they declared to be the property of the Sachem and tribe of the Mo- 
- heagan Indian ; and therefore the faid petitioners humbly befought us, in regard to 
the extraordinary proceedings of the faid Rhode Ifland commiffioners, to grant fucli 
relief to the faid tribe as to us flrould feem meet. 

And whereas the faid Rhode Ifland commiffioners made a return to us, in our privy 
council, of their proceedings under our faid commiffion. 

And whereas, by our feveral orders made in our privy council, the faid petition 
from the faid John and Samuel Mafon, and the faid return made by the governor 
and affiftants of Rhode Ifland, were feverally referred to the confideration of the 
lords of the committee of our privy council for plantation affairs. 

And whereas the faid lords of the committee thought proper to refer both the fame 
to our lords commiffioners for trade and plantations to examine into the allegations of 
the faid petition, and alfo into the faid return, and to report a ftate of the cafe as it 
fliould appear to them upon fuch examination, together with what they fliould con¬ 
ceive proper to be done thereupon. 

And whereas the faid lords commiffioners made their report to the faid committee 
that they had been attended by council in behalf of Mr. Mafon and the Moheagan 
Indians, and alfo in behalf of the governor and company of ConneBicut ; tliat they 
had heard what each fide had to ofiet in regard to the faid complaint, and had confi- 
3 dered 
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dered the return made to our faid commifllon; that it appeared to our faid lords 
commiflioners for trade and plantations, that our laft commiflion was executed by two 
commilTioners from New York, and fcven from Rhode Ifland, who met and entered 
upon bufinefs thi twenty-fcurlh day of May one thoufand feven hundred and thirty- 
eight at Norwich town ; that our faid commiflion, being a commiflion of review, the 
former proceedings and judgment ought to have been examined by the commijfmers ; 
but that it did not appear by the return that the faid judgment was ever taken into con- 
ftdiration, or even read, by the court ; that the faid comm'Jftoners refufed to hear the 
Indians in their own behalf, whom they had fummoned, and who were prefent in 8 
court and defined to be heard, and likewife refufed to hear Mr. Mafon, who is guar¬ 
dian to the faid Indians, without whofe confent, as it is alledged, the Indians could 
not alienate tlieir lands, the legal property thereof being verted in the faid Mafon’s fa¬ 
mily as their trurtee ; that our commiflioners from New York, being dijfatisfied with 
thefe proceedings, filed their protert againft them and withdrew j and that after the 
withdrawing of our laid commiflioners from New York, thofe of Rhode Ifland pro¬ 
ceeded without them, and declared one Ben Uncas to be the chief Sachem of the faid 
Indians (of whole right the faid lords commiflioners for trade did not think themfelves 
competent judges^ after which two deeds were produced, figned by the faid Ben 
Uncas and a part of his tribe, one, dated the twenty-eighth of February one thoufand 
feven hundred and thirty-Jeven, and the other tF; twenty-fourth of Jpril one thou¬ 
fand feven hundred and thirty-eight, both of them fubfiquent in date to our faid com- 
miffion -, whereby the faid Ben Uncas and a part of his tribe releafed and quitted claim 
to the government of Connedicut, not only all the lands inquertion, but likewife all 
the right accruing to them from the judgment given in their favour by governor 
Dudley, and the other commiflioners joined with him in the faid former commiflion 
dated the nineteenth of July one thoufand feven hundred 'and four j whereupon the 
faid commiflioners from Rhode Ifland took upon them to repeal the faid judgment 
refpedting the lands in controverfy, with exception only to a certain trad at prefent in 
poflcflioa of the Moheagan Indians ; and therefore our faid lords commiflioners for 
trade and plantations were of opinion, that the proceedings in the execution of our faid 
commiffion had been very irregular, and fubmitted whether we Ihould not be ad- 
viftd to grant a new commiflion of review upon this occafion. 

And whereas the lords of the committee of our privy council took the whole mat- g 
ter into their confideration alfo, and made their report to the lords juftices of our king- 
dom of Great Britain in our privy council of their opinion, that the proceedings of 
faid Rhode Ifland commiflioners under our commiflion, iflTued in one thoufand feven 
hundred and thirty-feven, were very irregular, and ought to be fet afide and that 
a new commiflion of review Ihould be palled under the great feal to re-examine, re¬ 
view, and determine the caufe afoiefaid. 

And whereas our faid lords juftices, on the thirty -firft day of July one thoufand fe- 
vtn hundred and forty, took the faid report into their confideration, and with the ad¬ 
vice of our faid privy council approved thereof, and did order that the proceedings 
of the faid Rhode Ifland commiflioners, under our commiflion of review, ilTued in 
one thoufand feven hundred and thirty-feven, Jhould be, and they were 'thereby fet 
afide, and that a new commiflion of review Ihould be pafTed under our great feal to 
re-examine, review, and determine the caufe aforefaid, 

W? 
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We therefore, out of our princely care and regard for our fald fubjefts, being will, 
ing and defirous that juftice fhould be done between them and the faid Indians, and 
to the end that a final determination may be put to the faid controverfy, and that the 
faid fentence of the faid commiffioners, under the faid commiffion in one thoufand fe- 
ven hundred and four, may be reviewed and examined, do hereby authorize and ap¬ 
point you, or any five or more of you, to re-examine, review, finally decide and 
determine the whole caufe aforefaid, in which the faid firft commiffioners gave their 
judgment in manner as aforefaid, with all its incidents, emergencies, and dependen¬ 
cies whatfocver. 

And our will and pleafure therefore is, that you repair, by the firfl: convenient op¬ 
portunity, and from time to time, as occafion fhall require, into our faid colony of 
Connefticut, and that you, or any five or more of you as aforefaid (fummoning firlt 
before you the faid governor and company of the colony of Connedticut, and the 
10 chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, and all parties of right to be fummoned 
therein) do admit any new allegations, or matters and inftruments, writings and 
proofs on oath, as well on the part of the faid governor and company of the faid 
colony of Connedlicut, as of the faid Sachem and of the Moheagan Indians, to be 
propofed, exhibited, or made relating to the merits and circumftances of the faid 
principal caufe ; and that you examine and review, with all expedition, all and fin- 
gular allegations, proofs, decrees, and fentences, and the whole procefs before the 
faid firft commiffioners had and made, or which beforeyou Ihall be made, and having 
heard all allegations in this caufe, made or to be made, ye decree what is right and 
juft therein ; and by your decree determine the faid caufe and ftrife, and revoke, 
repeal, and make void the faid definitive decree in writing by the faid firft commif¬ 
fioners declared and publithed, or otherwife confirm the fame, in whole or in part, as 
to you fhall feem juft and right, and as the nature of the caufe and juftice fhall re¬ 
quire i the faid commiffion in one thoufand feven hundred and four to the commif¬ 
fioners therein named granted as aforefaid, and the faid decree by them declared and 
publiffied, and the faid commiffion in one thoufand feven hundred and thirty feven 
to the commiffioners therein named granted as aforefaid, and the proceedings of 
them, or any of them thereon, or any other matter, caufe, or thing whatfoever to 
the contrary thereof publiffied and declared notwithftanding: and you are to take 
care that, whilft the caufe of this fuit, re-examination, and review is depending be¬ 
fore you, nothing be attempted, or caufed to be attempted, to the prejudice of the 
faid governor and company of the colony of Connetlicut, or the faid Moheagan In¬ 
dians ; and whatfoever you fhall decree in the premifes, or any of them, you caufe, 
by the legal remedies and methods of the law, to be put in execution. 

And our further will and pleafure is, that when you fhall have made your determi¬ 
nation, and figned the fame, a copy thereof fhall be fent to the faid governor and 
X1 company of our colony of Connefticut, or to their public fecrctary for the time be¬ 
ing, and alfo another copy thereof to the faid Moheagan Indians and their faid guar¬ 
dian, with notice of another meeting to be held by you at the diftance of three months, 
or fuch ffiorter time as you fhall think reafonable ; at which further meeting, any 
parties who fhall find themfslves aggrieved, may enter their appeal to us in our privy 
council, with a declaration what parts of the determination of you the faid commif¬ 
fioners they abide by or appeal from i but if none of the parties do then enter before 

you 
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you their appeal, or exception againft your determination at fuch laft meeting, our 
will is that then and in fuch cafe no appeal, exception, or further commifiion of 
review (hall be afterwards received, admitted, or granted and fuch determination of 
you our faid commiffioners, being confirmed by us, (hail be final and conclufive to 
all parties. 

And laftly, it is our will that the faid governor and company of the colony of 
Connedficut and their agents, and lilcewife the faid Moheagan Indians and their faid 
guardian, be permitted to take out, at their own refpedtive expence, copies of the 
whole proceedings in this affair, to be attefted by three or more of you oiir commif¬ 
fioners 5 and that a compleat copy of your whole proceedings, with all your tefolu- 
tions and determinations thereon, and oi all papers, evidences, and writings received 
in the courfe of the affair, be made up and figned by three or more of you our com- 
miff.oners, and be with all convenient expedition, after your determination, tranf- 
mitted to our lords commiffioners for trade and plantations.

Jo Alhpo, Jo Wecbux, Jo Cooper, Daniel Cooper, Weequot, Chequibe, Solomon 
Caucheegun, Cyrus Afconend, and young John Nanapoom above-mentioned, viere 
the principal heads of the faid tribe. 

I likewife, on faid fecond day of June inftant, repaired to a place in faid Moheagan, 
called Ben's Town, where I found and fummoned old Ben Uncas, Ben Uncas junior, 
John Uncas Twin, Caleb Clark, Simon Chauchau, Sam Hie, George Quaquequid, 
Sampfon Aufom, who informed me they belonged to the tribe of Indians aforefaid, 
and had right to the controverted land aforefaid ; and anfwered, upon enquiry, that 
Ben Uncas aforefaid was their chief Sachem, and fome faid Simon Chauchau was one 
of their principal heads. 

I alfo, on the fixth day of faid June inftant, repaired again to faid Ben's Town, 
where I then fummoned Wampaneage, Fechte, Henry Quaquequid, Jo Fie, 
Ephraim Johnfon, Zachariah Johnfori, John Buel, Jolin George, Mofes Mofeen, 
Sam Unras Twin, Jofhua Uncas, John Johnfon, John Wampaneage and Simon 
Toby, who informed me that old Ben Uncas, above Did, was their chief Sachem ; 
and faid Joftiua Uncas, Sam Uncas Twin, John Wampaneage, Simon Chauchau, 
Sam Pie, Sampfon Aucom. Jo Pie, John Uncas Twin, Ephraim Johnfon, and Za¬ 
chariah Johnfon were the principal heads of laid Indians. 


And alfo, fince the aforefaid fixth day of June, to the twenty-fecond day of faid

20 her mrjefty queen Anne, and the certificate of Samuel Tyley, notary public, under 
the fcal of his office, to faid eighty-eight pages prefixed.

Mr. Smith, of council for the governor and company, faid, that, purfuant to the 
order of Wednefday latt, the governor and company of the colony of Connefticur, 
by their agents and council aforefaid, having inlpedfed the paper-book offered by 
Mr. Bollan, do find that it is only alledged to be a copy of the proceedings and de¬ 
cree, &c. of the faid commiffioners, and not the originals theinlelves therein-men¬ 
tioned ; nor is it declared where the faid originals are, nor any realbns given why the

fame are not produced : they obferve further, that the faid book is not figned, or 
certified to be a true copy, by any of the commiffioners : that it appears alfo with 29 
fundry interlineations, not taken notice of by the fuppofcd clerk before figning : they 
alfo obferve, that there is no witnefs produced to prove the faid copy to be a true co¬ 
py of the originals therein mentioned : they alfo obferve, that the faid paper-book 
mentions a complaint of Oweneco, the Indian Sachem, to be on file, but that it does 
not appear in the faid paper-book. 

Neverthelefs, the faid governor and company, to prevent all delay, and in order' 
that the faid caufe may be fpeedily determined, do admit the faid paper-book to contain 
fuch parts of the proceedings of the faid commiffioners, as are therein contained, 
faving tothemfelves all juft and legal exceptions to the manifold untruths, uncertainties, 
and infufficiencies in the faid proceedings and decree, &c. and pray that the faid com¬ 
plaint of Oweneco, therein mentioned, which is fuppofed to be the foundation of the 
faid decree, may be produced, and that the faid governor and company have a 
copy thereof.

T H E faid Moheagan Indians by their aforefaid guardians and council, to what 
the faid governor and company yefterday faid and moved, touching the paper- 
book aforefiid, and the complaint of Oweneco, late Sachem of the faid Indians, therein 
mentioned, anfwered, faid, and infifted, as at firft (when the judgment given, in fa¬ 
vour of the faid Moheagan Indians and Oweneco their Sachem, and the proceedings go 
whereon the fame was founded, were ordered to be laid before this court) that, as the 
review of the caufe wherein the judgment aforefaid was given, was ordered and diredf- 
ed by her late majcfty queen Anne, upon the complaint her made againft the faid 
judgment by the faid governor and company, and in anfwer to their prayer to her. 
faid late majefty, that Ihe would provide remedy for them therein, 

‘Therefore, the faid governor and company ought to produce the faid judgment and 
proceedings: And they alfo faid, that his late excellency Jofeph Dudley, Efq; and all 
the other commiffioners named in the commiflion of her faid late majefty queen Anne, 
iffued and dated the 19th day of July 1704, are dead-, and that James Meinzies, 
clerk of the faid court of commiffioners, is alfo dead ; and that the original decree 
and proceedings of the faid commiffioners, or the file or files made and kept by the faid 
MeinziCs, when their clerk, or the faid complaint of Oweneco,’in the faid paper-book 
mentioned to be on file, or any of them, ■ cannot be found, had, or obtained, by the faid 
F Indians,^, 
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Indians, or their guardians aforefaid : and they faid, that the faid governor and com¬ 
pany, having fi long, to the great injury and damage of the faid Indians, delayed to 
frofecute that review, which, upon their petkion to her laid late majefty queen Anne, 
was by her ordered and direfted •, and the death of the faid Jofeph Dudley, Efq; and 
all the other former commiffioners, and their clerk aforefaid, having happened during 
that injurious delay ; and it being now become impcjftble for the faid Indians, or their 
guardians aforefaid, to procure the judgment and proceedings aforefaid, or the 

complaint aforefaid of the fiid Owensco ; and as the faid governor and company do not 
now produce the faid judgment and proceedings, as they ought to do ; 

Therefore, the faid Moheagan Indians, by their guardians and council, faid, that the 
j I faid paper-book ought to be received as fufficient to enable this honourable court to pro¬ 
ceed, and re examine and review the caufe aforefaid, according to their commiffion for 
tliat end by his prefent majefty granted ; and they faid that the faid paper-book, and 
matters therein contained, are fufficient for that purpofe ; and they prayed judgment 
accordingly, and that this honourable court would not order them to produce the faid 
complaint of Oweneco, with which order they faid it was altogether impolfible for them 
to comply. 

In anfwer to which, Mr. Smith, of council for the faid governor and company, af- 
fisped the following reafons why the faid governor and company ought not to be ob¬ 
liged to produce the faid complaint of Oweneco, but the fame ought to be produced by 
the oppofite party. 

Firft. Becaufe it does not appear, by the faid paper-book, that the faid complaint of 
Oweneco ever came to their hands, or that they ever had a copy of it. 

Secondly. Becaufe it doth appear, by the faid paper-book, that the faid decree was 
in favour of Oweneco, and it ought, by law, to be fuppofed to be in the power of 
tbofe claiming under him to produce all the parts material to fuch decree. 

Thirdly. That, according to the courfeof law and equity, whoever claims any right 
by virtue of a judgment in law, or decree in equity, fuch party ought to produce and 
let forth fuch judgment or decree, with all the material parts thereof-, and this further, 
that the governor and company know not where the faid complaint is, nor have the 
prefent agents ever feen it, nor (although they have made diligent fearch for it) can 
they find i^, or any copy of it, nor do they hear of any one perfon within this colony 
that ever law it, or knows certainly where it. is, or may be found ; with this further, 
that any thing above alledged by the faid Mr. Bollan, not anfwered by the faid gover¬ 
nor and company, is not admitted to be true, &c. 

The parties being heard, the court took time to confider thereof till Monday 
morning.

Nathaniel By field, of New-Briftol in the Maffachufett’s Bay ; Thomas 
Hooker, of Hartford in Connefticut ; James Avery, John Avery, John Morgan, 
of New-London, and Thomas Lcffingwell, of Norwich, in Connecticut, gentlemen, 
greeting. 

Whereas we have been informed that the principal Sachems of the Moheagan Indi¬ 
ans, incur colony of Connecticut in New-England, being chief proprietors of all the 
lands in ibofe parts, did, upon the firft coming of our fubjefts to inhabit there, receive 
them in a friendly manner, and permitted them peaceably to plant and fettle great part 
of their lands, which they granted to them for an incon/tderable yoalue, referving only 
to themfelves a fmallparcel of land to plant and hunt in : that the faid Indians have, 
ever fince the coming of our fubjeCts, entertained and cultivated a firm friendlhip, by 
league, with our laid fubjeCls of Connecticut, and have, at times, ajjifted them when 
they have been attacked by their enemies: that in feveral treaties between the faid 
Moheagans, and our faid fubjeCts of Connecticut, ithas been agreed, that the faid In¬ 
dians (hould be protected in the polTeflion of their faid referved lands : that, contrary 
to the faid treaties, and to common juftice, the government of Connecticut have 
paired an aft, or order, in their general court, or affembly, by which they have taken 
from the faid Indians that fmall trabl of land which thefe Indians have referved to them- 
fclves, and were polTelTed of as aforefaid. 

-- That the faid Indians have often made application to the government there ; but in- 
fiead of finding redrefs, have been ill ufed, to their great difcouragement. 

Know ye, therefore, that we, repofing efpecial trull and confidence in your abili¬ 
ties and integrity, have nominated, authorized, and appointed, and do by thefe pre- 
fents nominate, authorize, and appoint, you, the faid Jofeph Dudley, Thomas Po¬ 
vey, Edward Palmes, Francis Brindley, Giles Silvefter, Jahleel Brenton, Nathaniel 
Byfield, Thomas Hooker, James Avery, John Avery, John Morgan, and Thomas 
Leffiagwell, or any five or more of you (our faid governor or lieutenant governor 
of the Malfachufeti’s Bay always to be one) to be our commiffioners for examining and 
enquiring intothe matters aforefaid, and alio luch other injuries and violences as fhall be 
offered and done to the Moheagan Indians, and to determine thereupon as jhall feem juft 
and reafonable 

Our will andpleafure, therefore, is, that you repair by the firft convenient opportu¬ 
nity, and from time to time, as there lhall be occafion, into our faid colony of Connec¬ 
ticut, and having fummoned before you the governor and company of our faid colony, 
or fuch as lliall be deputed by them, andfuch others againft whom any complaint fhall 
be made unto you, together with the chief Sachems of the faid Moheagan Indians, 

make 
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make enquiries and take examinations upon oath, or otherwife, in the beft manner 
you may, concerning the matters aforefaid, and alfo concerning any injury or violence 
ofFcred, or that (liall be offered, to the aforefaid Indians, or any of them, h the faid 
general court or ajfembly of our faid colony, or by any town or towns, or perfcns 
whatfoever, relating to the faid Indians lands-, and, having heard both parties, you 
are to determine according to jujlice and equity, and to reftore the faid Indians to their 
fettlements, in cafe they have been unjultly difpoffeffed, or otherwife to take care 
that they be continued therein ; we being pleafed, neverthelefs, to allow to the parties 
who (hall think themfelves aggrieved liberty to appeal to us in our privy council, 
they firft giving fufficient fecurity to abide by our determination.

William Pitkin, Efq; delivered to his excellency a letter from the governor of 
Connefticut I'a copy thereof left on file) fignifying that.he had iinpowered faid Pitkin 
and others to wait on his excellency, and fliew the unreafonablenefs of the Indians 
complaints; then faid Pitkin defired a copy of faid i ommiffion, that they might be in 
readinefs next morning to anfwer the fame, which the court ordered to be gi¬ 
ven to him. 


The court adjourned to the 24th of Auguft, at feven of the dork in the morning, 
at the fame place, and all parties ordered to attend at the faid time and place.

JUDGMENT. 

The court being opened, andOweneco, the complainant, being prefent and ready 
to make out his complaint againft the government of the colony of Connefticut, and 
other particular perfons, proclamation was made for the commiffioners of the gover¬ 
nor and company of the faid colony of Connefticut to come into court, and make an¬ 
fwer to the complaint of Oweneco, Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, who at firft ap¬ 
peared, but afterwards made default, refufing to make any anfwer; after which a par¬ 
ticular 
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tlcular lift of feveral peifons that were complained againft by Oweneco, for intruding 
into his lands, and who were fummoned by the officer, were alfo called to come into 
court, and make anfwer to the complaint of Oweneco, who alfo_all made default. 

Whereupon, the court, at the defire of Oweneco, proceeded to enquire and 
examine his complaint; and upon enquiry and examination of the feveral allegations 39 
and proofs of the faid Oweneco, 

The faid court do determine as followeth ; 

ift. That the faid Oweneco is the true and undoubted Sachem of the Moheagan In¬ 
dians, being fo owned by all of his tribe that were prefent at the court, and alfo proved 
by living witnefs, of age and figure in the colony, and alfo acknowledged and treated 
with as the Sachem of the faid Moheagan Indians in feveral leagues and treaties be¬ 
tween the faid colony and Uncas ; records whereof were produced in court. 

ad. That Oweneco himfelf and his anceftors, with his people, have at all times 
fervedthe intereftof the crown of England and the colony ofConnefticut in times of 
war, and have faithfully kept their leagues and treaties with the faid colony. 

3d. That the government of the colony of Connedlicut have, at feveral times, and 
by Jeveral treaties and orders, acknowledged Oweneco and his father Uncas, with the 
Moheagan Indians, to have lands of their own ; and accordingly fettled the lx)undaries 
betv/een the Moheagans lands, andfuch as they had purchafed of the faid Indians. 

4th. That Oweneco and his anceftors, with the Moheagan Indians, had a very good 
end undoubted right to a very large tradl of lands within the colony of Connedlicut, 
flying to the eujlward of Conneblicut river] and that the Englifti inhabitants of the towns 
of New-London, Norwich, Stonington, and others, have acknowledged the right of 
the faid Moheagan Sachem to ihofe lands ; and many years fince purchafed of the faid 
Oweneco and his father confiderable parcels of lands belonging to the faid towns, of 
which purchafesthe faid Oweneco is well facisfied, and makes no complaint. 

5th. That all the lands that were referved and left remaining unto the faid Owe- 
reco and the Moheagan Indians in the year 1683, were diftinguifhed into planting 
and hunting grounds; their planting ground, part of it, fituate between New-London 
and Norwich, and contains eight miles in length, and four miles in breadth ; one fmallcr 
tract about miles in 1 ngth, and two miles in brt-adth, lying on the northern 
b.undsof Lyme; one other very large tradl oi hunting land, lying between the bounds 
of the towns oiNorwich, Lyme, Lebanon, Melabefjet, and Haddam. 

6th. That, for the better afeertaining and fettling the bounds of thofe remaining 
lands of the Moheagans, the government of the colony of Connedlicut, in the year 
1683, di‘ imp wer a committee of feveral gentlemen one of whom was the then go¬ 
vernor) to fettle the bounds between Uncas, the Indian Snchem, and the plantations to 
which his lands adjoined', which committee accordingly, in iooj, did run and fettle 
the boundaries abovemcn.ioned, and made return thereof to the gmeral court, who 

approved 
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approved and recorded the fame, as appears hy record-, which furvey, fince the arrival 
or this commiflion, has been revifed by Captain John Chand’er, the late furveyor of 
the lands of Ncw-London, with others in company with him, of which furvey a flat 
has been exhibited to the court by the /aid Chandler. 

yth. That Uncas, the father of Oweneco, to fecure his lands, or fome good 
part of them, to his family and people, in the year i 6 r,g. and again in the year 1665, 
did inak: over his lands in that c.untry to Major John Mafon, deputy governor of that 
colony, and of great friendfliip with Uncas, for the Ind-.ans ufe -, and the faid Malun, 
in the year 1671, the belter to fecure fo-ne of their lands to tiem and their fofterity, 
reconveys, to Uncas and others, and their hens, that trail of land b.tw-'en New- 
London and Norwich, for then p i nting. with an expnMs limitation on that d-ed, 
that neither they r.or their heirs Jlsou’d ever alienat tie fame, which after that time 
paffed commoidy by the name of th^ fequejlered lands. 

Sth. Thatjhe government of Connellicut did approve of the faid Major John Ma- 
fon’s being procurator, or guardian ot tne Moh agan Indians, during his lile, andof 
Major Samuel Mafon, his Ton, after his death; andintheyeai 1660, do provide and 
determine, that the lands of the Moheagans Jhould be dijpefed of , and ordered by 
the faid Mafon ; and, in the year 1692, lor the more effectual lecuring to the laid Sa¬ 
chem and Moheagans their referved remaining lands, dircfl and determine, that none 
oi th.t\in&i recorded and confirmed to Oweneco, Ihoiild, for the future, be paffed away, 
without the confent of Captain Samuel Mafon aforefaid. 

9th. That, contrary to the refervations, treaties, and fettlements above recited, 
the government of the colony ofConnefticut have granted away confderable trails 
of the planting grounds of the faid Moheagans, amounting to about three ihoufand 
acres; and in particular, to the prefent governor of the faid colony, and Gordon Sal- 
tonftail, the minifter of New-London, four hundred acres, which, upon oath, is found 
to be eleven hundred and upwards -, and, in QHober hjl paft, the government aforefaid, 
by Ja patent under the fcal of tlie colony, granted the whole trail abevementioned, 
being the. planting ground of the faid Indians, to the proprietors oiNew-London and 
their heirs for ever. 

ict'i. That the faid Sachem and Moheagan Indians have been very urjuftly dif- 
poppd and turned out of a traft of planting ground, called Majapeage, lying 
within the townihip of New-London ; the improvement ot which land ts referved, by 
the faid Sachem and Moheagans, to themfclves, by their deed to New-London. 

iith. That the town oi Lyme, under pretence of their grant of their townihip 
from the colony, have taken into their improve ment that trail of the Moheagan lands 
bounded upon their townihip, containing about nine miles in length, and two miles 
in breadth. 

12th, That one other very large traff of their i?i«K/i,7g-ground is granted away 
frem theM heagans to the townihip ot Cokhejier, viz. that large ttadl of land be¬ 
tween Norwich and Haddam, Lyme, Lebanon, and Metabejfet. 

3 13th. 
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ijth. That the faid Moheagan Indians are a covfidtrahh tribe or people, confiding 
of one hundred and fifty fighting men, formerly a much greater number, and cannot 
fubfid without their lands, of which they have been deprived and difpojfejfed 
as afsrefaid. 

That the faid Owneco with his people hath been extremely didurbed and grieved 43 
at the proceedings beforementioned of the colony of Conncfticut towards them; and 
have frequently applied themfelves 10 \\vt general affembly of the faid colony, by their 
agents. Major Samue’ Mafon and Captain Daniel Clark,/ur reif re/i, but could obtain 
none-, whereby they have been rtAuceA to great want and necejftty, and, in this time 
of war, are in great danger of deferring their ancient frienddiip. 

Whereupon, the faid court are manmoujly of opinion, that the faid Oweneco and 
the Moheagan Indians ought to be rejlored to, and put into the pojfejfion of, the faid 
lands, having been unjuftly deprived and difpojfeffed of them ; any adt or order of the 
general alTembly of the colony of Connedticut, or other proceedings, to the contrary 
notwithftanding. 


It is therefore confidered and determined by the faid court of our faid lady the 
queen, that the faid Oweneco Uncas and the Moheagan Indians lhall be immediately 
put into poffefjfon of all their planting ground, dying between New’ London and Nor¬ 
wich, containing eight miles in length, and four miles in breadth, or thereabout, as the 
fame is furveyed and marked ; as alfo of another fmaller tradl: upon the north bounds of 
Lyme, containing nine miles 1 n length, and two miles in breadth, the wefterly end 
whereof lies upon Connediicut river ; and alfo one other larger trafl of hunting land 
between the bounds,of Norwich and Haddam. 

And alfo, that the faid Oweneco and the Moheagan Indians be reftored to the im¬ 
provement of their planting ground, called Majfapeage, within New-London aforefaid ; 
and alfo that the^aid Oweneco Uncas recover his juft cofts and charges. 

And that the governor and company of the colony of Conneifticut, according to her 4). 
majefty’s pleafure, fignified to them in her gracious letter, bearing date the a^d of 
March ^703, be certified of the determination aforefaid, and be required immediately 
to caufe the faid Oweneco Uncas and the faid Moheagan Indians to be reftored tj the 
enjoyment and pofleftion of the feveral tradts and parcels of lands above recited.

We thecommilTioners of her majefty’s colony of Connefticut are obliged, by our in- 
ftruclions from this government, to certify your e.xcellency, that, in obedience to her 
majefty’s commands to this colony, we are ready to (hew the injuftice of thofe corn- 
plaints againft this government, made in the name of Oweneco, to her majefty in 
council: if your excellency fees good that the complaints be produced (provided the 
gentlemen mentioned in her majefty’s commifTion with your excellency be legally 
qualified to aft as members of the court of enquiry conftituted thereby) that fo your ex¬ 
cellency and commilTjonefs may, upon enquiry made, be enabled to make fiich a true 
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and juil report oi ilic matters of fad mentioned in the faid complaint to hci luajefty 
as you (hall fee meet. But if your excellency (as it appears to us) does conftruc any ex- 
prelTions in the faid comrniffion, fo as to impower the faid commilTioners, by themfclves, 
to enquire aud judicially determine concerning the matter in controverfy, mentioned 
in the (aid complaint concerning the title of land or trefpafs, and do refolve to proceed 
accordingly, as we cannot but judge it to be contrary to her majefty’s moft jufl: and le¬

Articles of Agreement between the Englifh in Conneflicut and the Indian 
Sacliems. 

A covenant and agreement made between the Englifh inhabiting the jurifdiSlicn of 
the river of Connefticut, of the one part, and Miantinomy, the chief Sachem 
of the Narraganfets, in the behalf of himfelf and the other chief Sachems there, 
and Poquin or Uncas, the chief Sachems of the Indians called the Moheagans, in 
the behalf of himfelf and the Sachems under him, as followeth, at Hartford, 
the 21ft of September 1638. 

ift. There is a peace and familiarity made between the faid Miantinomy and 
the Narraganfet Indians, and the faid Poquin and Moheagan Indians, and all former 
injuries and wrongs offered each to other remitted and buried, and never to be renew¬ 
ed any more from henceforth. 

2d. It is agreed, if there fall out injuries and wrongs for future, to be done or 
committed, each to other, or their men, they (hall not prefently revenge it, but they 
are to appeal to theEnglilh, and they are to decide the fame, and the determination of 
the Englilh to Hand, and they are each to do as is by the Englifh fet down -, and if the 
one or the other refufe to do, it (hall be lawful for the Englilh to compel them, and to 
fide and take parr, if they fee caufe, againft the obftinate or refufing party. 

3d. It is agreed, and a conclufion of peace and friendfhip made between the faid 
Miantinomy and the faid Narraganfets, and the faid Poquin and the laid Moheagans, 
as long as they carry tkemfelves orderly, and give no juft caufe of offence, and that 
I they, 
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ihey, nor either of them, do fhelter any that may be enemies to the Englifh, that lhall 
§ I or formerly have had hand in martyring or killing any Englilh man or woman or 
confented thereunto, they, or either of them, fliall, as foon as they can, either bring 
the chief Sachem of our late enemies the Pequots, that had the chief hand in killing the 
Englilh, to the faid Englifh, or take off their heads; as alfo for thofe murderers that 
are now agreed upon amongft us that are living, they lhall, as foon as they can pofllbly, 
take off their heads, if th(»y be in their cuftody, or elfe whenfoever they or any of them 
lhall come amongft them, or to their Wigwams, or any where, if they can by any 
means come by them. 

4th. And whereas there be, oris reported for to be, faid Narraganfets and Moheagans, 
two hundred Eequots living, that are men, befides fquaws and papoofes, the Englilli 
do give unto Miantinomy and the Narraganfets, to make up the number of eighty, 
with the eleven they have already, and to Poquin his number ; and that after they, 
the Pequots, lhall be divided as aforefaid, lhail no more be called Pequots, but Nar¬ 
raganfets and Moheagans, and as their men : and either of them are to pay for every 
Sannop one fathom of Wompumpeag, and for every youth half fo much, and for every 
Sannop papoofe one hand, to be paid at hilling time of corn at Conne£ticut|yearly ; 
and fhall not fuffer them for to live in the country that was formerly theirs, but now is 
the Englilli by coi.queft ; neither lhall the Narraganfets nor Moheagans polTefs any 
part ol I he Pequo: country, without leave from the Englifh 5 and it is always expefted 
that the Englifh captives are forthwith to be delivered to the Englilh, fuch as belong to 
Connefticut to the Sachems there, and fuch as belong to the Maflachufets. 

The faid agreements are to be kept inviolably by the parties abovefaid j and if 
52 any make breach of them, the other two may join and make war upon fuch as lhall 
break the fame, unlefs fatisfadhion be made, being reafonably required.

An account of the Moheagan Sachems native boundaries and ro)^lties, as ap- 
pe rs h)' Jeveral court records, ami by information and teftimony of fun- 
dry Indians, I'equols unA Nanaganiets ; the greateji part of which lands 
within the faid bounds they have fold and alienated to feveral plantations, 
and particular perfons, as appears by deeds, gifts, and grants derived 
from the aforefa d Moheagan bachems. 

The Moheagan wefl bounds are from Afhawatt to Wongunfheake, and from thence 
to Wafliick, as appears by agreement between Uncas, Sachem of Moheagan, and 
Aramamet and other Connedticuc Indians, as country records do make manifeft,' 
May ijth 1666.' 

In reference to what right Uncas had, on the weft fide of Connedficut river and to 
Giiilforel, w.is alienated to Mr. George Fenwick, and to the inhabitants of Saybrook, 
excepting fix acres at Momonaffett, as appears upon public records bearing date 
'November \^tb 1^65. 

The Moheagan fouth bounds, on the weft fide of Moheagan river, begins at 
Mafqucpeguntuckfoongapoog, a cold fpring, and from thence to Macenunqnock, 
and from thence to Poodrumfeek, and from thence to Rumpumbafhunk, and runs on 
to We p'chook, and lb to Pethaigomfeek, a great rock ; the fouth bounds on the 
0,5 eaft fide of Moheagan are at Accomques, as appears upon record bearing date 
Ohlcber 20th 1666. 

The Moheagan ea/? bounds do begin at Aquafupfuk pond, which is the fouth-eaft 
corner, and from thence to Mamafuck, and Irom thence ro binnefleit, and then to 
Gofcowwiganaik, and fo to Chabinungfh, and from thence to Shawwamuck, from 
fher.wfc to Macomanluck, and fo to j-’oughttagnotchouge, and then to Miukpencu 
•maI Irom thence to Munliumfquceg, and (b on to the Upper Falls ; and it appears 
that the Moirragan Sachems had right on the eaft fide of Quinebaug river, as record 
b'lews. Dealing date on the iph of November 1665, befides Indian teftimony.

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The north bounds of the Moheagan Sachems appear to run up to the WabaqualTet 
country, and from thence up to Nipmug, having had right fo far northerly ever fmre 
the Pequot war in 1637 i at which time the Pequots. making war with the Englip, 
the Indians, on the eaft fide of Quinebaug river above the Falls, turned off to the 
Narraganfets, and thofe on the well fide of laid river fell to the Moheagans, and 
for about forty-five years have paid tribute, acknowledgments, and white deer-lkins, 
and bear-lkins, and black wolf-fkins* ; and that he was their Sachem till Oweneco his ' 
fon grew up, who was appointed by Uncas to be their Sachem, and they being put “o', 
under him, the WabaqualTet chief men to rule in his abfence. That Oweneco was i’' 
owned and acknowledged to be their Sachem, was fufficiently known by many Eng- 'as 
lifh, and alfo acknowledged fo to be by the WabaqualTet Indians, furrenderers fince 
the war, as appears by their teftimonies before the reverend Mr. James Fitch, mi- “h 
nifter in Norwich, May 5th 1684. 

The weft bounds of the WabaqualTet country, May 5th 1684, are Milhenups, 
the fouth-weft corner to Elat, fo to Quegghamniath, and fo to Mifeetchawog, and lo to 
Wegquapamifk, and fo to Natick Hill, the northerly corner; and then up an eallerly 
line to a place called Cheekheek, and lo to Sillbups, and fo to Wilhquagawants, and 
fo to Palkkeegh, and fo to Towcocks, and fo to Monopolheke, and fo to Pemenos, 
the fouth eaft corner ; and then, upon a foutherly line, to a place called Poohunk, 
and fo to Matulh, and fo to Anquee't, and fo to Gecomlkie, and fo to Guntuck- 
kogag, and fo to Nafshawag, and To to Sajus, and fo to Quinebaug Falls, which is 
the fouth-eaft corner. Being defined by the general court, as their committee having 
had the perufal of fundry court-records, and Indian declarations and teftimonies upon 
the foregoing confiderations and alTertions, gives us, under-written, the bell light 
and advice that we can procure or attain unto, in reference to the Sachems of Mo¬ 
heagan, their boundaries, and right of royalties within the faid boundaries. May 13th

„ The genealogy and lineage of Uncas, Sachem of Moheag, beginning at Ta- 
^ maquafhad, who was grandfather to the faid Uncas his father; and fo bring¬ 
ing it down to Uncas and his fucceflbrs, in which is alfo ihewed his native ri^t 
to fuch lands, with their refpe^lhe boundaries, as are hereafter mentioned. 

The above named Tamaquafhad had many relations, which lived above Quine- 
baug river, and alfo up the Nipmug country, who were never privileged by mar¬ 
riage into the royal flock ; for the faid Tamaquafhad had agreed to-keep the royal 
■ blood within the realm of the Moheagan and Pequots. 

The great grandmother of the faid Uncas was a great queen, and lived at Moheag; 
her name was Au-comp-pa-haug-fug-gunfk ; his mother’s grandfather was the chief 
Sachem of the Pequot country in his time, and lived at Aukumbumfk, in the heart 
of the country, and was named Nuck-quut-do-waus. 

Uncas’s grandfather was the fon of Nuck-quut-do waus above named, and was 
the chief Sachem of the Pequot country, and lived at Aukumbumfk above named, 
and was named Woipequaud. 

His grandmother was the daughter of Wee-Roum, the chief Sachem of the Nar- 
ragan e s, and her mother’s name was Kifh-he-choo-wat-ma-kunfh, the chief Sa¬ 
chem fqua of the Moheags, and fhe was niece to Ahaden, who was the fon or Nuck- 
quut-do-waus, and file was After to Au-comp-pa-fhaug-ug-gunk. 

Uncas’s father, who was wholly of the royal blood, his name was Oweneco, and he 
was the fon of Woipegunnd; and the faid Woipegunnd and Uncas’s mother had both 
58 one mother : the faid Uncas’s mother was called Mukkunup, and her mother before 
her was called by the fame name : Tatobem’s father’s name was Wo-peg-wonitt. 

The faid Uncas further declareth, that about the time of his father’s deceafe, his 
faid father further moved to Tatobem, who was the great Sachem of the Pequot 
country, for a match between his eldeft fon and the faid Tatobem’s daughter ; the 
f.iid Tatobem readily embraced the motion above-i'aid, and gave his free confent, al¬ 
leging, that by this conjunftion they fhould keep their land entire from any violation, 
either neighbouring or foreign Indians; but before the confummation of this match 
the faid eldelt fon died ; and then, by the determination cf the Indian council, both 
of the Pequots and Moheags, it was concluded and jointly agreed that Uncas, the 
next brother to the deceafed, fhould proceed in the faid match; which thing Uncas 
accepted, and was married to her about ten years before the Pequot war, and had 
three children by her, two of which died, Oweneco only furviving. 

Further, the faid Uncas doth declare, and looks upon it as a thing which may be 
cafily proved from the contraft of the great Sachems, viz. his fath'-r, and the Sa- 
ch m of the Pequot country, upon the making of that match above fpccifled, that 
his right to the Pequot country was good aijd unqueftionable, who, although (he 
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was of the Pequot blood, Ihe’ neither would nor did forfake him in the time of the 
war; and alfo himfelf, although in fuch affinity unto the faid Pequots, yet his wife 
and he (hewing their fidelity to the Englifh (himfelf adventuring for their affiftance 
in that war) that it would look hard to him, by this unhappy war, to be deprived of 
bis true and legal right to the country ; which, if it (hall feem good to my good 
friends, to my fucceffors, fo far as rea'fon (hall appear to mention, it will without 53 

doubt be a friendly, although not a coftly 'requital of my former or latter adventur¬ 
ing my life in my own perlbn, with the lives of my fubjeffs, for their affiftance, in 
offence of the enemies of my good friends the Engiiffi, I fhall thankfully accept it 
from their hands. 

Uncas alfo declares, that his grandmother and Momoho’s great grandmother were 
own fitters, and that KattupelTett, by Ufo-queen and Man-gan-wau-mett of Long- 
Ifland, are both derived of the lineage of Nuk-quut-do-waus; and being of the royal 
blood, hedefires the Englifh would refpedt them as fuch.

refpeft and fnendlhip made by and between >is, which through the length of time

6thly, I do bind myfelf, my heirs and fucceflbrs, to be ready to aflill the colony 
of Connecticut upon any occafion when their peace fhall be dilturbed with any ene¬ 
my, inteftine or foreign, with a competent number of fighting men, to be improved for 
their fafety, in fuch way as they fhall judge moft expedient, and as I am able to 
fpare. 

ythly, I do defire that this league of amity may include my fon Oweneco, and 
my grandfon Jofiah, and their pofterity, and all our people, and that it may re¬ 
main inviolable for ever.

4thly, Whatever plantations We grant to any people in their countries and terri¬ 
tories, they lhall take care that fufficiency of land for the faid Indians and their fuc- 
ceffors beji/i referved for them to plant on, and that a juft price be paid fer the refidue, 
as jhall be agreed. 

5thly, In cafe the faid Sachem lhall be Invaded by a foreign enemy, or neighbour 
heathen, upon unjuft grounds and reafons, we lhall furnilh them with ammunition 
at a juft price, and our bell advices, doing what the commiflioners lhall allow, and 
the general court lhall think fit, that may be done with our own peace and fafety to 
preferve him and his people. 

The faid Sachems, and their people and fuccellbrs, attending what is herein en¬ 
gaged by them to the colony of Connedlicut, we alfo, the general court of Connec¬ 
ticut, doc%eourfelves and fuccelTors to attend what is engaged on our parts to the

Moheag, do hereby fell, alienate, and make over to the inhabitants of New London, 
and to them and their heirs for ever, all that land which lieth and is bounded upon the 
north, with a rock that lieth in Moheagan river, a litrle below a parcel of meadow, 
commonly known and called by the name of Bailies Meadow, and to run from the

inhabitants aforefaid, to them, their heirs, executors, and afligns, to have, hold, and 
improve the fame for ever, with all the privileges and appurtenances to it belonging 
and appertaining, without any lett, moleftation, or hindrance from us, or any im- 
powered by us (only excepting the liberties of hunting, fifhing, and fowling, but 
not to fet any traps): alfo, it is agreed, that what lands are already broken up and im¬ 
proved by Indians, within the aforefaid bounds, on the weft fide the river, the faid 
Indians have liberty to improve the faid land till it be worn out, but are not per¬ 
mitted to break up any more within the faid limits without leave from the faid in¬ 
habitants.—And for the true performance hereof, we do by thefe prefents firmly 
bind and oblige ourfelves, our heirs, executors, and affigns, and have hereunto fet 
our hands and feals in New London, the loth day of March, in the year of our 
Lord i66|, one thoufand fix hundred and fixty-eight.

This writing witnefleth, that Uncas, Sachem of Moheag, in behalf of himfelf and 
people of Moheag and Nahantick, do hereby engage him and them to Aramamet, 
Seacurt, and Neflaheagen, gentlemen, of Connefticut, in behalf of the Indian people 
at Windfor, Podunck, Hartford, that they will carry it peaceably and neighbourly 
towards them and the aforefaid Indians, in that they will not, either fecretly or pub¬ 
licly, contrive or praftife any evil or mifchief againft them : and the aforefaid Ara- 
68 mamet, &c. engcge, that they and the aforefaid Indians on the river will carry it 
peaceably towards the aforefaid Sachem and his people, and that they will neither plot 
nor pradtife any evil againft the faid Uncas and his people—And whereas there is 
a difference about the bounds of lands and royalties belonging to the faid Sachem 
and Aramamer, it is agreed between them, that the dividing bounds fhall be at 
Alhowat to Wongunfhoak, and fo to Wafhiack, and from thence northerly ; from 
which bounds the lands and royalties on the eafl lliall be and remain to Uncas and 
his heirs, and from the faid bounds on the weft to Connefticut river fhall be to Ara¬ 
mamet and his heirs ; and this our agreement, and that we oblige ourfelves and our 
heirs to ftand to the fame, we teftify, by fubfcribing our marks.

At a general aflembly holden at Hartford, May 13th 1703. 

Whereas the town of New London hath made application to this general aflfembly, 
that a fraall trad of land, lying on the weft fide of the Great River in the faid town, 
between the north bounds of faid town, and the north eaft bounds of the town of 
Lyme, and by a ftraight line from the north eaft corner of Lyme bounds to the 
fouth weft corner of Norwich bounds, as the faid bounds of Norwich runs down to 
Trading cove, and fo, by the faid cove, to the faid Great River, be added to the 
townlhip of New London, and a patent accordingly given for the whole townfliip 
of New London to the proprietors thereof; this court grants, that the faid trad of 
land (hall be added to the townlhip of New London, and a patent granted to the 
proprietors of faid town for the whole townlhip, figned by the governor and by the 
fecretary by order of this general aflembly: provided neverthelefs, that whatfoever 
proprieties, whether of Englilh or Indians, that are within the faid craft of land fo 
granted and added, lhall be, and are hereby referved and faved, for the refpeftive 
pofleffion, ufe, and improvement of the feveral proprietors of the fame.

Thurfday, July 5th, we began at Ah-yoh-fup-fuk, having with us a copy of the 
general court records to direbt in the affair, ligned by the fecretary of Conneblicut 
calom.

Ah-yoh-fup-fuck is a pond, near old Mr. Billings, in the bounds of Stonington, 
being about half a mile in length, and fixty perch wide •, from the north weft angle 
it extends S. W. 30. 120 perch, and north eaft 15. about 50 perch, which is account¬ 
ed the S. E. corner bounds of the Moheagan country (as by records may appear) 
from whence we direfted our courfe northward, unto Man-hum-fqueeg, and fo to the 
Falls, which lie to the fouthward of the pond called Mafhapau, which faid Falls are 
known to the Indians by the name of Ac-qui-unk : the courfe and diftance from 
bound to bound, with the remarkables of each bound, is as followeth, being fet 
down as near as could take the fame ; from Ah-yoh-fup-fuck courfe north, diftance one 
mile to a pond of a mile in length, lying to the E. of N. and W. of S. having 
therein divers cedar illands and necks of lands: from Mah-man-fuck courfe N. N. E. 
dift. a mile and | to a ftone houfe or lodge of hollow rocks: from Sneek-fuck courfe 
N. E. 20, dift. a mile and i to a pond lying N. W. and S. E. about 70 perch long, 
and 30 wide: from Yofk cow-wong-ga-muck courfe N. dift. a mile and 4 to a pine 
bill, from whence we can fee Egunk, and the flat rock : from Chau-ban-nungkue, 
courfe N. E. 20 dift. one mile and better, to a neck of land between Patchaug, and 
74 a brook that comes into it from the fouthward : from Shaw-waa-mug courfe N. dift. 
4 of a mile, to a fmall pond fouthward of a bare hill between Flat Rock and Egunk 
Cedar Swamp.—From Mai-o-man-fuck courfe N. E. 20, which brought us to 
F.gunk, near the fpring, at which time (being near dark) we took up our lodging.— 
The next day, being Friday, we proceeded in our courfe [Captain John Parke being 
gone home, and Major James Fitch prefent] to Pat-hig-wad-chaug, diftant from the 
former boundary fix miles and a half, being the north end of Egunk hill, where a 
great fprink ilTues out, and runs down into Moofups, being about 40 perch to the 
weftward of the river, where the road goes over from Plain-field to Providence.— 
From Pat hig-wad-chaug we continue our courfe, and leave Moofup’s pond on the 
W. dift, 7 miles to the Whetftone country, being the fpot reforted to for whet- 
ftones, called Man-hum-fqueeg, and from thence courfe S. W. dift. 3 miles and 4 
to the Falls, where (on the eaft fide) a little fort had formerly been built, in which 
was four holes or cellars (as they have been called;-, the compafs of the fort was fmall, 
the diftance from the Falls about 25 perch by meafure. 


Upon our enquiry, the Indians informed us it was built by Nemo, coufin to Wee- 
hux ; that Nemo was mafter, and they knew him very well; that there never lived 
more than three families therein, befides Nemo -, that they had themfelves been en- 
teitiined there, when they have come to get whetftones ; that it was never accounted 
Ityams’s Fort, nor did he ever dwell there; that the names of the Falls is Ac-qui- 
unk, and fo known to a.l Indians that know the Falls; that it was never called Pow- 

tuo-ket. 
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tno-ket but Pown-tuck, which is a general name for all falls; that there never was an 
acre of ground planted near faid fort, nor above two or three acres in fome miles of 
it; and it was planted by none but Nemo and thefe three families. 

Tuefday, July 17th, we proceeded upon the perambulating of the Moheag Sa- 
diems boundaries, beginning at the Upper Falls, known by the name of Ac-qui-unk, 75 
near unto which is the remain of the old fort fore-mentioned.

We enquired of faid Indians concerning faid fort, who agreed in their account 
thereof with the forementioned Indians : we meafured the circumference of the fort 
and the extremity thereof, including the baftions, exceeded not 11 perch 16 inches. 
Youk-youm-pun declared that he was well acquainted with Nemo, had often been 
with him in the fort, and that it is about 36 years fince it was built; the h-ig it of 
the ground where the fort flood, is but about four or five foot higher than the bank 
of the river at faid Fails.- 


From Ac-qui-unk our courfe was W. N. W; to Ap-pa-quoag, dill, about feven 
miles, which is the N. E. corner of Windham bounds. 

From Ap-pa-quoag to We-am-man-tuck, courfe W. 20. N. dift. nine miles, to a 
place called Ow-wee-on-hung-ga-nuck, about half a mile below the road from Hart¬ 
ford to Woodftock, at the place where the people ufualiy go to catch laimon, 
which courfe we continued, and at the diftance of fix miles we come to Mohtnups- 
fuck, at the fouth end of a pond, the length of which lies N. and S. jbout a mile 
and half long, which faid pond is called the Moheagan N. W. bounds or corner ; we 
were very diligent to get to this pond on Wednefday night. 

Thurfday we proceeded upon the W. boundary, courfe S. W. about 10°, which 
brought us to Wi-afh-qua-gwun-fuck, where Hartford road goes (through the notch 
of the mountain) to the Cedar Swamp, and fo upon that courfe to Wafiiog, the ^5 
fouth end of a very high hill, diftant about ten miles and half. 

July 24th and 25th, having only exchanged Youh-youni-pun, and got in his 
place Tuc-kitch-i-won, we proceeded from Wafiiog to Ung gwon-fhack-cook, the 
couife fomething more welterly, diftant about fix miles and a half, being at the 
cratch of a river, called by the Englifh Fawn River, where the road crofles the fame 
from Colchcllcr to Hartford. 

Tire courfe to Hockanum, as the Indians dtferibe it, is N. W. the diftance fuppofed 
to be 15 milts, and from Ung-gwon-ftia-cook to Jeremy’s Back, or W. end of 
Colchcfter town plat, as the road goes eafterly, is three mile and half by meafure; 

N from 
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from Ung-gwon-fTia-cook to Afh-u-wamg is one Mile ; from thence to Wat-ti-ompflc 
rbcins: a great rock in Connefticut river) called by the Englilh Stone s Rocks, we 
judge it to be nine miles and half; Eight Mile Eland bears from hence S. 28. E. 
diftant about a mile. 


From Wat-fi-omplk, courfe E. by N. northerly to Win-foh-chook, near two miles 
and a half, being a great clift of rocks on the weft fide of Eight Mile River, from 
thence to Pump-in-ba(h-oonk, courfe more eafterly, diftant two miles and a half, 
wh-re we pafs by Lyme Cedar Swamp, from thence to Pood-humfk, three mile and 
a half, being the top of a great hill, and to Malh-a-pe-quot-hig-funk-a-pog, near 
feven miles and a half, where we got on Friday July 27th. 


The foregoing places are all very remarkable, and their fituation defcribed in a 
map or plate bearing date Auguft the firft 1705. 

From Mafti-a-pe-quot-hig-funk-a-pog to Ah-yoh-fup-fuck is about eight miles.

Purfuant to the grants made by the honourable general alT-mb'y, fitting at Hart¬ 
ford, in Oftober 1698, unto John Winthrop, Efq; and Mr. Gordon Salconftall, 
both of New London, of two hundred zwi of land to each of them, there was laid 
out, by me John Prents, furveyor, the land which is and war then bounded by me, 
as followeth, viz. the north bounds is a line running from a pine tree by the fide of 
a pond, above Mr. Samuel Rogers’s farm, commonly called Twenty Mile Pond, 
80 ftanding on the ealt fide of faid pond due call 240 rods, to a great white oak marked 
on four Tides (Tor a corner tree N. E.) which white oak is on the top of a long fair 
plain hill, and fair in fight of a hollow, where there is a fiiiall fwamp on the ealt of 
it ; and from thence (for the eaft bounds) a li.ne wh ch runs due fouth, to a young 
chefnut tree on the eaft fide of the little pond, which chefnut tree ftands withm a 
rod of faid pond under a clift of r. cks, and is marked on four fid.es for a fouth eaft 
corner ; and from thence (for the fouth bounds) a line which runs due weft 240 reds,

Governor Winthrop’s order to difcharge the running of the line of the 
Moheagan lands. 

John Winthrop, Efq; governor of her majefty's colony of Connedlicut, to the • 
fheriff of New-London county, greeting : 

Whereas I am informed that fome peifons have appointed to meet this day 
at the town of Prefton, in order to run fome line or lines through fome of 
the towns on the eaft fide New I.ondon river in this colony, without applxation 
firfl: made, and liberty obtained from the general aflembly, contrary to former 
pradltces in fuch ca.'cs ; I have therefore thought good, with the advice of the 
council, for the peace of the government, and for the prevention of any fuch 
unwarrantable aiflion, to order and command you, and do hereby, in her majefty’s 
name, require you immediately to repair to the town of Prefton, and if you find 
there any perfons met together for the defign abovefaid, you are, in her majefty’s 
name, to forewarn them from any fuch proceeding, or running any pretended lines 
through or between any town or towns in th's government, without liberty firft had 
from the general court, or council thereof, as they will anfwer their contempt; and 
in cafe they or any of them fhall, notwithftanding the fame, proceed to run the line 
or lines above mentioned, thefe are, in her majeily’s name, to will and require you 
to take the faid offen lets, and them bring forthwith before me in council at New 
London, to anfwer the abovefaid contempt: hereof fail not: and you are alfo hereby 
impowered take what affiftance is neceflfary. Dated in New London, July the 3d, 
in the fourth year of her majefty’s reign, annoque Domini 1705.

EVIDENCE. 

Nicholas Hallam of New London faith, that about two or three years ago. He, the 
faid Hallam, was defired by ,Capt. Samuel Mafon, on behalf of the Moheagan In- 
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dians, to adifl: in running the line between New London north bounds and the Indi¬ 
ans lands, called Moheagan lands, belonging to the Moheagan Indians; but this de¬ 
ponent, and thofe who were to run the line, could not agree in running the fame, 
by reafon of variation in the compafs, which was bell part of a point ; and that this 
deponent went, with fome of the Moheagan Indians, down to the river called Nor¬ 
wich river, where the faid Indians Ihewed this deponent a rock in the faid river, 
faying that was their bounds between New London and them •, and that when this 
deponent came to the faid river, it being a cold fnowy day, he met with about thirty 
or forty Moheagan Indians, men, women, and children, in a very poor and naked con¬ 
dition, many if them crying lamentably ■, whereupon this deponent adted faid Indians 
the reafon of their being in that condition, who told this deponen'-, that the go¬ 
vernor had been up with them that day, and had drove them from their planting land, 
which they had enjoyed ever fince the Englifh came into the country, and that they were 
not willing to leave the Englijh, unlefs they were forced to it: and this drpoienc forth, r 
faith, that in May laft was two years, he was prefeiit in the general affembly at Hart¬ 
ford, and did fee feveral of the chief of the f.Ad Moheagan Indians there, who faid 
they came to fee if they could get their land again ; and this deponent then heard Capt. 
Daniel Clark publicity declare, in behalf of faid Indians, that they were wronged, 
and that the faid Indians lands had been taken from them, contrary to agreement be¬ 
tween the governor of Conneblicut colony and the faid Indians ■, notwithftanding which, 
the faid general ajjembly enlarged Neva London bounds, and run the fame to Norwich 84 
bounds, which takes in all the lands commonly called the Moheagan Fields: and 
this deponent faith he beard Ben Uncas, one of the Moheagan Indians Sachems, 
fay the government had wronged them, and taken their lands from them, and that if the 
fa-d Sachem had money he would go for England and make his complaint: this deponent 
Jurther faith, that at the aboveftid general alTembly, Major Samuel Mafon applied, 
along with faid Capt. Daniel Clark, and in behalf of faid Indians, and prayed the 
faid affembly to do the Indians jujlice, and to hear them, faying, in cafe they would not 
grant them relief, the faid cafe fhould go farther. 


NICHOLAS HALLAM. 

This deponent further faith, that notwithflanding the perfons on hoih fides could 
not agree, yet thefe perfons that were on the behalf of New London run away eaft 
by the compafs, which made near an eaft and by north line, and did dig up trenches, 
and heaved up heaps of ftones, and marked trees; and when they came to Norwich 
river it fell better than a mile above the rock, commonly reckoned to be the rocks 
which was the bounds between New London and the faid Indians, which faid mile 
was into the Moheagan lands.

called by the nameo f Colchefter, was (by the Moheagan Sachems) rejerved for

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v>ich and the north hounds of New London, is, hy a grant of the general court held 
in May laft, added to the townjhip of faid New London, to the great grievance and 
dilTatisfadlion of the faid Sachems, they not having any lands left, either for planting 
er hunting that we know of, but what is under fuch incumbrance.

Afnehunt faid as abovefaid, only adds this further.—The Englilh had turned them 
out of their houfes in the time of flow from Maffapeage, which ccccfioned their 
women and children to cry ; yet they have now fent out fcouts, .as they and the Englilh 
have been fiiends and brethren, ft) they are our brethren ftill; there is no ftrange 
thing in us : we alked them who turned them out, he faid the governor laft fprmg. 

Appagefe his fpeech.—He faith, from a boy their ground and he grew up toge¬ 
ther, and they have always been friends to the Englilh, and why our ground and we 
fhould be parted now, we know not. 

Mahomet his fpeech.—He faid there was four of his men taken at Colchefter the 
laft: winter, and carried to New London, and there threatened to be hanged, when 
they had done nothing worfe tlian that they went into a cellar and warmed themfelves 
by the fire, which he faid feemed ftrange to him, and he was alhamed.—Further¬ 
more, Mahomet and all the council preftnt declared, they defired to know the reafon 
why their names fhould be inrolled; and when a fatisfying reafon lliould be given, 
ga they fhould be ready to comply with it; and alfo they will (as they ufed for to do) 

^ give an account of any ftranger that comes amongft them, or of any ftrange news

We have before us a copy of her majefty’s moft gracious letter to yourfelves, 
ftridfly charging and commanding you to pay all due obedience to her majefty’s 
commiflion, which we are now in the execution of, as we are commanded ; and

fa. ther, the faid letter contains, that it is her majerty’s royal will and pleafure, that 
if upon enquiry it be found that the laid Indians have been deprived <jf their lands, 
you immediately caufe them to be put into poffeflion thereof, notwi;hfl;aridi 'g any 
a< 5 t or order of the general court of the colony of Connerfticut ; which letters were 
dated the twenty-third day of March 170’-, in the third year of her majcfty’s reign. 

We have, therefore, thought fit to acquaint you, that it is confid' red and deter¬ 
mined by the faid court of our faid lady the queen, that the faid Oweneco Uncas 
and the Moiieagan Indians fhall be immediately put into the pofifenion of all their 
planting ground, lying between New London and Norwich, crntatni :g eight mtles 
in length, and four mtles in breadth, or thereabouts, as the fame ts funejed and mark¬ 
ed-, as alfo of another fmaller Irabl upon the north bounds of Lyne, containing nine 
miles in length, and two miles in breadth, the wejierly end whereof lies upon Con- 
nebiicut river ; and alfo one other larger trail op hunting land, between th ounds 
of Norwich, Lyme, Lebanon, Haddam, and Metabefjet and alio, that th,- faid 90 

Oweneco and the Moheagan Indians, be reftored to the improvemenL of their plantmg 
grounds, called Majepeage, within New London aforefaid •, and alfo, that the 
faid Oweneco Uncas recover his juft cofts and charges. 

This being the judgment and determination of the co mmiffioners under-written, 
wherein they are unanimous, we doubt not will be acceptable to you, and that you 
will ftriftly obey her majefty’s commands forthwith, to put the faid Oweneco ( ncas 
and the Moheagan Indians into the poffejfton of the feveral parcels of land accordingly.

opened, which was accordingly done. 

Ekazar Kimberly, fecreiary of the colony of Connedticut, came into the court with 
the faid paper in his hand, and fai.l that he, with the other commiflloners for Cgn- 
nedlicut, was ordered to protefi againft the proceedings of the court ; his excellency 
deured them to ftay till the complaint of Oweneco was read, and then they, being 
defendants, (Ir ;uld he heard as long as they pleafed, and ordered the reading of the 
faid complaint; but in the time of readir.g thereof, Kimberly went behind his excel¬ 
lency’s back, and there read his faid paper or writing, on purpofe to interrupt the faid 
court.

TViiliam Whiting, one of the perfons appointed by the faid government of Con¬ 
necticut, faid the court ha : nothing to do he e; and went about a rod diftance from 
the cou’ t, and theie with others read a proclamation, recpiiring and commanding all 
perfons within the faid government not to appear or affwer at the faid court ; the fheriff 
of the county commanding filence to the interruption of her majejly's commiffion.. 

The court proceeded, and after Oweneco’s complaint was read, Paul Dudley, Efq-, 
council for the complainant, moved the court, that, in order to prove Oweneco’s being 
the Moheagan Sachem, the Moheagan Indians there prefent ftiould be called, in num¬ 
ber about 50 men ; who being called, all of them owned and declared Oweneco to be

Produced and gave into court the fgenealogy of (hefam'Iy of Uncas, fadiere.fOve- f Vide 
neco the Moheagan Sachem, with feveral other writings on file, bibtg all exfrailcd and 38. 
atttfted from the records of Connchlicul colony. 

Mr. Thomas Ieffingwell. one of the commifiioners, declared, that in th’year 
he was well acquainted with Uncas, the Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, and that the 
faid Sachem did then, and at the firft fetting down of the Englifh at Norwich (wnen 
but a fniall number) always ajfifl the Englifh, and ever there after daring his lif.-; and 
that Oweneco his fon hathever fince continued to afiill the Englifh in all Their wars, and 
in particular the Narraganfet war, where he was prefent bimfelf to command the 
Moheagan Indians. 

Captain Daniel Clark depofeth, that Oweneco is the Moheagan Sachem, and hath 
always been afiifiing to the Engliih, and made feveral treaties wi h them, and nt-oec

Mr. Saltonftall offered to prove that feveral perfonsin th.nt court had bought part of 
the Indian lands, naming Captain Avery ; but their government had forbid him to ap¬ 
pear at faid court, othervvife he would prove it, a.,d raid they are no court. 

Captain Bujhnell, Samuel Lathrop, andjofeph Bujhnell, being defired by Captain 
Mafon to go to the la uls between Ncw-London .md Norwich, formerly called the Mo- 
heagan lands, and that they went with Captain Prents the furveyof, and laid out the 
lands within the fequejtered lands ; as by Captain Prents return, fworn to by him in 
court, will appear. 

Sworn by Captain Bulhnell, &:c. in court. 

John Hubborn fating prefent, with Elifha Pain, at running the bounils of governor 
Winthrop and Mr. Saltonflall’s farm, laid out to them by Captain John Prents, for 
four hundred acres, which amounts to eleven hundred and odd acres, as by Mr, 
Pain’s map will appear; which was Jworn in court. 

Edward Culver, John Chandler, and Elijha Pain, fwear, that the town of Cokhefter 
do improve the iands belonging to the Moheagan Indians, formerly referred to the 
faid .ndiaos in the trail of their hunting ground. Sworn in court at Colchefttr. 

. Jofhua Ripley fwears, that the perfons fummoned for intruders upon the Indian 
lands at Mamaquacg are within the Moheagan lands. Sworn in court. 

Edward Culver fwears, that all the land to the fouthward of the weft line, the 
divilional li..e made by the court between Abimaleck and Owcneco (except a fmall par^ 
cel) is improved by ] articular pcrlo.is belonging to Lebanon, Cokhefter, and New-Lon- 
don; and further adds, t latThomas Porter of Lebanon improves lands without Lebanon 
line belonging to the Indians^ within th^ bounds of the Moheagan lands belonging 
to Cweneco. Sworn in court. 

Now the perfons appointed by governor Winthrop to anfwer the complaint of 
Owencco were three times called, but did not appear. ^ 

The court adjourned till three of the clock in the afternoon. 

Poft Meridiem; 

The court called. The commiffioners above-named being all prefent, Captain 
Chandler (wears, that John Smith, and all the other perfons (ummoned for 
intruding uion ne Moheagan lai.dsin Plainfield, except Ephraim Fellows fen do im¬ 
prove lands 1., PI .infield, within the Moheagans bounds, according to the furvey taken 
by faid Chandler given into the court, ■ 
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Major James Fitch fwears, John Smith, John Gallop jun. John Fellows, and the 
others fummoned for the intruding on Plainfield, improved the lands on Plainfield, 
within the Moheagan bounds, as above exprelTed by Captain Chandler. 

Elijba Pam and Jedidiah Fitch, conftituted (heriffs, do fwear, that a//the perfons 
above named, and all contained in a lift given in by them, were all legally fummoned 
by virtue of the orders and warrants to them direfted, as appears on file ; which perfons 
were all called in court, but did not appear. 

Oweneco’s council moved to the court to have him called, to know if he hath any 
other places where he would have enquiry made of. 

The fad Oweneco appearing. Major James Fitch fwears, that fome time, by paft, 
above twenty years, Oweneco made complaint to the general aflembly of Connedlicut, 
that the town of Lyme had intruded upon his lands and wronged him, and that the ge¬ 
neral court had ordered fome perfons to redrefs him, but never heard be had ary 
redrefs. 

Elijha Pain fwears, that when he was with Captain Chandler, running the line of 
the Moheagan country, they were Jlopped by fome perfons, inhabitants of Lyme, faying 
the line they would run was two miles within the bounds of Lyme. 

The council for Oweneco having concluded that the lands above-mentioned were 
illegally taken from the Moheagans, therefore prayed the commiflioners for redrefs. 

Whereupon the court defired to be informed, if there were any other lands left for 
Oweneco to plant upon, bt having one hundred and fifty fighting men, and one hundred 
eftbem in the queen's fervice laftyear at the eaftward, who did her majefty good fervice. 
Major James Fitch and Captain John Mafon declared there was no other lands they 
knew of. 

Major James Fitch teftifieth, concerning a riot alledged to be done by the Indians 
at Colchefter, that before that time Major Mafon had made many addrefles to the 
government of ConntQXoot, on behalf of the Indians, but could have no relief. 

And, on the contrary, the governor and Mr. Saltonftall’s farms were laid out in 
their bounds: and farther faith, that about two months, by paft, he being to run the 
line for the Indians, was flopped, and difeharged by a warrant from the governor of 
Conneflicut to the Iheriff. 

A certificate produced, figned by Major Mafon and Richard Bufhnell, of the Indians 
being difturbed by the government, and other intrufions on the lands as above- 
mentioned. 

The court adjourned until the morrow at eight of the clock in the morning, to 
meet at the fame place. 
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Die Sabbati, Auguft 25th 1705. 

The court called and opened, all the comniiffioners above-named being prefent. 

Captain Grifwold of Lyme appeared in the behalf of William Lord of Lyme, 
vrho pretended a deed to a part of the lands at Lyme, claimed by Oweneco j but 
he not making out his title to be good, the court had no regard thereto. 

After fome difcourfe, Oweneco owned, and declared in court, that his deed to the 
gentlemen of Haddam, on the eaft fide of Connedlicut river, wherein Mr. Jofeph Shel- 
den is concerned, bearing date the 26th of June 1702, vohhb was by allowance of 
Major Samuel Mafon, was according to the intendment of thejfaid deed, and was ai- 
cordingly accepted by the court, as far as it concerned faid Mr. Jofeph Shelden. 

Oweneco further moved the court, to take care of i]\e per fins yiho have conveyances 
from him with confent of the faid Major Mafon. 

Captain Ely of Lyme, one of the judges of the peace, and one of the probates, ap¬ 
pearing in court, owned that he was cbofen by the town of Lyme to appear at this court 
for the town of Lyme, and had papers committed to him for that end, but that Yxdoth 
not make any plea here, becaufi the government of the colony had fork'd him fi to do. 

Robert Lord of Fairfield, fays the fame thing as Captain Ely, havingintereft in fome 
of the lands claimed. 

Oweneco appearing in court, owned and declared his fatisfadlion in the court’s pro¬ 
ceedings, and gave thanks to her majefty and the court for her majefty’s great care of 
him and his people and of their intereft ; further faying, that he had two fons named 

Mahomet and-, whom he would inftruft and leave his commands upon to be 

ever under the allegiance and government of the queen and crown of England, and to 
affift her majefly and her fucceffors with all their intereft, upon all occafions, as he and 
his predecejjors had always done in times pojl. 

Captain Benjamin Uncas, brother to the faid Sachem, likewife appeared in court, and 
gave thanks to her majefly and the court for her majefty’s care of his brother, himfelf, 
and their people, as above, and thanked God that had prevented him from ftaining his 
hands with the blood of the Englifh, notwithjianding the many and frequent provoca¬ 
tions from them, and the infinuations, addreffes, and proffers from the other Indians 
to carry away his people from the Englilh. 

His excellency, prefident of faid court, in behalf of her majefty and the court, return¬ 
ed tha.ikstothe faid Indians for their zeal and afteftion to her majefty, the crown, and 
government of England, and the intereft of the Englilh nation, and affured them, that 

her 
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hflr majefty would always be ready to take care of them and their people, both In pro- 
teding of them and preferving of their rights and properties. *oi' 

The court adjourned until Monday next at nine of the clock, in the morning, to 
meet at the fame place. 


Die Lunse, 27 Auguft 1705. 


The court called and opened. 

This court being, advifed that there are feveral perfons that have taken deeds of Un- 
cas, Oweneco, and Major Mafon, in due form, for parcels of land within their larger 
hunting grounds, who have not attended this court to make out their titles, a further 
time is given, to the next feflions of the commiffioners, to fhew forth their titles feve- 
rally ; provided they do, within three months next enfuing, give i.n to the clerk- 
and notary of faid court a copy or abftrad of their deeds and challenges thereon. 

Then the court ordered their judgment and determination upon their proceedings The judg. 
aForefaid to be publickly read, and declared in court, which was accordingly done, 
being figned by all the commiflioners then prefent, and left with the other papers 
on file. 

Oweneco and the Moheagan Indians further complained, that he is deprived and 
diffeifed of a certain tradt of land called Mamaquaog, containing, by eftimation, a^out 
/even thoufand acres, to the north eaft of Windham, and alfo one other traft of land 
called Plainfield, on the eaft-fide of Quinebaug river, and alfo of feveral confiderable 
fkirts and parcels of land incroached ufon and taken in by the towns of Lebanon, 
Windham, and Canterbury. 

The determination of which the court adjourned to their next feflions; and in the 
mean time do require all her majefty’s fubjefts not to proceed to make any entry, or 
improvement upon thofe lands, until a further hearing and determia Uion thereof. 

Oweneco appearing, and moving to the court that Captain John Mafon of Stoning- 
ton might be his truftee and guardian, to take care of him and his affairs, the court 
ordered that the faid Captain John Mafon, fon-in-law to the faid Major Samuel Mafon, '02 
and grandlbn to the late M.ajor John Mafon, at the deftre of Oweneco, be the truftee 
and guardian of the faid Oweneco, and take the care of him and his peofle, and have 
the management of all his affairs, as the anceftors of the faid Mafon have done before 
him, as fully, in all refpeils, as any other truftee or guardian may or can do 
in the :tke caje. 

The court adjourned until the firft Wednefday in May next, then to meet where 
, his excellency fhould appoint within the faid colony, upon notification thereof 
to be fent to the other commiflioners.

ceed according to the diredlions of his commiffion ; and inafmuch as no perfon has

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1705, ia favour of the Moheagan Indiana, ogmnft the faid governor and company for 
certain lands therein mentioned ; which judgment ftill remains in force, though the 
execution of it has been flayed by an order for a review. 

2d. That it appeared from the commiffion, that the faid governor and company 
complained to her late majefty queen Anne, that thty apprehended themfelves to be 
opprcfled and injured by the laid judgment, and that the fame was unjuft, and prayed 
her faid majefty that flie would provide a remedy for them the.’-ein. 

3d. That it appeared, that her faid late majefty, out of her princely care and regard 
to the faid complaint, did order a commiftion of review of faid caufe, upon the appli¬ 
cation and petition of the faid governor and company. 

4th. That it appeared that the co-nmiftiongranted in 1737, by his prefent majefty, 
and the commiftion under which we have the honour to aft, were both iffued out of 
his majefty’s princely care and regard for his fubjefts, the faid governor and company, 
and for their benefit. 

5th. That the counfel for the Mafons and the Indians has alledged, that the faid 
judgment docs contain all the particulars of their claim, which they have- to infift upon 
at this review, and has alfo infilled upon the juftice of faid judgment, and prayed 
that the fame might be confirmed. 

Wherefore the court was of opinion, that Mr. Smith’s motion Ihould be rejefted, 
and that the faid governor and company ihould proceed to file their exceptions or rea- 
fons for reverfing the faid judgment, or any part thereof, with all convenient fpeed. 

Mr. Prefident Golden diffenting, delivered in court, and ordered his opinion to 
be put upon the minutes as follows, viz. 

As I am fingle in my opinion, on the point before the court, I think it incumbent 
upon me to give the reafons of my opinion, and to have them entered on the minutes. 

The words of the commiftion, which gives this court authority, are to the following 
purpofe; toexamineand review, with all expedition, “ all and Angular .allegations, proof^ 
“ decrees and fentences, and the whole procefs, before the faid firll commiftioners, to- 
“ gether with apower to admit any new matter or allegation, orproofs of either party." 

By which 1 underftand, that the proceedings in this court are to be as in chancery, 
when a caufe, after a decree is reviewed in the famecourt, on account of fome irregula¬ 
rity in the proceedings, and of fome new matter fuggelted to be wanting in the firll pro- 
cefs,- ncceftary to form a true judgment of the merits of the caufe, and as fuch proceed¬ 
ings would be in the fame court before a judge who had not been prefent at the firll 
proceedings, and had not determined any part of the firll procefs. 


In 
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In which cafe, I am of opinion, that the whole procefs (as the prefent commifTion 
direfts) is to be examined and reviewed de novo, in the method in which the proceed¬ 
ings at firft ought to have been; with this difference, that all allegations, proofs, and 
inftruments, made and exhibited in the former procefs, are luppofed to be already made 
and exhibited in the review, without makinir them, or exhibiting them anew ; and as 
in fuch cafe the bill of complaint comes firft in the proceeding, fo it ought on the 113 
review ; but as in this cafe the original bill of complaint before the firft tommiftioners 
is by misfortune loft, and the cauie ofcomplaint no otherwife appears than by the reci¬ 
tal in our commiftion, and as the court ordered that the parties proceed, notwithftanding 
this lofs, without either party taking advantage of this misfortune. 

I am of opinion, that the complainant againft the governor and company ought to 
fupply that deled: as much as in his power, and that he be direded to let forth and 
declare as is prayed in Mr. Smith’s motion. 

There is the more reafon to grant this prayer, becaufe it appears from the minutes of 
the firft court, that they proceed ex parte, without any defence on the part of the go¬ 
vernor and company. 

I am further of opinion that, as the powers of this court are equal and fimilar to 
that of the firft court, and not fuperior, the proceedings of this court are not to be in 
the method of a fuperior court, on error ; and that the diredions in the commiffion 
can’t be purfued, according to the method of proceedings in a fuperior court 
on error. 

And in the laft place I am of opinion, that the judgment of the court on the poin^ 
now before us, though it be not directly to the merits of the caufe, yet it may affed 
the whole merits in its confeq^uences. 

The governor and company prayed time for preparing their exceptions, &c- 
till ^to-morrow morning. 

Ordered accordingly. 

Court adjourned till to-morrow morning at nine o’clock.

The governor and company prayed further time till to-morrow morning. Or¬ 
dered accordingly. And one of the commiftioners being indifpofed, court adjour.n- 
ed till to-morrow morning at nine o’clock to the houfe of Captain Simon Lothrop 
in Norwich.

The agents for the governor and company not having finifhed their excep¬ 
tions, &c. Court adjourned till 3 o’clock afternoon to the meeting houfe in Norwich, 


Court opened according to adjournment. 

Mr. Smith, of counfeJ for the agents of the governor and company, exhibited 
to the court their defence, which was read in the words following, viz. 

The defence of the governor and company of the Englilh colony of Connedti- 
cut, in New-England in America, agalnft the decree of Governor Dud¬ 
ley and others in favour of Oweneco, chief Sachem of the Moheagan 
Indians, fhewing reafons to this honourable court why the faid decree 
ought to be reverfed. 

The faid governor and company, faving their right to have the chief Sachem 
of the Moheagan Indians called, or otherwife marked, fingled out, and diC- 
ftinguifhed by fome adt done in court, from the other Indians who have ap¬ 
peared in court ; faving alfo their right to know the complaint of Oweneco, heretofore 
chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, to the faid governor Dudley and others, and 
115 to have the fame produced by any chief Sachem, or Indian, claiming benefit by the 
faid decree •. faving alfo their right to be informed, with fufficient certainty, who are 
the principal Sachems of the Moheagan Indians mentioned in the commiffion aforefaid 
to have been the chief proprietors of the lands in this colony of Connedlicut in New- 
England, upon the firft coming of the Englilh fubjeds to inhabit thefe parts ; what 
grant or grants they made to the Englilh, of what lands, to whom in particular, the 
date or dates of faid deed or deeds, in order that fuch deed or deeds may be produced 
by the governor and company aforefaid, or [by fuch perfon or perfons who have the 
fame, to this court, to be infpeded, that it may appear whether any lands, and what 
* lands. 
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fends are referred therein; and alfo that it may particularly be made to appear that 
any fuch rcferved lands are mentioned or contained among the lands defcribed in faid 
decree. 

AH which matters and things the faid governor and company, &c. do fare to 
themfelves, as their right, to have been done before they fhould proceed to the merits 
of the caufe mentioned in faid commiflion. 

And alfo faring to the particular tenants of lands within this colony of Connefficut 
all their juft rights to particular defences againft; the faid decree, and to the faid go¬ 
vernor and company all further defences againft the faid decree, and claims of parties 
againft the governor and company, when the caufes and grounds of fuch claims, by the 

courle of the proceedings, ftiall be made to appear-Do, neverthelefs, in obedience 

to the rules and orders of this court, proceed to the merits of the caufe, and (hew, 
to this honourable court, as grounds and reafons againft the faid decree, as fol- 
loweth: 

That foon after the coming of the EngliHi to fettle in the colony of Connefticuf, 
which was in the year of our Lord 1636, they formed themfelves into a fmall go¬ 
vernment, and agreed upon a plan for that purpofe ; in confequence of which they 
elefted and appointed their feveral officers; the principal wliereof were the governor 
and magiftrates, which were annually chofen to their refpedlive offices by the people 
that united with them. 

That the faid Englifti having gone through a war with the Pequots, and con¬ 
quered them, in which Uncas (who was accounted a Pequot, and lived at Mohea- 
gan) had been friendly to the Englifti, a friend (hip was cultivated between the Eng- 
lifti and faid Uncas and his men; who, after the Pequot war, were accounted, and 
treated with, as a diftindt people, and Uncas as the Sachem, and fir(t Sachem, of that 

people._ That thereupon Uncas, Sachem of the Moheagans, by deed, in writing under 

his hand, bearing date September I'itb 1640, by the name of Uncas, alias Poquion, 
did give and freely granted unto the governor and magiftrates of the Englifh upon Con- 
neUicut river, all the lands that did belong to him, or of right ought to belong to him, 
by what name foever it was called, whether Moheagan, Yomtack, Aquapaufuck, 
Pockiftomnockie, Wippawake, Maffapeag, or any other, for ever thereafter to difpofe 
of as their own, either by fettling plantation of the Englifti thereon, or otherwife, as 
fhould feem good to them; referving only, for the faid Uncas’s own ufe, that 
ground which, at that prefent time, was planted, and in that kind improved by 
Wm. 


And therein and thereby covenanted, not to fuffer (fb far as he had power) any 
Englifti, or any other, to fit down or plant within any of thofe limits, which be¬ 
fore that grant did belong to kirn, without the confent and approbation of the faid 
magiftrates or governor at Connedicut aforefaid. And this the faid Uncas therein 
alfo declared he did, upon mature confideration and good advice, freely and with¬ 
out any conftraint. 

Alfo, , 
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Alfo, at the fame time, the faid EngUlTi freely gave to the faid Uiicas 5 and 
yards trucking of cloth, with (lockings and other things, as a gratuity •, whereiy, and 
by force whereof, the faid Englifi fubjeBs became feifed and pofejfed of all the lands 
within the faid Uncas's claim and right, failing the faid lands referved in and by the 
aforefaid grant, which was but a /mall quantity, which faid grant and referve is (as the 
faid governor and company have been informed, and do really believe, and hope to 
prove) that very grant and referve referred to in and by the commijfton of queen Anne 
to the faid Governor Dudley and others. 

7 ■ And the faid governor and company do farther (hew, that the faid referved lands 
being very uncertainly deferibed in the deed aforefaid, and the faid Uncas being 
willing to give up and difpole of all his lands and claims within this colony to the 
EnglKh, and they defirous of having the native Indian right to and within the whole 
of faid Uncas’s claim, Major John Mafon, one of the faid Englilh fubjedls, and a prin¬ 
cipal member in and of their government, obtained one other deed of and from the 
faid Uncas, together with his brother called IVaweqna, bearing date at Moheagan the 
i^th of Augujt 1659, well executed under their hands, in and by which they, as 
Sachems of the Moheagan country, did, in confideration of a valuable confideration, 
give, grant, bargain, and fell unto Major John Mafon aforefaid all their lands 
that did belong to their territories then pofTeffed by them, or that had before that 
time belonged to their predeceffors, with all the corn and corn lands wherefoeveri 
and covenanted that the faid Mafon, his heirs and alTigns, fhould peaceably enjoy the 
fame, without moleftation or incumbrance. 

By which deed the faid Sachems difpofed of thofe lands that had been referved as 
aforefaid by the deed of September 2ith 1640 aforefaid. 

That, foon after the making of faid deed to the faid Mafon, viz. on the 14/i day 
of March 1660, he, the faid Major Mafon, conveyed to the colony of Connedlicut 
thofe lands that the laid Uncas and Wawequa had granted to him, as appears by the 
public records of the colony of Connefticut in the following words, viz. “ The 
“ jurifdiftion prower over that land that Uncas and Wawequa have made over to 
“ Major Mafon is by him furrendered to this colony; neverthelefs, for the laying 
“ out of thofe lands to farms or plantations, the court doth leave it in the hands (A 
“ Major Mafon : it is alfo ordered and provided, with the confent of Major Mafon, 
“ that Uncas and Wawequa, and their Indians and fucceflbrs, (hall be fupplied with 
“ fufficient planting ground at all times, as the court fees caufe, out of that land; 
“ and the Major doth referve for himfelf a competency of lands fufficient to make 
“ a (arm.” 

8 IVherchy the faid Sachems and the faid Mafon difpofed of all their aforefaid lands 
to the colony ; and the faid colony thereby alfo agreed with the faid Mafon, in favour of the 
faid Sachem and Indians, to provide them with planting ground, and to allow to the faid 
Mafon a farm out of the lands thereby appearing to belong to the faid colony ; and thereby 
it appears that the faid Indian Sachems, and their people, agreed, after that time, to hold 
their lands, which they fhould afterwards hold, pofjefs, or improve, from and under the 

7 Englifh. 
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Engltjh. And, thereupon, more fully to veft the property in the Englllh colony, and to 
remove all doubts and diiputes, the faid Uncas, and his two fons Oweneco and Atta- 
wanhood, did, by their deed bearing date the lotb of May 1661, confirm the faid 
deed of Auguft 15th 1659, to the laid Major Mafon, his heirs and alTigns for ever; 
and therein did declare, that it was a deed of fale of all their lands and territories 
within their whole claim, and that it was made with the conlent of all their people 
of Moheagan ; and covenanted that neither they nor their heirs would ever there¬ 
after trouble or molcft the faid Mafon, his heirs or affigns, in the quiet enjoyment 
of the above-mentioned lands. 

That thereupon the faid Englilh fubjedls having obtained the lands aforefaid, and 
divers other lands by purchafe as aforefaid, and having long before obtained fame 
other parts of the faid colony by conqueft, they united, and agreed together to make 
their petition to his late majefty king Charles the Second, to be incorporated, with 
powers of government, and for his majefty’s grant and confirmation of thofe lands 
obtained by Indian purchafes and conqueft as aforefaid. 

Whereupon John Winthrop, the faid John Mafon, with divers others, being 
perfons principally interefted in the faid colony, by their humble petition to his late 
majefty king Charles the Second, informed him that the faid colony of Connecticut, 
or the greateft part thereol, was purchafed and obtained for great and valuable con- 
fiderations, and fome other parts thereof gained by conqueft, and with much diffi¬ 
culty, and at the only endeavour, expence, and charges of them and their aflbeiates, 
and thofe under whom they claim, fubdued and improved, and thereby become a con- 
fiderable enlargement and addition to the dominion and intereft of his faid majefty king 
Charles the Second in thefe parts: in confideration whereof, &c. his faid majefty, by his 
letters patent or charter, under the great feal of England, bearing date at Weftmin- 
fter the 2jd day of April, in the 14th year of his reign, ereCled the faid John 
Winthrop, John Mafon, and others, into a corporation, in name and fad, by the 
name of the governor and company of the Englilh colony of Connedicut in New 
England in America, with powers of government; and gave, granted, and confirm¬ 
ed the lands deferibed in the fame patent, including the lands claimed and purchafed 
from and under the Moheagan Sachems as aforefaid, unto the governor and company 
aforefaid, and their fucceflbrs ; whereby the faid governor and company of the faid 
colony of Connedicut became feifed of the faid lands, to hold the fame upon truft, 
and for the ufe and benefit of themfelves and their aflbeiates, freemen of the faid 
corporation, &c. 

’That thereupon, fome fhort time afterwards, the faid governor and company, at 
a general affembly held in Hartford May 14th 1663, granted unto the faid Major Ma¬ 
fon a farm of five hundred acres, to be laid out where he fhould chufe it; and in 
1664 the faid Major Mafon defired to take up his farm at a certain place by him 
mentioned to the court; which the court agreed to : all which were as a recompence 
to the faid Mafon, for his good fervices relating to the Indian purchafes aforefaid, and 
in conformity to the faid agreement in 1660 ; and the faid governor and company have 
always taken fufficient care that the faid Indians fhould be fupplied with fufficient plant- 
ing ground. 


Whereupon 
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Whereupon the faid governor and company obferve, and fay, that as the 
principal caufe fet forth in her late majcfty queen Anne’s commiffion, and again re¬ 
cited in the prefent commiflion, by which this court is held (to be reviewed) is the 
Moheagan Indians native right to certain lands referved by the faid Indians in their 
grants to the Englifh, and the wrong done them, by taking away and difpofleffing 
them of faid lands by an aft or order of the general court or affembly of the colony 
of Connefticut, and other injuries and violences refpedting the fame. 

And inafmuch as, by the foregoing grants, fales, agreements, declarations, and 
tranfactions, it appears, that whatfoever lands were at firft referved by the laid Indians 
Sachems, they had, long before the granting of faid commiflion in 1704, difpofcd of 
and conveyed the fame to the Englifh fuf^eds in manner aforefaid; and they were 
well granted and paflfed, at that time of the faid charter, to the governor and com¬ 
pany aforefaid, and by the faid charter vejled in the governor and company in full and 
abfolute property and r'ght in law: therefore the faid judgment or decree of Go¬ 
vernor Dudley and others in 1705, was without any juft foundation, and plainly 
contrary to the truth of the fafl relating to laid referved lands (about which, and 
matters relating thereto, the firft commiflioners under the faid firft commiflion were 
only to inquire and determine) -, and for this caufe the faid decree ought to be re- 
verfed, and made null and void : and the faid governor and company humbly con¬ 
ceive they need not, in obedience to the rule of this court, Ihew further caufe why 
the faid decree fhould be reverfed. 

But inafmuch as the faid governor and company are defirous to wipe off all un- 
juft and unreafonable afperfions that have frequently been caft upon the honour and 
juftice of this government, in their conduft towards the faid Moheagan Indians, and 
that they may fet forth fuch new matter relating to the faid caufe, as may fhew fur¬ 
ther realbns why the faid decree ought not to be of any force or effedt at this day j 

They further fay, that notwithftanding that at divers times the faid Indians, 
by the inftigation and felicitation of divers evil-minded perf ns, fubjedls of this go¬ 
vernment, who have fought to make private interefts to themfelves, by making pre¬ 
tended purchafes of feme of thofe above-mentioned lands of and from the Moheagan 
Sachems, and have induced and prevailed on the faid Sachems to b.-lieve, or at lead 
to pretend to believe, they were owners and proprietors of all lands originally claimed 
by them, and might lell the fame over again, contrary to the juft right of faid go¬ 
vernor and company, to the great difturbance, trouble, and expence of this g vern- 
ment; yet they, the faid governor and company, abating all juft refentments on this 
head, have always carried it and behaved with great kindnefs and tendernefs to¬ 
wards the faid Indians. —Wherefore the faid governor and company, in conformity to 
the p'ejudiced opinion of the faid Sachems, in favour of their pretended right, and 
for pteierving peace with the faid Sachems, and the tranquillity of this colony, did, on 
the ilth of May 1681, enter into articles and agreements with old Uncas,, the firft 
Sachem before named, who, among other things, refigned up to the faid colony of 
Eonnefficut all his lands and territories, binding himfclf, his heirs and I'ucceflTors, 
that he would make no other difpofe of them to any perfon or people whatfoever 
without the colony’s grant and allowance firft had and obtained; and that they Ihould 
be difpofed of into plantations, villages, or farms, according as the general court of 

faid 
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faid colony (Tiould order and determine the fame; the faid Uncas to receive fuch rea- 
fonable fatisfaftion, for his fuppojed propriety in fuch lands, as he and the purchafers 
Ihoiild agree upon. the faid governor and company, among other things, there¬ 
by did agree, that in cafe the faid Uncas and his people fulfilled, on their part, their 
agreement, that then, whatever plantations the faid governor and company fhould grant 
to any people in that traft which had been the Moheagan country and territories, they, 
the faid governor and company, would take care that a fufficiency of lands, for the faid 
Indians ami their fnccelTors, Ihould ftill be referved for them to plant on, and that 
fuch a jujl price Ihould be paid for the refidue as Ihould be agreed upon ; whereby 
th" faid governor and company, although they had obtained from thole Indians their 
whole claim long before, and did not want any further title againft them, yet, in conde- 
fcenjion to tbofe opinions ihofe Indians were prejudiced with, and the better to prefer ve 
peace and a good tinderflanding with them, they, the faid governor and company, agreed 
that fomething fhould be paid for thofe lands, as they from time to time Ihould be 
fettled by t'le hinglifli. In confequence of which agreement, the faid governor and 
company have taken care that fom'e fatisfaflion has always fince been made to the faid 
Indians, for all lands granted and fettled into towns and plantations within the lands 
formerly belonging to the Moheagans. 

And further, they fay, that the better to fulfil and conform to faid agreement, they, 
the faid governor and company, in the years 1683 and 1684, inquired into the ex¬ 
tent and limits of rhe Moheagan Sachems claims or country, the better to know when 
a plantation, granted and fettled, was within, and when without, their antient terri¬ 
tories ; but this was done, not with an apprehenfion of any need of any further pur- 
chafe of any native Indian propriety, the fame having been often granted and con¬ 
veyed to them before, but was only done for the fake of peace, purfuanc to the 
agreement aforefaid : all which was an aft of extraordinary kindnefs towards the 
faid Indians, over whom the government have had a general care and giiardianfhip 
ever fince. 

And rhe faid governor and company have, from time to time, always taken care 
to fee the fiid agreement fulfilled; for which purpofe the general court of faid colony, 
in 1692, on Oweneco’s requelf, confented and allowed that he the faid Oweneco 
fliould not fell his lands without Captain Samuel Mafon’s confent, &c.; thereby the 
better to prevent the faid Oweneco’s being impofed on, and fo lofing the fatisfaftio.i 
agreed on by the faid articles to be paid for the lands to be fettled into plantations, &c. 
as aforefaid ; but did not pofitively and abfolutely fubjeft and limit the faid Oweneco 
to the faid Captain Mafon’s plcafure; nor did the faid governor and company give 
the faid Mafon any power not fubjeft to their oontroul. 

That at divers times before the year 1681 and fince, the faid Uncas, Oweneco, 
and other fucceeding Sachems of the Moheagan Indians, have fold (befides the general 
fa>5 before the year 1-662) by particular fales to fundry towns and particular perfons, 
all the linds within the Moheagan territories antiently fo called ; and p-articul iriy all 
ih:.fe trafts of lands mentioned in the judgment of Jofeph Dudley, Efq; &c. given 
in the year 1705 ; and even thnfe particular fales were all made hifore the giving that 
judgment, excepting thofe lands m the faid judgment or decree called the fenuejlered lands, 
part of which they then lived upon ; and which, laecaufe the government bad promifed to , 
X referve 
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referve a/ufficiency for them for planting ground, fo the government has always allowed 
them to hold the fame, and conjidered thofe lands as the faid Indians lands, though at 
that time they had little or no title in feveralty thereto-, and inftead of taking away 
from them the faid lands by aft of aflembly, and granting the fame to the towns of 
New London and Colchefter, as is falfely alledged in the judgment aforefaid, the faid 
governor and company, by an aft of aflembly, made with Oweneco’s full confent 
and approbation, in May 1703, the better to fecure thofe lands to the faid Indians, 
did annex the fame lands to the town and jurifdiUion power of New London, with an 
exprefs faving to the Indians of their property and rights -, and the fame is alfo faved^ 
or rather confirmed, to the faid Indians, by the patent given to New London in 1704, 
including thofe lands: which aft of aflembly is fuppoled to be the aft referred to in 
queen Anne’s commiflion, and recited in his majefty’s commiffion, by which this 
court is held; and the fame is therein reprefented to be an aft by which the lands 
referved by the Indian Sachems in their firft grants were taken from the Moheagans; 
which all, in truth, was fo contrary to that reprefentation, that it was an alt of great, 
kindnefs to them, and by which thofe lands were much better fecured to them than be¬ 
fore-, and were thereby brought within the limits of a town, and the fame Indians un¬ 
der the privileges and proteftions thereof, not only as to their lands, but alfo as to 

their perfons and families.-Whereupon the faid governor and company fay, that 

the faid judgment contains fafts plainly contrary to the evidence in that cafe, and is 
founded on falfe fuggeftions and mifreprefentations made by Oweneco, or more 
probably by him at the inflance of fome perfons, who, in feeking their own intereft 
on the ruins of the faid Indians rights, were prevented of their intended defign by 
thofe very alts of the government, in kindnefs to faid Indians, which fecured thofe 

lands to the faid Indians. -Wherefore the (aid governor and company’s faid 

judgment ought to be fet afide, and declared null and void. 

124 And the faid governor and company, in further proof of their jufiice, honour, and 
kindnefs towards the Mobeagan Indians, do fay, that fince the giving the faid judg¬ 
ment, they have always taken care of them, not refenting Oweneco’s complaint and 
profecution againft them, fuppofing it to be by other perfons means that the con- 
troverfy was ftirred up and carried on: and accordingly the faid governor and com¬ 
pany, from time to time, have had a general overfight over faid Indians, and care of 
their rights; and notwithftanding one friend or other, as they pretended, perfuaded 
Oweneco to fell great part of the aforefaid lands called fequeftered lands, more efpe- 
cially the weftern part, and at laft, by one general deed of May lOth 1710, fold 
all the weftern part, and made fome few other fales in the eaftern part; by which 
means there were fundry difputes and difficulties arifen between faid Indians and thofe 
to whom they fold, refpefting the faid lands; and thereupon the general court of the. 
faid colony, being informed by the petition of Ctefar, then chief Sachem of the Mohea- 
gan Indians, of the very unfettled (late of the faid Indians, and the contentions about 
faid lands, did, out of regard to faid Moheagan Indians, and at their requeft and 
defire, take the fame into their confideration ; and, in order to provide a remedy for 
faid Indians, did appoint their committee to inquire into the fame; and, in Oftober 
1718, on the information of their faid committee, the faid general court appointed a 
further committee, with full power to-fettle all thofe differences among the faid Indians 
and Englilh there, and to provide for the fettlement of the gofpel miniftry among them: 
which committee did inquire into, fettle, accommodate, and determine all differ¬ 
ences. 
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fnces, difputes, and controverfies then fubfifling, to the general fatisfafl'ion of the 
chief Sachem and Moheagan Indians, and the Englifh purchaftrs of parts of the faid 
lands, rcfpcding the Tales by the faid Sachems made, and the juft payments agreed 
upon to be paid therefore j and, in the ccnclufion, fettled upon and fequeftered, to the 
ufe of the Moheagan Indians, between four and five thoufand acres of good land, 
which from that time they have enjoyed, and have a more indifputabJe right unto the 
fame than they ever had to any lands fince the year 1659, when they fold all their 
native right, fo called; which having finiflied the faid contioveifies as afore- 
faid, their doings, by an adl of the afiembly of faid colony, were confirmed 
the iith of May 1721. By means whereof all and all manner of controverfies 
then fubfifting between the faid Indians and Englilh were put to an end. All 
which the faid governor and company did, at their own coft and expence, and 
during all the time that fince the laid decree of Governor Dudley and others, and 
faid fequeftration and fettlement by the laft atft of afifembly, the Indians have made no 
pretence of claim or challenge to any other lands than thofe only within the bounds of 
the faid fequeftered lands ; neither have they had any controverfy with the government 
refpefting the fame, till a controverfy was ftirred up by Captain John Mafon; but 
have had their dependence on them for their advice and afififtance, which the faid 
governor and company have afforded as occafion and opportunity prefented. 

That thereupon the faid Indians being fettled upon and fecured in their faid lands; 
Captain John Mafon, by ad of the afiembly of laid colony in Odober 1723, at his 
requeft, was permitted to go and live on faid Indians lands; which permiflion the 
colony intended and made in favour of faid Indians; more particularly that the faid 
Indians might, by him, be inftruded, civilized, and chriftianifed -, who accordingly 
foon went there, and there continued in peace for fome time; and the faid governor 
and company fuppofed and believed they fhould have no more controverfies with 
the faid Indians about thofe aforefaid lands, or any other: but fo it happened, that 
the faid Captain Mafon, endeavouring to make an intereft to himfelf, to the preju¬ 
dice of faid Indians, obtained from the Sachem and council of faid tribe or nation the: 
aforefaid writing produced by Mr. Bollan, bearing date the 21ft day of Odober 1724,. 
figned by their Sachem and council aforefaid ; by which the faid Mafon induced faid : 
Indians to declare they, had made him guardian, to have the whole difppfal of their 
affairs and improvement of their lands, as his anceftors had had before him, and to • 
agree he fhould improve the faid lands, not only for their ufe,, as the gavernment 
ordered, but to add, that he fhould improve the fame for the benefit of himfelf and 
his heirs for ever-, by means whereof he foon claimed the guaidianfhip and ufe of 126. 
thefe lands, without infpeftion of or fubjeiftion to the orders of the government 
refpefting the fame •, but the government, ly their care andguardianjhip over them, 
preferved them from his endeavours, and defeated his intentions.. 

Thereupon he ftirred up new controverfies on the old foundation, and ftill under' 
pretence of regard to the Indians; and, pretending to appear for them, applied for- 
the aforefaid commiffton, which was granted in 1737; wherein it is fuggelted, that- 
differences have anfen, and do arife, between the Moheagan Indians and the faid co¬ 
lony ol Com eflicut, which the faid governor and company declare they believe, and- 
hope to prove, are all owing to his and his fons John Mafon and Samuel Mafon’s 

^uggeftiona^ 
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Tuggeftions and infinuations, without any true an'd juft foundation and thereupon 
the faid governor and company, as they always have endeavoured to quiet the faid 
Indians, whenever they were made uneafy through any falfe reprcfmtations of others, 
or miftake of their own, and in condefccnfton to the weaknefs of their capacity, in 
order to prevent future differences, paid to the chief Sachem and principal heads of the 
laid Moheagan Indians a valuable conftderalion ; who alfo, knowing that the faid governor 
and company had treated that tribe with juftice and kindnefs, and that it was wholly 
owing to the care of the laid governor and company that the lands they now poffefs had 
been fecured to them, and that if the colony had not interpofed for their proteffion 
and relief they (hould have poflcffed no lands, nor even fo much as have been a dif- 
tinfl: people known in this country ; in confideration whereof, the faid chief Sachem 
and principal heads, with others of faid tribe, by their deed, in writing under their 
hands and feals, bearing date the i.%th of February 17^7-8, did releafe, difcharge, 
and acquit the faid governor and company, and all other perfons, from the faid de¬ 
cree given by the faid firft commiffioners, and of and from all other claims, adtions, 
caufes of actions, procelTes, judgments, cofts, executions, dues, and demands what- 
•foever: and, as a further evidence of their op nion of the kindnefs and juftice of faid 
governor and company towards them in their tranfadions and dealings with them, the 
chief Sachem of the faid nation, Benjamin Uncas, and the principal heads of the 
faid Moheagan Indians, are here ready, and the faid Benjamin Uncas hath been 
feveral days waiting to be called, in the name of chief Sachem, to renounce and 
difclaim the prefent fuit, and the faid decree, and all benefit thereby; which re¬ 
nunciation and dfclaimer the faid governor and conipany are interefted in; antf 
the faid governor and company do fiy, that the faid Benjamin Uncas, - other- 
wife called Ben Uncas, is now the true and rightful chief Sachem of the Mohea¬ 
gan Indians, and hath been chief Sachem- of the faid Moheagan Indians for about 
the fpace of eighteen years laft paft, and hath been generally known, received, and 
treated with as fuch; and for thefe, as welt other reafotis offered in the courfe of 
thcfe proceedings in this fuit, they do humbly infift upon ir, as their right, that the 
chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians may be called, that it may judicially appear in 
this court who is the elder Sachem, by the commiffion aforefaid appointed to be fum- 
moned before this court, who has not yet been called or acknowledged under that jiile 
orcharadler, or diftinguiflied in this court from any private Indian of that nation. 

And the fiid governor and company further declare, that they have always taken 
more particular care of the Indians in the faid colony, than of the Englilb futyefts within 
the fame, with regard to their helplefs (bate and circumllances •, and for that purpo'e have 
provided lands tor all their fc vcral ti ibe.s or families of Indians remaining in die colony, 
and have made feveral laws in their favour, particularly an act made in the 13th year of 
of his late majefty king George, intituled. An adt for preventing encroachments on lands 
ieqiieftcred lor the Indians; “ whereby it is provided, that no limitation of time fhallbe 
“ pleadable againft them in any fuit for the recovery of their popjftons, as it may againjl 
“ the Englijh in fiiits for lands and w henever there has been occafion for a luit in fa¬ 
vour of the Indians, and particularly of the Moheagins, this colony has taken the care 
and burden thereof; of which feveral inllances may be produced in evidence. 

And the faid governor and company further declare, tliat the feveral purchafes 
made of, and the tranfadtions with, the feveral tribes or nations of Indians in this 
7 colony 
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colony from the beginning thereof, have been made generally witb the Sachem or 
Sachems of fuch Indiani, as fovereign head or heads of fiich tribe or nuion, and not 
with [>articular perfon or perfons of iuch tribe or nation and all acts done by and 
with lu. h chief Sachem of fuch tribe or nation are and have been always efteemed to 
be as valid and good in law as if the whole nation or tribe hadperfonally joined with 
their Sachem in the faid aht. 

And they do further fay, that great favour is due to all aSis relating to property which 
are done in the infant ftate of any country ; and nicety of' forms are not to be expelled 
under fuch eircumjiances, where the honefty of intention is fafficiently declared by the parties. 

And the faid governor and company do further fay, that many people in this colony 
have bcnellly purchafed, and fettled, and made improvements on divers parts of the 
land: defcribed in the faid decree, and now brought into queftion by this fuit-, and have 
lived and [pent their days threon, fame twenty, fame thirty, fame forty, feme fifty, fame 
fixty, and fame feventy years ; and that the number of f.iid families do now amount to 
five or fix hundred, or upwards; the dirpofleffing of whom would ruin them, and 
tend to the demoUjhing of ma;:y Chriftian churches, and depopulating a confiderable 
part of the colony, and turning it once again into a wildernefs, contrary to his ma- 
jefty’s declared intention to this colony in their charter of incorporation. 

And the faid governor and company do further declare, that no perfon hath here¬ 
tofore had guardianfhip of and over the faid Indians, or any other tribe of Indians in 
this colony, but liich as have been fubjed: to, dependent upon, and under the infpec- 125 
tion and controul of this government; whofe guardianfhip they have always granted 
and taken away as they faw caufe; and declare and proteft againft the faid John and 
Samuel Mafon their having any right of guardianfhip of and over faid Moheagan In¬ 
dians at this day ; and do hereby affert the faid governor and company have right and 
authority, according to ancient ftipulations, covenants, and agreements with the faid 
Indians, and according toufage and cullom, fiom firft to laft, to have and exercife a 
guardianfhip and overfight over the faid Moheagan Indians in all things that relate to 
their intereft and advantage; yet neverthelefs, that the honour and juftice of the laid 
government, in regard to their conduft towards the faid Moheagan Indians may ap¬ 
pear, the faid governor and company, though they conceive they are anfwerable only 
to the chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians by force of his majefty’s commiffion for 
holding this court, and infift upon it as their right, yet if this honourable court think 
proper to hear the faiil Mafons, or any of the difaffedled Indians of faid tribe, whofe 
number amounts to but about twelve, the faid governor and company fhall readily 
fubmit that matter to the couit: and the faid governor and company do further fay, 
that at the day of the date of the faid comniilTion, and at the day of the date of laid 
decree, divers perfons claimed property in, and then were in adlual pofTefTion in 
feveialty of divers parts of thofe lands jiientioned in the decree aforefaid, who were 
not fummoned, nor appeared in that court; yet the faid commiflioners decree their 
lands to belong to the laid Oweneco Uncas and the faid Moheagan Indians, and 
that they fhould be put into the poffeffion of the fame. 

All which matters and things the faid governor and company do aver, and will 
prove the fame to be true. 

Y Wherefore, 
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Wherefore, and for that it doth not appear by the faid decree and proceedings and 
proofs, by and before the faid firft commiiSoners, what lands thofe were which the 
130 firft Sachems in their fales to the Englifh had referved to themfelves, concerning 
which the faid commiffioners had only power to inquire and determine; and for that 
it doth appear, by that decree and proceedings, and proofs relating thereto, that the 
lands decreed to be the right of the Indians, were, long before the faid commiflion, in 
fad granted to the Englifh fubjedls by the faid Sachem or Sachems; and for that 
no ad of aftembly appears, on the face of the proceedings aforefaid, that had taken 
from faid Indians any lands, as appears by the commiflion of queen Anne to have 
been fuggefted, and is therein faid to be complained of in faid commillion ; and for 
many other reafons apparent in, and to be colledled from, faid decree, and the pro¬ 
ceedings and proofs relating thereto, the faid governor and company do humbly 
pray, that the decree aforefaid may be declared null and void, and reverfed according¬ 
ly; and thatfuch decree may be farther given in the premifes as may quiet the faid 
governor and company from all future trouble, vexation, and charge in and about 
the fame.

Mr. Bollan, of council for the Moheagan Indians, exhibited anfwer to the faid 
defence of the governor and company, which was read, and filed, as follows, viz. 

To the honourable the court of comniiflioners appointed to re-examine, 
review, finally decide and determine, a certain caufe or controverfy de¬ 
pending between the governor and company of Connedticut and the 
Moheagan Indians. 

The faid Moheagan Indians fay, that the judgment given in their favour by Jofeph 
Dudley, Efq-, and others, commillioners appointed by her late majefty queen Anne, 
is right s and the reafons offered by the governor and company of the colony of Con- 
nefticut, for the reverfal thereof, are infufficient; and the faid judgment ought to be 
affirmed by this honourable court; and to maintain this they fay, ° 

That the faid Moheagan Indians were the original only owners of a large traft of 
land in thefe parts, including the lands by the judgment aforefaid adjudged to them ; 
and upon the JirJi arrival of the Englifh in this country, the faid Indians, be¬ 
lieving them to be a juft and honed people, received and entertained them as friends, 
and entered into a ftrift alliance with them -, which the faid Indians have at all times 
obferved and kept, exercifing, on all occafions, and under the fevcrefi trials, a firm 
and unibaken friendftiip towards them : and in order to promote the (ettlement of 
the Englilh, the faid Indians from time to time fpared them divers parcels of their 
lands, referving the lands in controverfy (a fmall portion compared to vshat they 
owned when the Englifh firjl fettled here) for their planting and hunting lands. 

That the faid Indians having admitted the Englifh to fettle in their country, after 
fome years experience, found them to be a people fome of whom were full of craft 
and guile, and fome others abounded with wifdom and probity; and as the faid In¬ 
dians were by no means a match for the wiles of the former, fo, for protedfion of 
their eftates againft them, they fled to the latter-, and as they had frequently expe¬ 
rienced the great juftice, care, and kindnefs of Major John Mafon, their conflant and 
brave companion in battle, they made ufe of him and his family as inllrumenis where¬ 
by to prevent their being cheated by any fraudulent or unfair purchafes of their 
lands, and ’whereby to preferve to the faid Indians a fufficient portion of lands for 
them to plant and hunt in, and which were abfolutely necelTary for them, in order 
2 to 
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to tlcir continuance as a people: this was become the more necellary, as a fond- 
ni-fs for fpirituous liquors, brought among them by the Englifh, was increafed in this 
tribe (a fondnefs too common to the Indian nations); by means whereof many of 
them have had their intelleflual faculties weakened, their numbers leflened, and their 
intereft greatly hurt: wherefore, for the faid neceffary ends and ufes, and at the fame 
1 7j time to provide for the faid Mafon their truftee, and his heirs, a fuitable requital for 
their continual rare over the eflate of the faid Indians, 1659 Augult \^th, Uncas and 
Wawequa, Sachems of the faid tribe, coivueyed all the Moheagan lands and territories 
to the fold Mafon-, and bound themfelves and their hci:s that the faid Mafon and 
his heirs Iliould peaceably enjoy the fame. 

i66i May 20th, Uncas, and his two fons, Owc-neco and Attawanhoed, by their 
deeds of that date, reciting the faid deed of Augult 15th 1659, confirmed the fame to 
the faid Mafon and his heirs, and declared that it was with the confent of all their 
people of Mobeagan. 

1665 December tA,th, the faid Uncas, Oweneco, and Attawanhood, Sachems of Aco- 
heag, by their deeds of that date, reciting, th-t they had formerly fully and freely 
granted and given to Major Mafon, his heirs and affigns, the benefit and profit of all 
futh lands as belong to them, or either of them, that Ihould atany time be fold or dif- 
pofed to any perfon or perfonr, to him the faid Major Mafon, his luirs or affigns for 
ever, they thereby ratified and confirmed the fame-, and the fiid Uncas, Oweneco, and 
Attawanhood, promifed and bound themfelves, their heirs and fucceflbrs, for the per¬ 
formance thereof, that he, the faid Major Mafon, his heirs and fuccelfors, fhould 
have and receive, to their proper ufe and behoof, the one half of the profit and value 
of all fuch lands, woods, ponds, minerals, herbage, rents, &c. that Ihould at any 
time arife and accrue upon thepremifes; and the faid Uncas, Oweneco, and Attan- 
wanhood, did thereby promife, and firmly engage and bind therrifelves, their heirs 
and fuccelfors for ever, that neither they, nor either of them, their heirs or fuc- 
celTors for ever, fliould at any time make fale, or any-wiie difpofe of the pre- 
mifes, or any part of the fame, without the confent and allowance of him the faid 
Major Mafon, his heirs and fuccelfors. 

134 May cjh, the faid Major Mafon, by his deed of that date, reciting the laft 

above-mentioned deed, entailed and bound over, unto the faid Uncas, Oweneco, and 
Attawanhood, a certain parcel of land at Malhantackurk, therein particularly 
bounded ; which paiticular parcel of land the faid M.jor Mafon did thereby di-pofe, 
entail, and confirm to and up n Uncas, Oweneco, and Attawanhood, their heirs 
and fuccelfors for ever, that neither they, their heirs or fuccejjors, fhould at any time 
male fa'.e, or any other way difpofe of the premifes, or any part or parcel thereof-, 
and thereby declared, that it any perfon or perlons whatfoever fhould at any time 
pro, lire any grant from the aforefaid Sachems, or their fucceffors, the fame fhould be 

of no value or effeft.-The lands in this deed, thus conveyed, contain about 

eight miles in length, and four miles in breadth, and lie between Norwich and the old 
line of New London, and are the fame lands which, in the judgment aforefaid, are fii ft 
adjudged to the faid Indians; and which lands, after the making this deei, have com¬ 
monly p.tlfed by the name of the fequefiered lands. 


16S1 
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i68i May i^th, a league of perpetual peace and friendfhip was made between 
the government of Connefticut and Uncas, Sachem of Moheagan; feveral claufes 
of which are as follows, viz. 

On Uncas’s part: 

2dly, I do refign up to the faid colony of ConneftiCut all my lands and territories, 
hereby, for myfelf, my heirs and fucceffors, binding myfelf and them, that 1 will 
make no other difpofe of them to any perfon or people whatfoever, without their grant 
and allowance firjl had and obtained-, and that they (hall be difpofed in plan¬ 
tations, villages, or farms, according as the general court of Connefticut (hall order 
and determine the fame; I always to receive fucb reafonable fatisfadlion for my pro- 
priety in them, according as we Jhall agree. 

^dly. He confirms all grants of lands already made to any plantations or particular 

perfon or perfons.-I'hen follow the claufes on the part of Conneflicut one of 

which is as follows, viz. 

4thly, Whatever plantations we grant to any people, in their country and territories, 
they (hall take care that fulRciency of land for the faid Indians and their (ucceflbrs be 
ftill referved for them to plant on, and that a juft price be paid for the re/tdue, as Jhall 
be agreed. 

1683 May loth, the general court of the faid colony then held at Hartford, ap¬ 
pointed the Governor and Major Talcott to be a committee in behalf of that court, to 
endeavour to fettle the bounds between Uncas and the plantations to which his lands ad¬ 
joined, and to compofe the difference between Lyme and Uncas, and all other differences 
shat he Jhould defire to refer to them ; and what they did they were to make return 
thereof to the court. 

1683 March 6th, Oweneco, then foie Sachem of Moheagan, by his deed of that 
date, palTcd over his right of all that tradf of land between (the then) New London 
town bounds and Trading Cove-brook (being the fame lands conveyed and fettled 
by thefaiddeed of May ^th 1671) unto the Moheagan Indians, for their ufe to plant, 
that neither he nor his fon, nor any under him, (hould at any time make fale of any 
part thereof •, and that that traft of land Jhould be and remain for ever for the ufe 
of the Moheagans and bimfelf and his, to occupy and improve for their mutual ad¬ 
vantage for ever. 

1689 May 8/A, at a general afifembly then holden at Hartford, the Governor and 
Major Talcott having prefented to the faid court the account they had gained of the 
bounds of the Moheag Sachems lands under their hands, the court thankfully ac¬ 
cepted their labour therein, and ordered it to be recorded as their return ; which re¬ 
turn begins with thefe words; •—-- An account of the Moheag Sachems native 
boundaries anti royalties, as appears by feveral court records, and the information and 
teftimony of fundry Indians, Pequots, and Narraganfets, the greateft part of which 
lands within the laid bounds they have fold and alienated to feveral plantations and 
particular perfons, as appears by deeds, gifts, and grants derived from the aiorefaid 
Z ^ Moheagan 
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Moheagan Sachems s after which follows a particular account oF the laid Sachems 
of Moheagan, their bounds, and right of royalties within the faid bounds. 

1692 OSioler i^tb, at a general aflembly then held at Hartford, Oweneco having 
defired that bis father's lands recorded to him might be confirmed to him and his fan 
Mahomet, and that they might not pafs them away to any, without the confent of 
Captain Samuel Mafon, and to be acknowledged before him, the faid general court 
allowed thereof. 

That the faid Indians were once unqueftionably the owners of (he lands in contro- 
verfy, and the continuance of their right to the fame is manifed from the before* 
going deeds and other evidence ftanding on the records of their adverfaries ; and ta 
anfwer particularly the claims of the laid governor and company, and £hew the infuf- 
ficiency thereof, they fay, 

That their claim, by force of the deed of aSth September 1640, mentioned in their 
defence, is altogether unwarrantable. 

ift, Becaufe that fwppofed deed was never executed by Uncas, the Sachem of Mo¬ 
heagan. 

2 dh, If it was really executed by him, it was made with an intent to keep off the- 
Butch, who were then endeavouring to get footing in thefe parts, or with feme fuch view,_ 
and not with intent to pafs away the faid Moheagan lands from them. -For, 

oMy, The before-mentioned deeds, together with the aforefaid declarations and tranf- 
actions of the faid governor and company, made and done on the moft folemn occaftons„ 
and all fubfequent to this fuppofed deed in 1640, prove irrefijiibly the continuance of the- 
property of the Moheagans in their lands aforefaid, long after the fuppofed making of thit 
deed. 

And 4thly, the faid Indians are advifed and fay. That the faid governor and company 
cannot maintain any claim to the lands aforefaid by force of faid deed (if really madef 
137 becaufe that the faid governor and company, as appears by their own fhewing, were not 
incorporated till long after that deed was made ; and it is impoffible any land) Jhould pafs 
to them by force of any conveyance wbatfoever, until they were enabled to. take by the in¬ 
corporation of their prince. -And, 

As to the claim of the faid governor and company under Major Mafon, viz. by 
force of the faid deed of Auguft 15th 1659 from Uncas and Wawequa to the faid 
Mafon, and tlie pretended conveyance from him to the colony on the 14th of March. 
1660, the faid Indians fay, that the fame is wholly invalid-Becaufe, 

iji. The evidence of the conveyance from Mafon to the colony is wholly of their 
own making-, for there is nothing under the hand of Major Mafon touching this 
matter, arid none of the Moheagan Indians is fo much as faid to have been any-wife 
concerned in it 3 and therefore their rights cannot be dirainilhed by it. 


2dly, The 
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2ify, The words cited from the records of the colony do by no means warrant 
what the faid governor and company have faid thereupon; for they aver and 
fey, that Major Mafon corweyeJ to the feid colony thofe lands that Uncas and 
Wawequa had granted to him; whereas the record, as cited by the faid governor 
and company, contains no words for that purpofe, and really no operative words 
which, if ufed in any deed made by the tiue and Idle owners of the land, could poffi- 
bly pafs one foot of the foil. 

^dly. This pretended conveyance was alfo before the governor and company ob¬ 
tained their charter ; and therefore nothing could pafs to them by force of it. 

And as to the deed of Auguji 15/16 1659, the confirmation thereof May 20th 
1661, they fey, thofe deeds, confidered together with the other deeds and matters 
aforefaid by them fet forth, fully prove the continuance of the faid Moheagan right 
to the lands in difpute; and as it is evident that thofe deeds were made with an intent 
to fecure to the faid Indians their lands aforefaid.., and which were for this purpofe ,,g 

by the faid deeds conveyed to. the faid Mafon, as truflee for the faid Indians, fo it ^ 

would be plainly againft natural juftice to make thofe deeds operate direblly contrary 
to the intention of the parties to them, and fo pafs away from the faid Indians thofe 
very lands which they were made to preferve. 

As to the claim of the laid governor and company, under the charter granted them 
by king Charles the Second, the faid Indians fey, that furely that prince, when he 
granted a charter to feme of his own fubjefts, never intended thereby to pafs to them 
the lands of bis friends and allies. The grants of princes work no wrong to any ; 
and this grant cannot, confiftently with the rules of right, any-wife affedl the property 
of the Moheagans. The efFeft of that charter with regard to the Moheagan lands be¬ 
ing otviy this, to make fitch of their lands become part of the Englifh cokr^ as fhould. 
from lime to time be fairly purchafed from them. 

As to the fuggeftion of the faid governor and company, that the faid Indians have 
been induced to believe, or pretended to believe,, that having once fairly fold their 
lands, they may, notwithftanding, claim, and fell them over again, it is an injurious 
calumny call upoo them : fraudulent and infufficient fales are in efFed none ; and 
notwithftanding any fuch, the faid Indians always have claimed, and will claim* 
their lands, and doubt not they (hall recover and hold them. ’ 

As to the conftrudtion attempted by the faid governor and company, now to be 
put upon the league made between them and the Moheagans in 1681., the faid; 
Indians cannot but look upon the fame as an infult upon their underftandings (weak 

as they are) as well as upon their rights.-For by that league, the Moheagans 

propriety in lands, and their having their countries and territories, is direftly acknow¬ 
ledged by the faid colony; yet the opinion which the Indians then conceived, of their 
having any lands left in their antient territories, is now reprefented as altogether ground- 
lefs ; and the faid colony fay, that they had, long before that league, obtained from 
the Sachems their whole claim. If the E.oglifh colonies be permitted thus to explain 
away, or rather contradift and depart from their treaties with their old and conftanc 
friends and allies, the Moheagans cannot but fay, that the Englilh intereft mull 

finally 
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finally fuffer among the Indian nations, to -whom fuch prmarkation and injujlice is 
altogether abhorrent. And the Moheagans beg leave to obferve, that they are a 
people mjhilled in letters, and as their adverfaries have had the penning this treaty, 
and all the records of their other tranfahlions with the faid Indians, and doubtlef* 
took care to exprefs m3XX.m favourably for their own intereft, fo now the mod fa. 
vourable conftruftion for the laid Indians, as they conceive, Ihould be put upon tlicfe 
writings. 

Upon confideration of the aforefaid deeds, records, and evidences, it is apparent, 
that as the faid Indians heretofore certainly owned the lands in quellion, together with 
divers other lands incompalfing them, fo they have ufed all the means they could 
devifc to fcure thofe lands for the maintenance of their tribe ; and the faid Indians 
fay, the fame is fufficiently done. 

With regard to the lands aforefaid called the fequefiered lands, containing about eight 
miles in length, and four in breadth, the faid Indians fay, that they have, by force of 
what is above fet forth, an unalienable right to the fame. 

Their right to thefe particular lands is fo apparently good, that the faid governor 
and company, in their defence aforefaid (after urging that they had obtained, about 
eighty years ago, an abfolute property in all the lands of the faid Moheagans) fpeak- 
ing of thefe lands, fay, that becaufe the government had promifed to referve a fuffi- 
140 ciency for them (the faid Indians] for planting ground, fo the government has always 
allowed them to hold the fame, and confidered thofe lands as the faid Indians lands; 
and that inflead of taking away from them (the Indians) the faid lands, by ads of af* 
fembly, and granting the fame to New London and Colchefber, &c. the faid gover¬ 
nor and company, by an ad of afifembly, &c. the better to fecure thofe lands to the 
faid Indians, did annex the faid lands to the town and jurifdidion power of New- 
London, with an exprefs faving to the Indians of their property and rights ; and 
again, fpeaking of the faid ad of affembly, fay, which ad, contrary, &c. was an ahi 
of kindnefs to them (the Indians) and by which thofe lands were much better fecured 

to them than before.-And again, fpeaking of their ads paflTcd touching thefe 

lands, call them thofe ads which fecured thofe lands to the faid Indians ; all which 
contain fuch an ample confejfton, by the faid governor and company, of the right of 
the faid Indians to thefe lands, as could have proceeded from nothing elfe (as the faid 
Indians are perfuaded) but a confeioufnefs in the faid governor and company that the 
right of the faid Indians to thefe lands was incontejlible. 

And as the right of the faid Indians to thefe lands is certain, and the acknow¬ 
ledgment thereof by the faid governor and company plain, fo it is alfo certain, that 
v/hat the faid governor and company alledge, namely, that they have always allowed 
the faid Indians to hold thefe lands, and confidered them as the faid Indians lands, is 
not true-, for the faid governor and company having, in OdtoberidgS, granted unto 
John Winthrop, Efq; then governor of the faid colony, and Mr. Gordon Salton- 
ifall, both of New-London, two hundred acres of lands to each of them, they had, 
on the 20ih of February in the fame year, a certain parcel of the aforefaid lands 
c^led the fequefiered lands, containing about twelve hundred acres thereof, laid out 
to them by John Prents, furveyor, who having marked out and bounded the 
3 fame. 
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fame, made and returned a furvey thereof, which being coiifidcred by the general af- 
fembly held at Hartford, May 14th 1705, the laid alTembly ajjproved thereof, and 141 
granted that the gentlemen, to whom the faid land was fo laid out, ftioiild have and en¬ 
joy the fame to them and their heirs tor ever -, and divers other peifon:-, to the amount 
e/ eighteen in number, encouraged, as th • faid Indians fi ppofe, by the fai' governor’s 
and Mr. Saltonftall’s having had the aforefaid parcel of the laid fequejiered h:iids laid out 
to them, had, at divers times before the aforel'aid judgm'-nt was given in fat our cl the 
faid Indians, feveral parcels of the fame lands laid cut to them : the lands 
laid out to thofe perfuns were laid out tor 2180 acres; what quantities of land 
were really laid out to thefe men the faid Indians know not, but conckuie, that 
in this refpedt alfo they copied after their governor and Mr. Saltonfta;], and laid 
out three times as many acres as was mentioned in their grants and furveys ; the proof 
of the aforefaid feveral parcels of the lands called the fequejiered lands, having been 
thus laid out and furveyed, and of the faid general allcmbly’s having approved of the 
furvey made for Governor Winthrop and Mr. Sakonftall, and their having made the 
aforefaid grant to them, was given into the commijf oners in 1703 ; and with what truth 
and jullice the faid governor and company can now fay that they have always allowed 
the faid Indians to hold thofe lands called the JequeJiered lands, and con/tdered them as 
the faid Indians lands, is by the faid Indians wholly fubmitted to this honourable 
court. 

And with regard to the other lands adjudged to them, they fay, that the fame were 
never fairly lold by them the original proprietors thereof, the principal part of the 
fame being referved for their hunting land ; but if any good and fufficient lales were ever 
made of any parts thereof, the faid Indians pray that fuch parts may, by this honour¬ 
able court, be adjudged to the purchafers, adjudging to the faid Indians the 
remainder only. 

As to the kindnefs pretended to have been done to the faid Indians by the faid gover¬ 
nor and company, when they annexed the faid fequejiered lands to the town and jurif- 
ditlion power of New-London, the faid Indians fay they have quite contrary fentiments 
of that proceeding -, for as their policy, cuftom?, and manners differ widely from thofe 
of the Englilh (which they neither defpifenor can approve) fo they, by no means, like 
to be fo mingled with them, which the Indians find, by experience, has a diredt ten¬ 
dency to dr.ve them away from their ancient poffejftons ; and they fay that they nei¬ 
ther know, nor believe, and therefore deny, that Oweneco approved of the faid 
fequeftered lands being thus annexed to New-London. 

And thev fay, moreover, that this approbation, if ever he gave it without the con- 
fent of the tr.be, gi at leaft of the principal heads thereof, which they are fire was 
never had, could by no means bind the tribe, who are a free people in a point of 
this nature 

As [o the extraordinary care Taken ofthe faid Indians intereft by the general affembly 
of the Ibid cok'ny, and their committee appointed in 1718, whofe doings were con¬ 
firmed by the general .ificmbly in 1721, the faid Indians beg leave toobferve, that the 
aforefaid lands, called fequellered lands, which were efpecially appropriated to the ufe 
A a of 
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of the faid tribe, and fettled and confirmed upon them for ihAt pirpetual fupport, con¬ 
tain upwards of rwwryacres, and this committee confirmed the whole there¬ 
of to the Enghjh, except a traft of between four and five thoul'and acres, and even 
of that, fundry pieces interfperfed, and amounting to a very confiderable quantity, 
above a thoufand acres (according to the belt information the faid Indians can obtain) 
are confirmed to the Englijh ; and that committee, in the firft plate, approved and con¬ 
firmed the feveral country grants taken up in the weftern part of the faid fequeftered land 
and particularly the before-mentioned farms taken up by the late Governor Winthrop 
and Mr. Saltonftall, and alfo a farm of two hundred acres laid out to Mr. Caleb Wat- 
1^2 ^on, one of the eighteen perfons above-mentioned, and alfo a farm granted to the fchool 
in New-London, containing fix hundred acres, and every other country grant that had 
been granted, furveyed, and recorded, and thatlie in faid weftern part; which doings 
of the faid committee, confirmed by the faid governor and company at their general 
alfembly, area further undeniable evidence o\ the u,.truth e/what the faid governor and 
company have alledged in their defence, viz. That they have always allowed the faid 
Indians to hold the faid lands called the fequeftered lands, and confidered thofe lands as 
the Indians lands : and this committee alfo provided, that the aforefaid fmall portion of 
land fettled, or pretended to be fettled upon the Indians, fliould be wholly under the 
regulation of a committee appointed by the general ajfembly ■, and as the faid gover¬ 
nor and company might, in the opinion of the faid Indians, as well have driven them 
at once quite away from their ancient inheritance, or direblly extinguifhed the whole 
tribe, as treated them in this manner, fo the aforefaid committee have provided for 
their being extinU, declaring, that when that (hallhippen, then the lands by the laid 
committee fettled on the laid Indians (ball for ever belong to the town of New-Lon¬ 
don as their indefeafible tK/ee ; and very lately on-James Harris and his three 
fons, named James, Jonathan, and Labeus, who have been fummoned and appeared 
before this honourable court, took poffelfion of the land thus fettled, or pretended to 
be fettled on the faid Indians, and this they did by force of a leafe lately made to them, 
or fome of them, by fame committee or other of the find governor and company, for 
twenty years, as the faid Indians are informed, and verily believe. 

And as to the releafe of February 28th 1737-8, pleaded by the governor and com¬ 
pany, (he faid Indians fay, that the prefent king of England having been gracioufly 
-*44 plealed to grant the aforefaid commiffion of review on the 3d of June 1737, ^nd-the 
laid governor and company knowing that the merits of the caufe aforefaid were not 
vjith them, they, with all their might, laboured to avoid the review of the faid caufe, 
intending thereby to prevent juftice being done to the faid tribe ; and to effeft this 
they betook theinfelves to Ben Uncas, as chief Sachem, whom they had made, before 
a creature of their own, a tool, ready 10 be ufed by them/cr ary purpofe, and to the 
pretended principal heads under him and from them, contrary to the faid commilfion, 
wherein it was provided, that pending faid review nothing fhould be attempted to the 
prejudice of either party, they obtained the releafe aforefaid ; and wherein the faid Ben 
and other Indians, parties thereto, declare, that all perfons holding lands under grants 
from the laid governor and company have a good right and title to the fame, to hold 
the fame to them and their heirs : now the utter falfhood of this the faid Indians have 
already fhewn, by proving, as above, the clear and certain right of the faid Indians to 
all the lands called tlie/ajiny'/erei lands, and that the faid governor and company, xon- 
ir^ary to what they now fay, have granted aw ay, and co.nfirmed to divers perfons, mem- 
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bers of the faid corporation, divers parcels of the aforefaid lands, and finally almofi: 
the ivhoU thereof-, and yet this pretended Sachem Ben, and the Indians joining him, 
•would, if they could, by this releafe, have barred the right of the tribe to the far greater 
part of that very land fo long ago fpecially fet apart and fecured for the perpetual ufe 
of the faid tribe. 

The governor and company fay they gave a valuable conjideration for this releafe; and 
it is apparent from his conduft that th\i pretended Sachem Ben has fold bimfelfto the go¬ 
vernor and company and is endeavouring to fell the whole tribe, or, which is the fame 
thing, their antient and rightful inheritance as faft as he can; and the faid Moheagan In¬ 
dians deny the faid Ben to be their rightful chief Sachem, and infift on it that John Uncas 
is their rightful chief Sachem, according to the ancient eftablifhed conftitution 
of their tribe, which Ben never was; and they fay, that this Ben having again and again 
betrayed the interefl of the tri be, they, long fince, depofed him, and he is now only 
the head of a corrupt party of faHion, feduced, deluded, and made by a little money, 
added to the great artifice of the Englifh, who have cunningly fpread corruption and 
caufed divifions amongft this tribe, hoping thereby to work the ruin and overthrow of 
the tribe ; but with refpeft to thefe matters, the faid Indians infift on it, that they are 
zfree and independent people, and have the foie right of fettling and determining all 
differences arifen among them touching their Sachems, or any other members of their 
tribe whatfoever ; and humbly infift on this court’s proceeding to dojuftice between 
the Englifh and them upon the merits of the caufe depending between them. 

With refped; to the faid governor and company’s claiming the right to have and ex- 
ercife a guardianfhip over faid Indians in all things that relate to their interefl: and ad¬ 
vantage, which is, in effeft, claiming to be guardians for them in this very caufe 
wherein their greateft interefl:, their inheritance, their all, is concerned ; the faid Indians 
fay, that the faid governor and company are furely the firft perfons that ever claimed a 
right to be guardians to their adverfaries, or, in other words, that upon a review, claim¬ 
ed for their adverfaries the care and guardianfhip of that eftate which they had unjufl- 
ly taken from their adverfaries, as it had been adjudged on a former trial; and the faid 
Indians infift upon it that the faid governor and company have not the right of guar¬ 
dianfhip by them contended for, nor any other, over the faid Indians or their eftates. 

And with refpedl to the faid John and Samuel Mafons being their guardians, they fay, 
that as the whole eftate of the faid tribe was conveyed to the ancejior of the faid Mafon 
and his heirs, in trujl for the faid Indians in manner aforefaid, and as that truH hath 
continued in his family to this day, accompanied with a carr and guardianfhip over j-g 
the faid eftate, and as the faid family has at all times difcharged their whole trujl 
in them repofed with the utmofi fidelity, having fpared no labour, peril, or expence 
to promote the interefl of the tribe, and preferve their eftate, fo the faid John and 
Samuel Mafon, to whom the faid truft is defended, are and ought to be their guar¬ 
dians : and moreover they fay, that when the faid tribe, aggrieved with the treatment 
received from faid colony, and diflatisfied with the unjujl and irregular proceedings of 
the commiflioners adting under the faid commiffion of review, petitioned his majefty, 
complaining againftthofe proceedings, and againft the colony of Connecticut, and pray- 
Jng him to grant fuch methods as would conduce to reftore them to their lands and liberties 

they 
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they prayed his mijefly to admit the faid Samuel and John Mafon, their guardians, truf- 
tees, and managers, to reprefent them ; and thereupon they were accordingly admit¬ 
ted, and by his majefty’s prefent royal cominiflion of review declared the guardians 
of the faid Indians, and therefore they infill: on it that the faid Malbns only be received 
as their guardians. 

And in anfwer to what the faid governor and company fay, viz. that all the perfons 
then in pofleffion of the lands adjudged to the faid Indians by the judgment aforefaid 
were not fummoned, they fay that is no plea for them to make, and whenever made 
by the proper perfons it will doubtlefs have its proper (that is little) weight. 

“The fa d Indians, to remove a fre<{uent objeBion and mijlake made by the governor 
and company in their defence, beg leave to obferve, that what is faid in the commiflion 
from q :een .4nne, namely, that the Indians granted to the Englifh great part of their 
la ids, referving only for themfelves a fmall parcel of land to plant and hunt in, is not 
meant or intended that the lands fo referved was exprejly referved in deeds made to the 
Engiijh ; but as the Indians granted to the Englilh par/of their lands, fo what 
they did not grant was by them necejfarily referved or retained for themfelves. 

*47 As to what the faid governor and company urge, viz. that no aEi of affembly ap¬ 
pears on the face of the proceedings of the firft court of commiffioners that had taken 
from faid Indians any lands ; the faid Indians fay that it is a miflake, for it appears 
by thofe proceedings, that the faid governor and company, at their general affembly 
held at Hartford, May nth 1699, granted to Colchefter the^r/a//r part of the faid 
Indians lands adjudged to them by the judgment aforefaid ; and it alfo appears by 
thofe proceedings, that in 1698 Governor Winthrop and Mr. Saltonftall had their 
lands aforefaid laid out to them ; and the other eighteen perfons above-mentioned had 
divers parcels of the JequeJtered lands laid out to them before the giving the laid judg¬ 
ment; and many of them, doubtlefs, had their furveys made long before the iffuing 
of the faid commiflion by queen Anne ; and when the faid governor and company 
in 170,:? annexed the lands to New-L.ondon, they referved and faved to 

the Englidi, as well as to the Indians, proprieties ; and the faid governor and com¬ 
pany having, in the firft year of the reign of king James the Second, granted to Lyme 
nine miles in length and two miles in breadth of the faid Indians lands, fo it is obferved 
in that judgment, that the faid town had, under pretence of that grant, taken into their 
improvement that trail of the Moheagan lands. 

In anfwer to what the faid governor and company fay concerning the lands in quefti- 
on having been long poffeffed by the Englifh, viz. fome twenty, fome thirty, fome 
forty, fome fifty, fome fixty, and fome feventy years, the laid Indians fay, firft, that 
the reafon of their own law, by them mentioned for another purpofe, whereby they 
have prtjvided that no limitation of time fhall be pleadable againjl Indians in any fait 
for the recovery of their poffrjfions, is a futficient anfwer lor them on this head. 

And fecondly, from what is faid it is altogether uncertain what portions of the faid 
landa have been poffeffed during the feveral portions of time above-mentioned. 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, the poffeffion for twenty, thirty, or forty years in the Englifh can avail 
nothing on the review of a judgment given in favour of the Indians near forty years 
ago. 


Fourthly, the pofieffions of the Englifli were generally (if not wholly) modern 
when the laid judgment was pronounced. 


Wherefore, for the 'reafons and matters aforefaid, and fuch as may be hereafter 
offered as occafion fhall require, the faid Indians pray that the judgment aforefaid may 
be affirmed,

The faid governor and company of the Englifh colony of Connedlicut in America, 
faving and referving tothemfelves now and at all times hereafter all and lingular the 
matters and things by them in the proceedings aforefaid faved and referved; and fur¬ 
ther faving and referving to themfelves now and at all imes hereafter all and all 
manner of advantage of exception to the right of Mr. William Bollan to appear in 
this court, and to maintain and defend the faid judgment and decree of Jofeph Dudley, 
Elq-, and others before-mentioned, as having no power or authority fo to do from the 
chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, who, only, hath right to maintain and defend 
the faid judgment or decree; faving further to themfelves all advantages of ' xreption to j, 
the fcandal offered and charged by the faid William Bollan in his anfwer to the reafons 
of the faid governor and company againft the faid judgment and decree ; wh'ch laid 
fcandal is offered by faid William Bollan on the part of fome unknown Indians, to the 
reproach and dilhonour of the Englifh name, without charging the fame on uny per- 
fon or perfons in particular, whofe conduft and charadter might be defended againil 
fuch fcandalous afperfions, which faid pradlice is contrary to common juftice and good 
manners, and always difcountenanced in a court of equity ; laving further to themlelves 
all advantages of exception to the manifold contradidtions, impertinenci's, inconfillen- 
cics, uncertainties, untruths, infufEciencies, falfe and inconclufive argumentations,

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put in by faid William Bollan to the reafonsof the faid governor and company agalnft 
the faid judgment and decree, inftead of an anfwer: for replication thereunto, the faid 
governor and company do fay. 

That all and fingular the matters and things, in the reafons aforefaid, offered by them 
againfl: the decree of Governor Dudley and others, contained, are true, as the famd'are 
therein alledged -, and that the anfwer of the faid William Bollan, to the faid reafons, 
is very untrue, imperfedt, and infufficient to be replied unto; and, the faid governor 
and company are ready to aver, maintain, and prove the fame, &c. And humbly pray, 
that the judgment and decree aforefaid may be declared null and void, and reverfed 
accordingly.

And the faid Moheagan Indians fay, that the matters and things, by them alledged 
before this honourable court, in maintenance of faid judgment given in their favour by 
150 Jofeph Dudley, Efq; and others, commiffioners aforefaid, and in anfwer to the reafons 
by the faid governor and company offered for the reverfal thereof, are true anJ fufficient, 
and altogether fufficient to be replied unto, and this they are ready to verify and they 
pray that the judgment aforefaid be affirmed, &c.

Admitted by Mr. Bollan in behalf of the Moheagan Indians, that the exhibit, dated 
15th of the fourth month 1659, and alfo the exhibit dated 2d of March 1659-60, were 
found in the cuftody of Thomas Noyes, grandfon of Thomas Stanton, who in the 
year 1637 was an Indian interpreter in this colony, among divers writings ; all which 
were always deemed and accounted by Ichabod Palmer and Hannah his wife (which 
Hannah is the grand-daughter of the faid Thomas Stanton) to have belonged to faid 
Stanton in his life time, and the name Thomas Stanton figned as a witnefs to the 
firft above-mentioned exhibit; and alfo the body of the faid writing was always be¬ 
lieved, by the faid Ichabod and Hannah Palmer, to be the hand-writing of the afore- 
faid Thomas Stanton; and that the fubfcription Thomas Stanton, as a party to the 
faid inftrument, hath been always reputed and believed by the faid Ichabod and 
1^4 Hannah Palmer to be the hand-writing of Thomas Stanton the fon of the firft-men- 
tioned Thomas Stanton; and it was alfo admitted that the fubfcription of the name 
Thomas Stanton to the faid exhibit, dated 2d March 1659-60, was alfo by the faid 
•Ichabod Palmer and Hannah his wife reputed and believed to be the hand-writing of 
the faid Thomas Stanton the Indian interpreter, and that the fame Thomas has now 
been dead about fixty years. 

Mr. Lee purfued his motion of the 5th Inftant to be admitted to appear for Ben 
Uncas, &c. 

Court took time to confider until afternoon. 

Court adjourned till four o’clock afternoon.

Ordered, That faid Ben Uncas be now admitted to lay before the court what he 
has to oflFer relating to the caufe depending between the governor and company of 
Connetflicut and the Moheagan Indians. 

Whereupon faid Ben Uncas exhibited in court a writing, dated this %otb of July, 
by him owned in court to be his deed, and figned by fundry other Indians as con¬ 
curring therein ; and alfo the bible and brafs hawk therein mentioned were by him 
Ihewn in court. 

The faid Ben Uncas further exhibited in court an original writing by him figned 
and acknowledged in court to be his aft and deed, dated 6th of July 1743, both 
which were read as follows: 


The humbk addrefs and declaration of Ben Uncas, chief Sachem of the Mo- .g- 
heagan Indians, to his majefty’s court of commiffioners holden at Nor- ^ 
with, in his majefty’s Englifti colony of Connecticut in New England, is 
as follows j viz. 

1 Ben Uncas, chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, would exprefs my thank- 
fulnefs to the great king of Great Britain for his gracious care of me and my people 
expreffed in his comniiflion, by which this honourable court is now held ; but I 
want words to Ihew how thankful my heart really is for his majefty’s gracious care 
therein (hewn to me and my people. 

And now if this honourable court will lend me their ear, that I may be fo happy as 
by them to inform his majefty the great king of Great Britain of the true ftate and 
ciicumttances of me and my people, and the caufe of the late complaint made by 
Mahomet to his faid majefty.—And firft, I would inform this honourable court that 
1 now am in the forty-eighth year of my age ; and that I, after the deceafe of my 
father Ben Uncas the late Sachem, in the year 1725, was rhcfen and inftalled chief 
Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, and have ever fince remained in the aftual exercife 
of the power of chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians; and as one evidence of my 
being lo, I have here in court the bible tranftited into Indian, which was fent by the 
late great king Charles the Second of England, &c. unto the then chief Sachem of 
the Moheagan Indians, which hath always been delivered unto the chief Sachems 
fucceffively at their inftalment, and accordingly was delivered unto me foon after my 
inftalment; and likewife I have here in court a certain brafs hawk, taken from a fa¬ 
mous and great captain of the Narr.aganfets, our enemies, by one of my anceftors in 166 
li e a fa- 
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a famous battle and vidtory obtained over faid Narraganfet Indian?, which hath al¬ 
ways been delivered in like manner unto the laid chief Sachems, and was accordingly 
delivered to me, which hath been k -pt by the chief Sachems as a memorial of that 
great battle and vidtory. And I would further inform this great court, that 1 have but 
about thirty-eight or forty fighting men now alive of the tiue nation of the Mo- 
heagans, and about twelve of thefe my men, to my great gr;ef and trouble, have 
lately revolted from me, and united with fundry Indians of other nations, and have 
lately been induced by fume evil-minded white people to fet up one John Uncas to be 
chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, to the great diflurbance of the peace of me 
and my people. And further I would inform this great- and high court, that neither 
I nor any of my people have any difpute or controverfy with the king of Great Britain’s 
people of this colony of Connecticut, touching or concerning any ground claimed 
by me or my people, excepting what thefe twelve men may pretend to who have 
revolted from me as aforefaid. And further I do now fpeak and honeftly declare 
unto this court, that the governor and general affembly of this colony have at all 
times behaved in a very friendly manner towards me and my people, and that when 
any white people have at any time intruded upon cur l.inc.s, or done any wrong or 
injuftice unto any of us at any time,' on complaint made by me or any of nry people 
to the fiid governor or general afTembly, they have always made hafte to give proper 
relief in fuch cafes at the only cofl of faid colony, but notwithflanding fo it is, may 
it pleafe this honourable court, that one Captain John Mafon, on or about the year of 

167 our Lord 1723, who was then of Stonington, petitioned the general alfembly of the colony 
of Connefliciit, that he might have liberty to come and dwell among the Moheagan In¬ 
dians, on thofe lands which were by the colony of Connecticut referved for their ufe \ 
to which requeft the faid alfembly, as appears by an adl of the general court, con- 
fented, in confideration of what is mentioned in faid aff, that he the faid Captain John 
Mafon fliould, by and with the confent and good liking of us faid Indians, take up 
his refidence amongft us: and thereupon, foon after the paffing faid aft of alfembly, 
he, by the confent of Major Ben Uncas my deceafed father, who was then chief Sachem, 
and fome others of the Moheagan Indians, came with his family and dwelt amongft 
US', but foon after his coming he feemed not to be contented with the terms and con¬ 
ditions provided for him in faid aft of alfembly, and thereupon he perfuaded my 
father Ben Uncas, who was then chief Sachem, and five of his men, to fign a leafe, 
which is the fame produced in court by Mr. Bollan, at which time he earneftly 
importuned me and the reft of the Moheagan Indians to fign faid leafe, but could 
not prevail upon us to do it •, for I, who underftood the Englilh tongue better than 
the reft of the Moheagans, told them I was afraid that Captain John Mafon was about 
to take thofe lands from us, which the colony of Connefticut had fettled upon the 
tribe of the Moheagans, and that it was belt to take good advice before w'e figned 
any paper, and thereupon no more of our people would fign to faid paper ; and in 
like manner I took pains to prevent my father’s figning faid leafe, but the name of 
the Mafons was then had in fo high efteem with my father, that be would not believe 
he was about to get any of our lands to himfelf ; and fo that matter refted until af¬ 
ter the death of my father, during which time faid Mafon lived upon and improved 

168 what of thofe lands he pleafed ; but foon after the death of my laid father. Captain 
John Mafon more fully difeovered what his intentions were by getting faid leafe from 
him my faid father, lor he then afted not agreeable to the peace and intereft of me 
and my people, which cauled us to make our complaint, as we always ufed to do 
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when grieved by white people, to the general affembly of the colony, who foon look¬ 
ed into our cafe and gave us proper relief, which caufed the faid Captain Mafon to be 
very angry, and thereupon again tried to perfuade me and mv people to fign to laid 
leafe, and likewife endeavoured to perfuade me and fny people that the colony of 
Conncfticut had very much wronged the Moheagan Indians, and if I and my people 
would unite with him, he would go to the king of Great Britain and complain to 
him, that the Englilh people of the colony of Conneflicut had greatly wronged and 
injured the Moheagan Indians -, which motion and folicitation made by the faid Mafon 
1 and my people with fcorn and difdain rejeded, as not knowing or believing that 
ever we or our anceftors had received any wrong or a^s of injuftice from faid cdony, 
but contrary thereto had received many great and fignal adts of kindnefs favour, and 
protedlion from them j and knowing that a compliance with the requtft of the faid 
Mafon would be contrary to antient leagues and agreements entered into by laid 
colony and our anceftors, which have fince often been renewed by me and my people 
with the faid colony, and the adling contrary thereunto would not only have been 
againft the Uw of nature, but is ftridfly forbidden by the Chrijlian religion, which I 
had then been inftrudled in, and fo would have been a juft caufe of difpleafing the 
great God, before whom 1 believe that not only I but all tlie kings of the earth 
muft one day ftand and be judged ; but notwithftanding the refolution of me and 
my people, laid Captain Mafon peifuaded Mahomet to alfume to himfclf the title of 
chief Sachem of the Moheagans, without either right or eledion, and under that title 169 
to appear with faid Mafon before the king of Great Britain, in behalf of himfelf and 
his people, as he faid ; and thele complained of many injuries and vfrongs which he 
and his people had fuffered from his majtfty’s fubjeds of the colony of Connefticut; 
which complaint fo made, caufed the revival of an old pretended difference between 
the faid colony and the Moheagan Indians, which had then laid buried for near thirty 
years j whieh informations made by the faid Mahomet to the king's majefty was 
wholly falfe in the following particulars, viz. 

ift. In that he declared himfelf to be chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, and 
was not. 

2dly, In that he complained in the name of the Moheagan Indians, as well as for 
himfelf, when he had no right to appear for one man of them that I or my council 
know of or can lind' out. 

3dly, That he complained of injury and wrong done to him and his people by 
the fubjeds of Conncdicut, which things were altogether groundkfs andfalfe. 

Now, may it pleafe this honourable court, I have here in court my council, who 
have good hearts and will fpeak the truth, whofe evidence I pray may be taken to 
prove the truth of this my declaration, with fuch ocher evidences and proofs as the 
gentlemen who are my attornies in this court fhall think proper in that refpcdt. And 
further I would inform this honourable court, that I have often been told by my fa¬ 
ther, the late Sachem, and the old people of our tribe of Moheagan Indians, that 
the lands claimed by them was fold unto the Englilh people, excepting thofe lands 
we now live on, commonly called and known by the name of the Moheagan Fields, 
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70 which are in quantity between four and five thoufand acres, and we Indians have no 
other way of knowing whether and when the lands which they formerly claimed were 
fold, but by Englith records and tradition among ourfclves, the father tells the Ton, 
and the fon the grandfon, and he was never counted an honeft man among us Indians, 
when his father had fold any lands, if he claimed or challenged them again, which 
frems to be the cafe of thofe twelve men who have revolted from me, and from un¬ 
der my government: wherefore I do hereby, in juftice to myfelf, pollerity, and peo¬ 
ple, the Moheagan Indians, declare to this court, and offer to prove thefe faffs fol¬ 
lowing to be true ; that is to fity, that my grandfather Uncas was the firft Sachem of 
the Moheagan Indians, that after his death Oweneco his fon fucceedcd him, and after 
h'.m Csefar his fon fucceeded him in the Sachemfhip ; that upon Ctefar’s death, 
(which is now about twenty years fince) my father Ben Uncas, commonly calLd Major 
Ben Uncas, who was the fon of the faid firft Sachem Uncas, was by the unanimous 
confent of the Moheagan Indians, accepted and declared to be the Sachem of the 
Moheagan Indians, and was folemnly inftalled into the Sachemfh.p according to the 
Indians cuftom, and at the fime time a fucceflion of the Sachemfhip was, by the 
unanimous agreement and confent of the Moheagan Indians, and with the advice of 
Colonel Whiting and Captain John Mafon, who w:re defired by the governor and 
council of the colony of Connetticut to be, and were then prefcnt affifting therein, 
fettled and limited in and upon my father’s family, and exprcfly in and upon me next 
to my father as his elde.ft Jon-, the evidence whereof is preferved in a certain report 
made to the governor of faid colony in writing, under the hands of faid Whiting 

[71 and Mafon, dated Moheagan, September 4th 1723, ready to be produced. 

That upon the death of my father, which is about eighteen years fince, I was, by 
the unanimous confent of the Mtjheagan Indians, accepted and declared Sachem of the 
faid Moheagan Indians, according to the fcttlement aforefaid, and folemnly inftalled 
into the office according to the Indian cuftoms; and I do abfolutely deny that 
John Uncas is Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, or that he has any right or power 
to aflume to himfelf the power of a Sachem over the Moheagan Indians. And fur¬ 
ther I am advifed and fully believe, that ihould this honourable court decree and give 
judgment in this cafe, lb as to take me and my people from under the fpecial care 
and proteflion of this colony, by whofe conftant care, protedlion, and defence, next 
under ihc good providence God, we now continue to be a d.ft.indt nation and peo¬ 
ple under the regulation of government, and now hold a Juff.ciency of lands for our- 
felves and children; notwithftanding the conftant attempts end endeavours of many 
evil-minded people to the contrary, and have for fome time been taught in the Chriftian 
re'.igion, which religion I and great part of my people have joyfully embraced, and 
now are conftantly taugl t and inftruded in by m.n fters appointed to that work; fuch 
a procedure would be not only to fupport and countenance a faSIion, which has been 
induftrioudy flirted up and carried on by fome evil-minded people, which I greatly 
fear would terminate in the Ihedding of blood ; but it would be in direft contradidfion 
to ancient leagues and folemn engagements entered into by the colony of Connedlicut 
and my anceftors, and many times renewed and revived by me and my people, un¬ 
der which union ancl agreement my anceftors (as well as I and my people) have al- 

■j2 tnort at all times enjoyed peace and quiet, in the polfenion of all our juji rights and 
privileges, notwithftanding the various and unweaiied endeavours of evihminded 


men 
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men to the contrary ; and Ihould I and my people be taken from under the care and 
infpedlion of this colony, and they ceafe their wonted care and protedion over me 
and my people, we fljould foon by that means have all our lands taken from us, by 
the fubtilty and craft of felf-interefted and defigning men ; and fo of a people at pre- 
fent under the regulation of a good government regularly kept up, by the agency 
and alTiftance of the colony of Connedicut, fhould foon become no people at all: 
but as the good and gracious king of Great Britain, as I am told, in his commilTion 
hath direded this^honourable court, that they take care that nothing be done to the 
hurt or prejudice of me or my people ; fo 1 hope and confidently truft that this 
court, who are now here to execute their king’s pleafure, will have due regard to that 
part of his majefty’s inftrudion to them. 

To this declaration I Ben Uncas, chief Sachem, ftand ready in court to make 
oath, and have hereunto fubferibed my hand, by and with the advice of my council^ 
who have underneath fubferibed their hands, tliis 20th day of July, A. D. i743'

The declaration of Ben Uncas, chief and only Sachem of the Moheagan 
Indians, to the honourable court of commifTioners fitting at Norwich in 
the colony of Connedicut, July 6th 1743. 

1 the faid Ben Uncas, chief and only Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, do declare 
to all perfons whom it may concern, that my grandfather and predeceflbr Uncas, Sa¬ 
chem of the Moheagan nation, on or about the 2bth day of September, in the year 
of our Eo.d Jefus Chrift one thoufand fix hand ed and forty, did grant unto the go¬ 
vernor an 1 migiftrates of the Englilh colony of Cornehkut, all his lands whatfo- 
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ever, to them the faid governor and magiftrates, to be by them difpof-d of in fettlin 
jjlantations, or otherwife as it fhculd ffem good to them, his planting lands only ex 
cepted. That about forty years afccrv^ard, to wit, in or about the year of our Lord 
one thotifand fix hundred and eighty-one, my faid grandfather and predecelTor did 
renev/ his league of fiiendfhip with the governor and company of the faid Englifh co- 

74 lony of Conneclicut, and therein did acquit and refign up all his lands and teiiicories, 
for himfelf his heirs and fuccefibrs, to the faid governor and company, to be by 
them difpofed of to plantations, villages, and farms, as theg neral court in faid co¬ 
lony fhould grant, the fait! Ilncas always to receive fuch riafonahh fatisfadlion for bis 
propriety the-,-tin, as he and tb e fettkrs ftsculd agree upon. 

That purfuant thereunto, the faid governor and company did at fundry times grant 
fundry townfltips, villages, and farms, by letters patents, to fundry Englilli perfons, 
faving and referving to the Sachem and his fuccelfors fufficient planting lands as aforc- 
faid. That I the faid Ben Uncas have, by my free aft and deed divers years fince, 
releafed and for ever quit-chimed to the faid governor and company, and Engli:’hmen 
holding under the faid grants and patent, all my right, title, intereft, claim, and 
eftate that I then had, or might, ought, or could have had to the faid lands and every 
part thereof. 

And I do hereby further declare, that the Englifh people, to whom the faid lands 
have been grantee! by the general court of the faid colony, have duly paid to the laid 
Uncas my grandfather, and others my faid predecefT rs, chief Sachems of Moheagan, 
and to myfelf the faid Ben Uncas, the faid prefent chief Sachem, a reajonable price 
for tlieir lights in faid lands to their and my full fatisfadlion. 

And I do hereby further declare, that I amin perfefl amity, friendfhip, and good agreement 
with the governor and company aforefaid, and all perfons claiming lands under them j 
a:.'] -hat I have no claims or demands againft them or any of them, by virtue of the 
original and mtive right of me the faid chief Sachem and my Moheagan natives, or 
by cirtue 01 the decree of Governor Dudley and the other comniiffioners in favour 

75 of my uncle Oweneco, ;n the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and five, 
or in any other way whatfoever, for any lands mentioned in that decree, which are 
not in ti.e prefent affual poffeflion and enjoyment of me and my people. 

And I do hereby further declare, that I now hold for myfelf and people about 
four thoufand acres of good and valuable land, which is more than fufficient for the 
hr.bitation and improvement of me and n.y nation, and with which lam fully content. 

And do further declare, that I do wholly owe it to the care and kindnefs of faid 
governor and company, that I or my people have at this day one foot of land in this 
country, the fame having by perfeti laics made by my anceftors been wholly con¬ 
veyed to the Englifh, but fuch parts and fhare thereof as are in the pofleffion of me 
and my people have, by adls of laid governor and company, been reftored and fecured 
to me and my people for ever, as may be made more particular to appear ifneedful. 

Wherefore I the faid Ben (otherwife by my Chriftian name called Benjamin) Uncas, 
chief Sachem of the Moheagan natives, do by thefe prefents, in behalf of myfelf 
4 and 
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and Moheagan nation, renounce and difclaim to the faid governor and company of the 
Englilh colony of Connefticut in New England in America, all claim and demand by 
virtue of the decree afortfaid from me and my people; and alfo I do renounce arid 
difclaim this prefenC fuit before your honours for any matter or thing therein contained 
and I do renounce and difclaim for myfelf and nation of Moheagans all claim and de¬ 
mand of any lands in the pofleflion of the Englilh fummoned to appear in this court, 
and of any lands which are not at this time in the poffcITion of me and my people, 
except thole lands held by* Englilhmen as tenants under me j of which declaration and 
ad of mine, I fray this honourable court to take notice, and to enter the fame in 
iheir minutes.

have attended the rules, orders, and direftions of this court for the fpace of three

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filed againft any of them by any perfon whomfoever ; nor do they yet ^now, or can 
they learn for" what reafon or caufe they are called from their families and private 
affairs to attend this court, nor is it Ihewn with any fufficient certainty, how they or 
any of them are any ways interelfed in or concerned with the caufe or controverfy de¬ 
pending between the governor and company of the colony of Conncfficut, and the 
fald Moheagan Indians, fo as that they are enabled to fay any thing thereto •, where¬ 
fore they do and each of them doth prcteft againft all and every perfon and perfons 
1S2 who have procured the faid tenants rtfpedlively to be fummoned to appear before 
this honourable court, and have not {hewn for what caufe or reafon they the faid te¬ 
nants are brought hither : they do alfo each of them proteft againft all or any pro¬ 
ceeding or proceedings of this court any ways aliefting them in their perfons, inte- 
refts, or cftates, till fome complaint be exhibited againft them and each of them, by 
fome perfon or perfons lawfully qualified to exlfibit the fame, apd until they and each 
of them refpeclively have had opportunity to anfwer and defend againft fi:ch com¬ 
plaint ; and they do alfo further, by proteftation, favc to themfelves all lawful excep¬ 
tions and defences to jurifdiftion, or any matter touching or any way concerning 
their right to their feveral freeholds within this colony ; to which exceptions and de¬ 
fences they and each of them of right are entitled, and iinlefs caufe be Ihewn to the 
contrary the faid tenants pray that they may be difmiflTed from any further attendance 
at this honourable court, by virtue of the fummonfes and appearance aforefaid, and 
that this proteftation may be entered on the minutes of this court.

And the faid Moheagan Indians fay, that the aforefaid Jofeph Dudley, Efq; and 
other commiffioners appointed by her late majefty queen Anne, by their judgment 
given at Stonington in Auguft 1705, in the aforefaid caufe depending before them 
between the faid Indians and the governor and company of the faid colony of Con- 
nefticut, conlidercd and adjudged that the faid Indians and their Sachem fhould be 
' immediately put into the pojfeffion of all their planting ground lying between New- 
London and Norwich, containing eight miles in length and four miles in breadth, or 
thereabouts, as the fame was then furveyed and marked ; as alfo of another fmaller 
trad of land upon the north bounds of Lyme, containing nine miles in length and 
two miles in breadth, the weft end thereof lying on Connedlicut river; and alfo one 
ether large traSt of hunting land between the bounds of Norwich and Haddam, 
which laft mentioned tradt is more largely in faid judgment deferibed thus, viz. one 
other very large traft of hunting land lying between the bounds of the tow'ns of 
Norwich, Lyme, Lebanon, MetabalTet, and Haddam, which judgment is now un¬ 
der the re-examination and review, of this court: and the faid Moheagan Indians fay, 
that the perl'ons fummoned as pofleflbrs of the lands in controverfy to appear before 
this court, have entered into and hold the faid lands fo adjudged to the faid Indians ; 
that is 10 fay, George Richards, Efq; and the other perfons returned by Jofeph 
Tracy jun. fummoned as poffeffors of lands in controverfy in the northparijh of New- 
London, according to the lift of the faid perfons by this court taken and entered on 
their minutes, have entered intojjnc’ ' t pofteffion of the faid traft of land, con- 
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tainlng eight miles in length and four miles in breadth, or thereabouts-, and John Gil¬ 
bert and the ocher perfons returned, fummoned as poITefirors of land in controverfy 
in Lyme, according to the lift of them taken and entered as aforefaid, have entered 
into and pojfefs the faid traft of land containing nine miles in kngih and two miles ia 
breadth 5 and Daniel Worthington and other perfons returned by the officers, fum¬ 
moned as poffeflbrs of land in controverfy within the townffiip of Colchefter ■, and 
Thomas Dunham and the other perfons returned by the offices, fummoned as pof- 
feflbrs of the lands in controverfy lying within the townffiip of Hebron, have 
entered into and pojfefs the faid large traft of hunting land: whereupon the faid Indians fay, 
that fuch of the faid tenants and pofleflbrs of the faid lands as have moved, that, unlefs 
caufc be ffiewn to the contrary, they be difmifled from any further attendance at the 
court, ought not to be diffiiilTed ; but becaufe they are poffeffed of the faid lands-ad- 
fudged to the faid Indians as aforefaid, and becaufe that judgment is now reviewed be¬ 
fore this court, they ought to be held to make their allegations and proofs if any 
they have, whereby they would avoid the faid judgment’s being affirmed and carried 
into execution ; and the faid Moheagan Indians pray judgment accordingly.

Which being read and heard, the tenants aforefaid and every of them by protefta- 
tion, faving to themfelves all lawful exceptions to the manifold falfe fuggeftions, in¬ 
certainties, infufficiencies, uhtruths, and defedls in the pretended proceedings and de¬ 
cree of the faid Jofeph Dudley, Efq; and others in the firft commiffion named, to 
the end that they and each of them may not be concluded by the faid pretended de-

them dotfj Efficiently exprefs any power to be granted to the commiffioners in each 
refpeflive commiffion named to call the tenants of any lands within this colony into 
quelfion in a courfe of equity before the faid commiffioners, concerning the right or 
title of the faid tenants to any lands by the faid tenants refpeftively held, and to de¬ 
termine upon their right and titles to their refpeftive freeholds, and to evidf them out 
of the fame. 

idly, Becaufe if fuch commiffion had been granted by queen Anne, or fuch com¬ 
miffion had been granted by his prefent majelly, in the fulleft terms, to impower the 
commiffioners in each refpedive commiffion named to call the tenants aforefaid or 
189 each or any of them, or any Engliffi' private perfon or perfons under whom they or 
any of them do claim, either before the faid commiffiioners named in the faid com¬

The court were of opinion that the faid plea to the jurifdiflion (hould be over-ruled- 
and m favour of faid opinion Mr. Commiffioner Horfmanden offered his reafons in 
writing, and defired them to be entered on the minutes as follows; 

As to the plea to the jurifdidion of this court, offered on behalf of thofe perfons 
who have been fummoned to appear here as tenants of the lands in controverfy; 

Mr. Commiffioner Horfmanden gave his opinion thereupon in court as followeth : 

The Indians, though living amongft the king’s fubjedls in thefe countries, are a fe- 
perate and diJiinSl people from them, they are treated with as fuch, they have a 
polity of their own, they make peace and war with any nation of Indians when they 
think fit, without controul from the Engliffi. 

It is apparent the crown looks upon them not as fubjedls, but as a difiina people, 
for they are mentioned fuch throughout queen Anne’s and his prefent majefty’s com- 
*92 miflion by which we now fit. And it is as plain, in my conception, that the crow^ 
looks upon the Indians as having the property of the foil of thele countries; and tfiaf 
their lands are not, by his majefty’s grant of particular limits of them for a colony, 
thereby impropriated in his fubjebls till they have made fair and honeft purchafes of 
the natives. 

So that from hence I draw this confequence, that a matter of property in lands in 
difpute between the Indians a diftinbl people (for no adt has been ffiewn whereby 

they 
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they became fuljelfs) and the Englifh fubjefts, cannot be determined by the laws of 
our land, but by a law equal to both parties, which is the law of nature and nations i 
and upon this foundation, as I take it, thefe coramiffions have moft properly iffued. 

And now to maintain that the tenants in pofleffion of the land in controverfy are 
not bound to anfwer the complaint before this court, is to endeavour to defeat the 
•very end and deftgn of our commiffion; for furely it would be a very lame and de- 
fedive execution of it, to hear only the matter of complaint between the tribe of In¬ 
dians and this government. 

The complaint to the crown has been that this government and the members of it 
have unjuftly difpolTefled the Indians of fome of their lands; and if this IhoulJ come out 
to be the fad, what is the redrefs fought for ? what the remedy intended ? even no¬ 
thing lefs than to be reftored to the p^ejfion of thofe very lands. 

And can any one maintain, that it is confonant to reafon and equity that poffeffion ipS 
fhould be decreed to the Indians (in cafe, upon hearing, juftice Ihould require it) with¬ 
out holding the tenants of fuch lands to make their defence, or entering their default 
it they are contumacious, and will not when they may ? 

This is in my opinion aftepabfolutely neceffary to be taken; it is a matter inciden¬ 
tal to the caufe, and does neceffarily emerge out of it; without which we cannot de¬ 
termine the whole caufe and ftrife, as the words of the commiffion are. 

And in my opinion it would be the moft abfurd piece of management in the court to 
declare againft it, and be deficient in a matter fo obvious and apparent to common 
fenfe, and which in its confequence muft; tend to the utter defeat of the very defign 
and intent of his majefty’s commiffion.—Therefore I am clearly of opinion that this 
plea ought to be over-ruled. 

A'r. Prejident Colden dijfenting, delivered and direfted to be put on the minutes 
the reafons of his opinion, as follows : 

I can in no manner confider the Moheagan Indians as a feparate or fovereign ftate, 
or that either Ben Uncas or John Uncas are in any fenfe fovereign princes ; fuch apo- 
fition in this country, where the ftate and condition of Indians are known to every¬ 
body, would be expofing majefty and fovere gnty to ridicule, it might be of dange¬ 
rous conlequence, and not to be fuffered in any of his majefty’s courts, could I ima¬ 
gine it could have any influence on the minds of the people who heard it advanced ; 
both Ben Uncas and John Uncas, and every one of the Moheagan nation, are born 
under allegiance to the crown of Great Britain ; and if any or all of them fhould make 
war upon the fubjedfs of Great Britain, and afterwards be brought to juftice, they 
muft be adjudged traitors, and would as juftly be hanged, drawn, and quartered, as 
any other the king’s fubjebis could be in the like cafe. 

Notwithftanding of this, I hope no man can think I do thefe Indians any injury in 
the prefent cafe before this court, when I allow them to be fubjebls of Great Britain, 15^ 
3 enjoying 
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enjoying the benefit and proteftion of the Englifli law, and all the privileges oF 
Britifh fubjeds. 

Vv^ien fpecialpowers out of the courfe of the common law are given to commif- 
fioners for particular purpofes, thofe powers are ftridly to be purfued, and can in no 
manner be inlarged by implication; for though it be faid by a great Englilh lawyer, 
bent jiidicis efi amplinre jnrifditlionem, this is to be undeiftood as to jurifdidion by the 
common law only, and not to the extending jurifdidions which may have a tendency 
to the fubverfion of the common law. When any judges have attempted to enlarge 
fuch jurifdidion?, I do not remember to have heard that any of them thereby efta- 
blifhed the charader of boni judices, but that the contrary has more than once hap¬ 
pened : fince therefore there are no powers given to this court, by exprefs words, to 
queftion or determine the right of freehold or inheritance of any particular perfons, 
and to evid them out of the fame, other than the governor and company of Coa- 
nedicut, or the Sachem and tribe of the Moheagan Indians; 1 am of opinion that 
this court ought not and cannot aflame fuch power. 

The arguments for alTuming fuch power drawn from the writ of Scire facias, after 
a judgment at common law affeding the land, are, in my opinion, all incon^lufive 
in a court which proceeds on Englilh bill. . 

If a man feeks remedy in any court for any injury, he mud be contented with fuch 
remedy as that court has power to give ; for in my opinion it will not be fufficient 
juftilication to that court to enlarge their power, becaufe in their opinion they cannot 
1515 otherwife give a remedy adequate to the injury ; the profecutor muft blame himfelf 
for applying to a court who had not fufficient authority to rediefs. 

The only parties in this fuit, fo far as it appears to me, either from the commiflioa, 
or from the complaint of Oweneco recited in the commiffion, or from the judgment 
of Mr. Dudley and others, are the governor and company of Connedicut on the one 
fide, and the Moheagan Indians on the other; the faid governor and company only 
are charged to have done the injury, and againft them only is the judgment given. 
In order therefore to fubjed the. tenants to anfwer in this court and to the judgment 
of this court, it muft appear either that they were charged, in the original complaint 
before the commiffioners, to have been privies at leaft to the injury done to the Mo¬ 
heagan Indians by the governor and company, and their privity thereto fet forth in 
that complaint, or that by bill now filed in this court they be in like manner charged 
with privity to the faid injurybefore they can be put to anfwer; but as no fuch privity 
appears to me to be charged on them or any of them, either in this court or in the 
firft court which gave judgment, I am of opinion that the tenants are no parties in this 
luit, and ought to be difmiflTed. 

Mr. Smith, of counfel for the governor and company,offered reafons againft further 
hearing the tenant.^, till upon hearing the defence of the governor and company it be 
found nccelTary; which were read and ordered to be put on the minutes, as iollows:

adly. For that faid governor and company in their defence aforefaid, among 
other matters infifted on by them as a full defence againft the faid decree, have al- 
ledged that the faid Indians had fold or granted to the Englilh fubjefts all their native 
or Indian right within this colony before the decree, which point being adjudged by 
this court to have been proved by, the faid governor and company, will decide the 
whole controverfy, as ftated in the commiflion to Governor Dudley and others, and 
make void the faid decree againft the faid governor and company and all tenants of 
lands within this colony. 

3dly, For that this court’s proceeding to a hearing of the defence of the faid go¬ 
vernor and company, faving to faid tenants their particular defences, cannot work 
any prejudice to the chief Sachem or Moheagan Indians. 

4thly, For that the hearing the particular defences of the tenants fummoned and 
appearing in this court will occafion a vaft expence of time and money, which the laid 
governor and company humbly hope, upon hearing their defence againft the faid de¬ 
cree, will appear altogether needlefs. 

Wherefore and for all and Angular other reafons contained in the defence of the faid 
governor and company, and for that the defence of the faid governor and company 
and the defence of the faid tenants are really fo far diftindt, as that the faid governor 
and company have nothing to do with any part of the particular defence of the faid 
tenants, other than what are contained in the defence of the faid governor and com- 107 
pany 5 they pray that they may be^firjl beard, before there be any further proceedings ^ 
againft the tenants fummoned in this court.

faid decree ; faving alfo their right to be informed with fufficient certainty, who were 
the principal Sachems of the Moheagan Indians mentioned in the commilTiOBS afore- 
faid, to have been the chief proprietors of the lands in the colony of Conncdicut in 
New England, upon the firll coming of the Englifh fubjeds to inhabit thefe part5, 
what grant or grants they made to the Englifh of what lands to whom in particular,

All the lands mentioned iij the feveral deeds above referred to (fave only the one 
half of the contents of the laft) were admitted by Mr. Samuel Mafon to lie within: 
the eight miles and four miles, between the old line of New London and Norwich, 
fouth bounds, mentioned in the judgment of Governor Dudley, and commonly called 
the fequeftered lands.

By order of court proclamation was three times made in the words following: 

Oyez. — All manner of perfons who have any further evidence to give in this, 
caufe depending between the governor and company of the colony, of Connefticut, 
and the Muheagan Indians, let them now come forth and exhibit the fame. 

Whereupon the parties declared they had no further ev'idence,

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Mr. Samuel Mafon exhibited, in writing under his hand, as follows, viz, 

Thefe lines are to inform the honoured court of coriTmidioners, now fitting in 
Norwich, that fome time in April, within the year 1742, one Ben Uncas, with a 
certain committee appointed by the general court of Connedlicut, did then execute 
a leafe of all that /mail trait of land which the Indians claim as their right to im¬ 
prove, which lieth on the eaftermoft part of the fequeftered land, containing about 
lour thoufand acres, unto one James Harris of New London, for the fpace of 
twenty years ; and faid Harris gave fecurity to faid Ben Uncas only for the rent, which- 
the reft of the Indians hath no benefit by; and therefore the faid Indians pray relief. 

Auguft 5th 1743. 

Ordered, That Mr. Harris do produce his original leafe from Ben Uncas, by 
virtue whereof he claims to hold the lands in controverfy in his pofleflion; and he 
produced the faid leafe accordingly, as follows. 


Leafe from Ben Uncas, with advice of committee of general affembly, to 204 
James, Jonathan, and Libasus Harris, 2£th March 1742.. 

This indenture of leafe, made March the 25th day, A. D. 1742, by and between 
Ben Uncas, Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, in New London, in the county of’ 

New London, in the colony of Connefticut, and alfo with the advice and confent of 
Samuel Lynde, Efq; and John Richards, a committee appointed by the general 
affembly of faid colony at their feffions in May, A. D; 1739, to afiiftr the faid 
Sachem, on the one part, and James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Libseus Harris, 
all of faid New London, on the other part, witneffeth, that the faid Ben Uncas, 
with the advice and confent of the faid Samuel Lynde and John Richards, in confi- 
deration of the rents, covenants, and fervices in thefe prefents mentioned to be by- 
the faid James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Libtcus Harris, their heirs, executors, 
and adminiftrators, paid, fatisfied, done, and performedi doth therefore leafe, fet, 
and to farm let unto the faid James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and I.ibsus Harris, 
their heirs and afligns, one certain tradt or parcel of land and buildings, lying ftiuate- 
within the Moheagan fields, in faid A'ew London •, and the fame is butted and bound¬ 
ed as follows: Bounding northerly on land in the pofleflion of Abraham Avery and’ 
Adonijah Fitch, from Stony-Brook to Trading-Cove brook, and fo, by Trading- 
Cove brook, to New London river; and then bounding by New London 
river till it comes to land belonging to Samuel Avery, where the faid Avery 
now dwells; from thence, by faid Avery’s land, till it comes foutherly to land 
in the pofleflion of Peregrine Gardiner, called the Forty Rods-, and; thence 
wefterly, by faid Forty Rods, till it comes to the- road from New London 
to Norwich; thence wefterly, bounding with the land of-Joftiua Raymond, Efq; 
till it comes to Stony Brook; and from thence, northerly, bounding on Stony Brook, 205. 
till it comes to the firft bounds, with the buddings, fences, privileges, and appurte¬ 
nances thereof: To have and to hold the faid leafed and letten prem:fes, with all and 
Angular the appurtenances, unto the faid James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Li- 
btsus Harris, their heirs and afligns, to them and their own foie and proper ufe, for 
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and dnring the full fpace of twenty years, commencing from the day of the date 
hereof until the faid term of time (hall be fully ended ; during faid term the faid 
James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Libatus Harris, their heirs and alTigns, (hall ufc 
and improve the faid leafed premifes in good and hufband-like manner, and not make 
Ifrip or walle thereof, but (hall preferve the timber thereon, and not ufe any more 
thereof than for fire-boot, houfe-boot, and fence-boot 5 in confideration whereof, the 
laid James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Libaus Harris, do covenant and promife, 
for themfelves, and their heirs, executors, and adminiftrators, to pay yearly, and 
at the end of each year during the term of this leafe, as a rent for tlje premifes, 
unto the faid Ben Uncas, his heirs or affigns, the full fum of fixty five pounds current 
money : and it is further to be fully undc/ftood, any-thing in thefe prefents to the 
contrary notwithflandiiig, that (excepting the Fort-hill farm, and thofe tenements 
lately in the tenure and occupation of Captain John Mafon deceafed, and alfo thofe 
lands in the tenure and occupation of Jonathan Morgan and Samuel Fairbanks) the 
leflbr, andall the reft of the Moheagan Indians, (hall have the free and full liberty, 
at all times during the term of this leafe, to plant and improve in any part of the 
leafed premifes for their own ufe only j and in cafe any of the Moheagan Indians 
206 fhould have neat cattle, fheep, or horfes, or hogs, of their own proper eftate, they 
fhall have liberty to mow hay, and pafture them in the fcafon, and to cut wood for 
their fires on any of the premifes: and further it is agreed an 1 concluded upon, that 
all the Indians orchards or apple-trees, in any of the leafed premifes, arc excepted and 
referved unto the feveral owners thereof, viz. the Indian owners ihc.eMf: and the faid 
Jarnes Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Libasus Harris, do further covenant, promife, and 
oblige themfelves, their heirs, executors, and adminiftrators, to make and maintain in 
good and fufficient repair all fences on the premifes, fo as to fecure the Indians improve¬ 
ments from fpoil or damage in planting or fowing during faid term ; and they the faid 
leflees, and each of them, are ftriftly forbidden and prohibited from felling cyder, or any 
ftrong drink, to the Indians, and arc alfo obliged to watch all others, and make prefent- 
ments of thofe that fhall fo do to the civil authority, that proper meafures may be ufed' 
to put a flop to fuch evil praftices; and at the end or expiration of this prelent leafe, 
the faid James Harris, Jonathan Harris, and Libteus Harris, do oblige themfelves, 
their heirs, executors, and adminiftrators, to refign up the peaceable and quiet poflef- 
fion of all the leafed premifes, buildings, and fences, in good repair, unto the faid 
Ben Uncas, his heirs or affigns, without demolifhing any part tjiereof} and upon 
failure of any articles of the premifes being performed by the leflees, the leflbr lhall 
re-enter and take polTcffion of all the leafed premifes. In witnefs whereof the faid 
parties have hereunto let their hands and feals interchangeably the day and year firft 
above written.

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Having carefully examined and reviewed all and Angular the proofs, decrees, and 
fentences, and the whole procefs had and made by and before Jofeph Dudley, Efq-, and 
others, commilTioners in the year 1705 ; and alfo conAdered all new allegations, matters, 
inftruments, writings, and proofs, as well on the part of the governor and company 
of the colony of Connefticut, as on the part of the Moheagan Indians, which have 
been propofed, exhibited, and made to and before this court, relating to the merits 
and circumftances of this caufe ; we are of opinion as follows : 

Firft, That the EngliAi en Connefticut river, on the 14th January 1638, entered 
into articles of government, and thereby agreed to fubmit themfelves to a governor 
and magiftrates, who were to be annually chofen. 

idly. That Mr. Hopkins was, in the year 1640, defied governor, and Mr. Haynes 
deputy-governor, of laid EngliAi fubjefls. 

^dly. That after having carefully confidered and infpefted the proofs and exhibits 
relating to the writing exhibited in court, bearing date the 28th September 1640, 
purporting to be the deed of Uncas, alias Poquion, Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, 
to the governor and magiArates of the EngliAi, we are of opinion, that the faid writ¬ 
ing carries with it all the marks of the antiquity it is fuppofed to be of; the body of 
the faid writing is agreed by all the commiffioners (who infpefled it) to be of the fame 
hand-writing with the record of the year 1639, exhibited in court, and of a letter 
dated at London the BrA of May 1652, fubferibed Edward Hopkins, and that the 
faid Edward Hopkins was governor of the laid EngliAi in the year 1640 ; the name 
20Q Thomas Stanton on the faid writing, as witnefs, is of the fame hand-writing with an 
^ exhibit produced in court, which the defeendants of Thomas Stanton (an Indian in¬ 
terpreter about the year 1640) believe to be the hand-writing of their liiid anceAor 
Thomas Stanton; that the marks of Uncas and Poxon, an Indian witnefs thereto, 
appear by the heavy bearing of the hand on the paper, and the irregularity and AiAhefs 
in the turnings, to be made by perfons not accajlomed to form regular Aiapcs or 
Agures, and are done in fuch manner as is not caly fbr any perfun to iiii.tate ; that the 
faid writing is genuine aSl and deed of faid Uncas. 

4thly, That Uncas and Waweqiia, Sachems of the Moheagan country, by their 
deeds, bearing date the t^th of AuguA 1659, did conve-y to Major Jolin Mafon all 
the lands then belonging to them. 

gtbly, Thatthe intendment of Major Mafon’s furrender, entered at a general court 
held at Hartford the 14th of March 1660 (at which time faid Mafon was deputy- 
governor, and prelent in court) was to yield up and releafe to the faid cou.t, or 
governor and magiftrates, whatever right he had to the Moheagan lands, on condition 
that ihc Indians Ihould, at all times thereafter, be provided with a fuAicient quantity 
ot lands to plant on; and that the faid Mafon have lands out of the fame fufficient to 
make a farm, which iarm was afterwards, in the year 1664 (by the general court at 
his defire) granted to him. 

Sthly, That the confirmation of the faid grant in 1659, by the deed of Uncas and 
his two fons, Oweneco and Attawanhood, to the faid Major John Mafon, bearing date

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the 20th May i66r, enures to whatever title the faid governor and migi- 

ftrates had by the deed in 1640, and by faid Major Mafon’s furrender. 

"jthly. That the faid Major John Mafon did agree and join with others of the faid 
Englilh principally concerned and interelled in the colony of Connefiicut in a peti¬ 
tion to the late king Charles the Second ; and that the faid king Charles, on the faid 
petition or information, by his letters-patent under the great feal of England, bearing 
date at Weftminfter the 22d April in the 14th year of his reign, did inco-poiate and 
make them a body politic, by the name of Ibe g'jverner and company of the Englijh 
colony of Connetlicut-, in New England, in America-, and did grant to the faid 
governor and company a large trad of land in America, including all the Mohea- 
gan lands or lands in controverfy ; whereby all the faid Moheagan lands were Defied in 
the faid governor and company in full and abfolute property and right in law, fpr the 
ufes and purpofes mentioned in the faid letters-patent j and that the faid Major John 
Mafon, by his petition, his accepting of, and afling in, the oEce of deputy-go¬ 
vernor, by virtue of the faid letters-patent, declares his acceptance of, and atquieP- 
cence in the faid grant. ^ 

Zthly, As the Sachems of the Moheagan Indians had no right remaining in them to 
any of the lands in controverfy, befides an equitable right to a quantity of lands fiif- 
ficient for their fubfillence by planting, nothing could pafs by the deed of Uncas, 
Oweneco, and Actawanhood, to Major Mafon, dated 14th December 1665. 

^thly. That as no right to, or power over the lands, mentioned and deferibed 
in a deed or writing lubicribed by John Ma'bn, and dated the 9th day of May 
1671, appears to be in the faid John Mafon, the faid deed can have no effecl. 

lothly. That it doth not appear to be the intention of the general court to affeft, 
by their ad 1680, any lands claimed or poirdTcd by Uncas. 

wtbly. That the refignntion by Uncas of all his lands and territories, by the 
the treaty between him and the government of Connefli' ut, the 1 th May .681, may 
and does operate as a quit-ilaim or relcafe of all claims and dema i.ls, in confideration 
of certain things afterwards to be done and performed by the laid government •, and 
that the f.id government might well accept of inch quit-cigm on ihe ro.ititions 
agreed to by the faid treaty, without any impeachment to their former right; more 
elpecially it it be confidered that one oi the parties to that treary were I -.di.ins, a bir- 
bar lus people, not then fubjed to the regular courle of any law, tafily mifl d by 
mifapprehenfions, and as eafily provoked to violent mi’.ihievous adions; and that, 
confi iering the grants of tliefe lands had poEbly been obtained upon confidcra'ions 
of fmall value to the Englilh, and that the lands then were of much greater value, 
and did dady grow more valuable, the faid government of Connedicut might, out 
of e\uiiab'.e and grateful confide)ations towards the faid Indians, covenant with them 
as is in the faid tieaty. 

tithly. That, in purftiance of the f.iid treaty in i68r, the government of Con- 
nedficut in the year ordered the boundaries of the Moheagan countries to he 
fettled, which was accordingly done in the year following ; and it appears, as to the 

lands 
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Jands in controverfy, that, in purruance of the faid treaty, reiterated purchafes were 
made from the Moheagan Sachems of all the lands in controverfy, excepting thole 
which the faid Indians flill poflefs. 

I ithly. That by aft of the general alTcmbly the i 5th nf Oftober 1692, the lands 
fet apa t by Maj»r Mt'fon in 1671, and entered on record, and whicii were after¬ 
wards called /eq^ue/tered lands, are confirmed to Oweneco and hie f n iM.ihurner, and 
are liippofid to te more than foliitiei t for the fubfiftencc of the MoI.eagan Indians, 
by the leave given to the faid Sachem to le.l of them, «itn the ' onlh ■: of Samuel 
212 Malon; and fome part of the faid frqueffcreil lands were ate rdmgly ;o!d with 
the conirnt of the faid Mafan ; but this aft tontams no eonfir.na i-n or allow¬ 
ance of John Mafon’s power to entail, or grant, by himfclf, as by nis deed in 
1671. 

j^thly. That if it be ftippofcd that the Indians, fince the king’s letters patent in 
1662, have a title, in law, to any part of the Moheagan country, they have con¬ 
veyed the fame to the king’s fubjefts of the colony of Connefticuc by laics and con¬ 
veyances well made fince that time. 

sS^hly, That after Caefar, then Moheagan Sachem’s fale and grant to Peter 
Malon, for the ufe of the town of New-London, by deed, dated goth May 1715, 
if the government of Connefticut had not interpofed, the Moheagan Indians would 
not have had one foot of land in the colony of Connefticut. 

i6thlj. That tlie governor and company having procured and obtained from 
the town of New-London a furrender of the faid deed of the year 1715 to Peter 
Maion; and afterwards, by aft of their general court of the iith May 1721, ef- 
fcftually and for ever ftcured a traft of between four and five thoufand acres of 
land, fituared on the Moheagan river, between New London old line and Nor¬ 
wich, for the ufe of the Moheagan Indians, and the laid lands being reputed good 
and valu.iblc lands, the fame is fufficient for the tribe or nation of the Moheagans to 
plant on for their fubfiftence. 

I ythly. That the governor and company of the colony of Connefticut have treated 
212 the faid Indians with much humanity at all times, and have at all times provided 
them wi:h a fufficiency at leaft of lands to plant on ; and that no aft or thing ap¬ 
pears, either l>e/ore the faid judgment of Jol'eph Dudley, Efq; or fince, by which 
they, the laid governor and company, had taken from the faid Indians or from 
their Sachem any traft or trafts of lands to which the faid Indians or their Sachem 
had any right, by refervation or otherwife, cither in law or equity. 

Lajlly, That the faid judgment of JofephDudley, Efq; and others, in the year i 705, 
in every part thereof, except fo far as relates to the faid tract of between four and five 
thoufand acres of land fecured to and fettled on the Moheagan Indians by the faid aft 
of the 1 ith May 1 721, ought to be reverfed and declared null and void. 

Whereupon Mr. Morris declared his opinion on feveral points, to the following 
effeft, viz. 


That 
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TRat as to the paper exhibited in court, bearing date September 28th 1640, pur¬ 
porting to be the deed of Uncas, alias Poquion, Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, to 
the governor and tnagiflrates, he judged it to be in the hznA vimmg oi Edward Hop¬ 
kins, Efq; who in the year 1640 wai governor of the Engiith upon Connefticut river, 
and that it was witnefled by Thomas Stanton, who about that time was an Indian inter¬ 
preter, and that he took it to be the genuine atft and deed ot Uncas the Sachem 
above-mentioned. 

That, as far as he had been able to colleft the intention of the parties to that deed, 
from the tenor of the writing itfelf, and from the fubfequent tranlaftions between Uncas 
and the Englifb, and the declarations of the government appearing upon the public 
records and exhibited before the court, he was of opinion, that it was not the intention 
of the parties to that deed to pafs the abfolute property in the Moheagan lands from 214 
Uncas to the governor and magiftrates, but only to veft them with the lole rtgkt to ^ 

purebafe thefe lands, and to prevent the Indians from felling them to any other people, 
either Englilh or others ; and that the intention of the parties, to this efftrft, was more 
/[k/^ exprelTed by the treaty concluded between Uncas and the colony on the 18 th of 
May 1681. 

That as to the furrender of Major Ma'bn to the colony 1660, he was of opinion, 
that it was not the intention of Major Mafon to convey by that furrender the property of 
the/ff/7, vefted in him by the deed from Uncas and Wawequa, ofihe i^thAuguft 1659, 
but that the defign of that tranfarflion was only to give the Englifh colony on'^Connedli- 
cut a right to exertife their powers of government over the lands convened to Mafon 
as above. 

That as he differed from the majority of the commiffoners as to the intent of the deed 
in 1640, and of the furrender in 1660, he thought it his duty to declare it at t at time, 
and referved to himfelf the liberty of entering his opinion at large, upon the whole at 
the next meeting of the court after the adjournment from this p ace. 

Mr. Horfmanden declared that his prefent fentiments upon this cafe differed wholly 
from the opinion of the three commiflioners now declared. 

As to the writing exhibhed as the original deed, executed by Uncas to the governor 
and magiftrates of the Enghfh cdony on Connedticut river, dated the 28 h otSeprem- 
ber 1O40, he differed in opinion concerning that from all his brethren in one parti¬ 
cular; fur that, upon the moft careful examma ion and confideration he had had of the 
writing itjetf and a comparilon of the feverai exhibits concerning it, he was convinced 
that the m irks thereon pur for Uncas and the Indian witnefs Poxon for Foxon) were 
not the marks by them te/pcBively made ; and that the name Thomas Stanton, fub- 
fciibed thereto as a witnels upon comparing it with the exhibits for proving the fimi- 
Jifutie of hands, was not the proper hand writing of Thomas Stanton, formerly In- 
dianinterpreter, but that, upon the whole, he did believe that the writing was entirely a 
copy, wrote by one and the fame hand, viz. Governor Hopkins.

And 
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An.'l as concernins: the optra'.Un of this writing, upon a fuppofition that it had been 
the oiiginal act and deed of Uncas, he ilid conclude, that from the notoriety of tranf- 
aSions between this government and the Sai hems and the Moheagan Indians fubf;quent 
thereto, and apparent upon the records of the colony, it ought not to be eftcemed of 
any force or efFcdt at this day. 

Further, as to the conveyance of all the Moheagan territories from the Indian Sachem 
toMa'ior Mafonin 16^9, that though this deed was abfolute, yet, from the fubfequent 
tranfaSlions alfo, as appeared from exhibits before the court, he was convinced it was a 
iruft, repofcd by the Indians in Major Maibn, 

Further alfo, that from the nature of the tranfaflion ofthefurrenderin the year 1660, 
as minuted in the book, of the general alTembly, he did conceive that the alTembly, at 
that infant, were well acquainted with this deed, and the defign and intent of the ex¬ 
ecution of it, that they underftood it to be a trujl-, and that, by the furrender of the 
junf \ihlion power over the land, nothing more could be meant by the parties to that 
tranfadion, than to enlarge and extend the dominion of the Englifli colony, and there¬ 
by fecure to them, in preference to any other fettlement that (hould be attempted to be 
made, either by other Englifh or foreigners, the right of pre-emption of fuch lands as 
were within the Jaid dijlribi or territory fo conveyed to Major Mafon, as the Indians, 
;i6 by the advice of the Major and the male heirs of his family {on whom the truji was 
thereby intended to defend) (hould from time to time thereafter be inclinable or will¬ 
ing to make fale of, and that therefore this furt ender was not intended or exptdied by 
the parties to it, to pal’s or convey away the foil to the faid colony. 

LafUy, that thefe beingpoints upon which a conftrudion of many ftib- 
fequent tranfaflions during a feries of upwards of a hundred years mufl: of courfe 
very much depend, and he having in his obicrvations upon the hearing of the caufe, 
and upon a careful refearch7f;t«, found g eat reafon to differ from other commilfioners 
in opinion upon the merits ; yet three of the commifTioners having concurred in the 
fame opinion concerning thefe principal fundamental points, confidering the long at¬ 
tendance here, and the expence a further (day fufficient to draw up an opinion deduced 
by indudfion from the many particular fadts neccffary to be obferved up tn in the courfe 
of the cafe before them) would neceflarily occafion, he was therefore alfo willing that 
the court fhould be adjourned, and the parties difmifled from further attendance, till 
the tin e of their next meeting agreed upon ; referving alio, as Mr. Morris had done, 
the liberty of entering his opinion at large upon the whole at the nex. meeting of this 
court after the adjournment from this place. 

Ordered, That the judgment of the court be diawnup, purfuant to the opinion of 
the majority of the commiffioners.

Purfuant to the order of yefterday the judgment was drawn up and laid before tlie 
court, and being figned by alL the commiflioners prefent (with the opinion of Mr Col- 
den, Mr. Rodm.in, and Mr. Cortland, delivered ycfterday, preBxed) ordered to re¬ 
main on file.

THE GOVERNMENT’S EXHIBITS. 

Articles of government made in 1^38. 

Forafmuch as it hath pleafed the Almighty God, by the wife difpofition of his divine 
Providence, to order and difpofe of things, that we the inhabitants and refidents of 
Windfor, Hartford, and Weathersfield, are now cohabiting and dwelling in and upon the 
river of Connefticut and the lands thereunto adjoining, and well knowing where a peo¬ 
ple are gathered together the word of God requires that, to maintain the peace and uni¬ 
on of fuch a people, there Ihould be an orderly and decent government eflablifhed ac¬ 
cording to God, to order and difpofe the aflfdirs of the people at all feafons, as occafion 
Ihould”require 5 do therefore affociate and conjoin ourlelves to be as one public ftate 
and commonwealth ; and do, for ourfelves and our fucceflors, and fuch as fhall be ad- 
joined to us at any time hereafter, enter into combination and confederation together to 
maintain and prefervethe liberty and purity of the gofpel of our Lord Jclus, which we 
now profefs, asalfothe difcipline of the churches, which according to the truth of faid 
gofpel is now pradifed amongft us; as alfo in our civil affairs to be guided and go¬ 
verned accoiding to fuch laws, rules, orders, and decrees as fhall be made, ordered, 
and decreed, as foliowetb. 
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ift. It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed, That there fliall be yearly two general 
aflemblies or courts, the one on the fecond Thurtciay of April, the other the feconcl 
Thurfday of September following: the firft fhall be called the court of eleftion, where¬ 
in fhall be yearly chofen, from time to time, fo many magiftrates and other public 
officers as fhall be found requifite, whereof one to be chofen governor for the year en- 
fuinrr, and until another be chofen, and no other magiftrate to be chofen for more than i 
one year ; provided always there be fix chofen befides the governor, which being cho¬ 
fen and fworn according to an oath recorded for that purpofe, fhall have^ power to ad- 
minifter jujlice according to the law here eftablifhed, and tor want thereof according to 
the rule of the word of God -, which choice lliall be made by all that are admitted free¬ 
men and have taken the oath of fidelity, and do cohabit within this jurifdiaion, having 
been admitted inhabitants by the major part of the town where they live, or the major- 
part of fuch as fhall be then prelent. 

2d'y, It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed. That the ehaion of theaforefaid ma- 
gittrates fhall be on this manner 5 every perfon prefent and qualified for choice fliall 
brines infto the perfons deputed to receive them) one fingle paper, with the name of him 
written in it whom he defires- to have governor, and he that hath the greateft number 
of papers fhall be governor for that year : and the reft of the magiftrates or public offi¬ 
cers to be chofen in this manner ; the fecretary for the time being fhall firft read the 
names of all that are to be put to choice, and then fhall feverally-nominate them dif- 
tindly, and every one that would have the perfon nominated to be chofen fliall bring 

in one fingle paper written upon, and he that would not have him chofen fliall bring , 
in a blank, and every one that has more written papers than blanks fhall be a magil- 
trate for that year, which paper fhall be received and told by one or more that fhall be 
then chofen by the court, and fworn to be faithful therein ; but in cafe there fhou Id not 
be fix perfons as aforefaid befides the governor out of thofe which are nominated, then 
he or they which have the moft written papers fhall be a magiftrate or magiftrates for 
the enfuing year, to rr-ake up the aforefaid number. 

qdly It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed, That the fecretary fhall not nominate any 
perfon now, nor fhall any perfon be chofen newly into the magiftracy, which was not 
propounded in fome general court before to be nominated the next election ; and to that 222 ■ 
end it fhall be lawful for each of the towns aforefaid, by their deputies, to nominate 
any two whom they conceive fit to be put to ekaion, and the court may add fo many 
more as they judge requifite. 

4thly, It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed. That no perfon be chofen governor 
above once in two years, and that the governor be always a member of fome approved 
congregation, and formerly of the magiftracy within this jurifdiaion, and all the ma- 
giftratc freemen of this commonwealth ; and that no magiftrate or other public officer 
fliall execute any part of his or tlieir office before they a-e feverally iworn, which fliall 
be done in the face of the court, if they be prefent, and in cafe of abfence, by fome de¬ 
puted for that purpofe. 

rthly. It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed, That to theaforefaid couit of elec¬ 
tion the feveral towns fhall fend their deputies, and when the elections are ended 
thev may proceed in any publick fervice as at other courts; alio the other general 
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courts ill September Iliall be for making af laws, and any other publick occafion whkh 
concerns tlie good of the commonwealth. 

6tl-.'y, It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed. That the governor fhall, either by 
himfelf or by the fecretary, fend out fummonfes to the conftables of every town, for 
the calling thofe two (landing courts one month at leaft before their feveral times; 
and alfo, if the governor and greateft part of the magiftrates fee caufe upon any fpecial 
occafion, to call a general court, they may give order to the fecretary foto do within 
fourteen days warning •, and if urgent neceffity fo require, upon a (horter notice, giving 
lufficient ground for it to the deputies when they meet, or elfe be queftioned for the 
fame. And if the governor or major part of the magiftrates (hall either negledl or re- 
fufc to call the two general (landing courts, or either or them, as alfo at other times 
when the occafion of the commonwealth require, the freemen thereof, or the major 
part of them fiiall petition to them fo to do, it then it be either denied ornegledled, the 
faid freemen, orrhe major part of them (hall have power to give order to the conftables 
of the feveral towns to do the fame, and fo may meet together and choofe to themfelves 
a moderator, and may proceed to do any afl of power which any other general 
courts may. 

ythly. It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed, That after there are warrants given out 
for any of the faid general courts, the conftable or conftables of each town (hall forth¬ 
with give notice diftinftly to the inhabitants of the fame in fome public afifembly, 
or by going or fending from houfe to houfe, that at a place or time by him or them li¬ 
mited and let, they meet and affemble themfelves together to eleft and choofe certain de¬ 
puties to be at the general court then following, to agitate the affairs of the common¬ 
wealth, which faid deputies fiiall be chofen by all that are admitted inhabitants in the 
feveral towns, and have taken the oath of fidelity ; provided that none be chofen depu¬ 
ty for any-general court which is not a freeman of this commonwealth: the aforefaid 
deputies ihall be chofen in manner following ; every perfon that is prefent, and qualified 
as before exprelTed, (hall bring the na.mes of fuch, written on feveral papers, as they 
ciefire to have cholen for that employment; and thofe three or four, more or lefs, be¬ 
ing the number agreed on to be cliolen for that time, that have the greateft number of 
papers written for them, fhall be deputies for that court; whole names fhall beendorfed 
on the back-fide of the warrant, and returned into the court with the conftable or 
conftables hand unto the fame. 

b'tlily, Itis ordered, fentenced, and decreed. That Windfor, Hartford,inik Weathers, 
fie'd (h dl have pov/ei-, each town, to fend four of their freemen, as their deputies, to 
ever y general court, and whatfoever other towns (hall be hereafter added to this jurif- 
diclion they fhall fend fo many deputies as the court (liall judge meet; a reafonable 
proportion to the number of freemen that are in laid towns being to be attended therein ; 
which deputies (hall have the power of the whole town to give their votes, and allow¬ 
ance to all Inch laws and orders as may be for the public good, and unto whkh the laid 
towns ar-e to be bound, 

pthly. It is ordered and decreed, That the deputies, thus chofen, fhall have power 
and liberty to appoint a time and place of meeting together, before any gcnei’al court, 
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toadvife and confult of all fuch things as may concern the good of the public, as alfo to 224 
examine their own eleftions, whether according to the order •, and if they or the great- 
eft part of them find any eleflions to be illegal, they may feclude lucli tor the prclent 
from their meeting, and return the fame and their reafons to the court; and if it prove 
true, the court may fine the party or parties fo intruding upon the town, if they fee 
caufe, and give out a warrant to go to a new eleflion in a legal way, either in part or 
in whole : alfo, the faid deputies (hall have power to fine any that (hall be diforderly 
at their meetings, or for not coming in due time or place according to appointmr nt; 
and they may return faid fines into the court (if it be refufed to be paid) and the trea- 
furer to take notice of it, and to eftreat or levy the fame as he doth other fines. 

lothly. It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed, That every general court (except fuch 
as, through negledl of the governor and the greateft part of the magiffrates, the free¬ 
men them I'elves do call) (hall confift of the governor, or fome one chofen to moderate 
the court, and four other magiftrates at lead:, with the major part of the deputies of 
the feveral towns legally chofen ; and in cafe the freemen or the major part of them, 
through negleft or refufal of the governor and major part of the magiftrates, (hall call 
a court that (hall confift of the major part of the freemen that are prefent, or their depu¬ 
ties, with a moderator chofen by them ; in which faid general court (hall confift the 
fupreme power of the commonwealth, and they only (hall have power to make laws or 
repeal them, to grant leave to admit of freemen, difpofe of lands, undifpofed of, to 
feveral towns or perfons, and alfo (hall have power to call other courts, or magiftrates, 
or any other perfon whatfoever, into queftion for any mifdemeanor ; and may, for juft 
cau(es, difplace or deal otherwife according to the nature of the offence ; and allb may 
deal in any O'.her matter that concerns the good of this commonwealth ; except eleftion 
of magiftrates, which (hall be done by the whole body of the freemen : in which courts 
the governor or moderator (hall have power to order the court to give liberty of (peech, 22 
and filence imreafonable and diforderly fpeakings, to put all things to vote, and in cafe 
the vote be equal to have a cafting voice ; but none of thefe courts (hall be adjourned 
or diffolved without the conlent of the major part of the court. 

iithly. It is ordered, fentenced, and agreed. That when any general court upon 
the occafions of the commonwealth have agreed upon-any fum or funis of money to be 
levied apon the feveral towns within this jurifdidfion, that a committee be chofen to fee 
out and appoint what (liall be the proportion of every town to pay of the faid levy, 
provided the committees be made up of an equal number out of each town.

Oweneco’s deed to Samuel Mafon, June 9th 1684. 


Thefe are to fignify unto all whom it may concern, that I Oweneco have, fome 
years fince, declared myfelf well contented in what my father Uncas, for fome years 
pall, made over to the authority then in being, viz. Mr. John Haynes and William 
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HopVms, Efq; and other gentlemen then in authority, of all his right unto and of 
the Pequot country, for the ufe and benefit of the colony of Connedlicuc, &c. 

And my father being deceafed, I the faid Oweneco, for and in confideration of long 
continued friendihip and kindneffes of the gentlemen of the aforefaid colony me 
moving thereunto, fee good reafon to own and acknowledge, ratify and confirm my 
father’s aft as abovefaid. And I have alfo freely given unto Captain MaTa/r 233 

all my native right unto that part of thePeyaa/ country, within the bounds of Stoning- 
ton, in the addition, from Ayafupfuk, wefterly, to the line of faid Stonington, 
to confer as in his wifdom he (hall fee meet for the general benefit of the whole town. 

-But whereas I am informed, that Captain Denifon hath a deed from me of 

fome lands granted unto him, as he faid, by Stonington, and I underftanding the 
fame to be within the bounds granted by the general court ot Hartford, and 1 know¬ 
ing that I had before given and confirmed unto my friend aforefaid, under my hand, 
all my right as abovefaid, but being importuned by Captain Denifon, and I thinking 
to obtain a coat thereby, figned his deed; but being informed, that his deed faith, 
that I well knew Stonington corner free, and the confideration mentioned were for 
great kindneffes, which I never received, nor to this day never knew of, this above 
written I defire may be made entry in the county; and I have defired Mr. Benjamin 
Brewfier and Mr. John Richards to be witnelfes for me.

Sir Henry Afhurft’s petition to queen Anne. 

To the queen’s moft excellent majefty, the humble petition and appeal of Sir 
Henry Afhurft, Baronet, for and on behalf of the governor and company of 
your majefty’s colony of Connefticut, and on behalf of great numbers of free¬ 
holders and planters in faid colony, 

Sheweth, 

That your petitioners and their anceftors did formerly, with great difficulty, and 
by their only endeavours, expences, and charge, acquire, by conquejl, the plantation 
of Connefticut, within the territories called New England, whereby a large addition 
was made to the dominions of the crown of England: which conqueft was made of 
and upon the Pequot Sachem, then the principal Indian prince in thofe countries, 
who, a little before your petitioners conquefts of him, had fubdued and conquered 
Unca Sachem, a fubordinate tributary chief under him, who had then lately revolted 
and rebelled.

That.: 
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That the faid Unca Sachem, being fo fubdued, conquered, and expelled his go¬ 
vernment and country, he joined himfelf in perfon with your petitioners in the wars 
againft the faid Pequot Sachem, and ferved them in no greater ftation than a pilot 
to deer their veflels upon the waters in thofe parts. 

That your petitioners, by fucb conqueft, became abfolute owners of the lands and 
plantations of Connedlicut: howbeit, the faid Unca Sachem, having fo joined,in the 
wars againft the Pequot Sachem, intreated to be permitted to poffcfs fome part of the 
faid conquered lands, under fuch terms as your petitioners thought fit v and there¬ 
upon your petitioners, to obviate all further pretenses, took an injlrument in writing, 
whereby faid Unca Sachem did freely give and grant to your petitioners and their fuccejfors 
all the lands that ever had belonged to him, by what name foever called, whether Mohea- 
tS- gan, Majfapeage, cr otherwife, for ever ; referving only for his own ufe that ground 
which at thatprefent time was planted and improved by him-, .vihsch your petitioners 
aver was at that time very inconfiderable, he having but very few men, and not 
enough to make a hunt. A,nd moreover, the faid word refervation ought not to be 
deemed a referving of any right that he had, but the permijfion of your petitioners, 
the ccnqyierors, to fuffer him to pofiefs the fame. 

That afterwards a further agreement was made between your petitioners and the 
faid Unca, whereby the faid Unca, for himfelf and his heirs, refigned up to your 
petitioners all his lands, obliging himfelf to make no difpofal of them without your 
petitioners grant and allowance firft had and obtained ; and declaring, that your pe¬ 
titioners might difpofe thereof in plantations, villages, or farms, as your petitioners 
fhould order, the faid Unca receiving reafonable fatisfablion f,.r his propriety therein ; 
and that your petitioners have been fo far from depriving the faid Unca ot his lands, 
235 that they hare caufe to believe, that your majefty had never been troubled with a com¬ 
plaint in his name, if the government of Conneflicut would have confented that 
others, by fraudulent bargains, (hould have had thofe referved lands, your petitioners 
having been careful to preferve the faid Unca and his heirs in the poffcffion of the faid 
lands referved to them. 

That your petitioners are advifed, that the freehold and inheritance of Connefticut 
aforefaid was abfolutely vefted in them, either by the faid conqueji, or grant, or refig- 
nation aforefaid, and that they had power to plant and difpofe thereof, fo always that 
they maie i reafonable fatisfabiion to the faid Unca for fuch parts as your petitioners 

permitted him to poffcfs.-That to confirm your petitioners title, your majeily’s 

royal uncle, king Charles the Second, by his letters patents, under the great ieal of 
England, erefted your petitioners into a corporation, and granted and confirmed to 
them and their fucceffors ail the faid country or province called Conncdficut, and all 
manner of judicatories for the trial of allcaufes therein. 

That your petitioners, depending upon fuch their title to the freehold and inhe¬ 
ritance ot the laid country and province of Connecticut, they having built upon, 
planted, and greatly improved the faid country and plantation, and particularly the 
trafts of land following (to wit) the trait of ground between New London and Nor¬ 
wich, containing erg-Af miles in length and/ear in bteadih ; and another fmall trufl 
upon the north bounds of Lyme, containing n-ne miles in length and /wo in breadth, 

having 





having the •wejlerly end thereof on Connedlicut river; and alfo another large traft of 
ground lying between the bounds of Norwich, Lyme, Lebanon, Haddam, and 
Metabaflet ; and alfo another large traft of ground called Majfapeage: of all which 
trails of ground your petitioners, the governor and company, have had the general 
poffeffioH ever Jince the faid conjue/t, being now near feventy years fince ; and your 
petitioners, the freeholders and planters, have had the fpecial pojjejfton thereof, foma 
of them for thirty, others forty, and others fifty years laft paft. 

That Jofeph Dudley, Efq; -- Hallam, Edward Palmes, James Avery, and 

John Avery, John Morgan, and Thomas Leffingwell, who fas your petitioners are 
informed, and have caufe to believe, moft of them, in their own and others names, 
efpecially in the name of one John Mafon, whom Dudley appointed his trullee, rnd 
guardian to Oweneco Sachem, fon of the faid Unca Sachem, particular grants of 
Icveral parts of the faid particular trails of lands in Conneilicut aforefaid) do now 
endeavour to fet up titles to themfelves, under the faid inconfiderable Indians, exempt 
from the government of Conneilicut aforefaid, fo as not to be fubjeit to pay taxes 
towards the war, and to be exempted from the flaeriffs and other legal officers ; to 
which end they have taken part with the faid Indians againft your petitioners, and have 
made divers groundlefs complaints to your majefty on the faid Indians behalf againlt 
your petitioners, as if the Moheagan Indians were formerly proprietors of a//Con¬ 
neilicut, and as if your petitioners title thereto was derived from the permiffion of the 
Indians, and by their grant, who, as is pretended, only permitted your petitioners 
to plant and fettle there; and as if the faid Indians had rcfeived to themfelves the faid 
feveral trails of land, and had entered into and cultivated a firm friend (hip and league 
with your majefty’s fubjedls, and had always affifted them when attacked by their 
enemies; and as if, in feveral treaties, it had been agreed that the Indians fhould be 
proteiled in the poffeffion of the faid trails of land, and that your petitioners, by ail 
of affembly, had taken the faid trails of land from the Indians, and had ditpofTeffed 
them thereof; and as if the Indians had made application to the government of Con¬ 
neilicut, but, inftead of redrefs, had met with ill ufage, to their great difeourage- 


That your petitioners are informed, that the faid Dudley and Hallam, by thefe 
untrue fuggeftions, obtained from your majefty, ly fitrprize, a commiffion under the 
great fral of England, bearing date the 19th day of July in the third year of your 
reign, tdreiled to the faid Dudley, Palmes, the two Avery’s, Morgan, Leffingwell, and 
five others, moft of whom were of the faid Dudley’s or Hallam’s denomination, and 
under the faid Dudley’s influence; by which commiftion they procured to themfelves 
from your majefty the powers following (to wit) to examine and inquire into the pre¬ 
tended matters of the faid complaints, and all injuries and violences offered and 
done to the Moheagan Indians, and to determine thereupon ; to repair into Connefti- 
cut, and, having fummoned your petitioners and the chief of thofe Indians, to in¬ 
quire and take examinations upon oath, touching the faid matters, or any injury or 
violence offered to the laid Indians by the general court or affembly, or the governor 
of Conneflicut, or any other perfon, and to determine according to juft ice and 
equity, and reftore the Indians to their lands, if they were unjullly difpoffeffed, or 
to tike care that they were continued therein: and the faid Dudley and his accom¬ 
plices procured your majefty’s letter, direfled to your petitioners, commanding them 
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to pay all due obedience to the faid commiffioners; and that if It Ihouldbi found 
that the faid Indians had been deprived of their lands, then your petitioners (hould 
caufe them to be put into poffeflion thereof, notwithftanding the faid a£l of affem- 
bly. 

That your petitioners readily appeared in the faid commiffioners court •, but being 
advifed, that that part of the faid commiffion, whereby the faid commiffioners and 
judges were impowered judicially to determine in a fummary way your petitioners 
titk to their freehold and inheritance, and to evidt them thereout, arid to adjudge the 
poITeffion thereof to the Indians, if they thought fit, juft, and equitable, was an il¬ 
legal power, obtained by furprize from your majefty, they, your petitioners, did 
c^er to fubmi‘ to, and defend themfelves in, the faiJ commiffion-court, fo far as that 
23S a true inquifition Ihould be made of the matters of fail in difference, to the intent 
your majefty might have a true underftanding thereof-, but your petitioners defired 
to be excufed from trying their titles of their faid lands and freehold in the faid com¬ 
miffion-court. 

That the faid Dudley and his fellow^commiffioners, being judges in the faid com- 
roiftion-court, rejefted fuch your petitioners defence with contempt, paying great 
honour to faid Indian Oweneco, by placing him on his the faid Dudley’s right-hand, 
and proceeded in the faid commiffion-court, and made a decree or fentence therein 1 
and your petitioners received a letter from the faid commiffioners, reciting your 
majefty’s faid letter, and acquainting them that it was confidered and determined 
by the faid commiffion-court, that the faid Oweneco Unca and the Moheagan In¬ 
dians ffiould be immediately put into poffeffion of the faid feveral trafts of land 
above particularly fpecified, and ffiould recover their juft coft and charges; and the 
faid commiffioners, by their faid letter, intimated that your petitioners ought ftriiflly 
to obey your majefty’s commands, by putting the faid Indians into pojejfion ac¬ 
cordingly. 

That your petitioners are informed that fome attempts are made to prevail with 
your majefty to confirm the faid decree; that your petitioners humbly infift that 
the faid decree is unjuft and illegal, and humbly hope that the fame ffiall not be 
confirmed, but reverfed and fet afide. 

For that the faid commiffioners in the faid commiffion-court, being interefted as 
aforefaid, \yere in this cafe parties, accufers, and judges, and affumed to themfelves 
jurifdiSlion to try in a fummary way your petitioners titles of their lands, and to 
evict,, difpoffefs, and diffeile them of their freeholds, properties, and ancient poffcffions, 
200 without any legal procefs, or fo much as the form of a trial, which tends to the de- 
ftruftion of all their rights, and is direftly contrary (as your petitioners are advifed) 
to divers afts of parliament in that behalf made and provided. 

For that it does not appear by faid decree or proceedings, that the faid Indians 
were dijpojfejfed by your petitioners ; neither did the aft of aflembly, in the faid com¬ 
miffion mentioned, take any lands from the Indians, as by that untrue fuggeftion was 
pretended.

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For that the ccfriplaints on behalf of the Indians were at firft groundlefs, and were, 
under their names, began and carried on by fome evil perfons, under (pecious pre¬ 
tences, for their private advantage, whereby your majefty’s name and authority is 
made ufe of to countenance and carry on private defigns. 

Your petitioners therefore moft humbly appeal from the faid decree of the faid com- 
miffion-court, and pray your majefty that the matter may be heard before your ma- 
jejly in council; and humbly pray that, for the prevention of the like injuries, your 
majefty would Ihew fome exemplary difcountenance to the faid Mr. Dudley and his ac¬ 
complices, at whofe inftance your majefty was induced, by furprize, to grant the laid 
commiffion with fuch high powers, in fubverfwn of your petitioners rights, and con¬ 
trary to your majefty’s gracious intentions towards your faithful and loyal fubjedfs of 
Connedticut, whole lives and fortunes are always devoted to your majefty’s true 
fcrvice.

temnock, Wypewoke, Malfipeage, or any other, which they may for ever hereafter 
difpofe of as their own, cither by fettling plantations of the Englilh there, or other- 
wife as lhail feem good to them, referving only for my own ufe that ground which 
at prelent is planted, a:d in that kind improved by me: and I do hen by promife 
and tng.ige myfelt not to fuffer, fo far as I have power, any Englilh, or any other, 
to fit down or plant witliin any of thofe limits which before this^grant did belong to 
me, without the confent and approbation of faid magiftrates or governor at Connccli- ■ 
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cut aforefaid: and this I do, upon mature confideration and good aJvice, freely, and 
without any conftraint.

Eleazar Kimberly, and that, as near as the deponent can remember, this faid Xim- 
berly was out of the office of fecretary, as aforefaid, about year 1708 or 9, and has 
not fince been in the fame.

Further teftimony of George Wyllys. 

George Wyllys of Hartford, in the colony of Conneflicut, in New England, aged 
thirty years, doth teftify and fay, that (near about the time that Captain John Mafon, 
late deceafed, went to Great Britain) he was employed (being fecretary of faid co¬ 
lony) to fearch in his office for papers relating to the tranfaflions of the government of 
Conneflicut with the Moheagan Indians, and, in a file of ancient writings, there found the 
fame old inftrument or deed from Uncas, Sachem of the Moheagans, to the governor 
and magiftrates of the Engliffi upon Conneflicut, dated September 28th 1640, which he 
now prefents to this honoured court. 

And he further fays, that he hath in his cuftody the original records of the publick 
afls of the government of Conneflicut in the year 1639 (appearing to be in one an¬ 
cient hand-writing) wherein it is recorded, that at the eleflion in April 1639, Mr. 
Edward Hopkins was chofen fecretary for the year enfuing ; which records for the 
year 1639 the deponent always underftood (both by his lather, who was fecretary 
of faid colony for many years before him, and his own obfervation) to be the hand- 
242 writing of Edward Hopkins, Efq-, of Hartford, aforefaid, for fundry years, in the 
infancy of the colony of Conneflicut, governor thereof, and verily believes the fame 
fo to be.

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And further the'deponent fays, that he hath very carefully viewed the fald deed 
and the fald records in.1639, and compared them one with another, as alfo with other 
writings in his cuftody, which he has ever taken and accepted to be the writing of 
Governor Hopkins aforefaid-, and is well fatisfied, and verily believes, that the body 
of the above-mentioned deed is the real hand-writing of the faid Edward Hopkins, 
Efqs and that he was the very fame perfon in the records of the government of Con- 
neifticut mentioned to be governor of the fame in the year 1640, and that the faid 
deed was wrote by him at the time of the date thereof; and further the deponent 
fays, he has heard and believes, that the faid Edward Hopkins, Efqj about the year 
1652, went home to England, and returned not again to this country. And further 
faith not.

May 20th 1661. 

Thefe may certify all people whom it may concern, that whereas I Uncas, with 
my brother Wawequa, did, on the 15th day of Auguft, in the year 1659, make 
over unto Major John Mafon, by a deed of fale, all our lands and territories within 
our whole claim ; by virtue of faid inftrument theabovefaid Mafon did enter upon and 
improve thofe lands which were by us the abovefaid Uncas and Wawequa fold to him 
the abovefaid Major Mafon: and now the faid Major being in the pofleffion of all thofe 
lands, fold as abovefaid; now know ye, that I the faid Uncas (my brother Wawequa 
being dead) do, with my two fons, Oweneco and Attawanhood, confirm the deed 
of fale above-mentioned unto him the faid Mafon, to him, his heirs and afligns for 
ever, from us, our heirs and afiigns, it being with the confent of all our people of 
Moheagan, them their heirs for ever: and we the faid Uncas, Oweneco, and Atta¬ 
wanhood, do promife and covenant, to and with the faid Major Mafon, that we 
nor our heirs will never after trouble or moleft the faid Major Mafon, his heirs nor 
afligns, in the peaceable poffeflion and quiet enjoyment of the above-mentioned land, 
or any part thereof, either by pretence of felling any part thereof, or by any other 
way or means whrtfoever. In witnefs and confirmation whereof we the faid Uncas, 
Oweneco, and Attawanhood have hereunto fet our hands or marks this the 20th of 
May in the year 1661.

Charles the Second, by the grace of God, king of England, Scotland, France, and 
Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. to all to whom thefe prefents lhall come, 
greeting: 

Whereas by the feveral navigations, difcoveries, and fuccefsful plantations of divers 
of our loving fubjeds of this our realm of England, feveral lands, iflands, places, 
colonies, and plantations have been obtained and fettled in that part of the continent 
of America called New England, and thereby the trade and commerce there hath been 
of late years much increafed. 

And whereas we have been informed by the humble petition of our trufty and 
well-beloved John Winthrop, John Malon, Samuel Wyllys, Henry Clarke, Mat¬ 
thew Allyn, John Tapping, Nathan Gold, Richard Treat, Richard Lord, ’Henry 
Woolcott, John Takot, Daniel Clarke, John Ogden, Thomas Wells, Obadiah 
Bruen, John Clarke, Anthony Hawkins, John Deming, and Matthew Camfield, 
being perfons principally interefted in our colony or plantation of Connedicut in New 
England, that the fame colony, or the greateft part thereof, was purchafed and ob¬ 
tained for great and valuable conjiderations, and fome other part thereof gained by 
conquejl and with much difficulty, and at the only endeavours, expence, and charges 
of them and their alTociates, and thofe under whom they claim, fubdued and im¬ 
proved, and thereby become a confiderable inlargement and addition of our domi¬ 
nions and intereft there. 

Now know ye, that in confideration thereof, and in regard the faid colony is remote 
from other the Englifh plantations in the places aforefaid, and to the end the affairs 
and bufinefs which {hall from time to time happen or arife concerning the fame may 
be duly ordered and managed, we have thought fit, and at the humble petition of the 
perfons aforefaid, and are gracioufiy pleafed to create and make them a body politick 
and corporate, with the powers and privileges herein after-mentioned.

John Clarke, Anthony Hawkins, John Deming, and Matthew CamfielJ, and all 
fuch others as now are or hereafter (hall be admitted and made free of the company 
and fociety of our colony of Connedicut in America, (hall f rom time to time and for 
ever hereafter be one body corporate and politick in fad and name, by the name 


of 
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of Governor and Company of the Englifi Colony of ConnePlicut in New England in 
'America-, and that by the fame name they and their fucceflbrs lhall and may have 
perpetual fucceffion, and lhall and may be perfons^able and capable in the law to piead 
^and be impleaded, to anfwer and to be anfwered unto, defend and to be defended in 
’all and Angular luits, caufes, quarrels, matters, aftions, and things of what kind or 
nature foever, and alfo to have, take, polfefs, acquire, and purchafe lands, tenements, 
or hereditaments, or any goods or chattels, and the fame to leafe, grant, demife, 
alien, bargain, fell, and difpofe of, as other our liege people of this our realm of 
England, or any other corporation or body politick within the fame, may lawfully do. 

And further, that the faid governor and company and their fucceflbrs fiiall and 
may lor ever hereafter have a common feal to ferve and ufe for all caufes, matters, 
things, and affairs whatfoever of them and their fucceflbrs, and the fame feal to alter, 
change, break, and make new from time to time, at their wills and pleafures, as they 
fliall think fit. 

And further we will and ordain, and by thefe prefents for us, our heirs and fuc¬ 
ceflbrs, do declare and appoint, that for the better ordering and managing of the af¬ 
fairs and bufinefs of the laid company and their fucceflbrs, there fhall be one gover¬ 
nor, one deputy-governor, and twelve affijlants, to be from time to time conftituted, 
elecTard, and chofen out of the freemen of the faid company for the time being, in 
fuch manner and form as hereafter in thefe prefents is expreffed -, which faid officers 
lhall apply ihemfelves to take care for the beft difpofing and ordering of the general 
bufinefs and affairs of and concerning the land and hereditaments herein after-mentioned 
to be granted, and the plantation thereof, and the government of the people thereof. 

And for the better execution of our royal pleafure herein, we do for us, our heirs 
and fucceflfors, aflign, name, conftitute, and appoint the aforefaid John Winthrop to 
be the firft and prclent governor of the faid company, and the faid John Mafon to be 
the deputy-governor, and the faid Samuel Wyllys, Matthew Ailyn, Nathan Gold, 
Henry Clarke, Richard Treat, John Ogden, John Tapping, John Talcot, Thomas 
Wells, Henry Woolcotr, Richard Lord, and Daniel Clarke, to be the twelve prefent 
alfiftants of the faid company, to continue in the faid feveral offices refpedtively until 
the fecond Thurfday which will be in the month of October now next coming. 

- And further we will, and by thefe prefents for us, our heirs and fucceflfors, do or¬ 
dain and grant, that the governor of the faid company for the time being, or in his 
abfence by occafion of ficknefs, or otherwife by his leave or permiffion, the deputy- 
governor for the time being, fliall and may from time to time upon all occafions give 
order for the alTembling of the faid company, and calling them together to confult 
and advife of the bufinefs and affairs of the fiiid company ; and that tor ever hereafter 
twice in every year, that is to fay on every fecond Thurfday in Oftober, and on 
every lecond Thuri'day in May, or oftener in cafe it fliall be rcquifite, the alfiftants 
and fiecmen of the laid company, or fuch of them (not exceeding two perfons 
frmn ea h place, town, or city) who (hall be from time to time thereunto eleifted or 
deputed by the major part of the freemen of the refpeffive towns, cities, and places,

of the af?;ftants, at lead: to be feven, iliall be called the General Affembly, and fhall po« 
have full power arid authority to alter and change their days and times of meeting or 
general afleniblics for eledling the govern,!-, deputy-governor, and alTidants, or other?"” 
officers, or any other courts, allcmblies, or meetings, and to choofe, nominate, and 
appoint fuch and fo many ocher peribns as they Ihall think fit, and lhall be willing 
to accept the fame to be free of the faid company and body politick, and them into 
the fame to admit; and toelefl and coniHtute fuch officers as they ffiali think fit and 
requifite for the ordering, managing, and difpofing of the affairs of the faid governor 
and company and their fucceflbrs. 


And we do hereby, for us, our heirs and fucceffors, eftablilh and ordain, that onceroa 
in the year for ever hereafter, namely, the faid fecond Thurfday in May, the gover-'''’" 
nor, deputy-governor, and affiftants of the faid company, and other officers of the in,U 
faid company, or fuch of them as the faid general affembly ffiali think fit, ffiali be in 
the faid general court and affembly to be held from that day or time newly chofen 
for the year enfuing by fuch greater part of the faid company for the time being then 
and there prefent j and if the governor, deputy-governor, and affiftants by thefe pre-^');';' 
fents appointeii, or fuch as hereafter be newly chofen into their rooms, or any of them, 
or any other the officers to be appointed for the faid company, ffiali die or be removed 
from his or their fcveral offices or places before the faid general day of election, whom 
we do hereby declare for any mifdemeanor or default to be removable, by the gover¬ 
nor, affiftants, and company, or fuch greater part of them in any of the faid public 
courts to be affembled as is aforefaid, that then and in every fuch cafe it ffiali and 
may be lawful to and for the governor, deputy-governor, and affiftants, and company 
aforefaid, or fuch greater part of them fo to be affembled as is aforefaid In any of 
their affemblies, to proceed to a new eledion of one or more of their company in the 
room or place, rooms or places of fuch governor, deputy-governor, affiftanr, or other 
officer or officers fo dying or removed, according to their diferetions ; and imme¬ 
diately upon and after fuch eledion or eledions made of fuch governor, deputy-go¬ 
vernor, affiftant or affiftants, or any other officer of the faid company, in manner and 
form aiorefaid, the authority, office, and power before given to the former governor, 
deputy-governor, or other officer and officers fo removed, in whofe ftead and pLicc 
new one ffiali be chofen, ffiali, as to him and them and every of them refpedively, 
and determine. 


Provided alfo, and our will and pleafure is, that as well fuch as are by tliefe pre-r.,n 
fents appointed to be the prefent governor, depury-governor, and affiftants of the 
faid company, as thofe that ffiali fucceed them, and all other officers to be appointed 
and ch..fen as aforefaid, ffiali, before they undertake the execution of their fair! offices', 
and places refpeftively, take their feveral and reipiclive c .-poral oaths tor the due 
and faithful performance of their duties in their feveral oi-. w and plaaes, bei’orp fuch 
perfon or perfons as are by thefe prefents hereafter appohited to tike and receive the 
fame; that is to fay, the faid John Winthrop, who is heiein belure .vjri.inatid and 
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rnor. appointed tlie prefent governor of the faid company, fliall take the faid oath before 
one or more of the mafters of our court of chancery for the time being, unto which 
matter of chancery we do by thefe prefents give full power and authority to admi- 
nifter the faid oath to the faid John Winthrop accordingly ; and the faid John Mafon, 
who is herein before nominated and appointed the prefent deputy-governor of the faid 
company, fhall take the faid oath before the faid John Winthrop, or any two of the 
aflaftants of the faid company, unto whom we do by thefe prefents give full power 
and authority to adminifter the faid oath to the faid John Mafon accordingly; and the 
faid Samuel Wyllys, Henry Clarke, Matthew Allyn, John Tapping, Nathan Gold, 
Richard Treat, Richard Lord, Henry Woolcott, John Talcot, Daniel Clarke, John 
Ogden, and Thomas Wells, who are herein before nominated and appointed the pre¬ 
fent afliftants of the faid company, (hall take the oath before the laid John Winthrop 
and John Mafon, or one of them, to whom we do hereby give full power and 
authority to adminifter the fame accordingly. 

And our further will and pleafure is, that all and every governor or deputy-gover¬ 
nor, to be cledted and chofen by virtue of thefe prefents, fhall take the faid oath before 
two or more of the alTiftants of the faid company for the time being, onto whom we do 
by thefe prefents give full power and authority to give and adminifter the faid oath ac¬ 
cordingly ; and the faid alTiftants and every of them, and all and every other officer 
or officers to be hereafter chofen from time to time, to take the faid oath before the go¬ 
vernor or deputy-governor for the time being, unto which faid governor or deputy- 
governor we do by thefe prefents give full power and authority to adminifter the 
lame accordingly. 

And further, of our more ample grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, we 
have given and granted, and by thefe prefents, for us, our heirs and fucceflbrs, do 
give and grant unto the faid governor and company of the Engliffi colony of Connec- 
247 ticut in New-England in America, and to every inhabitant there, and to every per- 
fon and perfons trading thither, and to every fuch perfon and perfons as are or (hall be 
free of the faid colony, full power and authority from time to time and at all times 
hereafter to take, (liip, tranfport, and carry away, for and towards the plantation and 
defence of the faid colony, fuch of our loving fubjedls andftrangers as fhall or will will¬ 
ingly accompany them in and to their faid colony and plantation, except fuch perfon 
and perfons as are or (hall be therein reftrained by us, our heirs and fucceflbrs 5 and 
alfo to (hip and tranfport all and all manner of goods, chattels, merchandizes, and 
other things wharfoever that are or (hall be ufeful or necelTary for the inhabitants of 
the faid colony and may lawfully be tranfported thither; neverthelefs not to be dif- 
charged of payment to us, aur heirs and fuccelTors, of the duties, cuftoms, and 
fubfidies which are or ought flS be paid or payable for the fame. 

“y And further our will and pleafure is, and we do, for us, our heirs and fuccelTors, 
ordain, declare, and grant unto the faid governor and company and their fuccelTors, 
that all and every t!ie fubjedbs of us, our heirs or fuccelTors, which (hall go to inha¬ 
bit within the faid colony, and every of their children which fhall happen to be born 
there, or on the fea in going thither, or returning from thence, fhall have and enjoy 
all liberties and immunities of free and natural fubjeifts within any the dominions of 
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us, our heirs or fucceflbrs, to all intents, conftrudlions, and purpofes whatfcever, as 
if they and every of them were born within the realm of England •, and we do autho¬ 
rize and impower the governor, or in his abfence the deputy-governor for the time 
being, to appoint two or more of the faid affiflants at any of their courts or alfem- 
blies to he held as aforefaid, to have power and authority to adminifter the o ith of 
fuprem.icy and obedience to all and every perfon and perfons which lhall af any time 
or times hereafter go or pafs into the faid colony of Connefticut, unto which faid 
affiftants fo to be appointed as aforefaid we do by thefe prefents give full power and 
authority to adminifter the faid oath accordingly. 

And we do further, of our efpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, t 
give and grant unto the faid governor and company of the Englifh colony of Connec-'“ 
ticut in New England in America and their fuccelTors, that it (h,;ll and may be law¬ 
ful to and for the governor or deputy-governor and fuch of the affiftants of the 
faid company for the time being as lhall be aflembled in any of the general courts 
aforefaid, or in any court efpecially fummoned or aflembled for that purpofe, or the 
greater part of them, whereof the governor or deputy-governor and fix of the affift¬ 
ants to be always feven, to ereft and make fuch judicatories for the hearing and de¬ 
termining of all aftions, caufes, matters, and things happening within the faid co¬ 
lony or plantation, and which (hall be in difpute and depending there, as they fhall 
think fit and convenient; and alfo from time to time to make, ordain, and eftablifh 
all manner of whollbme and reafonable/aw, ftatutes, ordinances, diretftions, and in-an 
ftruiftions, not contrary to the laws of this realm of England, as well for fettling the“" 
forms and ceremonies of government and magiftracy fit and neceflary for the faid 
plantation and the inhabitants there, as for naming and ftiling all forts of officers, 
both fuperior and inferior, which they fhall find needful for the government and 
plantation of the faid colony, and the diftinguifhing and fe ting forth of the feveral 
duties, powers, and limits of every fuch office and place, and the forms of fuch oaths, 
not being contrary to the laws and ftatutes of this our realm of England, to be adini- 
niftered for the execution of the faid feveral offices and places, as alfo for the difpof- 
ing and ordering of the eledion of fuch of the faid officers as are to be annually 
chofen, and of fuch others as lhall fucceed in cafe of death or removal, and admi- 
niftering the faid oath to the new-elefted officers, and granting neceflary commiffions, 
and for impofition of lawful fines, muliffs, imprifonment, or other puniftiment upon 
offenders and delinquents, according to the courfe of other corporations within this our 
kingdom of England; and the fame laws, fines, mulfts, and executions, to alter, 
change, revoke, adnul, releafe, or pardon under their common feal, as by the faid 
general aflembly or the major part of them fhall be thought fit, and for the direfting, 
ruling, and difpofing of all other matters and things, whereby our faid people, inha¬ 
bitants there, may be fo religioufly, peaceably, and civilly governed, as their good 
life and orderly converlation may win and invite the natives of the country to the 
knowledge and obedience of the only true God and Saviour of mankind and the 
Chriftian faith, which in our royal intentions and the adventurers free profeffion is 
the only and principal end of this plantation-, willing, commanding, and requiring, 
and by thefe prefents for us, our heirs and fuccelTors, ordaining and appointing, that 
all fuch laws, ftatutes, and ordinances, inftruftions, impofitions, and diredmns as 
lhall be fo made by the governor, deputy-governor, and affiftants as aforefaid, and 
pubUfhed in writing under their common feal, fhall carefully and duly be obferved 
T t kept. 
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kept, performed, and put in execution, according to the true Intent and meaning of 
the fame j and thefe our letters fatmt, or the duplicate or exemplification thereof, fliall 
be to all and every fuch officers, fuperiors, and inferiors from time to time for the 
putting of the fame orders, laws, ftatutcs, ordinances, inflrudions, and direftions 
in due execution againft us, our heirs and fucccffors, a fufficicnt warrant and dif- 
charge. 

And we do fu.ther for us, our heirs and fuccetfors, give and grant unto the faid 
governor and company and their fucccffors by thefe prefents, that it (hall and may be 
lawful to and for the chief commanders, governors, and officers of the faid company 
for the time being, who fhall be refident in the parts of New England hereafter men¬ 
tioned, and others inhabiting there by their leave, admittance, appointment, or di- 
reftion from time to time and at all times hereafter, for their fpecial defence and fafety 
to affemble, martial, array, and put in warlike pofture the inhabitants of the faid 
colony, and to commiffionate, impower, and authorize fuch perfon or perfons as they 
lhall think fit, to lead and conduit the faid inhabitants, and to encounter, expulfe, 
repel, and refill by force of arms, as well by fea as by land, and alfo to kill, flay, and 
deftroy by all fitting ways, enterprizes, and means whatfoever, all and every fuch 
perfon or perfons as lhall at any time hereafter attempt or enterprizc the deflruilion, 
invafion, detriment, or annoyance of the faid inhabitants or plantation, and to ufe and 
cxercile the law martial in fuch cafes only as occafion (hall require ; and to take or fur- 
prize, by all ways and means whatfoever, all and every fuch perfon and perfons, 
with their (hips, armour, ammunition, and other goods of fuch as lhall in fuch 
hoftile manner invade or attempt the defeating of the faid plantation, or the hurt of 
the faid company and inhabitants, and upon juft caufes to invade and deftroy the na¬ 
tives or other enemies of the faid colony. 

Neverthelefs our will and pleafure is, and we do hereby declare unto all Chriftian 
kings, princes, and dates, that if any perfons which (hall hereafter be of the faid com¬ 
pany or plantation, or any other by appointment of the faid governor and company 
tor the time being, lhall at any time or times hereafter rob or fpoil by fea or by land, 
and do any hurt, violence, or unlawful hoftility to any of the fubjedts of us, our 
heirs or llicceffors, or any of the fubjefts of any prince or date being then in league 
with us, our heiis or fucceffors, upon complaint of fuch injury done to any fiicffi 
prince or date or their fubjedls, we our heirs and fucceffers, will make open proclama¬ 
tion wiihin any parts of our realm of England fit for that purpofe, that the perfon or 
perfons committing any fuch robbery or fpoil lhall, within the time limited by fuch 
proclamation, make full reftitution or fatisfaftion of all fuch injuries done or commit¬ 
ted, fo as the faid prince or others fo complaining may be fully fatisfied and contented-, 
and if the faid perfon or perfons who lliall commit any fuch robbery or Ipoil fhall not 
make fatisfaflion accordingly within fuch time fo to be limited, that then it ffiall and 
may be lawful for us, our heirs and fucceffors, to put fuch perfon and perfons out 
of our allegiance and proteflion ; and that it lhall and may be lawful and free for^all 
princes or others to profecute with hoftility fuch offenders and eveiy of them, their 
and every ol their procurers, aiders, abettors, and counfello s in that behalf. 

Provided alfo, and our exprefs will and pleafure is, and we do by thefe prefents for 
us, our heirs and fucceffors, ordain and appoint, that thefe prefents lhall not in any 

manner 
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manner hinder any of our loving fubjefls whatfoever to ule and exercife the trade of 
fifhing upon the coaft of New England in America-, but they and every or any of 
them fliall have full and free power and liberty to continue and ule the faid trade of 
fifhing upon the faid coaft in any of the feas thereunto adjoining, or any arms of the 
feas or fait water rivers where they have been accuftomed to fifh, and to build and fet 
up on the wafte land belonging to the faid colony of Connedlicut fuch wharfs, ftages, 
and work-hoiifes as fhall be neceflary for the faking, drying, and keeping of their fifh 
to be taken or gotten upon that coaft -, any thing in thefe prefents contained to the con¬ 
trary notwithftanding. 

And know ye further, that we, of our abundant grace, certain knowledge, and mereGrant of 
motion, have given, granted, and confirmed, and by thefe prefents for us, our heirs, 
and fucceffors, do give, grant, and confirm unto the laid governor and company andii™« «- 
their fucceftbrs all that part of our dominions in New England in America bounded^"®'*’ 
on the eaft by Narraganict river, commonly called Narraganfet Bay, where the faid 
river falietli into the fea; and on the north by the line of the Maflachuft t’s plantation; 
and on the fouth by the fea ; and in longitude as the line of the Maffachufet’s colony 
running from eaft to weft, that .is to fay, from the faid Narraganfet Bay on the eaft 
to the South Sea on the weft part, with the ijlands thereunto adjoining, together with 
all firm lands, foils, grounds, havens, ports, rivers, waters, fifhings, mines, mi¬ 
nerals, prenous ftones, quarries, and all and fingular other commodities, jurifdic- 
tions, royalties, privileges, franchifes, preheminences, and hereditaments whatfoever, 
within the faid trad, bounds, l.mds, and illands aforefaid, or to them or any of them 
belonging -, to have and to hold the fame unto the faid governor and company, their 
fucceftbrs and affigns for ever, upon tri.ft and for the ufe and benefit of themfelves 
and their aftbeiates, freemen of the faid colony, their heirs and affigns, to be holden of 
us, our heirs and fucreflbrs, as of our manor of Eaft-Greenwich, in free and common^*"'*’ 
foccage, and not in cqKte nor by knight fervice, yielding and paying therefore to us, 
our heirs and fucceftbrs, only the fifth part of all the ore of gold and fiiver which 
from rime to time and at all times hereafter fhall be there gotten, had, or obtained, 
in lieu of all fe-vires, duties, and demands whatibever, to be to us, our hairs and 
fucceftbrs, thereture or thereout rendered, made, or paid. 

And laflly. We do for us, our heirs and fucceftbrs, grant to the faid governor and 
company and their fucceftbrs by thefe prefents, that thefe cur. letters patent lhall be 
firm, good, and effedlual in the la<v to all intents, conftrudfiens, and purpofes what¬ 
foever, accordmg to our true intent and meaning herein before dedated, as ftrall be 
conftrutd, reputed, and adjudged moft favourable on the behalf and for the beft be¬ 
nefit and behoof of the laid governor and company and tlreir I'ucceirors, although 
exprefs mention of the true yearly value or certainty-of the premifes or of any of them, 
or of any other gifs or grants by us or by any of our progenitors or predeceftbrs here¬ 
tofore made to the la^l governor and company of the I'.nglilh colony of Cbnncdicuc 
in New England in Arntrica, in thefe prelents is not made, or any llatute, aft, ordi¬ 
nance, provifion., proclamation, or a-eftriution heretofore had, 'matle, cjiafted, or¬ 
dained, or provided, or any other matter, cauie, or thing whatfoever to tlte contrary 
thereof, in any-wiie notwithftanding.

The Major propounding to the court to take up his former grant of a farm at a 
place by the Indians called Pomackuck, near Norwich ; the court grants liberty to 
him to take up his former grant in that place, upon the fame terms as was granted 
to him by the court. Enfign Thomas Tracy and Francis Grifwould are appointed 
•to lay it out according to the former grant.

Order upon Houghton’s petition. 

A feffion of the general court in Hartford, the nth day of March 1657-58. 

Richard Houghton of Pequot petitioning this court for their favour to confent[that 
he the faid Richard may have liberty to agree with Uncas for a certain neck of land 
called Maffapeage, between Pequot and Mohcagan, they having confidered the low 
2 ■ eftate 
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eftate of this man, his charge of children, with other things, as further motives to them ; 
do hereby declare that they thus far confent to his petition or motion, that in cafe he 
fully fathfy Uncat for the aforefaid Maflapeage, and there be a full and clear agree¬ 
ment between them for the fame, then this court lhall not manage the law in this 
commonwealth againft him, for making any fuch contrafts with Indian or Indians; 
provided the faid Houghton or his afligns never make any further or other ufe of it 
but only to plant or fow thereupon in the fummer, and to keep cattle thereupon in 
the winter, and that no fwine lhall be kept upon the premifes at any time, neither 
lhall be any other ways improved to the trefpafs or prejudice of Uncas in any fuch 
kind or trouble of this commonwealth. 250;

Uncas’s deed of Maflapeage to Richard Houghton, Augufl: ipth 1^58. 


To the worlhipful governor of the colony of Connedlicut, and all other magillrates 
to whom this writing fhall come, that I Uncas, Sachem of Moheagan, and all other 
Indians to me belonging, with all the rights, manner, and dignities belonging to 
them, whereof I am the rightful Sachem of; and I the faid Uncas have and do firm¬ 
ly and freely, for fome confiderations to me known, do give and bequeath unto Ri¬ 
chard Houghton, unto his heirs for ever, the neck of land that is called Maffa- 
peage, with all the privileges thereto belonging, to have and to hold by him and his 
heirs for ever ; and |fhall entreat that no other impofition, nor fecurity, nor recogni¬ 
zance be demanded nor received of him, his heirs nor afligns, concerning any trefpafles 
done between him the faid Richard Houghton and me Uncas, but only fuch com¬ 
mendable laws as are provided between the Englilh and the Indians, and in many fuch 251 
like occafions, as namely to fatisfy one another in a juft and loving manner, or elfe to 
anfwer the common and ordinary way of the law as other men do generally in fuch 
cafes. I humbly defire the honourable court to confirm this my gift upon my well- 
beloved friend, without any other judgment but what I have made with him myfelf, 
as witnefs my hand, Auguft 19th 1658.

unto me by Uncas, Sachem of the Moheagans, on the nineteenth of Auguft 1658.

alter the property, but his lands fhould remain the fame as before, the faid Minor 
doth Mhty, th.it the laid Oweneco exprelTcd himfelt very willing and free, that the 
bounds ot New-London fhould extend to the taking in faid lands.

London Ihould extend to the taking in faid 'and -, and the aforelaid Ben Uncas, at the 
fame time, would have had it added, that no Englijhmen Jhould hire of Oweneco 
for they would do as Daniel Fttch, who had hired land for ninety-nine years, which 
wanted but one of an hundred; and who Jhould live a hundred years ?

272 Oweneco and his council’s deed to Major Levingfton, &c. May loth 1710, 

To all perfons to whom this lhall come, I Oweneco, Sachem of Moheagan, in her 
majelly’s colony of Connefticut, long fince and conftantly approved by the go¬ 
vernor and company of the faid colony, fucceflbr and heir of my father Uncas, 
and firm friend of the faid colony, fendeth greeting : 

Know ye, that whereas by ancient leagues, agreements, and covenants between 
the governor and company atorefaid and my aforefaid father Uncas, late Sachem of 
Moheagan, and myfelf fince the deceafe of my faid father, all which are recorded in the 
4 rolls 
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roTIs of the general court of faid colony, certain methods were concluded and eftablifli- 
ed for the better fettling of fuch lands as the aforefaid records do Jhew, did appertain 
to my faid father as Sachem aforefaid, and after bis deceafe to tnyfelf j purfuant to which 
agreements and covenants, I the faid Oweneco Having difpofed of feveral parcels of land 
defceiiding from my faid father to me as aforefaid, have, neverthelefs, thought good 
in my purpofe and determination to referve a certain tract of land lying between the 
towns of New-London and the town of Norwich, in the colony aforefaid, and comprized 
within the pitent of the town of New-London, as lying mod fiiitable and convenient 
for my own ufe and improvement, and for the ufe and occupation of fuch Ineiians as 
fhould belong to me, as alfo to be converted to my own proper ufe and comfort when 
old age fhould come upon me, by difpofing of it to fuch of my Englifh friends as I 
fhould fee caufe, in order to my obtaining what might be requifite for my fnppoi t, ac¬ 
cording to what, as well of my own right, as by virtue of the leagues and covenants 
aforefaid, 1 had often done and may do: I Oweneco aforefaid. Sachem of Moheagan, 
purfuant to the faid covenant, and confidering the great age that 1 am arrived to, and 
my incapacity to fupporc myfelf as when I was a young man, and confidering alfo that 
I have referved in my hands a certain part of the trad of land in a place commonly call¬ 
ed Moheagan fields, lying between New-London and Norwich aforefaid, of quantity 
and quality both fufficient and fuitable for my own ufe, and for the ufe and occupation 
of all fuch Indiins as remain with me, their Sachem, upon the aforefaid land, and more 
efpecially for and in confideration of the fum oi fifty pounds, current money of the faid 
colony, to me in hand paid before the figning and fealing thefe prelents by Major 273 
John Levingfton of New-London, lieutenant Robert Denifon ofStonington in the colo¬ 
ny aforefaid, Mr. Samuel Rogers fon of Samuel Rogers, and James Harris junior, both 
of New-London aforefaid; that is to fay, two fifth parts of the faid fum of fifty pounds 
was paid me by faid Levingfton, and one fifth part of the fum of fifty pounds as afore¬ 
faid was paid me by each of the other above-named perfons, viz. Robert Denifon, 

Samuel Rogers and j ames Harris, whereof and of every part of which faid fum and feve¬ 
ral portions thereof as a'orefaid, I the faid Oweneco do, for myfelf, my heirs and fuc- 
ceffors, them the faid Levingfton, Denifon, Rogers, and Harris, and their heirs and 
afiigns, fully and for ever acquit and difeharge, have given, granted, alienated, de- 
mifed, bargained, fold, enfeoffed, and confirmed, and do by thefe prefents give, grant, 
alienate, demife, bargain, fell, enfeoff, and confirm to the faid Major John Leving¬ 
fton, lieutenant Robert Denifon, Samuel Rogers, and James Harris, and their heirs and 
afiigns for ever, one trail or parcel of land; that is to fay, to the faid Levingfton and 
his heirs and affigns for ever two fifth parts of the faid land, and to the faid Denifon, 
Rogers, and Harris, to each of them and their feveral refpedlive heirs and afiigns for 
ever one fifth part of faid land, lying and being bounded as followeth, viz. on the 
fouth with a ftraight line running from a certain known tree, anciently called and known 
by the name of the north-weft corner tree of the town of New-London aforefaid, being 
an ancient north-weft bounds of faid town, to a white rock in the great river running 
from Norwich in the faid colony to New-London aforefaid, which line has been long fince 
eftablilhed as the bounds between Moheagan lands and the lands purchafed of my afore¬

e er ; always provided that the Mobeagan Indians fhall have liberty to cut, ride, and 
carry awjy dre-w oJ tor their ufe only, and winter on the lands on occafion, from the 
aboVe granted land, in fuch places as fhall be appoint-d to them by any of the above- 
mentioned perfons, or by their heirs or afligns.

Know ye, thatlCaefar, Sachem of Moheagan, in the county of New-London, and 
colony of Connedicut, in New-England, having taken into lerious confideration the 
proceedings of fome perfons, who, taking the advantage of the old age of my father 
Oweneco, formerly Sachem of the Moheagans, and unjuftly obtaining fundry writings 
for the lands in faid New-London, called all Moheagan lands ; but I having confidered 
concerning the fame, and finding them to be fraudulent and contrary to the Englifh 
laws of the colony, they wronglully abufing the town oi New-London, to be endeavour¬ 
ing to defraud my faid father of his lands in faid townlhip, but I finding that the juft 
right of pur chafe of the faid lands doth belong to the town of New-London, and no 
other, and that 1 might live in good friendlhip with my neighbours, nor to have any 277 
hand in the faid former fraud, who have by animating the Indians againft faid town, to 
hinder them of their n xhtful purchafe, and having fpecial confidence and no fcruple of 
faid town of New- London, will take fpecial care to fecure fulficienr lands for the ufe of me 
and my people, and in confideration of one hundred pounds, current money ofNew- 
England, well and truly to be paid unto me by Captain Peter Mafon of faid NewXon- 
don, upon accountand in behalf of faid town of New-London, the receipt whereof I do • 
hereby acknowledge, and rnyfclf well fatisRed, contented and paid, have given, grant¬

Copy of adl of aflembly. 

At a general aflembly holden at New-Haven, in his majefty’s colony of Connedlicut 
in New-England, on the 9th day of Oftober, in the fifth year of the reign of our 
fovereign lord George, king of Great-Britain, &c. annoqueDom. 1718. 

Whereas the commiffioners appointed by the aflembly to view this ftate of the Indi¬ 
ans living at Moheagan in the townfhip of New-London, and of the land they live 
upon, in order for this aflembly’s taking proper meafures for civilizing them, and ac¬ 
quainting them with the truths of the gofpel, have, in a report by them made, toge¬ 
ther with a draught of the faid land, reprcfented to thisaffembly the number of the laid 
Indians to be upwards of two hundred, and that the land is fufficient for their comfort¬ 
able fubfiflence -, and that the faid Indians have complained to them of fcveral claims 
and entries, made upon the faid land, and damage fuftained by them in their fields, 
and prayed that they would recommend them to the care and protedion of the faid 


This court have thereupon confidered and enaded, and it is hereby enaded, by 
the governor, council, and reprefentatives, in general court afifembled, and by the au¬ 
thority of the fame, that James Wadfworth, Efq; Mr. John Hooker, and Captain 
John Hall, becommiflioners in the name of this government, to infped thereinto, as 
alfo that whole trad of land lying between the ancient bounds of New-London and Nor¬ 
wich, commonly calledfequejiered lands \ and the faid commiffioners, or any two of them, 
are hereby impowered to do and ad therein for the removal of all forcible entries and* 
detainers committed on the laid land or lands fo fequeftered, as juftices of the peace 
in this colony might or could have done, by virtue of an ad entitled Forcible Entries, 
in the former law-book, page 39, which is hereby revived and put in force for the fpe- 
cial ufes ol this prefent ad, without being obftruded therein by any pretence whaifo- 
everof deed, bargains, leafes, feoffments in truft, or any other writings of any kind 281 
or poffeffion, for any time had or pretended to be had thereon, without the grane or 
lawful conveyance of this court firft had and obtained ; and in cafe of any pretence of 
right made by any perfon or perfons to hold any part of the faid lands, called fequefier- 
ed, againft the faid Indians, the faid commiffioners, or any two of them, are hereby 
impowered to take cognizance of every fuch title or claim, apd report the fame to this 
general aflembly for their further order thereon. 


And 
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And the faid commiffioners are hereby impowered to make fuch direftion and give 
■fuch orders, from time to time, as they (hall judge convenient iox •protesting and fecuring 
the faid Indians in their lands aforefaid, and in the quiet pojfejfion and improvement 
of them. 

And the faid commiffioners (hall from time to time lay before this alTembly their 
proceeding by virtue of this aft, in and about the faid whole traft of lands called fequef- 
tered, that fuch further order may be taken as (hall be judged necelTary to the doing of 
jultice relating to the ordering of the faid affairs, without expofing the faid Indians to 
the charge of fuits in the common-pleas for fecuring to them their faid lands, anciently 
called the fequejlered lands, and the improvements upon them-, the power of faid com¬ 
miffioners to continue during the pleafure of this court, who (hall be fatisfied for their 
care and trouble in this affair out of the profits of the faid lands.

At a general affembly holden at New-Haven, in his majefty’scolony of Connefticut 
in New-England, on the 13th day of Oftober, in the feventh year of the reign of 
our fovereign lord George, of Great-Britain, &c. king, annoqUe Dorn. 1720. 

An aft i;or the encouragement of the fettlement of a gofpel minifter in the north pa- 
ri(h in New-London, and for the quiet fettlement oi the lands there. 

Upon confideration of the different circumftances of the north parilh in New-Lon- 
don, and the difficulties that the inhabitants there, both Englifh and Indians, do labour 
under, refpeSitngfundry claims made unto the land there ; 

This aflembly do appoint, and do fully impower James Wadfworth, Efq; Mr. 
John Hooker, and Captain John Hall, or any two of them, to be a committee to en¬ 
deavour a final fettlement of the controverfy refpefting the land in faid parilh ; and, if 
the faid commiffioners, upon hearing the pleas and arguments of the parties, (hall be 
able to fettle the whole matter by a compojition, then fuch agreement (hall be brought 
to this affembly in May next, for their confirmation, or otherwife as they ffiall 
fee good : 

But if, upon the endeavours of the committee, no agreement can he gained from 
the parties, then the committee are to make a fettlement of that whole affair, and lay 
the fame before this affembly as foon as may be, for their confirmation and allb, that 
no charge arife to the colony by this aft.

Moheagan, February 22, A.D. 1720-21, at the houfe of Mr. Jofeph Bradford. 283 


At a meeting of the committee for the quartering and better fettling the north parilh 
in New London. 

Prefent at faid meeting, | 

The committee proceeded to publifh the aft of the general aflembly, authorizing 
them unto faid fervice 5 and thereupon, purfuant to faid aft, the committee endea¬ 
voured an agreement among the claimers. 

The committee, by the help of Capt. Robert Denifon and Mr. Thomas Stanton, 
interpreters, acquainted the Indians, viz. Casfar, Ben Uncas, and the reft of the 
Indians prefent, that that part of the Moheagan lands, diftinguiftied by the name of 
Feoffment or Eaftern part, fhall be for ever fettled to the Indians and to their benefit, 
to be under the regulations of a committee fo long as there (hall be any of the 
Moheagan Indians found, or known of alive in the world, only fome little parcels- 
thereof, viz. Mr. Hill’s, and fome other little pieces, upon confideration, fhall be 
fettled in their pofiTeflion. And the Indians earneftly defire, that they may be 
reftrained from parting, or any way felling the land, that fhall now be fettled upoa 
them. 

Caefar and Ben Uncas demand of Mr. Jonathan Hill twelve pounds to be paid- 
to them, and that then faid Hill fhall be quieted in his farm ; Mr. Hill declareth, thac- 
he fhall willingly comply therewith, provided that may be an end of the whole con- 
rroverfy, and that he may be quieted in his land. The faid Ctefar and Ben Uncas 
declare, that they are greatly dcfirous of a final fettlement of the controverfy about 
their lands; and that they are free to part with fome little pieces, upon confideration,- 
becaufe they think it may be for the peace; and that they don’t want the land, and 28^. 
thereupon defire the committee to view thofe lands, that they may be defcribed in- 
the fettlement to be made. 

Thurfday, February 23d day, the committee went to view the faid pieces of land, 

Ben Uncas going with them, with whom Caefar left the matter, as he publickly 
declared yefterday to the committee; after the committee had viewed the lands,- 
Caefar and Ben Uncas came to a full agreement with Jofhua Baker, that faid Baker 
fhould give them the faid Caefar and Ben fix pounds for the lands claimed by faid 
Baker in the faid eaftern part, fuppofed to be about one hundred acres, being bounded ’ 
as followeth ; foutherly by the town line unto the brook called Stony Brook, which 
brook bounds faid land eaftwardiy, and northwardly by another brook that falle;h 
into faid Stdny Brook, weftwardly upon land now fettled upon John Noble. 

B b b And. 
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And the faid Csefar and Ben Uncas farther manifefted their defire of accommo¬ 
dating all differences refpefbing the claims upon faid eaftern part, and tendered 
unto the committee that John Noble Ihould have the land that he claimed in faid 
eaffern part, containing about , provided he would pay to them 

faid Cffifar and Ben five pounds : and alfo that John Vibber fhould have the land 
that he claimed in faid eaftern part, provided he would pay to them faid Cmfar and 
Ben Uncas ten ftiillings ; faid land containeth about five acres, and lyeth at the fouth- 
weft corner of faid eaftern part; and forafmuch as faid Noble and Vibber were not 
prefent, the faid Crefar and Ben Uncas defired the committee to treat with them faid 
Noble and Vibber refpefting the premiles, and to inform them that they would 
abide by faid tender: the committee having the aftiftance of Capt. Denifon and 
Capt, Thomas Avery, mterpreters. 

Friday, February the above-named Casfar and Ben Uncas declared to the 
committee, that they had agreed with the before-named Noble for the above-named 
land, and that three pounds was the price to be paid to them; and that they had 
alfo agreed with faid Vibber, and he was to pay them eight ftiillings; and thereupon 
faid committee to confirm faid agreements. And the faid Indians, Crcfar and Ben, 
declared that Mr. Jofeph Bradford and Mrs. Sarah Knight fhould and ought to 
have about /er/j acres of land, being forty rods in breadth, and lyeth moft of it eaft- 
ward of New London road, by New London line, upon the account of Colonel 
Levingfton’s right, and defired the committee to confirm the fame : faid land is 
hereafter, in the fettlement of the eaftern part, particularly bounded and defcribed. 

Cmfar and Ben Uncas declared to the committee, that they had agreed with Joftiua 
Raymond for a parcel of land lying upon the fouth line of faid eaftern part, con¬ 
taining about fixty acres, being thus bounded ; fouth upon New London line, north¬ 
wardly by the place where the ancient fence flood, eaftwardly by a fmall brook, weft- 
wardly by Stony Brook price to be paid to faid Casfar and Ben Uncas twelve pounds ; 
only it is to be underftood that within this land Cxfar hath an orchard, and two 
acres of land where faid orchard is, which is not pafled over unto faid Raymond. 

,286 Caefar and Ben Uncas declared to the committee, that they had agreed with Stephen 
Maple for a parcel of land, being part of the faid eaftern part, being about 
ncres, as already bounded, beginning at a white oak tree, being the fouth-eaft 
icrner, and from faid tree, which is marked a north-weft; line, to the purchafe line, 
weft by the purchafe line, the north-eaft corner is a marked white oak, which ftoopeth 
toward the fouth-eaft, being bounded by the Indian land eaft and north-eaftwaidly. 
The land afore mentioned, agreed to by the faid Casfar and Ben Uncas to be quieted 
to the faid John Noble, containeth about forty acres, and is bounded fouth by the 
town line, eaftwardly by the land now allowed to Jolhua Baker, running a to point' 
at [he north end, and weftward by the line of laid eaftern part. 

C^far and Ben Uncas declared, that they had agreed with John Dickfon and 
Charles Campbell for eight acres of land, being a parcel of faid eaftern part, and 
bounded weft by the line of faid part; the north-eaft corner is Stephen Maple’s fouth- 
eaft corner, and from the faid tree the line fouthwardly to the brook by John Baker’s 
land, and then running weftward by faid brook to the faid line of the laid eaftward 
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part, and fouth eaflwardly by the land now allowed to the faid Maple ; price four 
pounds, to be paid to C^far and Ben Uncas. 

The committee having propofed to the fundry claimers of the land in the north 
parilli in New London, that they come to an agreement refpeaing the claimers there, 
that thereby there may be a quiet fettlement of the lands in faid parilh, and that the 
people there may be under circumftances to fettle a gofpel minifter among them ; 
upon which mod of the principal claimers of land in laid parilh Ihewed a great 
willingnefs to come to an agreement refpefting faid claims, yet there appeared lome 
that could not be prevailed with to come to an agreement. 

Whereupon the committee, according to the power given to them by the general 
alTembly, and at the defirc of moft of the claimers, as well Englilli as Indians, pro- 
ceeded to make a fettlement of the land in faid parilh, as folldwcth ; 

Firll, The committee do approve of and confirm the feveral country grants, taken 
up and furveyed in the wefiern part, or purchafe part, of faid Muheagan lands, viz 
one farm taken up by the late honourable John Winthrop, Efq; and one farm takeii 
up by the honourable Gurdon Saltonftall, Efq; which farms are already furveyed and 287 
bounded out, and recorded 5 and alfo one farm, containing two hundred acres, laid 
out to Mr. Caleb Watfon, which now belongeth to Mr. George Hillman of Weatherf- 
field i and alfo one farm belonging and being granted to the fchool in New London 
containing ftx hundred acres, as already bounded out and recorded ; and alfo part of 
the farms laid out to Mr. John Plumb and Mr. Jonathan Hill, which farms are part 
m the eajlern and part in the wejiern part of the Moheagan lands j the whole of which 
farms, containing two hundred acres, with all and every country grant, if there be 
any that have been granted, furveyed, and recorded, that do lie in faid weftern part. 

All which farms or grants the committee do confirm unto the original grantees, 
or to fuch as do now juftly hold under them, to be to them, their heirs and affians. 
for ever. “ 

Alfo the committee do allow of, and ratify and confirm, all the fales of lands 
made by Uncas or Oweneco, bearing date before the tenth day of May 1710, 
whereof the faid Uncas or Oweneco hath given deeds for under hand and feal, and 
being acknowledged before lawful authority •, and the lands granted by fuch deeds fhall 
belong to the purchafers, or fuch as juftly hold under them, to be to them, their 
heirs and alligns, for ever : and all the lands in faid weftern part, not above fettled, 
fhali belong to Colonel Livingfton, Capt. Robert Denifon, Mr. Samuel Rogers, and 
James Harris, and to fuch as fhall juftly reprefent them, or hold under them; 
whereof two fifth parts ftiall belong to fuch as hold under, or juftly hold under, or 
juftly reprefent faid Livingfton ; and one fifth part to fuch as juftly hold under faid 
Rogers ; and one fifth part to fuch as juftly hold under faid Harris; and one fi.fth 
7 provided, and it is the true intent of the committee, 

mu five hundred acres ordered by the afifembly (and to be laid out in faid weftern part) 
part whereof is for thedirft minifter of the gofpel that fnail be fettled in laid parifh, 
and part whereof is for the fupport of the miniftry there -, fhall be laid out and 
improved for the ufe abovefaid ; and alfo that nothing in the fettlement fliall be under- 
ftood to difquie; or difturb any ancient fettkments or poffelTion in the -weftern part. 

All 
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All ancient poffeffionS are faved to the pofleflbrs thereof-, and where there are bounds 
kept up, or may be made evident by record or competent witnelTes, no man, in fuch 
cafe, (li^ll be obliged to fiibmit to have lands meafared, but (hall hold his or their 
polTefTions according to fuch bounds -, any thing to the contrary above entered not- 
vvithftanding. Neither (hall the more general part of this fettlement any ways be 
iinderftood to prejudice the fettlement of the fchool land, or other farms particularly 
mentioned or fettled ; and where there are two deeds, both executed according to 
law, for the fame piece of land, the prior deed to take place, yet never to affba the 
title of the fchool land and farms, as above is exprelfed and limited. 

The committee did not think it convenient to proceed and lay out the land ordered 
by the alfembly to be laid out for the encouragement of the miniftry in faid parifh ; 
for that one half of faid lands is to be for the firft minifter that (hall be fettled in 
faid parilh: and we do think it convenient, the place where the meeting-houfe is to 
be built in faid parifh be firft fettled, that thereby the land may be laid out as con¬ 
venient as pofiible-, and, upon enquiry of the people of faid parilh, we find they 
28 q greatly differed in their thoughts about the faid place ; and they faid they could not 
^ agree amongft themfelves, and defire that a committee might be appointed by the 
aflembly, to (late the place for the fetting up the meeting-houfe, which we recom¬ 
mend to this alfembly. 

And we think it needful to take care about laying out fomc highways and paflages 
in faid parifh, by perfons appointed by the affembly, or otherwife, as may be thought 
beft ; and the committee do once more recommend the enlargement of faid parifh,. 
and the taxing of the lands there, for the fupport of the miniftry. 

Saturday, 25th February. And fince the faid Moheagan lands are deferibed in this 
fettlement, in the eajlern and iveftent parts, upon which, the committee think it 
neceffary to deferibe the line that paffeth between the two parts and divides them, 
beginning at two marked black oak trees. Handing about one hundred yards from 
Stony Brook on the fouth fide thereof, and from faid trees a north line to Norwich 
bounds, which north line is already run and marked out. 

And for the full, quiet, and ample fettlement of thteafiern part of faid Moheagan 
lands, the committee do make the following fettlement: 

Imprimis, The committee do ratify and confirm unto John Vibber, his heirs and 
affigns for ever, a fmall part of the faid eaftern part, being about five acres, he faid 
"Vibber paying to Caefar and Ben Uncas eight (billings. 

The committee do rati'y and confirm unto John Dickfon and Charles Campbell 
eight acres, being parcel of faid eaftern part, to be to faid Dixon and Campbell, 
their heirs and affigns for ever, they paying to faid Caefar and Ben Uncas four pounds. 

The committee do ratify and confirm unto John Noble, his heirs and affigns for 
2(-o about forty acres, being part of faid eaftern part, faid Noble paying to Caefar 

and Ben Uncas three pounds.

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TTi'e committee do ratify and confirm unto Jothua Baker, and his heirs and 
afligns ibr ever, a parcel of lands in faid eaftern part, containing about ofie hundred 
acres, faid Baker paying to faid Caefar and Ben Uncas fix pounds. 

The committee do ratify and confirm unto Stephen Maples, and his heirs and 
afllgns for ever, a parcel of land, being part of faid eaftern part, containing about 
twenty acres, faid Maples paying to faid Casfar and Ben Uncas fix pounds. 

The committee do ratify and confirm unto Joihua Raymond, his heirs and 
affigns for ever, a parcel of land, being part of faid eaftern part, containing about 
fixty acres, faid Raymond paying to faid Csefar and Ben Uncas pounds ; 

always to be underftood that Caefar’s orchard, and the two acres of land there, all 
which are within the faid ratified land to faid Raymond, (hall for ever belong to faid 
Caelar and his heirs, ftfr. as if not within faid lands. 

The committee do ratify and confirm unto the heirs of Mr. Charles Hill fenior, 
deceafed, a certain farm lying in faid eaftern part, containing two hundred acres, and 
is already bounded out and recorded ; Mr. Jonathan Hill, who is heir to the prin¬ 
cipal part of faid farm, and liveth upon it, paying to Csfar and Ben Uncas twelve 
pounds. 

The committee do ratify and confirm to Mr. John Plumb, and his heirs and 
affigns for ever, a parcel of land, being part of faid eaftern part, containing about 
thirty acres, being part of a country grant, the bigger part whereof lieth in the 
weftern part. 

The committee do ratify and confirm unto Mr. Jonathan Hill, his heirs and alfigns 291 
for ever, a parcel of land, being part of faid eaftern part, containing about forty 
acres, being parcel of a country grant, the bigger part whereof lieth in the weftern 
part; the moft of which parcel of land lying in thd eaftern part, being now fettled by 
the committee, are heretofore particularly defcribed and bounded in the entry of the 
committee ; and the bounds of faid lands, fettled on the heirs of Charles Hill, and 
upon John Plumb, .and Jonathan Plill, are to be feen in the record of faid land,, 
they being country grants. 

The committee do ratify and confirm unto Mr. Jofeph Bradford, and to Mrs. . 
Sarah Knight, to their heirs and affigns for ever, containing about forty acres, being 
bounded, beginning at the cove at the north end of Charles Whiteing’s farm, . 
and fo to run weftward forty rods from faid Whiteing’s fence, and from thence to run • 
fouthward to New London town line againft faid Whiteing’s orchard, keeping the ■ 
fame diftance north to faid line, running weftward until .it come to the firft brook 
weftward of the road leading to New London ; but nothing in this feulement lhall be 
underftood to prejudice the faid’road or highway ; always to be underftood, and it is 
hereby provided, that faid Bradford and Krtight, or any perfon under them, ffiall 
not difturb Jonathan Morgan in his improvements of the land herein fettled to them 
faid Bradford and Knight, during the term that faid land is leafed by the committee 292 
to faid Morgan ; and the fame liberty and improvement is faved for lands of Raymond 
and James Brown in the land hired by them of the committee; and the fettlemcnt 
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•of the fame land now to Jolhiia Raymond and to Jortiua Baker, or to either of 
them, fhall not be to prejudice faid Sands and Brown during the time of their leafe : 
and as to the reft of the faid eaftern part of the Moheagan lands, not now already 
difpofed of by the committee, the committee do now determine and conclude, Jhall 
for ever belong to the Moheagan Indians, from time to time, and from generation to 
generation for ever, fo long as there fhall be any of the Moheagan Indians found, 
or known of alive : and when the whole nation, or flock of faid Indians are extintf, 
and none of them to be found, and never before, the faid eaftern part, which is now 
fettled upon the Indians, fhall for ever belong to the town of New-London, as their 
full, free, and indefeafible eftate in fee; always to be underftood, and it is fo con¬ 
cluded and determined by the committee, that the Moheagan Indians, their Sachems, 
nor any of them, fliall not fell or leafe any of their lands above fettled to them, 
but the faid lands fhall be under the regulation of a committee appointed, or to be 
appointed, by the general alTembly : neither fhall -any perfon enter upon faid lands, 
under the Indians, to the prejudice of the town of New-London ; that is to fay, con¬ 
trary to, or in oppofition to, the reverfion right above allowed to faid town of New- 
London. And it is further provided, that if it fhall fo happen at any time that 
the faid Indians and all of them be gone, and not known of, fuppofed to be extindt, 
then the faid town may enter upon faid land, and improve the fame; but if after, 
filch entry, any of the faid nation do come, and fhall defire entry into faid land, the fame 
fhall be allowed them, and fetch Indian or Indians fhall hold faid lands, as in and, 
by this fettlement is expreffed.

Whereas Capt. James Wadfworth, affiftant, and Capt. John Hall, juflice of the 
peace, were impowered, by an adt of this court, holdenatNewhaven in Odtoberlaft, 
for the quieting and better fettling the north parifh in New London, and purfuant of 
that act have attended that fervice, and have at this time laid before this aflembly 
their report, containing feveral conclufions, and determinations, and orders, princi¬ 
pally concerning lines of bounds, and claims of land by Englifh and Indians, within 
294 the bounds of faid parifh ; this aflembly having heard and confidered the faid report, 
in all the parts and branches of it, do hereby approve, and ratify, and confirm the fame, 
and ordain that it fhall be holden good and effeblual in the law, for the quieting and 
eftablilhing all perfons and parties mentioned therein, according to their refpeftive 
interefts therein ftated and fettled, and that the orders contained therein be duly exe¬ 
cuted. And this alTembly do hereby further order, that the faid Capt. Wadfworth 
and Capt. Hall do, as foon as conveniently they can, proceed to lay out the faid five 
hundred acres of land for the firft minifter and the miniftry of the faid parifli, 
and to appoint a place for the meeting-houfe therein ; as alfo to report to this 
court where the line, for the enlargement of the faid parifh, may moft fuitably run. 
And this afTembly do further orde", that the faid report, with the ratification 
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hus annexed, lhall be entered by the fecretary in the book of the reglders of the 
urveys and fettlements made by order of this court} and that a copy of the fame, 
or any part thereof, under the fecretary’s hand, ihall be fufScient evidence in any 
court, and before any authority.

At a general affembly holden at Newhaven on the loth day of Oflober, anno 
Domini 1723. 


Upon the petition of Capt. John Mafon of Stonington, this court, in confidera- 
tlon of the refpeSl jufily due to the name of his anceftors, and of the great truft the 
Moheagan Indians have had in them, as they have known in him, who has a great 
acquaintance with their language and manners, and may, in that refpedl as well as 
others, be of great ufe and fervice in endeavouring both to civilize, and chriftianize, 
as well to preferve them quiet in the enjoyment of thofe lands, which, purfuant to 
the adts and orders of this court, are fettled upon the faid Indians, and eftablifhed for 
their ufe for ever, which lands are being and lying in the townfhip of New-London at 
Moheagan, do thereupon grant and allow that the faid Capt. Mafon, by and with the 
confent and good-liking of faid Indians, take up his refidence and habitation among 
them, and (hall have liberty to improve any part of the faid land in building, 
ploughing, and pafturing, provided the faid Indians are freely willing and contenting 
to his fo doing •, and the care of the faid Indians to protedl them from wrongs, to 
fet up a fchool among them, and acquaint them in the chriftian religion, is hereby 
recommended to him.

To all people to whom thefe prefents fhall come, Ben Uncas, Sachem of the Mo- 
heagan Indians, and Jofhua Uncas, Jo Pie, Honeft John, Harry, Simon, 
Little George, Quaucus, Caleb, Pechees, Ephraim Johnfon, Noah Choychoy, 
Samuel Pie, Tootoo, Wootefin, Andrew, Tancapan, John Wompaneag, Abra¬ 
ham Choychoy, of Moheagan, being Indians of the Moheagan tribe in the 
colony of Connefticut, fendeth greeting ; 

Whereas Uncas, late Sachem of the Moheagan nation, on the 28th day of Septeni- 
ber, in the year of Chrift 1640, did grant unto the governor and magiftrates of the 
F.ngiiih people on Connetfticut, all his lands whatfoever (his planting lands only except¬ 
ed) to them the faid governor and magiftrates, to fettle into ■plantations or otherwife, 
as it Jhould feem good to them. 

And whereas the faid Uncas, Sachem, in the year of Chrift 1681, did renew his 
league offi iendlhip with the governor and company of the Englilh colony of Connedli- 
cut in New-England, in America, and therein did acquit and refign up all his lands and 
territories, for himfelf, his heirs and fucceftbrs, to the faid governor and company, to 
be by them difpofed of into plantations, villages, and farms, as the faid general court 
in faid colony Ihould grant, he the faid Uncas always to receive fuch reajonable fatif- 
fo51ion for bis property therein as he and the fettlers Ihould agree. 

And whereas the faid governor and company, according to faid grant from Uncas 
and agreement with him, have granted and patented out faid lands into townlhips, 
villages, and farms, to fundry Englifh people planted and fettled on the fame. 

And whereas the faid Englilh people, to whom the faid lands have been granted 
and patented as aforefaid, from faid governor and company, have duly paid to faid 
Uncas or his I'ucccfibrs, Sachems of Moheagan, a reafonable price for faid land, ac¬ 
cording to faid agreement. 

Now therefore, know ye, that for and in confideration thereof, and for and in 
confideration that the fettlers on faid lands have now paid unto us the fum of fifty pounds, 
and lor other caufes and confiderations us hereunto moving, we, the faid Ben Uncas, 
Sachem, and Jofliua Uncas, Jo Pie, Honeft John, Harry, Simon, Choychoy, Lit¬ 
tle George, Quaucus, Caleb, Pechees, Ephraim Johnfon, Noah Choychoy, Sam Pie, 
Tootoo, Wootefin, Andrew, Tantapan, John Wompaneag, Abraham Choychoy, 
Moheagan Indians in the colony of Conneifticuc, do hereby declare that the faid gover¬ 
nor and company have hitherto duly and fully kept and performed their covenant and 
agreement with the Sachem and nation of the Moheagan Indians; and that all and every 
EngliiTi i:erfon or perfons whomfoever, to whom the faid general court in faid 
colony have granted and patented faid lands, or any part thereof, their heirs 
f and afligns, to whom fuch lands are now defeended or accrued under fuch gran¬ 
tees or patentees, have a good right and title to faid lands: to have and to hold the

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. lame, to them and their heirs for ever, from and againft us or either of us, 
or any perfon or perfons claiming from, by, or under us, as the faid lands are 
bounded in fuch grants or patents, or otherwife more particularly bounded out 
in feveralty on the records of the refpeftive towns in which fuch lands lie. 

And we do hereby, for ourfelves, our heirs and furceffors, fully, freely, and abfo- 
lutely remit, releafe, and for ever quit-claim, all the right, title, intereft, and ellate 
that we, or any one of us, now have, or might, ought, or could have, to the faid lands, 
and every part thereof, to all and ever^ perfon or perfons refpeaively to whom laid 
lands, or any part thereof have been granted or patented as aforefaid, or to their heirs 
or affigns, to whom fuch lands are now defeended or accrued from and under fuch 
grants and patents : to have and to hold the fame refpeftively to' them and their 
'heirs and affigns forever, as the faid lands are bounded in fuch grants or patents, or 
more particularly bounded in feveralty on the records of the towns refpeaively in which 
faid lands lie, without let, fuit, claim, hindrance, or moleftation from, by, or under 
us, or any perfon or perfons claiming from, by, or under us. 

And whereas of late one Mahomet, late of Niantick, at the inhigation of Cap¬ 
tain John Mafon, late of New-London, hath pretended himfelf to be the Sachem of 
the Moheagan tribe of Indians, and as fuch hath prefented an addrefs to his prefent 
majefty George the Second, king ofGreat-Britain, &c. therein complaining to the king, 
that the faid governor and company have broken their leagues with the Moheagan st- 
chem and nation, and have unjuftly taken away their lands, contrary to their covenants; 
upon which complaint his majefty has been prevailed upon to grant his commiffion to 
the governor and council of the colony of New-York, and to the governor and council 
of the colony ofRhode-Iftand, or to any five of them to hear and determine faid 
caufe. 

And forafmuch as it is moft evidently known unto us, that the faid Mahomet was 
not the Sachem of the Moheagan nation, and that he with Captain Mafon went with that 
complaint to the king without ever confulting us, and contrary to our minds, and that 
faid complaint contains matter moft untrue j and as we acknowledge and declare we 
have no defire or right to take any benefit thereby, we do hereby, for ourfelves, our 
heirs and fuccelfors, wave, difclaim, and remove faid complaint, and all procefles, tri¬ 
als, and judgments to be had, made, moved, or given by or before the faid commiffi- 
oners commiffionated to hear and determine any caufes, complaints, or controverfies 
thereupon. 

And we do hereby, for ourfelves our heirs, and fuccelfors, freely and abfolutely ac- 229 
quit, difeharge, and for ever releafe the faid governor and company, and all other perfon ^ 
and perfons, from a judgment given by Joleph Dudley, Efq; and other commiffioners

To all people to whom thefe prefents (hall come, John Mafon of Stonington, in 
the county of New-London, in her majefty’s colony of Connefticut, gentle¬ 
man, fendeth greeting: 

Know ye, that for and in confidcration of the fum of two hundred pounds to me in 
hand paid, and for other good caufes and confiderations me thereunto moving, and ef- 
pecially beiag defirous to put an end to the great controverfies and contentions about 
the lands conveyed and g=ven to my grand-hxher, the honourable John Mafon, of the 
colony aforefaid, Efq-, by a deed, bearing date at Moheagan on the fifteenth of Au- 
guft one thoufand fix hundred and fifty-nine, made by Uncas, Sachem of Moheagan, 
and Wawequa, brother to faid Uncas, or by any other deed, inftrument, or convey¬ 
ance from laid Uncas or Oweneco, or from Attawanhood, alias Joftiua, Sachem, 
fince made or given to my grand-father or to myfelf j I the faid John Mafon of Sto¬ 
nington, do, by thefe prefents, give, grant, bargain, fell, enfeoff, releafe, and con¬ 
firm unto William Pitkin, Efqt Mr. Timothy Woodbridge, William Whiting, Mr. 
Jofeph Talcot, all of Hartford, and to Mr. Samuel Whiting of Windham, to Mr. 
Jofeph Bradford of Lebanon, and to Mr. John Elliot of Windfor, all my eftate, 
tight, title, intereft, claim, and demand whatfoever, to and in the whole traft or trafts 
or parcels of land lying and being within the land and territories formerly belonging 
to Uncas, late Sachem of Moheagan, or to Jofhua, or Oweneco, fon of faid Uncas, as 
thefe bounds are fet forth and defcribed by the honourable Robert Treat of Milford,

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and the worfhipful Major John Talcot of Hartford, in faid colony of Conne£licut, 
being thereunto appointed by the governor and company of faid colony; which bounds 
302 were in their report returned under their hands unto faid governor and company in ge¬ 
neral court aflembled at Hartford in May anno. Dorn. 1684, and by faid court order¬ 
ed to be entered in the public record of faid colony, excepting and referving certain 
parcels and quantities of land which I have excepted and referved in certain deeds or 
inftruments of releal'e and quit-claim, bearing the fame date with tfiefe prefents made 
to the proprietors of the towns of Norwich, Lyme, and Colchejler : and I do hereby 
except five hundred acres in or near the town of Windham, at a place called Wango- 
leag ; alfo two hundred acres within the townfhip of Plainfield ; alfo except all my land, 
tenements, hereditaments, rights, privileges, claims, and demands whatfoever, that I 
have or ought to have within the townfhip of Lebanon, within the five miles as fettled by 
the general court, or within that part called the Mafon's mile ; to have and to hold 
the above-granted and mentioned premifes, except that which is excepted, 
together with all and fingular the profits, privileges, and immunities, and every 
their appurtenances, to them the faid William Pitkin, Timothy Woodbridge, 
Jofeph Talcot, Samuel Whiting, Jofeph Bradford, and John Eliott, their 
hens and affigns refpedtively, to their own proper ufe and behoof, for ever, and in 
part according to their beft difcretion, to fuch other ufes as they fhall advan¬ 

tageous to promote the good ifiues of any controverfies refpefting the above-granted and 
mentioned premifes. And the faid John Mafon, doth by thefe prefents, for himfelf, 
his heirs, executors, and adminiftrators, covenant and promife to and with the above- 
named grantees, their heirs, executors, adminiftrators and affigns, that he and they 
,Q, fhall and will, within one year after the date of thefe prefents, deliver to one or more 
of the faid grantees all the writings, papers and inftruments, that fhew, fet forth, and 
concern the above-granted premifes, and will alfo give any further alTurance thereof, 
as by fkilful perfons in the law fhall be judged neceflary or convenient for the advantage 
of the grantees, according to the true intent and meaning of the premifes; alfo e«cept 
three hundred acres within the bounds of Haddam, and alfo the land that lyeth between 
the fouth weft of Lebanon, fouth weft bounds of the five miles, and the north-eaft 
bounds oiColchefter. In witnefs whereof I have hereunto put my hand and feal this 
fccond day of January feventeen hundred ten or eleven.

At a meeting of the Moheagan Indians, June 13th 1723. 

They then unanimoufly made choice of Ben Uncas, the only furviving fon of Un¬ 
cas, late Sachem of Moheagan, to be their Sachem; and after his deceafe his fons, Ben, 
Pompey, Jolhua, John, and Samuel, fhould fucceflively be their Sachems, and no 
other perfons to bear rule over them fo long as any of their male heirs be left alive. 

After this the Indians made application to the honourable the governor, that they 
might convene together for the attainment of the aforefaid end; purfuant thereto they 
appointed Wednefday the 28th of Auguft, at which time we the fubfcribers hereunto 
were, by a fpecial order from the governor, direfted to appear at that meeting, and at 
fome fitting time communicate to the Indians an order of his honour and council, dated 
at Hartford the 19th inftant, to publilh the aft unto them, wherein was manifeft 
the concurrence of this government to the inftalment of faid Major Ben Uncas, to be 
Sachem of the faid Moheagan Indians. 

On Thiirfday the twenty-ninth we went to the place prepared for their public meet¬ 
ing ; and by Captain Thomas Avery, an interpreter, and declared to them the faid 
order of the governor and council. 

Further we added. That the government would juftly expe(fl: from them that their 
love and friendlhip to the Englifh Ihould hereafter be manifeftedonall occafions ; the 
Indians were feemingly well pleafed, and very thankful for the care that was taken of 
them. 

On Saturday the 31ft, we being prefent, Ben made choice of fifteen councellors, Mo- 
heags and Nianticks, viz. of Moheagan, Apaux, Chochegun, Wampaneag, Mana- 
hawon Johnfon, Moheag James, Peter Moheag, Wamufcum, Georgoy, Tanteque- 
gon.—Nianticks, Amanfeen, Pacacufs, Wawompehunt, Wanshanpaug, Annough- 
toa.—After this matter was finilhed, Ben Uncas demanded audience, then proceeded 
and faid to this purpofe : 

Forafmuch as the Indians had fome time before made choice of him for their Sachem 
before Captain John Mafon, viz. on the 13th of June laft, and that that power might 
continue in the male heirs of his family, fo now it was his advice, together with the 
council and body of the Indians, that the faid Captain Mafon and his heirs Ihould 
have a fpecial care of them, and the management of their affairs from time to time ' 
hereafter, as his anceftors had always had heretofore. 

On Tuefday the 3d of September, after their rejoicings and dancings were ended, 
the Indians proceeded to make their prefents to the Sachem, each body of Indians by 
E e e themfelves. 
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themfelves, one at a time, entering the wigwam with a fong, and a concert of 
voices attending. 

Then, purfuant to our inftruftions from the governor, we took fpecial care to dif- 
cover any ftrange Indians that might be invited thither upon this feftival, but 
found none. 

At laft, we demanded how many men and women were in the dances ? anfwer, 
about one hundred and feventy : then, what there might be in the whole ? anfwer, 
about four hundred men and women. 

How many Moheags are run away unto the Mohawks? anfwer, eight have been 
gone about five years, whofe names we entered down. 

What Moheags were abroad when the mifchief was done by the Indians at North- 
field and Rutland ? anfwer, four (whofe names we took) were at Seantick eleven days 
before that mifchief was done, and three at long meadow, Springfield. 

After a (hort harangue, proper on fueh an occafion, the Moheags, Pequots, Nian- 
ticks, Shoutucketts, and Hartford Indians being prefent, we advifed them to be faithful 
and juft to the Englifl-i, ftroigly cautioned them not to pafs the hounds Jet them by the 
governor and council on their fields, that chey forthwith called home all their men, and 
give no occafion of complaint, and that they cultivated a good underftanding among 
themfelves, advifing Ben Uncas to govern with moderation. 

Finally, they defired that their ancient amity might be continued with this govern¬ 
ment-, and then added, they fhould be ready to affift us againft the common enemy : 
air which is humbly fubmitted to your honour, by, Sir, 

Moheagan, September 4th 1723 . Your humble fervants.

The governor having informed this aflembly, that the Indians at Moheagan in 
New-London having loft by death their late Sachem Qefar, have lately, by and with 
the knowledge or confent of himfelf and council, proceeded to make choice of Ben 
Uncas, only furviving fon of Uncas, Sachem, deceafed, to be Sachem. 

The aflfembly do ratify and confirm the faid choice, and eftablifh the faid Ben 
Uncas to be Sachem of faid Indians.

EVIDENCE. 30^ 


The teftimony of Samuel Leffingwell jun. of Norwich, yeoman, aged about 46 
years, who teftifieth and faith. 

That he well remembers that Oweneco was reputed to be the chief Sachem of the 
tribe of the Moheagan Indians, and that C^far, the reputed fon of Oweneco, was 
reputed to be the chief Sachem of faid Moheagan Indians after the death of faid Owe¬ 
neco, and that faid Ctefar was reputed to be Sachem till his death ; and that after the 
death of faid Ctefar one Major Ben Uncas was reputed to be chief Sachem of faid 
Moheagan Indians till his death; and fome time after the death of thqfaid Major Ben 
Uncas, 1 heard the Moheagan Indians were about to make or crown another Sachem, 
and 1 went to the Moheagan Indians, at the Moheagan land, while the faid Indians- 
were together, and I afked fome of the Moheagan Indians, who they had made 
Sachem ? and they told me Ben Uncas -, and I afked where he was ? and they cold me ; 
and I went to the wigwam where I found Ben Uncas, the fame Ben Uncas here in 
court, and I afked him if they had made him king ? and be faid yes, and he treated 
me with rum or cyder; and I underftood, by the general confent of the faid Mohe¬ 
agan Indians, that they had made this prefent Ben Uncas chief Sachem of Moheagan. 

And I further fay, this prefent Ben Uncas hath been reputed chief Sachem ever fince, 
which is (as I think) about feven or eight years laft paft : and this deponent further fays, 
that the laid Major Ben Unca was tiie reputed fon of old Uncas, and brother of laid 
Oweneco, and that this prefent Ben Uncas is the rejuted fon of Major Ben Uncas :

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and further this deponent fays, that there never was any other Sachem in Moheagan,' 
within his memory, that he ever heard of ; but I heard, when Mahomet was in England, 
that fome of the Indians were about to fet up Anne, the daughter of Ctefar, to be 
Sunkee Squaw.

The teftimony of Jeremiah Chapman jun. of New-London, in the county cf New- 
London and colony of Connedticut, of lawful age, is as follows, viz. 

That about- feven or eight years paft (to the beft of my remembrance) being in faid 
New-London, and hearing the rumours that the Moheagan Indians were about to 
eledl or inlfal their Sachem, my curiofity led me to go and fee the ceremony performed ; 
accordingly I went to the place called Moheagan, where I beheld a confiderable num¬ 
ber of Indians affembled, and underftood, by many of them, that they had made Ben 
Uncas their king, which is the fame Ben Uncas now in court; and the Indians were at 
that time rejoicing and dancing, as I underftood, in celebration of faid cledlion or in- 
ftalment ; and did not at that time underftand but that thofe of faid Indians, who were 
then prefent, were all agreed in faid choice or inftalment; and further this deponent 
faith not.

Anfw. Yes, he has been generally reputed to be Sachem till this time.

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The teftlmony of Eliphalet Adams of New-London, clerk, aged fixty-one 309 
and upwards: 

That I the faid deponent, about the time of the late Captain John Mafon’s going 
to England with his complaint, did, on March firft one thoufand feven hundred and 
thirty-<ix, go up to Moheagan at the direflionof the honourable Adam Winthrop, Efq-, 
of Bofton, treafurer of the honourable commiffioners to the Indian affairs, to makefome 
enquiry into bis paft conduft, and know the fenfe of his prefent undertaking, that I 
might be able to fend back an anfwer thereof, as was defircd. 

That having fent up word beforehand, to get as many of the tribe together as poffi- 
ble, and eleven of the principal of them being there met, being moft of them, if not all, 
that was then at home, I found them exceedingly irritated with the faid Captain 
Mafon’s attempt. 

Among other thing they faid, that if what the faid Captain Mafon was now about 
was defigned for their good, it was very ftrange that he Ihould not confult with them 
about it, which he had never done in the leaft 5 they looked upon it that he had tor- 
faken them, and that what he was now about was more againft them than for them ; 
wherefore they joined with their king, and would have no more to do with him. 

They all faid, they were very well content with their prefent Sachem, viz. Ben Un- 
cas ; that they defired, and fhould own, no other ; and that they wondered that Cap¬ 
tain Mafon fhould carry another with him to England, whom they fuppofcd they meant 
to fet up to be their Sachem. 

They added, that whofoever was put into the fchcol which the faid Captain Mafon 
had before time kept, they defired it might not be one whofe name was Mafon.

The deponent further fays, that Casfar, Major Ben, and the prefent Ben Uncas, 
have been fucceflively reputed Sachems of the Moheagan Indians, to the beft of his 310 
knowledge, after the death of Oweneco, till this time; but what time intervened 
between the fucceflive eleftion of faid Sachems he cannot tell.

The teftimony of Samuel Leffingwell of Norwich, yeoman, of forty-feven 
years of age, is as follows : 

That I well knew Oweneco, Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, and thit after his 
death Cmfar, the fon of Oweneco, was S.ichem of the faid tribe, and afte: his death 
Major Ben Uncas, the brother of Oweneco, was made Sachem, and that after the death 
of fa.d Major Ben, Ben Uncas, who isnovv furviving, was made Sachem. 


i 
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Thefe fads I underjlood by the conftant report of EnglKhmen and the Indians of fald 
tribe; and I know that thefaid Oweneco, Caefar, Major Ben Uncas, and the now liv¬ 
ing Ben Uncas, his fon, have always fucceffively been owned and acknowledged by the 
Moheagan tribe as their Sachems-, and I never beard of any uneafinefs, contradidion, 
or difpute about their right to be Sachem, till about the time of Captain Mafon’s going 
to England, which was long fince Ben Uncas, the prefent Sachem, was owned and 
reputed Sachem. 

I further fay, that I knew Mahomet, the fon of Oweneco, who died before bis father 
at Shoutuckott, who never was reputed to be Sachem, but it was commonly faid chat 
Oweneco had fettled him at Shoutuckott, 

I further fay, that I very well know and am acquainted with the Moheagan tribe of 
Indians, and have been acquainted with the feveral Sachems above-mentioned; and I 
kno'v and am acquainted with old John Uncas, but I have never heard he claimed any 
right to be Sachem, nor that the Indians looked upon him asfuch, but they have looks 
ed upon him as a difturber of their peace and quiet; and the deponent further 
faith not.

3*1 The depofitlon of John Richards of New-London, In the county of New- 
London, aged forty-fix years, is as follows: 

That I have always lived in the town of New-London, and had good knowledge of 
the Moheagan Sachems and Indians, from time to time, from my childhood up to this 
day. 1 very well remember Oweneco, who was firft Sachem that I knew, and the next 
that fucceeded him was Csfar, his reputed youngell fon, and the next that fuc- 
ceeded him was Major Ben Uncas, and now the prefent Ben Uncas; all the 
before-mentioned Sachems were univerfally received as Sachems amongft all people, 
and one as well another ; I never heard the people, either the Englifh or Indians, made 
any ditference in their acceptance of either of them as Sachem, in each of their days. 

But as to John Uncas, his being Sachem, I never heard one man, either Englifli or 
Indian perfons, give him that title, or fo much as iifp that he ought or that he pretend¬ 
ed to be Sachem until the feffions of this court: I know Captain John Mafon, deceafed, 
acknowledged the prefent Ben Uncas to be Sachem of the Moheagan tribe; and his heirs at 
this day have and hold by a leafe, which faid Mafon, deceafed, took in his life time under 
Ben Uncas the prefent Sachem, I fuppofe, more than a thoufand acres of the Moheagan 
fcquedered lands as it is called : and the faid Mafon in his life-timepaidthe faid Ben Uncas 
rentand his family have fincc his death ; which kafe I fuppofe is not yet expired : the rea- 
fon how I come to know this is, that 1 fuppofe about fix years hence that this Sachem, Ben 
Uncas, came to the general affembly of the colony of Conneflicut, and informed them 
3 ‘ ^ that Ibme people had or were about to make incroachments upon his land, and that 
others lived thereon and had no leafes, and (bme paid no rent; and left he fhould be im- 
pofed upon in fo.nie way or other, defired the general affembly to appoint certain perfons 

which 
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which the faiti Sachem named to them, to take care that he might not be wronged in 
his leares or rents, &c. one of which perfons I was, and thereby came to my know¬ 
ledge of thefc things. 

As to the paper delivered into court, dated at Moheagan Augud ad 1737, to which 
I am, among others, a witnefs, I very well remember 1 was prelent at the rccrignition of 
thofe Indians to Ben Uncas as their Sachem ; and that matter feemed to be done with 
the utnioft freedom, and that fome of the Indians ptefent tliat could talkt nghih well 
informed me, that they well underftood what it did contain, and that they had made 
the reft well underftand it, and that they were tree in figning; the moft of th m figned 
it with their own hands, and fo ne tew of them that were abfent their next friend Cgned 
for them, I fuppofe about fix or feven. 

JOHN RICHARDS. 


The teftimony of fohn Curtifs of New-London, aged about thirty-four 313; 
years, is as follows; 

I, at the inftance of John Richards, Efq; accompanied him from New-London to 
Moheagan on the day when the Indians there fubfcribed the inftrument now exhibited 
in this court, dated Auguft 2d 1737, at which time, being prefent at Ben Uncas’s 
wigwam with others whofe names are fet to the aforefaid inftrument as witnefs, a con- 
fiderable number of Indians met together in faid wigwam, whofe names are fubfcribed 
to the inftrument aforefaid, either by themfelves or at their defire j and fome that were 
abfent, at the fpecial tequeftof their near friends; and having to our affiftance Samuel 
Avery the interpreter, did by him communciate the contents of a certain letter fent by 
his honour, the governor of this colony, the import of which was, to the belt of my 
remembrance, a narrative of what the governor had done in making enquiry after the 
truth of certain rumours of hoftilities dcfigned by fome eaftern Indians againft the Mo¬ 
heagan tribe, purfuant to their application to the governor as I underftood j alfo an an- 
fwer to their requeft in their aforelidd application to his honour the governor, that the 
ancient amity and friendfliip might be fubfifted between them and the colony, and that 
they might have their further proteftion, unto which the governor returned a gra¬ 
cious anfwer, and advifed them to peace and unity among themfelves: upon hearing of 
which letter read, and interpreted with much deliberation, they weredefirous to comply 
with the advice aforcfiid, and to teftify it in the manner in which it now appears, which 
was well underftood by them all, to the bcft of my apprehenfion, and with greatchcar- 
fulnefs and readinefs fubfcribed and ordered, as in the fupcrftription aforefaid is repre- 
fented: furthermore, as to the pretentions of the claimers to the Sarhemfhip ot the faid 
tribe, Ben Uncas has been commonly reputed the Sachem, and I never heard ot John 
Uncas’s claim, or name in that matter, until now advanced in this court.

The teftimony of John Prentis of New-London, in the county of New-Lon- 
don, and Nathaniel Green of Bofton, in the county of Suffolk, both of 
lawful age, follows in thefe words: 

That fome years paft, to the beft of our remembrarce about feven or eight years, 
being led byourcuriofity, upon the rumour of the tribe of the Moheagan Indians were 
about to ele£): or inftal their Sachem, to fee the ceremony thereof, was prefcnt at Mohe- 
hagan, when and where we obferved a confiderable number of Indians affembled, we 
afked the occafion of fuch concourfe of Indians 5 the Indians informed us that they had 
made Ben Uncas their king, being the'fame Ben now appearing in court, and that they 
were rejoicing and daneing in celebration thereof, as they faid : and we the declarators 
further fay and teftify, that being prefenc at the place aforefaid on the day then next 
we beheld the number continued, and that the Indians blacked themfelves, and in that 
habit or colour appeared greatly rejoicing, and declared again that it was upon the 
occafion aforefaid, viz, becaufe they had made Ben Uncas their king 5 at which time 
and place we, to the beft of our obfervation and remembrance, beheld Youmaman, 
alias Mahomet, prefent and aflive in the rejoicing as aforefaid, and heard no objeiflion 
iigainft Ben Uncas being made king.

The depofition of Lancafter Gorton of Norwich, and of about tw'cnty- 
eight years of age, is as follows, viz. 

That about feven or eight years ago I the deponent was at Moheagan at the time 
when the prefent Sachem Ben Uncas is reputed to have been made Sachem of the Mo- 
heagans; and there I obferved to be preient a great number, being, as I believe, two 
or tluee hundreds of Indians; when and where alfo prefent feveral hundreds of Englifii 5 
and it was the general fay of all, that they were then about to m.ike Ben Uncas, who 
316 is the prefent BenUncas, Sachem of the Moheags ; and I then obferved remarkable and 
great ligns of rejoicing, by dancingand other expreflions of joy, many ot them bearing 
green boughs and branches of green trees ; but I coming away before the folemnity 
was all over, 1 left the faid coneourfe of Ineiians, together with many EnglifhIpcdlators, 
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at the place above faid 5 fince which time the faid Ben Uncas has been commonly re¬ 
puted to be the Sachem of the Moheags. 


LANCASTER GORTON. 

Upon interrogation the deponent faith, that he believes there were feveral of the 
Nianlick Indians there, and others befides the Moheagans, to the number of about one 
hundred, who did not in their aftions diftinguifh themfelves from the Moheagans, but 
feemed to join with them ; but as to his knowledge of them he couid not diilinguilli 
one fort of Indians from another. 

LANCASTER GORTON. 


Jonathan Wickwire of Norwich, yeoman, of forty-eight years of age, teftifies. 

That about thirty-five or forty years ago, I well remember that Oweneco was 
Sachem of the Moheagan’s tribe of Indians, and was by the faid Indians during his life 
owned and acknowledged as their Sachem; and prefencly after the death of Oweneco, 
Csfar, the only fon of Oweneco then furviving, was made Sachem ; and I was there pre- 
fent at the time when he was invtfted with the Sachemfliip with much pomp, expieffi- 
ons of joy, and by univerfal confent of all the Moheagan Indians, and others of the neigh¬ 
bouring Indians, to the number (as near as I can guefs) of five hundred or thereabouts ; 
and that the faid Ctefar was, during his life, owned and acknowledged as their Sachem, 
without any contradiflion or denial as I ever knew or beard of: and I further fay, cl]at 
C^far died and left only one child, which is now the reputed wife of Ben Uncas junior, 
the grandfon of Ben Uncas, the brother of Oweneco ; that fome time after the death 
of Cmfar, old Ben Uncas, commonly called Major Ben, who was youngeft and only 
furviving brother to Oweneco, was, as I then and many times after underftood, both ?■ 
by the Englilb and Indians, was made Sachem, and continued fo to his death, and I 
never heard of any uueafinefs in the Moheagan Indians upon this account; after whom 
fucceeded in the Sachemfhip Ben Uncas, oldeft fon of the aforefaid Major Ben, who is 
now living ; and I never knew that there was any uneafinefs in any of the Moheagan 
tribe of Indians, refpeefing his being the Sachem, till about the time that Captain Ma- 
fon went to England, or fince : and I further fay, that I remember Mahomet, the fon 
of Oweneco, and that he died before his father Oweneco: and I fuither fay I have, 
from a child of about two years old, been acquainted with the Moheagan Indians, and 
Jived among them: I further fay, that I know old John Uncas, who the Indians 
looked upon as a troublefome fellow ; and I never heard that he pretended to be Sachem, 
or a word fpoken by him or any, of the tribe that he had any right thereto. And 
the deponent further faith not. 

JONATEIAN WICKWIRE. 

Upon interrogation the deponent further faith, that Mazone, a Niantick Indian, who 
married Uncas’s daughter, was prefent at theinrtalling of Csefar, and fat and talked 
with the principal heads of the Moheagans; and that Oweneco died, accordino-to the 
belt of his remembrance, about twenty-fix years ago. ^

Ben Uncas his indenture, 14th November 1734. 

This indenture witneffeth, that Benjamin Uncas junior, fon of Benjamin Uncas, 
Sachem of the Moheagan Indians in Connedticuc, of his own free-will and accord, 
and with the confent of his faid father, and alfo with the confent of the honourable 
commiffioners of the Indians affairs, doth put and bind himfelf to be an apprentice 
unto Thomas RulTel of Sherburn, in the county of Mlddlefex, cordwainer, to learn 
his art, trade, or myftery, and with him the faid Thomas Ruflel, after the manner 
318 of an apprentice, to dwell-and ferve, from the day of the date hereof, for and du¬ 
ring the full and juft term of three years and about three months next enfuing and 
fully to be complete and ended-, during all which faid term the faid apprentice 
his faid mafter honeflly and faithfully (hall ferve, his fecrets keep clofe, his lawful and 
reafonable commands every where gladly do and'perform-, damage to his faid maf¬ 
ter he lhall not wilfully do, his mafter’s goods lhall not waftc, embezzle, purloin, 
or lend unto others, nor faffer the lame to be wafted or purloined, but to his power 
fhall forthwith difcover and make known the fame unto his faid mafter; taverns nor 
alehou’es he fhall not frequent; at cards, dice, or any other unlawful game he (hall 
not play; fornication he (hall not commit, nor matrimony contraft with any perfon 
during faid terin ; from his mafter’s fervice he (hall not at any time unlawfully abfent 
himfeif; but in "all things, as a good, honeft, and faithful apprentice, (hall bear and 
behave himfelf towards his faid mafter during the full term of three years and about 
three months, ending the 2iith day of February 1737 : and the faid Thomas RulTel, 
in confiJeration thereol, doth covenant, promife; grant, and agree, unto and with 
his faid apprentice in manner and form following ; that is to fay, that he will teach 
hi’s faid apprentice, orcaufe him to be taught, by the bed ways and means that he 
may or can, tiie trade, art, or myftery of a cordwainer, if laid apprentice be capable 
to iearrr, and will find-and provide for and unto faid apprentice good fufficient meat, 
drink, wafhing, and lodging, and clothing, purfuant to an agreement made with 

' Adam Vvinthrop, Efq; fitting for an apprentice, during the laid term, and at the 

end of faid term to dilmifs faid apprentice with a new fuit of apparel fuitable to his 

degree. In telUmony whereof the faid parties to this prefent indentures have inter¬ 
changeably fet their hands and feals the 14th day of November, in the 8th year of 

the reign of our fovereign lord George, by the grace of God, king of Great Britain, 

gig France, and Ireland, and in the year of our Lorcl 1 734.

Georgii Secundi duodecimo, annoque Domini 1739. . 

Ben Uncas, Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, applying himfelf to this aiTembly 
for their affiftance to afcertain and maintain the bounds of his lands Moheagan, 
upon confideration whereof this affembly do appoint and inveft James Wadf- 
worth, Samuel Lynde, and John Richards, Efqrs. or any two of them, to affift the 
faid Sachem with their coOnfel and advice in the beft manner to afcertain and main¬ 
tain the bounds of the faid Sachem’s lands ; as alfo in fuing of and removing, by any 
lawful means, any perfon or perfons that have already entered upon, or ffall here¬ 
after enter upon the faid Sachem’s land, or any part thereof; as alfo to affift and 
advife faid Sachem in leafing out any parcels of his land : and in regard of the ancient 
friendfhip between this colony and the Moheagan Sachems, which ftill remains be¬ 
tween this colony and the prefent Sachem, this affembly inftrudt and defire the faid 
James Wadfworth, Samuel Lynde, and John Richards, to ufe their utmoft care that 
faid Sachem be not encroached upon, or diffeifed of his lands.

I Benjamin Uncas, chief Sachem of the Moheagan Indians, with the advice and 
confent of my council, principal heads under me of the Moheagan Indians, do hereby 
conftitute, authorize, nominate, and appoint William Smith of New-York, in the 
colony of New-York, gent, attorney at law, my true, fufficient, and lawful attor¬ 
ney, for me, my council, and the Moheagan Indians, to appear before his majefty’s 
court of commiffioners appointed to review a caufe or controverfy between the go¬ 
vernor and company of the colony of Connefticut, the chief Sachem of the Mohea¬ 
gan Indians, and the faid Indians ; and me, for myfelf, and for and in behalf of my 
faid people, to reprefent before the faid court in the caufe aforefaid, and therein to do 
and aft, for me and them, as counfel and attorney, to plead, profecute, implead, 
declare, or defend in the caufe aforefaid, and all things 'relating thereto or depend¬ 
ing thereon; and for his fo doing, this fhall be his fufficient warrant. In witnefs 
whereof 1 have hereunto fct my hand and feal; and as an evidence of my council’s 
advice and confent, they have, on the back fide hereof, fet their hands the 4th day 
of July 1743.

The deed of Ben Uncas and others, ziftOdober 1724. 

To all people to whom this writing Ihall come. Major Ben Uncas, Sachem 
of the Moheags, fends greeting : 


Now know ye, that our father Uncas and our uncle Wawequaw did, in the year 
1659, make over all their lands unto Major John Mafon, deceafed, in trujl, thereby to 
fecure them for their people and fucceffors, and in the year 1665 did again make it 
over unto the faid Mafon for the fame purpofe ; and the faid Mafon did, in the year 1671 
(the better to fecure feme of the lands to them and their pofterity) reconvey unto 
Uncas and others, and their heirs, that trad of land between New-London and Nor¬ 
wich for their planting, with an exprefs limitation on that deed that neither they nor 
their heirs ftiould ever alienate the fame ; which after that time pafled commonly by 
the name of SequtfteredLands; and that the government of Connedicut did approve 
of the faid Major John Mafon’s being procurator or guardian of the Moheagan 
Indians during his life, and of Major Samuel Mafon his fon after his death ;

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and in the year 1660 do provide and determine, that the lands of the Moheagan 
Sachems be difpofed of and ordered by thefaid Mafon. In the year 1692, forthe.more 
elfedual fecuring to the faid Sachem and Moheagans their referved and remaining 
lands, direct and detcrmi'ie, that none of the lands recorded and confirmed to our late 
brother Oweneco, fhould for the future be cuitkout the conftnt of Cap¬ 

tain Samuel Mafon afcrefaid. 

Now after the deceafe of the faid Samuel Mafon, at her majelfy’s court of enquiry, 
examination, and determining the complaint of Oweneco, Sachem of the Moheagan 

325 Indians, againft the government of Connedlicut, &c. holdenat Stonington, by virtue of 
her majeff y’s comiv.iffion under the great feal of England, upon the 23d ofAuguft 1705, 
the court oroered, that John Mafon, fon-in-law to Major Samuel Mafon, and grand- 
fon unto the aforefaid Major John Mafon, at the defire of Oweneco, be the truftee 
and guaidian of the faid Oweneco and his peop e, as his anceftors had been before him 

Now, forafmuch as the faid John Mafon has adted and tranfadled and made difpoQ- 
tions of lands to fundry perfons and in divers places, more efpecially in the town of 
Lebanon and Colchefter, we well approve thereof, and hereby acquit and difcharge the 
faid John Mafon and his heirs therefrom fully and abfolutely, as alfo what he didin 
conjundt.on with Oweneco. 

Furthermore we did, with the advice of ourcounfel and confent of my people, Auguft 
23d, A. D. 1723, renew our choice of the aforefaid Captain Mafon to be our guar¬ 
dian and truftee to have the whole difpofe of us and our affairs as touching our-good 
government, and the improvement of our lands from time to time and at all times 
hereafter, as his anceftors have had heretofore, and that the fame power may be con¬ 
tinued unto the heirs male of his body lor the future. 

This our eledion being laid before the general alTembly at their fefllon at New- 
Haven, Ofb'ber 1723, they did in their wifdom and goodnel's make an atSf impower-

fpecial provifion had been made. 

326 Now we do hereby manifeft and declare, with advice of ourcounfel and confent of 
our people, that the aforefaid adt of the general court, and Captain Mafon’s p oceed- 
ings thereon purfuant thereto, is without lull fatisfaffion and good liking j provided 
always, that neither we nor our people (hall be molefted or interrupted in our planting 
and u'.ages as hitherto have had and ought to have. 

Finally we fay and clofe, that it is our pre.fting defire that Captain John Mafon our 
guardian may continue, and that the like power and truft may be invefted in the male 
heirs of Ins family from generation to generation until time fhall be no more.

Report of committee. 

A general court of eledlion held at Flartford, May i:th 1680. 3 

The committee appointed to hear the Indians, having heard their affairs and mat¬ 
ters, do propound to this court as followerh ; viz. as in their return on file : 

Firfl, In reference to their complaint againft the Mohawks, and other Indians mo- 
Icfling of the Mohe. gs and Pcquots, &c. The court having confideted the fame, do, 
in anfwcr to this, declare to all concerned, that they are our friends, and we are not will¬ 
ing they fi.ould be moleiled by any, and therefore do leave them to themfehes to ma¬ 
nage their affairs, fo as may bell conduce for their fafety, and we fhall continue to be 
their friends, and carry towards them as fucli upon all occafions. 

Secondly, As for Mamohoc, fome of our gentlemen have been treating v/ith Major 
Pynchon to buy fome land for them near the fca, and he hath taken ic into conlideration; 
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if that can be procured, it Will be for them ; if that falls, other lands, as convenient as 
can be procured them, lhall belaid out to them. 

Thirdly, As to CafTacinimous complaint, of his people removing from him into fome 
fmall parties, whereby they are not i'o capable to defend themfelves, this court 
orders Captain Avery and L.ieutenant Mafon, and Mr. Minor, or any two of 
them, to acquaint faid Pequot Indians, under Robert’s government, to return to 
his town as foon as planting and weeding is over, and continue to be under Robert’s 
government as formerly. 

Fourthly, As to Ackenack, Sachem of Milford, and Padigefuck’s complaint 
that he wants land, though Stratford men dt^ produce a deed of fale of the purchalc of 
their townfhip of the Indians, which deed is a clear pafs of thofe lands to Stratford, 
yet, for the conveniency of thefe Indians, no provifron being made for planting land for 
thofe Indians; we do grant that they fhall have a hundred acres of land laid out to them 
upon Coram Hill, in fome convenient place, by Captain William Fowler and Mr. 

328 John Burr ; and this court does alfo grant the. faid Indians liberty to hunt, fowl, and 
fifh in Stratford biiinds, Milford, and Derby, any claufe in the deed to the contrary 
notwithftanding, they doing them no damage ; alfo Mr. Hawley is to lay out a 
hundred acres of land on the other fide the river, in Milford bounds, to the 
faid Indians. 

Fifthly, As to Uncas bis defires that his hounds of land may be fettled before he 
dieth, we are free to it-, and as we have done formerly, fo we ftill conclude we muft 
and (hall be ready to pafs by the infirmities of his old age, provided he do not wilfully 
break friendfliip with us. 

Sixthly, As to the guns of Jofhua’s children, which are defired by Uncas, thofe 
things do properly concern the overfeers of Jofhua’s will, and we cannot determine the 
caufe without firftfpeaking with Mr. Chapman and Mr. Buckingham, affuring him, in 
cafe Jofhua’s children die, we (liali not keep the guns from thofe from whom they 
do properly belong. 

Seventhly, VUe order New London to run the line between Uncas and their land, 
as foon as may be, with Uncas or his men. 

Eightly, We order, that if Uncas hath right to any land about §uinehaug, he may 
mark it out, and difpofe of it to his fon Oweneco ; and to grant to him liberty to dil- 
pofe of it to fuch gentlemen amongft us as he fhall fee caufe to do. 

Ninthly, As to the corn granted to Uncas for damage done in his corn, the court 
grants his defire, that he fhall have in lieu thereof a quantity of powder and fhot allowed 
to them, and delivered to them by Mr. Fitch fen. as he fees they fhall- have occafion 
and neceflity thereof.

Tenthly, 
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Tenthly, As to the fix hundred acres of land allowed by Uncas for the burning New- 
London prifon, Mr. Fitch is to allow Uncas ten pounds for the fame, and the reft he 
procures for the land is to be allowed to the county treafury, viz. thirty pounds of it. 

Eleventhly, To Wajohues defire of land for himfelf and people, Lyme deputies 
affirming there is a fufficiency of land allotted to him already; if it prove otherwife 
the court will confider them when chat appears. 

This court orders, that what lands is allowed or fet apart for any pircels of Indians 329 
within the bounds of any plantation, it Jhall be recorded to them, and the fame fhall re¬ 
main to them and their heirs/ffr ever, and it flaall not be in the power of any fuch Indian 
or Indians to make any alienation thereof; and whatfoever Engliffiman (hall purchafe 
any fuch lands laid out or allotted to the faid Indians, he (hall forfeit treble the value 
of what he fo purchafes to the public treafury, and the bargain (hall be void 
and null. 

As for Opaquanock Indians, this court are informed that they have fold their lands, 
and that there is a fufficient quantity of land at Golden-Hill referved for their planting, 
and if they need more, upon the difcovery thereof, it will be confidered.

Know all men by thefe prefents, that whereas at a general meeting of the Moheagan, 
Peq ioc, and Niantick Indians, the whole body of them did renounce Ben Uncas as 
Sachem, in and by an inftrument bearing date fome time in September anno Dorn. 
1736. 


And whereas at a meeting of the Moheagan Indians many then prefentdid, through 
the mportunity of fomeEnglifh perfons, lign an inftrument bearing date fome time in 
AuJi.ft laft pift; by which inftrument they now hear, they did acknowledge Ben 
Uncas as their Sachem, which then they knew nothing of, but being in a time when 
we thought ourfelves in danger of loftng our lives by means of the eaftward Indians 
coming opon us, and his honour the governor writing a letter to us, we thought no¬ 
thing more thereby only to give his honour an account of the number of our foldiers, 
and of thofe that would (land together and fight in time of war. 

Wherefore we the fubfcribers being many of us of the number that did fign both 
the foregoing inftniment, we do by thefe prefents declare, and oblige ourfelves toftand 
to the former, whereby we renounce Ben Uncas as our Sachem ; and we do difown and 
proteft againft the latter, and we think it highly reafonable that no advantage fhould 
be taken againft us thereby. 

And by virtue of thefe prefents we do difapprove of and make void whatever Ben 
Uncas hasafted-or may aft in the capacity of Sachem or king over us in the convey¬ 
ance of any lands, rights, and privileges whatfoever belonging unto us.

the ore of gold and filver which fhall from time to time and at all times hereafter hap¬ 
pen to be found, had, or obtained in all or within the faid trafi; of land or any part 
thereof, in lieu of all duties and fervices whatfoever.

Whereas the general court of Connefticut have formerly granted unto the proprie¬ 
tors, inhabitants of the town of Lyme, all thofe lands, both uplands and meadows, 
within thefe abutments: upon the fea on the fouth, wefierly, on the channel of Con- 
neSiicut river, eafterly by a ditch, and ftones call into it, upon the Soldiers Farm at 
Nianiick, which faid ditch is about twenty rods eafterly of the old houle on the faid

William Pitkin, Timothy Woodbridge, Jofeph Talcot, William 
Whiting, John Elliot, Samuel Whiting, and myfelf, and alfo the faid Captain 
John Mafon and Anne Mafon his wife, by one other deed of releafe made to us the 
above mentioned committee, bearing date the 9th day of April 1714, defiring and 
intending by the faid deeds of the releafe and truft to put an end to the contro- 
verfies, and to fettle the contentions that had arofe about the lands that had been given 
or {tnade oner as lands in truft'] unto their grandfather the honourable John Malbn, 
Efq; or to him the faid Captain John Mafon, by any of the Indians mentioned in 
337 faid deeds ; did by faid deeds femife, releafe, and make over unto us the faid com¬ 
mittee in truft, for and on condition of fettling and accommodating the controverfies 
aforefaid, all their right or claim unto all the lands coming to them as aforefaid, ex¬ 
cepting and referving only certain trafts of lands in faid deeds excepted and referved; 
and forafmuch as part of the referved lands mentioned in faid deeds was the townfhips 
of Colchefter and Lyme, being referved by the quit-claims mentioned in faid deeds, 
and the faid quit-claims for faid Colchefter and Lyme being put into our hands, as 
yet incomplete, and not duly executed and finiflied, and were never perfedted and 
executed by the faid Captain John Mafon and Anne his wife, the faid town of Col¬ 
chefter and Lyme never complying with the terms upon which faid quit-claims were 
to be executed:

them, their heirs and affigns for ever, free and clear from all challenges and demands 
whatfoever from me or any under me; and for confirmation hereof I have here¬ 
unto fet my hand and feal: Dated in Norwich, July 4lh day, A. D. 1743.

And whereas the Fnglilh fubjefts of Connefticut did make encroachments upon the 
faid Indians Em s, contiary to the mind of the faid Major Mafon, and to the great 
prejudice and dilfatisfaction of the laid tribe of Indians: 

And whereas her late majefty queen Anne, upon the complaint of Oweneco, late 
Sacnem t.f the Moheagan Intl aus, alledging the Englilh fubjects of Connediicut bad 
made encroachments as aforeiaid, was grrcioufly plealed to grant a con million un er 
the great f.al of EngUi d, direfted 4 o Governor Dudley and other commilToners 

therein 
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therein named, to hear and determine the caufe and difference between the governor 
and company of Connefticut and the faid Indians : ° 

And whereas the faid Governor Dudley, with the other commiffioners in the faid 
commiffion named, did give their judgment in favour of the faid Indians : 

And whereas, upon the complaint of the governor and company of Connefticut, 
againfl: the judgment and proceedings of the faid Governor Dudley and other com- 
miflioners, her faid late majefty was pleaf d to grant a commiffion of review of the faid 
caufe to certain commiffioners therein named, which, as appears, was never.executed. 

And whereas, upon the complaint of the rightful Moheagan Sachem, Mahomet, 
(deceafed) his prefent majefty king George the Second was pleafed to grant a new 
commiffion of review, direcled to the governor and council of New-York for the 
time being, and to the governor and affiftants of Rhode-Ifland for the time being; 

And whereas the faid laft commiffioners, in the executing their faid commiffion, 
did make void the faid Dudley’s judgment in whole, except a fmall trad of land in 
339 the Indians poffeffion called the Moheagan Fields: 

And whereas, upon the petition of Mr. John Mafon and Mr. Samuel Mafon of 
New-London, guardians and truftees to the tribe of the Moheagan Indians and their 
lands, together with a complaint from the faid tribe, defiring that a new commiffion 
might be granted, alledging the proceedings of the faid laft commiffioners in the 
executing of the faid laft commiffion was irregular and unjuft, his majefty was 
pleafed to grant a new commiffion of review, direded to the governor and council 
of New-York for the time being, and the governor and council of New-Jerfey for 
the time being; which commiffion has not as yet been executed by the laid com- 
miflioners, which we are defirous may be as foon as time will admit: 

And whereas Ben Uncas did before, and alfo at the time of the feffion of the com- 
miflioners at Norwich for the executing the faid commiffion, direded to the faid 
governor and council of New-York and the governor and council of Rhode-Ifland 
as aforefaid, make pretences to the right of Sachemffiip, and did affume the power 
and right of ad.ng in behalf of the tribe as fuch, and of difpofing of their lands as 
he pleafed, to the great diffatisfadion and injury of the faid tribe of Indians, not- 
withftanding the faid Indians had, by their unanimous vote at their general meefmo- 
or dance at Moheagan, in the month of September 1736, pofitivcly difowned the 
faid Ben to be their Sachem, and publicly declared againft his ading as their head or

We therefore, the fubferibers, being Moheagan Indians, do, by thefe prefects 
difown Ben Uncas to be Sachem of the tribe of Moheagan Indians, and difallow his 
ading as fuch, or appearing as the head or Sachem of our tribe in the commiffioners 
court which fti.all be held for the due executing of the faid laft commiffion, direded 
to the governor of New-York and his council, and the governor of New-Jerfey and 
his council as aforefaid, or in any court whatfoever: And we do defire, that Mr. 
John Mafon and Mr. Samuel Mafon, grandfons to our faid truftee Major John 

Mafon,

Mafon, and Major Samuel Mafon, and fons and heirs to Captain John Mafon our 
truftee (deceafed) may appear in our behalf, as our guardians, before the court of 
commiflioners, when it fhall be held for the due executing of the faid laft commiffion, 
diredted to the governor and council of New-York and the governor and council of 340 
New-Jerfey for the time being as aforefaid. And we do further, by thefe prefents, 
appoint John Uncas, Jo Afhbo, Solomon Caucliegun, Henry Quaquaquid, John 
Uncas junior, Cyrus Afhconend, Cato Johnfon, and John Nannapoom junior, all 
Indians belonging to the tribe of the Moheagans, to appear and ad as our agents, 
in conjundion with our faid truftees John and Samuel Mafon, at the court of °com- 
milTion which lhall beheld inpurfuance of faid laft commiffion.

John Waterman, aged about feventy-three years, teftifieth, that touching a 
writing or inftrument, dated Odlober 6th 1742, exhibited to the court by Mr. Bol¬ 
lan, he faw all the Indians whofe names are annexed to faid writing (except John 
Cheeffiunk) fign and feal the fame. 

And further teftifieth, that before faid Indians figned and fealed faid inftrument, 
he heard Eliffia Tracy read faid inftrument to all faid Indians (except faid Cheeffiunk) 
diftindtly, paragraph by paragraph ; and that Cyrus and other Indians, who were then 
defired to interpret to the faid Indians each paragraph as it was read, declared, that they 
had communicated to the reft of the faid Indians the true meaning of each) paragraph, 
and that the Indians underftood the fame. And further the deponent faith, he has a 
confiderable knowledge of the Moheagan language; and that, according to his Ikill 
therein, the faid Cyrus and other Indian-interpreters did interpret the faid inftrument 
truly and faithfully to the faid Indians. 

And further faith, that he knew all the Indians who figned faid inftrument, ex¬ 
cept about ten or fifteen, having become acquainted with them either at Moheagan, 
were he has almoft every year ploughed for the Indians ever fince he was capable of

Cyrus Afticonend’s depofition. 

Cyrus Alhconend, an Indian Chriftian, upon oath, declared, that he figned the 
writintr, dated Odtober 6th 1742, exhibited in court, and that Dr. Tracy firft: read 
over the whole to the Indians (except Cheefhunk) who fubferibed to it, the biggeft 
part of whom underftood Englitb, and then the faid Tracy read the fame over 
again, by reading a few lines at a time; as the fame was fo read, he the deponent, 
together with two other Indian interpreters, interpreted the fame to the Indians 
who did not underftand Engliffi and alfo declared, that what words he mifled as 
he interpreted, the other interpreters told 5 fo that the Indians to whom they inter¬ 
preted faid writing underftood the meaning and contents thereof. 

And being crofs-examined on the following queftions, the deponent made anfwer 
to them refpedlively as follows. 

■ Sueft. I. Do you remember the defign of the writing Ihewed to you ? 

Anfw, It was to choofe twelve committee, to aft before this court with Malon.

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2. Do you remember any other thing defigned by that paper? 

Anfw. Yes: they (to wit the Indians) were not willing that BenUncas fhould aft 
for them; therefore they put him away, and chofe a committee to aft with 
Mafon before the judges. 

3. Was John Mafon with the Indians at that time ? 

Anfw. John Mafon was there, and Samuel Mafon was there. 

4. What other perfons were there who were not Indians ? 

Anfw. Mr. Waterman, Mr. Grift, Dr. Tracy, and Captain Jofeph Tracy, and 
the deponent don’t remember any more there but them who were not Indians. 

5. Did Samuel Mafon then, or at any other time, give a bond to the Indians ? 

Anfw. Yes; not at that time, but afterwards. 

6. What was the fum mentioned in the bond ? 

Anfw. The bond was a fifty thoufand pound bond. 

7. What was the condition of the bond, or what was it given for ? 

Anfw. They faid it was becaufe the government faid, that Mafon wanted the land 
for himfelf; but if Mafon took any of the land without the Indians leave, 
, he was to forfeit the bond. 

8. Who has that bond, or who took it when Samuel Mafon gave it ? 

Anfw. Eight perfons were there ; all the Indians who figned the paper aforefaid 
chofe them to take it: the eight perfons names were, John Uncas, young 
344 John Uncas, Cato Johnfon, Cyrus Afticonend (the deponent), John Nanna- 

poom, Jo Aftibo, Henry Quaquaquid, Solomon Chauchegun ; and that he 
the deponent keeps the bond, and has it at home. 

9. Was fad Samuel Mafon to have any part of the land he fhould recover.^ 

Anfw. Juft what the Indians pleafed; if they pleafed to give nothing, he was to 

have nothing. 

10. Do you know what lands are now in difpute between the governor and com¬ 
pany and the Moheagan Indians ? 

Anjw. Lands at the North Parifti, four miles wide and eight miles long; and 
fome miles at Colchefter, cannot tell how much; and fome land at Lyme; 
and fome in Moodus and Metaballet; and that he don’t know of any more, 
but there might be more. 

11. Was there any particular agreement, that Mr. Mafon Ihould have any of the 

lands in Colchefter, if he recovered them ?

Indian inftrument, iftjune 1743. 

To ail people to whom thefe prefents fliall come, we the fubfcrlbers, being of the 
tribe of the Moheagan Indians, fend greeting ; 

Whereas our tribe of Indians, at a black dance at Moheagan on the tenth day of 
September, did unanimoufly by our vote Ben Uncas to be our rightful Sa¬ 

chem, and utterly difapproved of his adfing in any way of government over us as 
fuch, and did deny the faid Ben to have right to difpofe of any lands by virtue of 
his being Sachem, and did likewife then declare our fatisfadfion in the proceedings ef 
the rightful Sachem Mahomet, who was then profecuting our caufe in Great Britain. 

And whereas our tribe of Indians in the year 1738, when in great fear of being 
attacked by an enemy infiantly, were, in the time of this our fear and diftrefs, enter¬ 
tained with a letter from the governor of Connehlicut, fignifying to us that we might 
not expedl to be protedled from our expedled enemy by him, unlefs we would acknow¬ 
ledge Ben Uncas to be our rightful Sachem, and yield a peaceable fubjeblion to his rule 
and government over us. 

And whereas oti the ad day of Auguft in faid year (it being when faid letter was 
prefented) an inftrument or writing, acknowledging and declaring faid Ben to be our 
rightful Sachem, was offered by fome Englifh perfons, to which the name and marks 
M m m of 
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of a confiderable number of our tribe of Indians, and of fome of us the fubfcribers 
were then annexed, although the greateft part of the Indians whofe names and marks 
were then fubfcribed were not prefent, and knew nothing of the matter-, and the In¬ 
dians then prefent who figned faid inftrument being alfo fome of them ignorant of the 
nature of the fame, or of what was contained in it others figning through fear, left 
tliey Ihould not be proteifted from their expedted enemy by the faid governor upon 
their refufal, as was fuggefted in faid letter. 

And whereas the faid Ben, as well before as fince the time of the deceafe of our 
late rightful Sachem Mahomet, has been endeavouring to convey away our rights of 
346 lands to the Englifh fubjefts of Connedlicut, and to defeat us in thofe legal meafures 
we have been and are ftill taking to recover our rights and poflefTions, to our great 
prejudice and diffatisfadfion: 

We do therefore hereby utterly difown the faid Ben to be or ever to have been our 
rightful Sachem, notwithftanding the aforefaid conftrained acknowledgment of him 
as fuch, and do difallow of the laid Ben’s adting as the head or Sachem of our tribe 
in any refpedt whatfoever. And further we fay, that John Uncas, grandfon to Uncas, 
Grand Sachem of Moheagan, deceafed, has, by virtue of nearnefs of blood and kin 
to the faid Grand Sachem (according to the ancient cuftoms of our tribe)- the bell 
right to the Sachemihip of any Indian furviving fince the deceafe of our faid 
late Sachem Mahomet: and further, as we have lately made choice of old John 
Uncas, young John Uncas, Jo Afhpo, Solomon Cauchegun, Cyrus Alheonend, Cato, 
John Nannapoom, Jo Webucks, Daniel Cooper, Jo Cooper, Chequibe, Wequat, 
to be our agents for our tribe, who are to be and adt as a council in our behalf in all 
matters relating to our intereft, in conjundtion, and only in conjundtion with our 
guardians Mr. John Mafon and Samuel Mafon, we defire tliey may be fuch, and adt 
accordingly.

This deponent teftifies, that fome time in or about the year of our Lord 1700, 
one Mr. Nathaniel Foot (a gentleman of the law) who ufually praiSlifed in the courts 
of this colony fas this deponent underflood) came to the houfe of this deponent in 
New London, where he then lived, and Oweneco, the Sachem of Moheagan, was 
K7- there alfo, and feveral other perfons; and after fome chearful talk, the faitf Sachem 
figned a deed prepared by faid Mr. Foot, which this deponent underftood contained 
the townihip of Colchefter. And further this deponent teftifies, that, accordino- to 
the belt of his remembrance, the confrieration paid to faid Sachem, in liquo°and 
money, by Mr. Foot, exceeded not the value of about Jive or fix Jhillings: and 
inafmuch as the confideration paid was fo very inconfiderable, and Mr. Foot having 
often, in the hearing of this deponent, fpoken very diminutively of native rights, 
■which he feemed utterly to defpife, this deponent apprehended no other but that the 
faid deed was a jeft, and defigned to be improved no otherwife than to Jhew what an 
Indian would do when gratified with a little liquor and a little money. And further 
this deponent teftifieth not.

.court, dated June 19, 1699, purporting to be a deed from Oweneco, upon viewing 
the deed, and his name thereto fubfcrihed as a witnefs, declared in court his name lo 
fubfcribed to be his own hand-writing. 

Further faith, that thofe words which are on the back of the faid deed, purportino'

faichj that at that time of executing faid writing, there were none, either Englilh or 

Indians, 
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Indians, any way difgulfed with liquor, nor any thing like it, hut Oweneco was fame- 
thing cbearful and magnanimous. Further faith, that at the time of his writing faid 
acknowledgment be conceived the Whole tranfahiion to be in jeft ; and that when he 
firft heard that Capt. Wetherell had taken the acknowledgment, he was furprized, and 
he then thought Mr. Foot to be in earneft ; and that he never thought Oweneco to 
have been in jeft about it, but thought that at that time of giving faid deed, he, faid 
Oweneco, had a mind to get a little liquor and a little money. And further faith, 
that he did not hear them make their bargain, nor declare the confideration of the 
faid deed, and that he never knew nor heard of any conMtniion than about Jive 
or JixJhillings in money and liquor; and faith, that one reafon why he thought that 
tranfafiion to have been in jeft was, becaufe he underjlood Oweneco to be then under 
guardianjhip, and could not fell any of his lands without confent of his guardian ; and 
that fome time before the court of commiffioners at Stonington, he was defired to 
recoiled the circumftances which attended the making and executing faid deed.

The depofition of John Chandler of Woodftock, aged feventy-three years. 

Teftifieth, that he has been acquainted with the tribe of the Moheagan Indians for 352 
the fpace of about fifty years, and well knew Oweneco the chief Sachem, and his 
fon Mahomet, and the prefent John Uncas, whom this deponent ever underftood to 
be a defcendant from Uncas, father of faid Oweneco, and always treated him as being 
of the royal family of the faid Moheagans tribe. And further the deponent teftifieth, 
that during the courfe of the feveral wars with the Indians fince the year 1688, he 
had a fuperintendency over the Moheagan, and Pequot, and Niantick Indians, when 
they went forth on hunting -, and direfled them, by order of the government of the 
Maflachufets, where to hunt, and what fign to wear, that if they met with any of 
the Englifli fcouts they might not be expofed, by which means he became the more 
acquainted with thofe nations ; and that the above-named John Uncas often went out 
on hunting, and the Moheagan Indians ufed to acknowledge him as a Sunchim, or a 
great man of that tribe 5 and that Major Ben Uncas, father of the prefent Ben (who 
ufed fometimes to hunt) faid the prefent John was his coufin, almojl his, brother. 

And further this deponent teftifieth not.

Teftifies, that he has been acquainted with the Moheagan Indians and their cuftomsi 
ever fince he can remember; and that he has known Uncas, the father of Oweneco, 
and that he was univerfally acknowledged to be the chief Sachem of the Moheagan 
Indians j and that after his death Oweneco was the chief Sachem of the Moheagan 
Indians, being the eldeft fon of Uncas; and that the faid Oweneco had three fons, 
viz. Jofiah, Mahomet, and Caefar ; and that the faid JoJiah and Cafar died and left- 
no male heirs, but each of them a female ; and that Mahomet left a male ijfue, 
named Mahomet, who he hears died in Old England not long fince. Further he 
teftifieth, that Oweneco had brothers, viz. John and Ben, and that John, the father 
of tits prefent John who has pretenfions to be Sachem, was older than the father of 
this prefent Ben who has pretenfions to be Sachem. And further he teftifieth not.

And further they fay, they have been ever 
fince their childhood acquainted with the Moheagan Indians, and knowing to con- 
fiderable of their circumftances. And the deponents teftify and fay, they knew old 
Uncas, the Grand Mohea^^an Sachem, and four of his fons, and that Oweneco, fon of 
faid Uncas, was his elde'i fon, and fucceeded his father in his Sachemlhip. And fur- • 
ther the deponents tellify, that John Uncas, father of the prefent John Uncas, who 
claims a right to the Sachemlhip, was the fecond fon of the faid old Uncas 5 and 
further they fay, that Jo Uncas or J-u-den was the third fon of the faid old 
Uncas : and they alfo fay, that Ben Uncas (the father oi'the preient Ben who challen- ■ 
ges the fachemlhip) was faid oldUncas’s fourth and youngeft ton that ever they knew. 
And further the deponents teftify, that the abovefaid Oweneco had three Ions, viz. 
Jofiah, Mahomet, and C*far; and that Jofiah and Cslar died without any male 
iftue; and that the faid Mahomet had but one fon, and his name was Mahomet, 
which they hear died in Old England. And further the deponents fay, that they al¬ 
ways underftood by the Indians that Mahomet, the father of M.dit.met, who they 
hear died as aforefaid, would next have fucceeded the faid Oweneco in the Sachem- 
fliip had he outlived Oweneco his father; but the faid M.diomet died before Owe¬ 
neco his father, and leaving no male child but Mahomet his fon, tlien but a child for¬ 
age, who they hear died in Old England as aforefaid, Cm.ar the youngefi fon of the 
faid Oweneco did fucceed him in the Sachemlhip. And -they further tellily, that John 
Uncas, who now claims right to the Sachemlhip, hath evr denied and difiwned Ben, 
the father of the prefent Ben, and the prefent Ben his Ion, to be rightful Sachems, 
and did therefore delert his ufual habitation ; the reafon whereof he laid to be Decaufe 
he had a belter right to the Sachemlhip than they.

And Mr. Waterman adds, that fundry of the Indians have ufually denied 
Major Ben and the prefent Ben to be chief Sachems of the Moheagan Indians, and 
that/w« after the choice of Major Ben and the prefent Ben: and he adds, that the 
Indians faid Mahomet was a child when Major Ben was chofe; but that when Maho- 355 
met grew up, he ougkt to be Sacbem.

Thomas Rofe’s depofition. 

‘thomas Rbfe, aged about eighty-three years, dwelling near the place where 
the Moheagan and Pequot Indians did ufe to come together to play Rungou- 
h'um; fo that he became acquainted with the Moheagan Sachem Oweneco^and 
his kindred, which Oweneco was the eldeft fon of the Grand Sachem Uncas; 
and John Uncas, father of the prefent John, was the fecond fon of the faid Sachem’ 
Uncas; and Jofeph Uncas was the third fon; and Ben Uncas the father of the pre¬ 
fent Ben, was the fourth fon of the faid Sachem Uncas; and I afterward underflood 
that Ben, the faid fourth fon of faid Grand Sachem Uncas, was born of an inferior 
fquaw, who was Poxon’s daughter, and that after the faid Ben grew up, he’^toolc 
Afnchunck’s daughter to be his fquaw; and Oweneco ufed to fpeak very diminutively 
of the faid Ben Uncas and his fquaw. When the prefent Ben Uncas was grown 
a pretty hardy boy, he was fent to Stonington to learn to fpeak Englilh of Captain 
John Mafon’s fons. And further he teftifieth, that fome time after the death of faid 
Oweneco, the Moheagans, Pequots, and Niantick' Indians, gathered themfclves to¬ 
gether at Moheagan to make a Sachem, and I went two or three times amongft 
them; and I underftood by the Indians, that they would make young Mahomet, 
who went to England with Captain Mafon, their Sachem ; but the Indians faid, old 
Ben (the father of the prefent Ben) would kill young Mahomet if he fhould be made 
Sachem, and therefore young Mahomet would not accept of the Sachemjhip ; and 
Captain Mafon underllanding the difficulty amongft the Indians, and to prevent mur¬ 
der amongft them, perfuaded the Indians to make Ben their Sachem. And further 
faith not.

Upon interrogation the deponent further faith, that the Indians were too-ether 
about a fortnight before they chofe their Sachem Major Ben; then they did it by the 
perfuafion of Captain Mafon, as he was informed by the Indians.

Teflimonies of Jofeph Tracy junior and Jabez Crocker. 

Jofeph Tracy junior, aged about thirty years, and Jabez Crocker of Norwich 
aged about thirty-four years, both of Norwich, in the county of New-London 
and colony of Connedlicut, in New-England, teftifieth and faith,. that on the 
7 iotlx- 
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icth day of September, A. D. 1736, they were on the Indian land at Moheagan 
prefenc with a very great number of Moheagan Indians, as we fuppofed univerfally 
nret at a meeting which they call a black dance: and whereas they were then in- 
frrmed, that endeavours were made by feme Englijh ferfons to pirove that Ben 
I’ncas was their rightful Sachem, and being importuned by the /aid Indians in 
oeneral, but efpecially by fome of the chief ol the faid Indians, which were faid to be 
Moheags, to take notice of their minds in that affair -, and accordingly the matter 
was fut to vote amoy^g faid Indians by faid Indians, and the vote was univerfal in 
the favour of Mahomet, grandfon of Oweneco, late Sachem of Moheagan, to be 
their Sachem, whom the deponents underftand to be the fame Mahomet which was 
then in England, and there died; which Mahomet they underftand to be the great 
grandfon ofUncas, the former Grand Sachem of Moheagan, and that the faid meet- 
in<^ was in Moheagan, the general feat and rendezvous ol the laid Indians, and that 
they obferved none of the faid Indians to be in the negative in faid vote-, and that 
the deponents then inquired of the faid Indians, whether they defireJ that Mahomet 
Ihould take the meafures that he then did? they anfwe.ed, they approved of Maho¬ 
met's proceedings in his memorial in their behalf in England -, and farther fignified 
the one principal caufe of their meeting or dance was to eftablilh Anne the daughter 
of Ctefar, which Csefar was younger brother to Mahomet, father of the aforementioned 
Mahomet, to be their ruler until Mahomet returned, and for him to be chief when 
he returned; for they entirely denied Ben Uncas to be tlieir Sachem. And further 
the deponents fay not.

ceeded his father in his Sachemfiiip. And further he teftifieth, that John Uncas, father 
ot the prefent John Uncas, who claims a right to the Sachemfiiip, was the fecondfon 
of the faid old Uncas. And further he faith, that Jo Uncas or J-u-den was the third 
fon of the faid old Uncas. And he alfo faith, that Ben Uncas, father of the prefent 
Ben wlio challenges the S.achemfiiip, was faid Unras’s fourth and youngefi fon that 
ever he knew. And further the deponent teftifieth, that the abovefaid Oweneco had 
three fens, viz. Jofiah, Mahomet, and Caefar j and that Jufiah and Crefar died 
without any malt ifjue-, and that the faid Mahomet had but one fon, and his name 
was Mahomet, which he hears died in Old England: and he faith, that he 
always underflood by the Indians, that Mahomet, the father of Mahomet who 
he heard died as aforefaid, would next have fucceeded the faid Owcneco in the 
Sachemfiiip, had he outlived Oweneco his father ; the faid Mahomet dying be¬ 
fore Oweneco his father, and leaving yio male child but Alahomet his fon, then 
but a child for age, who he hears died in Old England as aforefaid, Csfar, the 
youngeft fon of the faid Oweneco, did fucceed him in the Sachemfiiip. And he fur¬ 
ther 
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ther teftifieth, that John Uncas, who now claims a right to the fachemlKp, hath ever 
denied and difowned Ben the father of the prefent Ben, and the prefcnt Ben his fon, 
to be rightful Sachems. And further he teftifieth, that when old B n was made 
Sachem, this prefent John Uncas left Moheagan until old Ben was dead-, then he 
returned again and faid, that he would take polfeflion of the land, becaufe he was 
more of a Sachem than Ben.

The report or teftimony of Jonathan Barber of Moheagan, with relation to a 35.8 ■ 
certain letter which he underftood came from the honourable Governor 
Talcot, Eiq; to be communicated to the Indians, is thus, viz. 

That there was, in the year 1737, much talk about a war breaking out between 
the Moheagan Indians and the eajtward Indians, which caufed in the Moheagan In¬ 
dians a very great fear, even fo great that they did many of them begin a fort for 
then defence, and fent a poft up the country in order to get intelligence what danger 
they were in j and that they alfo fent to his honour our governor, defirirtg that they 
might have provifion from the Englifh or government if their enemies Ihould aflault' 
them. Upon which his honour fent this letter, of which I am about to fpeak ; which 
letter I heard read twice to the Indians by John Richards, Efqy and, according to > 
the beft of my remembrance, the fubftance of it was this: 

He firft reminds them of former leagues or agreements that they had entered into with: 
the government of Connedlicut, and that the government had always treated with them 
in and hy their Sachems. Further he informs them, that he had heard that many of 
them had been aftive in fetting up a queen among them, and had forfaken Ben Uncas 
their Sachem. His honour manifefted a difpkafure at their proceeding, and did ex¬ 
hort them to peace and unity, and made particular mention of Sam the brother of 
this Ben Uncas (who was looked upon then to be the ringleader of the party, and who ■ 
had appeared, or did afterwards openly appear, before his honour, in oppofition to 
Ben his brother) exhorting him to love his brother, or he blames him for not doing 
fo; and his honour told them in the letter, that if they would fet up a queen or im- 
pojlor, and not own Ben Uncas for their Sachem or king, that they would protect 
only Ben and his family, with thofe that adhered to him. And further he faid, that 
if they would return to Ben, and own him for their Sachem, that he did not kno-w 
but that he or the government might protefl them. And further the deponent tefti- 
fteth not.

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lands are to be bounded as followeth, viz. to the fouthward, on the weft fide of the 
Great River, the line is to begin at the brook falling into the head of the Trading 
Cove, and fo to run weft north-weft feven miles-, from thence the line to run north 
notth-eaft nine miles j and on the eaft fide the aforefaid river to the fouthward the 
Ime is to join with New-London bounds as it is now laid out, and fo to run eaft two 
miles from the aforefaid river; and fo from thence the line is to run north north-eaft 
nine miles; and from thence to run north north-weft nine miles to meet with the 261 
weftern line: in confideration whereof, the faid Uncar, Oweneco, Attawanhood, 
do acknowledge to have received of the parties the full and juft fum of 70 1. and 
do promife and engage ourfelves, heirs, and fuccelTois, to warrant the faid bargain 
and lale to the forefaid parties, their heirs and fucceflbrs, and them to defend from all 
claims and moleftation from any whatfoever.

Know all men by thefe prefents, that we Uncas and Oweneco, Sachems of Mohea- 
agan in his majefty’s colony of Conneflicut in New-England, have, for a valuable 
confideration in hand received, fold, alienated, paffed, and made over unto Samuel 
Rogers of New-London, in his majefty’s colony abovelaid, two hundred acres of up¬ 
land and meadow, which upland and meadow the faid Samuel is to take up between 
the bounds of New.London and Norwich, wcftward from Moheagan planting fields, 
where it fhall beft fuit or pleafe the faid Samuel to lake it up ; and for a more full con¬ 
firmation hereof we, Uncas and Oweneco, Sachems as aforefaid, do hereby covenant 
and engage, for ourfelves, heirs, executors, adminiftrators, and afligns, that the 
abovefaid Samuel Rogers, his heirs, executors, adminiftrators, and afligns, fliall ufe, 
poflels, enjoy, and improve, or difpofe of the fame, without let, hindrance, moleftation, 
or objeflion from us Uncas or Oweneco, or any perfon or perfons whatfoever. As 
witnefs our hands and feals this tenth day of March, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
fand fix hundred feventy and fix or feven.

Thefe prefents teftifieth, that I Uncas, Sachem of Moheagan, have fold James 3^2 
'Rogers of New-London a parcel of ground at Moheagan, the name of the ground is 
called Pomechage, the one fide ofjt lying by the Great River, of the weft fide of the 
river, with a cove at each end, the other fide to the main land ; and I the faid Uncas 
have left in the faid hands of the faid James Rogers all which rights, interefts, and 
claims of the faid grounds fold to the faid James Rogers at New-London ; and do here¬ 
by truly give and make over the faid ground to the faid James and his heirs for ever : 
to have and to hold, ufe and occupy, to let, fell, without any moleftation either by me, 
or my heirs or executors whomibever; and do own received full pay for the faid 
ground, and do own myfelf to have no intereft in faid ground.

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INTRODUCTION. 


N my Contemplation of the Divine Providence towards the People 
oi New-England, I have often tho’t what a fpecial Favour it was, that 
there came over with the firft Settlers of Plmouth & ConneBicut Colo¬ 
nies, which in thofeTimes were efpecially expofed to the fuperiour Pow¬ 
er of the Barbarians round about them Two brave Englijhmen bred 
to Arms in the Dutch Netherlands, viz. Capt. Miles Standish of 
Plmouth. and Capt. John Mason of ConncBkut, Gentlemen of tried Valour, Mili¬ 
tary SlciJl and Conduft, great Activity, and warm Zeal for that noble Caufe of Pure 
Scriptural Religion, and Religious Liberty, which were the chief original Defign and 
Intereft of the Fathers of thefe Plantations ; and who were afled with fuch eminent De¬ 
grees of Faith and Piety, as excited them to the moft daring Enterprizes in the Caufe 
of God and of his People, and went a great way to their wonderful Succefles. 

LikethofeinfpiredTferuM of whom we read theFliftory in the Chapter to the 

HnBREws— Faith, they not only rather chofe tofufferriffiiSlion with thePeople of Gor> 
than to enjoy the Pleafures of Sin for a Seafon ; ejleeming the Reproach of Christ greater 
Riches than theTreafures of Egypt: But by Faith they even forfook the fame, pajjed 
thro’ the Sea, fubdued Kingdoms, wrought Righteoufnefs, obtained Promifes, waxed vali¬ 
ant in Fight, and turned to Flight the Armies of the Aliens. 

iii The Judicious Reader that knows the New Fnglifh Hiftory, cannot think thefe Strip- 
ture Phrafes or religious Turns unfuitable on this Occafion : For as thefe Colonies were 
chiefly, if not entirely Settled by a Religious People, and for thofe Religious Purpofes ; 
It isasimpoffiblcto write an impartial or true Hiftory of as of the ancient 
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or the later Vauiois or North-Britons, without obfervlng that Religious Spirit and In¬ 
tention which evidently run thro’ and animate their Hiftorical Tranl'adions. 

Capt. Standish was of a lower Stature, but offuch a daring and adtive Genius, that 
even before the Arrival of the MaJJachufelts Colony, He fpread a Ter'-or over all the 
Tribes of Indians roundabout him, from the Majfaihufettsto Martha's Vineyard, & 
from Cape-Cod Harbour to Narraganjett. Capt. Mason was Tall and Portly, but ne¬ 
ver the lefs full of Martial Bravery and Vigour •, that He foon became the equ.il 
Dread of the more numerous Nations from Narraganfett to Hudfon's River. They 
were Both the Inftrumental Saviours of this Country in the moft critical Conjundures : 
And as we quietly enjoy the Fruits of their extraordinary Diligence and Valour, both 
the prefent and future Generations will for ever be obliged to revere their Memory. 

Capt. Mason, the Writer of the following Hiftory, in which he was a principal 
Aftor, as Chief Commander of the Counellicut Forces, is faid to have been a Relative 
of Mr. John Mafon the ancient CLimer of the Province ofNew-HampJhire: However, 
the Captain was one of the fitft who went up from the Majjachufetts about the Year 1635 
to lay the Foundation of Connecticut Colony : He w.nt from Dorchejler, firft 
fettled at fVindfor, and thence marched forth to the Pequot tVar. 

But it being above Tbreefcore Tears fince the following Narrative was Written, near 
an fince the Events therein related, and the State of New-England Colonies 

being long fince greatly Changed j it feems needful for the prefent Reader’s clearer Ap- 
prehenfion of thefe Matters, to Obferve—That in the Year 1633 & 1634, feveral 
Enghjhmen arrived from England, at the Majfacbufelts, went up in the Wedern Coun¬ 
try to difeover Connebiicut River ; the next Tear began to remove thither j and by the 
Beginning of 1637, Hartford, IVindfor ii.adlVeathersfieldfitre.5ttt\edi, hefides a Fortifi¬ 
cation built at Saybrook on the Mouth of the River. 

At that Time there were efpecially three powerful and warlike Nations of Indians in 
t\\tSoutb-i{iefternV!itKofNewEngland-,'n\\\c):i i'pread all theCooatryftornH^uetbncck, 
fince cad’d Rbode-Ifland, to ^ulnneiiack, fince caked New-Haven -, viz. the Narr a- 
CANSETTS,, Pequots and Mohegans. The Narragansetts reached from the 
Bay of the fame Name to Pawcatuck River, now the Boundary between the Govern¬ 
ments of Rbode-Ifiand and ConneSiicut : And their Head Sachem was Miantonimo. 
The Pequots reached from thence Weftward to Connecticut River, and over it, as far 
as Branford, if not ^innepiack their Head Sachem being Sassacus. And the Mohe- 
CANS fpread along from the Narraganfetts thro’ the Inland Country, on the Back or 
Northerly Side of the Pequots, between them and the Nipmucks ■, their Head Sachem 
being Uncas. 

The moft terrible of all thofe Nations were then the Pequots; who with their depend¬ 
ing Tribes foon entered on a Refolution to Deftroy the Englijh out the Country, fn 
163 4, they killed Capt. Stone and all his Company, being befides Himfelf, in &c 
near his Bark on Connecticut River. In 1635, they killed Capt. Otdham 'in his Bark at 
Block-IJland and at Long-IJland they killed two more call away there. In 16.,6, and 
the following antX March, they killed and took feven roost set ConnedU- t 
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River: Thofe they took alive they tortured to Death in a moll barbarous Manner. 
And on Wpri/ 23, 1637, ^*^^7 killed «/«e more and carried /we young Women Cap¬ 
tive at Weathersfield. 

They had earneftly folicited the Narraganfetts to engage in their Confederacy : very 
politickly reprefenting to them, Ihat if theyjhou’d help or fuffer the F.nglifh fuhdue 
the Pequots, they wou’d thereby make Way for their own future Ruin 5 and that they need 
not come to open Battle with the Englilh •, only Fire our Houfes, kill our Cai’le, lye in 
Amhujh and fhoot us as we went about our Bujinefs ; fo we fkould be quickly forced to leave 
this Country, and the InBims not expofed to any great Hazard. Thofe truly politick 
j Arguments were upon the Point of prevailing on the Narraganfetts ; And had Fhefe 
, with the Mohegans, to whom the Pequots were nearly related, join’d againft us j they 
might then, in the infant State of thefe Colonies, have eafily accomplidied their 
defperate Refolutions. 

But the Narraganfetts being more afraid of the Pequots than of the Englijh ; were 
willing they Ihou’d weaken each other, not in the lead imagining the Englifh cou’d 
deftroy them ; at the fame Time an Agency from the Majfachufetts Colony to the Narra¬ 
ganfetts, happily Preferved their daggering Friendfhip. And as Uncas the Great 
Sachem of the Moheags, upon the firfi coming of the Englifh, fell into an intimate Ac¬ 
quaintance with Ca/i/.Mafon. He, from the Beginning entertained us in an amicable Man¬ 
ner : And tho’ both by his Father and Mother He derived from the Royal Blood of the 
Pequots, and had Married \.hi Daughter oi Tatosau their then late Sachsin yet 
fuch was his AffeSlion for us, as he faithfully adhered to us, ventured his Life in our 
Service, afllded at the Taking their Fort, when about Seven Hundred of them were 
Dedroyed, and thereupon in fubduing and driving out of the Country the remaining 
greater Part of that fierce and dangerousNation. 

Soon after the War, Capt. Mafon was by the Government of Connecticut, made the 
Major General of all their Forces, and fo continued to the Day of his Death : The Kev. 
Mr. Hooker of Hartford, being defired by the Government in their Name to deliver 
the Staff 'mio his Hand ; We may imagine he did it with that fuperior Piety, Spirit and 
Majefly, which were peculiar to him ; Like an ancient Prophet addredlng himfelf to 
the Military Officer, delivering to him the Principal Enfign of Martial Power, to 
Lead the Armies & Fight the Battles of the Lord and of his People. 

Major Mafon having been trained up in the Netherland War under Sir Thomas 
Fairfax ; when the Struggle arofe in England between K. Charles I. and titeParlia¬ 
ment about the Royal Powers and the National Liberties, that Famous General had fuch 
an Efleem for the Major's. Condudl and Bravery, that He wrote to the Major to come 
over and help Him. But the Major excufing himfelf, continued in this Country as 
long as he lived, and had fome ot the greateft Honours his cou’d yield him. 

For beCdes his Office of Major General, the Colony in May 1660 chofe him their 
Deputy Governour ; continued him in the fame Poft by annual Re-eledions, by 
virtue of their firft Conftitution to 1662 inclufively. The j'ame Tear K. Charles II. 
comprehending the Colonies of Connebiicut and New-Havtn in One Government by the 

Name 
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Name of Connbctigut Colony-, He in the Royal Charter, figned Afril 23, ap¬ 
pointed Major Mafon their firft Deputy Governour till the fecond Thurfday of Ollober 
following ; After which, the General Court being left to chufe their Officers, they con¬ 
tinued to chufe him their Deputy Governour every Year to May i6yo s when his Age 
and Bodily Infirmities advancing, he laid down his Office and retired from Pub- 
lick Bulinefs. 

After the Pequot War, he had removed from Windfor to Saybrook; But in 1659, 
he removed thence to Norwich ■, where he Died 'in 1672, or 1673, in the 73d Year of v 5 
his Age : leaving three Sons, viz. Samuel, 'John and Daniel, to imitate their Father’s 
Example and inherit his Virtues. 

I have only now to obferve, that in The Relation of the Troubles which happened to 
New-England^/i^ Indians/row 1614/G 1675, Publiffied by the then Mr. Increase 
Mather in 1677, I find a Copy of the following Narrative, but without the Prefaces, 
had been communicated to him by Mr. John Allyn then the Secretary oiConneSiicut Colo¬ 
ny 5 which that Rev. Author took for Mr. Allyn’i, and calls it his. But wemuft inform 
the Reader, that the Narrative was originally drawn by Major Mafon. And as his 
Eldeft Grandfon Capt. John Mafon now of New-London has put into my Hands; I have 
been more than ufually careful in Correfting the Prefs according to the Original ; as the 
mofi authentick Account of the Pequot War, and as a flanding Monument both of the ex¬ 
traordinary Dangers & Courage of our pious Fathers, & of the eminent Appearance of 
Heaven to fave them. 

‘ The other Ailions of Major Mafon mull be referred to the General HiHory of th'ts 
f Country, when feme Gentleman of greater Qualifications and Leifure than I may claim, 

‘ fhall rife up among us, to undertake it. I ffiall give fome Hints in my Brief Chro- 
‘ nology, which thro’ numerous Hindrances, is now in fuch a Forwardnefs, that near 
‘ 200 Pages are Printed already ; and in a little Time, Life and Health allow’d, I 
‘ hope to prefent the Publick with the firfl of the two intended Volumns. In the mean 
‘ while I cannot but Regret it, that fuch confiderable and ancient Towns as Saybrook, 

‘ Fairfield, Stamford, Canterbury, Groton in the County of Middlefex, Chelmsford, 

‘ Billerica Woburn, Dunftable and Brifiol, ffiould afford no mote than their bare Names 
‘ in the Publiffied Records of this Country.

Iwifl) it had fallen into fome better Hands that might have performed it 
to the Life : I fhall only draw the Curtain and open my little Cafement, 
that ft Ot 'ers of larger Hearts and Abilities may let in a biger Light ■, that fo at leafi 
fome fmall Glimmering may be left to Poftsrrity what Difficulties and ObfirucHons their 
Forefathers met with in theirfirjl fettling thefe defart Parts »/America ; how God was 
pleafed to prove them, and how by bis wife Providence he ordered and drfpofed all their Oc- 
cafions and Affairs for them in regard to both their Civils and Ecdefiafticals. 

Ifhis with fome other Reafons have been Motives to excite me to the enterprizing hereof ; 
(vi) no Man that I know of having as yet undertaken to write a general Hiftory or Relation ■, 
fo that there is no Comm moration of Matters refpehiing this War; bow they began, 
bow carried on, and continued nor what Succefs they bad.* They which think the menti¬ 
oning of fome Particulars is ffficient for the underftanding of the General, in my Opinion 
fray no lefs from the Truth, then if by the feparated Parts of a living Man one Jhould think 
by this Means he knew all the Parts and Perfeliions of the Creature : But thefe feparat¬ 
ed Parts being joined together having Form and IJfe, one might eafily difcern that 
he was deceived. 

If the Beginning be but obfeure and the Ground uncertain, its Continuance can hardly 
perfwade to purebafe Belief; Or if Truth be wanting w Hiftory, it proves but a fruit- 
lefs Difeourfe.

1 fhall 
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1 Jhall therefore God helping, endeavour not fo much to ftir up the jiffedions of Men, 
tti to declare in Truth and Plainnefs the Atlions and Doings j>f Men: 1 Jhall therefore fet 
down Matters in Order as they Began and were carryed on and Iffued: that fo I may not 
deceive the Reader in confounding of Things-, hut the Difcourfe may be both Plain 
and Eafy. 

And although fome may think they have Wrote in a high Stile, and done fome notable 
Thing, yet in my Opinion they have not fpoken truly in fome Particulars, and in general to 
little Purpoje: For how can Hiftory find Credit, if in the Beginning you do not deliver 
plainly and clearly from whence and how you do come to the Relation which you prefently 
intend to make of Adions.

PI hen the Bones are feparated from a (vii) 
living Creature it becomes unferviceable: .So a Hijlory, if you lake away Order and Truth, 
the reft will prove to be but a vain Narration. 

I Jhall not make a long Difcourfe, nor labour to hold the Reader in doubt, ujlng a mul¬ 
titude of Words, which is no fure PFay to find out the Truth j as if one Jhould feek for 
Verity in the Current ofPratling, having nothing but a Conceit worthy to hold the Reader 
in Sufpence: (Sed quo vado) In a word, the Loru was as it were pleafed to fay unto 
us, I'he Land of Canaan will I give unto thee, tho’ but few and Strani;,erf in it : And 
when we went from one Nation to another, yea from one Kingdom toanotiier, he fuf- 
fered no Man to do us Wrong, but reproved Kings for our fakes : And fo through 
Mercy at length we were fettled in Peace, to the Aftonifhment of all that were round about 
us: unto whom be aferibed all Glory and Praife for ever and ever.

SOME 

GROUNDS of the WAR 

AGAINST THE 

P E U O T S. 


BOUT the Year 1632 one Capt. Stone Arrived in the Majfachti- 
Jett in a Ship from Virginia ; who (hortly after was bound for 
Virginia again in a finall Barkw'ith one Capt. Norton-, who failing 
into Connecticut River about two Leagues from the Entrance 
caft Anchor ; there coming to them feveral Indians belonging to 
that Place whom the Pequots Tyrannized over, being a potent and 
warlike People, it being their Culfom fo to deal with their neigh¬ 
bour Indians •, Capt. Stone having fome occafion with the Butch 
who lived at a trading Houfe near twenty Leagues up the River, procured fome of thole 
Indians to go as Pilots with two of his Men to ihtButch ; But being benighted before 
they could come to their defired Port, put the Skiff in which they went, alhore, where 
the two Engliflmen fallingaflcep, were both Murdered by their Indian Guides: There 
remaining with (he about /teefoe ofthe aforefaid Ittdians ; who had i:i all probabi¬ 
lity formerly plotted their bloody Defign ; and waiting an opportunity when fome of 
the Englijh were on Shoar and Capt. Stone alleep in his Cabbin, let upon them and cru¬ 
elly Murdered every one of them, plundered wh n they plcafed and funk the Bark. 

Thefe Indians were not native Pequots, but had frequent recourfe unto them, to 
whom they tendered fome of thofe Goods, which were accepted hy the Chief Sachem n( 
the Pequots: Ot.herofthe faid Goods were tendered to Nynigrett Sachem oi Nayan- 
ticke, who alfo received them.

TheCcaw// of tlie Majfacbufetis being informed of their Proceedings, fent to fpeak 
with the Pequois, and had Ibnie Treaties with them : But being unfatisfied therewith, 
fent forth Captain John Endicot Commander in Chief, with Capt. Underhill, Captain 
Turner, and with tliem one hundred and twenty Men ; wiio were firftly defigned on a 
Service againft a People living on Block Jfland, who were fubjeft to the Narraganfett 
Sachem ; they having taken a Bark of one Mr. John Oldham, Muidering him and all 
his Company : They were alfo to call the Pequots to an Account about the Murder of 
Capt. Stone } who arriving at Pequot had fome Conference with them ; but little cficfl:- 
al v only one Indian (lain and fome Wigwams burnt. Alter which, the Pequots grew 
inraged againft thoEngliJl} who inhabited Conecticot, bring but a fmall Number, about 
two hundred and fifty, who were there newly arrived ; as alfo aboi t twenty Men at 
Savbrook, under the Command of Lieutenant Lyon Gardner, who was there fettled 
by feveral Lordsand Gentlemen in England. ThePejac/jfalling violently upon them, 
flew divers Men at Saybrook : keeping almoft a conflant Siege upon the Place ; fo that 
the Englifb were conftrained to keep within their palllzado Fort being fo hard Bcfet 
and fometimes Afluulted; that Capt. John Mafon was fent by Conneliicut Colony with 
twenty Men out of their fmall Numbers to fecure tl-.e Place : But after his coming, there 
did not one Pequot appear in view for one Month Space, which was the time he 
there remained. 

In the Interim certain Pequots about One Hundred going to a Place c'^\tMVe others field 
on Conneliicut ; having formerly con'ederated with the Indians cf that Place (as it was 
generally thoughO lay in Ambulb for the EngUJh -, divers of them going into a large 
Field adjoyning to the Town to thtir Labour, were there fet upon by the Indans: 
Nine of the Engli/h were killed out right, with fome Horfes, and two young 
Women taken Captives. 

At their Return from Weathersfield, they came down iht River olC'.nneBicut {Ca^t. 
Mafon being then at Saybrook Fort) \n three Canoes with about one hundred Men, which 
River of neceffity they muft pals : We efpying them, concluded they had been ading 
fome Milchief againft us, made a Shot at them with a Piece of Ordnance, which beat oft' 
the Beak Head of one of their Canoes, wherein our two Captives were; it was at a very 
great diftaiice; They then hafteneil, drew their Canoes over a narrow Beach with 
all (peed and fo got away. 

Upon which the EngUJh were fomcwlut dejefted : But immediately upon this, a Cewt 
was called and met in Hartford iht lirjl (s\ May 1637,'* who fetioufly confidering their 
Conditio.i, which did look very Sad, for thofe Pequots were a great People, being 
ftrongly fortified, cruel, warhke, munitioned, &c. and the but an handfi.l in 

comparifon ; But their outragious violence againft the Englifls having Murdereel about 
‘/Ar.^y of them, their great Pride and Infolency, conflant Purfuit in their malicious 
Courfes, with their engaging other Indians in their Qiiarrel againfl the EngliJIo, 
who had never offered them the leaft Wro.;g; who had in all likelihood Efpouled all 
the Indians in the Country in their Quarrel, had not God by more ihan an ordinary Pro¬ 
vidence prevented : Tliele Things bcingduly confidered, with, the eminent I laz,;rd and 
great Per,I they were in ; it pleafed God fo to flit up the Hearts of all Men in general, 
and theCcar/ in fpecial, that they concluded fome Forces (hould forthwith be lint out 
agaiiift the ; thtir Grounds being Jull, and Nercffiry enfo cing them to engage 

ill an. oifenfive and defenfive IFar: the Management of which War we are nextiy to rel.ite.

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BRIEF HISTORY 

OF THE 


P E 0 T WAR. 


N the Beginning of May 1637 there were fent out by Connec- 
TI CUT Colony 'Ninety Men under the Command of Capt. 
John Mason againft the Pequots, with Onkos an Indian 
Sachem living at Mohegan^\ who was newly revolted from the 
Pequott ; being Shipped in one Pink, one Pinnace, and one Shal¬ 
lop ; who failing down the River of ConneSlicut fell feveral times 
aground, the Water being very low ; The Indians not being 
wonted to fuch Things with their fmall Canoes, and alfo being 
impatient of Delays, defired they might be fet on Shoar, pro- 
mifing that they would meet us at Sayirook ; which we granted : They haftening to their 
Quarters, fell upon Thirty or forty of the Enemy near Saybreok Fort and killed [even of 
them outright having only one of their’s wounded, who was fent back to Connec- 
^ ticut in a Skiff: Capt. John Underhill alfo coming with him, who informed us what 
was performed by Onkos and his Men ; which we looked at as a fpecial Providence •, 
for before we were Ibmewhat doubtful of his Fidelity: Capt. Underbill then offered his 

+ Onkoi, ufually called tie Great Sachem of t\it Momhcs.

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Service with nineteen Men to go with us, if Lieutenant Gardner would allow of it, who 
was Chief Commander at Saybrook Fort •, which was readily approved of by Lieutenant 
Gardner and accepted by us: In lieu of them we fent back twenty of our Soldiers to 
Conneltkut. 

Upon a IVednefday we arrived zt Saybrook, where we lay Wind-bound until Friday, 
often confulting how and in what manner we fhould proceed in our Enterprize, being 
altogether ignorant of the Country. At Irngth we concluded, God afllfting us, for 
Narraganfett, and fo to March through their Country, which Bordered upon the Enemy, 
where lived, a great People, it being about fifteen Leagues beyond Pequot: The 
Grounds and Reafons of our fo A£ting you fhall prefently underfland : 

‘ Firft, Lbe Pequots our Enemies, kept a continual Guard upon the River Night 
‘ and Day. 

‘ Secondly, Lheir Numbers far exceeded ours ; having fixteen Guns with Powder and 
‘ Shot, as we were informed by the two Captives forementioned (where we declared the 
‘ Grounds of this War) who were taken by the Dutch and rejiored to us at Saybrook ; 

‘ which indeed was a very friendly Office and not Jo be forgotten. 

‘ Thirdly, 'They were on Land, and being fwift on Foot, might much impede our 
‘ Landing, and poffibly dijhearten our Men ; we being expebled only by Land, there being 
‘ no other Place to go on Shoar but in that River, nearer than Narraganfett. 

‘ Fourthly, By Narraganfett we fhould come upon their Backs and poffibly might fur- 
‘ prize them unaware, at worft we fhould be on firm Land as well as they. All which 
proved very fuccefsful as the Sequel may evidently demonflrate. 

But yet for all this our Counfel, all of them except the Captain were at a ftand, and 
could not judge it meet to fail to Narraganfett: And indeed there was a very ftrong 
Ground for it; our Commiffion limiting us to land our Men in Pequot River ; we 
had alfo the fame Order by a Letter of Inflrudtion fent us to Saybrook. 

But Capt. Mafon apprehending an exceeding great Hazard in fo doing, for the Rea¬ 
fons forementioned, as alfo fome other which I fhall forbear to trouble you with, did 
therefore earneftly defire Mr. Stone that he would commend our Condition to the Lord, 
that Night, to direfl how & in what manner we Ihould demean ourfelves in that Re- 
fpedt ; He being our Chaplain and lying aboard our Pink, the Captain on fhoar. In 
the Morning very early Mr. Stone came afhoar to the Captain’s Chamber, and told him, 
he had done as he had defired, and was fully fatisfied to fail for Narraganfett. Our 
Council was then called, and the feveral Reafons alledged : In fine we all agreed with 
one accord to fail for Narraganfett, which the next Morning we put in Execution. 

I declare not this to encourage any Soldiers to A£t beyond their Commiffion, or con¬ 
trary to it; for in fo doing they run a double Hazard. There was a great Com¬ 
mander in Belgia who did the States great Service in taking a City; but by going 
beyond his Commiffion loft his Life : His name was Grubbendunk. But if a War be 
Managed duly by Judgment and Diferetion as is requifite, the Shews are many time 
X X X contrary 
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contrary to what they feem to purfue : Wherefore the more an Enterprize Is dilTenibled 
and kept fecret, the more facil to put in Execution as the Proverb, The farthejt way 
about is fomctimes theneareft way home. I fnall make bold to prefent this as my prelent 
Thoughts in this Cafe ; In Matters of War, thofe who are both able and faithful Ihould 
A be improved ; and then bind them not up into too narrow a Compafs: For it is not 
polTible for the wifefl: and ablcft Senator to forefee all Accidents and Occurrents 
that fall out in the Management and Purfuitof a War: Nay although poffibly he might 
be trained up in Military Affairs; and truly much lets can he have any great Know¬ 
ledge who hath had but little Experience therein. What lhall I fay ? God led his Peo- 
pie thro’ many Difficulties and Turnings; yet by more than an ordinary Hand ofPro- 
vidence he brought them to Canaan at iaft. 

On Friday Morning, we fet Sail for Narraoansett-Bay, and on Saturday 
towards Evening we arrived at our defined Port, there we kept the Sabbath. 

On the Monday the Wind blew fo hard at North-Weft that we could not goon Shoar; 
as alfo on the Tuefday until Sun-fet ■, at which time Capt. Mafon landed and Marched 
up to the Place of the Chief Sachem's Refidence ; who told the Sachem, ‘ "That we had 
‘ not an opportunity to acquaint him with our coming Armed in his Country fooner-, yet not 
‘ doubting but it would be well accepted by him, there being Love betwixt bimfelf and us ; 
‘ well knowing alfo that the Pequots and themjelves were Enemies, and that he could not 
‘ be unacquainted with thofe intolerable Wrongs and Injuries theje Pequots had lately done 
‘ unto the Engliffi ; and that we were now come, God ajjijling, to Avenge ourfelves upon 
‘ Item-, and that we did only defire free Pajfage through his Country I Who re¬ 
turned us this Answer, ‘ Fhat he did accept of cur coming, and did alfo approve 
‘ of our Defign ; only he thought our Numbers were too weak to deal with the 
‘ Enemy, who were (as he faid) very great Captains and Men Jkilful in War’ 
Thus he fpake fomewhat flighting of us. 

On the Wednefday Morning, we Marched from thence to a Place called Na- 
YANTiCK i .it being about eighteen or twenty Miles diflant, where another of thofe 
Narraganfett Sachems lived in a Fort ; it being a Frontier to the Pequots. They 
carried it very proudly towards us j not permitting any of us to come into 
their Fort. 

5 We behol ’ing their Carriage and the Falffiood of Indians, and fearing leaft they 
might difcover us to the Enemy, efpecially they having many times fome of their near 
Relations among their greateft Foes -, we therefore caufed a ftrong Guard to be fet 
about their Fort, giving Charge that no Indian fhould be fuffered to pafs in or out: 
We alfo informed the Indians, that none of them Ihould ftir out of the Fort upon peril 
of their Lives: fo as they would not fuffer any of us to come into their Fort, fo we 
would not fuffer any of them to go out of the Fort. 

There we quartered that Night, the Indians not offering to ftir out all the while. 

In the Morning, there came to us feveral of Myantomo f his Men, who told us, 
they were come toaffift us in our Expedition, which encouraged divers Indians of that 
■f He was ufually called Miautonimo the Great Sachsm of the Narraganfett Indians. 


Place 
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Place to Engage alfo ; who fuddenly gathering into a Ring, one by one, makir.g fo- 
Jemn Protettations how gallantly they would demean thcmrelves, and how many 
Men they would Kill. 

On the ihurjday about eight of the Clock in the Morning, we Marched thence /»- 
wards Pequot, with about five hundred Indians : But through the Heat of the Wea¬ 
ther and want of Provifions, fome of our Men Fainted; And having Marched about 
twelve Mites, vie came to Pawcaluck River, at a Ford where our Indians mkl us the 
Pequots did ufually Fifli; there making a halt, we flayed fome flnall time : Tne 
Narraganfett Indians manifefling great Fear, in fo much that many of them returntd, 
although they had frequently defpifed us, faying, That we durjl not look ugonaVt- 
QUOT, but themfelves would perform great Things ; though we had otten told them 
that we came on purpofe and were refohed, God ajfifting, to fee the Pequots, and to 
Fight with them before we returned, though we perifhed. 1 then enquired ol Onkos, 6 
what be thought the Indians would do? Who faid. The Narragansetts would all 
leave us, but as for Himselp He would never leave us : And fo it proved : For which 
Expreffions and fome other Speeches of his, I Ihall never forget him. Indeed he was 
a great Friend, and did great Service. 

And after we had refrelhed our felves with our mean Commons, we Marched about 
three Miles, and came to a Field which had lately been planted with Indian Corn: 
There we made another halt, and called our Council, fuppoling we drew near to the 
Enemy : And being informed by the Indians that the Enemy had two Forts almofl 
impregnable ; but we were not at all Difeouraged, but rather Animated, in fo much 
that we were refolved to Alfault both their Forts at once. But undeiflanding that one 
of them was fo remote that we could not come up with it before Midnight, though 
we Marched hard -, whereat we were much grieved, chiefly becaufe the greatefl and 
bloodied Sachem there refided, whofe Name was Sassacous ; We were then con- 
ftrained, being exceedingly fpent in our March with extream Heat and want of Ne- 
ceffaries, to accept of the neareji. 

We then Marching on in a filent Manner, the Indians that remained fell all into 
the Rear, who formerly kept the Van j (being polfelfed with great Fear) we conti¬ 
nued our Match till about one Hour in the Night: and coming to a little Swamp between 
two Htlls, there we pitched our little Camp much wearied with hard Travel, keep- 
inrr great Silence, fuppoling we were very near the Fort as our Indians informed us; 
which proved otherwife: The Rocks were our Pillows; yet Reft was pleafant: The 
proved Comfortable, being clear and Moon Light: We appointed our Guards 
and placed our Sentinels at fome diflance -, who heard the Enemy Singing at the Fort, 
who continued that Strain until Midnight, with great Infulting and Rejoycing, as 
we were afterwards informed: They feeing our Pinnaces fail by them fome Days be¬ 
fore, concluded we were afraid of them and durfl not come near them the Burthen 7 
of their Song tending to that purpofe. 

In the Morning, vie awaking and feeing it very light, fuppofing it had been day, 
and fo we might have loft our Opportunity, having purpofed to make our Alfault 
before Day 1 roufed the Men with all expedition, and briefly commended ourielves 
' and 
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and Defign to God, thinking immediately to go to the Affauk 5 the Indians fliew- 
ing us a Path, told us that it led direftly to the Fort. We held on our March about 
t’jso Miles, wondering that we came not to the Fort, and fearing we might be de¬ 
luded ; But feeing Corn newly planted at the Foot of a great Hill, fuppofing the 
Fort was not far off, a Champion Country being round about us •, then making a 
Hand, gave the Word for fome of the Indians to come up ; At length Onkos and 
one We<juosh appeared : We demanded of them, Where was the Fort ? They an- 
fwered, On the lop of that Hill: Then we demanded. Where were the Refi of the In¬ 
dians? They anfwered. Behind, exceedingly afraid : We wifhed them to tell the reft of 
their Fellows, Fhat they fhould by no means Fly, but ft and at what diftance they pleafed, 
and fee whether English Men would now Fight or not. Then Captain Underhill came 
up, who Marched in the Rear; and commending ourfelves to God divided our Men: 
There being two Entrances into the Fort, intending to enter both at once: Captain 
Mafon leading up to that on the North Eaji Side ; who approaching within one Rod, 
heard a Dog bark and an Indian crying Owanux! Owanux! which is Englijhmen! 
Englijhmen! We called up our Forces with all Expedition, gave Fire upon them 
through the Pallizado j the Indians being in a dead indeed their laft Sleep: Then wc 
wheeling off fell upon the main Entrance, which was blocked up with Bulhes about 
Bread high, over which the Captain paCTed, intending to make good the Entrance, 
encouraging the reft to follow. Lieutenant Seely endeavoured to enter ; but being 
8 fomewhat cumbred, ftepped back and pulled out the Bufhes and fo entred, and with 
him about fixteen Men : We had formerly concluded to deftroy them by the Sword 
and fave the Plunder. 

Whereupon Captain Mafon feeing no Indians, entred a Wigwam ; where he was 
befet with many Indians, waiting all opportunities to lay Hands on him, but could 
not prevail. At length William Heydon efpying the Breach in the Wigwam, fup¬ 
pofing fome Englijh might be there, entred j but in his Entrance fell over a dead 
Indian •, but fpeedily recovering himfelf, the Indians fome fled, others crept under 
their Beds : The Captain going out of the Wigwam faw many Indians in the Lane or 
Street; he making towards them, they fled, were purfued to the End of the Lane, 
where they were met by Edward Pattifon, Thomas Barber, with fome others ; where 
feven of them were Slain, as they faid. The Captain facing about. Marched a flow 
Pace up the Lane he came down, perceiving himfelf very much out of Breath ; and 
coming to the other End near the Place where he firft entred, faw two Soldiers ftanding 
clofe to the Pallizado with their Swords pointed to the Ground : The Captain told thetn 
that We fhould never kill them after that manner: The Captain alfo faid, WeJmust Burn 
THEM; and immediately ftepping into the Wigwam where he had been before, brought out 
a Fire-Brand, and putting it into the M.atts with which they were covered, fet the Wig¬ 
wams on Fife. Lieutenant Thomas Bull and Nicholas Omfted beholding, came up ; and 
when it was throughly kindled, the Indians ran as Men moft dreadfully Amazed. 

And indeed fuch a dreadful Terror did the Almighty let fall upon their Spirits, 
that they would fly from us and run into the very Flames, where many of them 
pcrifhed. And when the Fort was throughly Fired, Command was given, that all 
fhould fall off and furround the Fort ; which was readily attended by all ; only one 
^ Arthur Smith being fo wounded that he could not move out of the Place, who was 
happily efpied by Lieutenant Bull, and by him refeued. 
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The Fire was kindled on the North Eaji Sids to windward ; which did fwiftly over¬ 
run the Fort, to the exoeme Amazement of the Enemy, and great Rejoycirg of our 
fclves. Some of them climbing to the Top of the Palizado; others of them running 
into the very Flames ; many of them gathering to windward, lay pelting at us with 
their Arrows ; and we repayed them with our fmall Shot: Others of the Stouteft 
illued forth, as we did guefs, to the Number of Forty, who perifhed by the Sword. 

What I have formerly faid, is according to my own Knowledge, there being fuffi- 
cient living Teftimony to every Particular. 

But in reference to Captain Underbill and his Parties ading in this Aflault, I can 
only intimate as we were informed by fome of themfelves immediately after the Fight, 
Thus ney Marching up to the Entrance on the South IVeft Side, there made fome 
Paufe; a valiant, refolute Gentleman, one Mr. Hedge, llepping towards the Gate, 
faying. If we may not Enter, wherefore came we bear ; and immediately endeavoured 
to Enter ; but was oppofed by a fturdy Indian which did impede his Entrance: but 
the Indian being flain by himfelf and Serjeant Davis, Mr. Hedge Entred the Fort with 
fome others; but the Fort being on Fire, the Smoak and Flames were fo violent that 
they were conftrained to defert the Fort. 

Thus were they now at their Wits End, who not many Hours before exalted 
themfelves in their great Pride, threatning and refolving the utter Ruin and Deftruc- 
tion of all the Englifi, Exulting and Rejoycing with Songs and Dances; But God 
was above them, who laugJied his Enemies and the Enemies of his People to Scorn, 
making them as a fiery Oven : Thus were the Stout Hearted fpoiled, having flcpt 
their laft Sleep, and none of their Men could find their Hands; Thus did the Lord 
judge among the Heathen, filling the Place with dead Bodies! 

And here we may fee the -juft Judgment of God, in fending even the very Night 
before this Aflault, One hundred and fifty Men ixom their other Fort, to join with 
them of that Place, who were defigned as fome of themfelves reported to go forth 
againft the Englijh, at that very Inflant when this heavy Stroke came upon them, 
where they perilhed with their Fellows. So that the Mifchief they intended to us, 
came upon their own Pate: They were taken in their own Snare, and we through 
Mercy elcaped. And thus in little more than one Hour's fpace was their impregnable 
Fort with themfelves utterly deftroyed, to the Number of fix or feven Hundred, as 
fome of themfelves confefled. There were only feven taken Captive Si about feven- 
efcaped. * 

Of the E'nglijh'^ there were two Slain outright, and about twenty wounded: Some 
Fainted by reafon of the fharpnefs of the Weather, it being a cool Morning, & the 
want of I'uch Comforts & Neceflaries as were needful in fuch a Cafe; efpecially our 
Chyrurgeon was much wanting, whom we left with our Barks in Narraganfeit Bay^. 
who had Order there to remain until the Night before our intended Aflault. 

• The Place of the Fort being called Mistick, this Fight was called Mistick Fioht : And Mr. . 
lucreaje Mather, from a Mmujeript He met with, tells us; It- was on Friday, May a6. 1637, a tr.ema~ 
Table Day ! 
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•Ami thf-reupnn grew many : Cur Provirnn and Munition near fpent; 

we in the finemies Country, who did far exeted us in Number, being much inraged ; 
all our Indians, except Omkos, deferting us ; our P.nmces at a great diftance from 
us, and when they would come we were uncertain. 

But as we were confulting what Courfe to cake, it pleafed God to difcover our 
Vejels to us before a fair Gale of Wind failing into Pcgitot Harbsur, to our great Re- 
joycing. 


We had :io fooner difcovered our Vejels, but immediately came up the Enemy 
the OTHER Fort ; Ehree Hundred or more as we conceived. The Captain lead out 
a File or two of Men to Skirmilh wjth them, chiefly to try what Temper they were 
of, who put them to a Hand : we being much encouraged thereat, prelently prepared 
to March towards our VeflTels ; Four or Five of our Men were fo wounded that they 
mull: be carried with the Arms of twenty more. We allb being faint, were conftrain- 
cd to put four to one Man, with the Arms of the reft that were wounded to others ; 
fo that we had not above forty Men free: at length we hired feveral Indians, who 
eafed us of that Burthen in carrying of our wounded Men. And Marching about 
one quarter of a Mile ; the Enemy coming up to the Place where the Fort was, and 
beholding what was done, ftamped and tore the Hair from their Heads: And after a 
little fpace, came mounting down the Hill upon us, in a full career, as if they would 
over run us : But when they came within Shot, the Rear faced about, giving Fire 
upon them : Some of them being Shot, made the reft more wary : Yet they held 
on running to and fro, and (hooting their Arrows at Random. There was at the 
lyot of the Hill z fmall Brook, where we refted and refrelhed ourfelves, having by that 
time taught them a little more Manners than to difturb us. 


We then Marched on towards Pequot Harbour ; and falling upon feveral Wlrtsiams, 
burnt them : The Enemy ftill following us in the Rfar, which was to windward, 
though to little purpofe ; yet fome of them lay in Ambulh behind Rocks and Trees, 
often (hooting at us, yet through Mercy touched not one of us : And as we came to 
any Swamp or Thicket, we made fome Shot to clear the Paflage. Some of them fell 
with our Shot; and probably more might, but for want of Munition: But when 
any ot them fell, our Indians would give a great Shout, and then would they take fo 
thus we continued, until we came within 
two Miles of Pequot Harbour-, where the Enemy gathered together and left us • we 
Marching on to the Top of an HtU adjoining to the Harbour, with our Colours fly- 
ing; having left our Drum at the Place of our Rendezvous the Night before: We 
feeing our Vejels there Riding at Anchor, to our great Rejoycing, and came to the 
IVater Stde, we there fat down in Qiiiet. 

Captain Patrick being Arrived th-re with our Vejels, who as we were informed 
by the Majachufetts Co\oviq, upon fome Service againft 
Iht Block IJlanders: Who coming to the Shore in our Shallop with all his Company, 
as he (aid, to Relcue us, fuppofing we were purfued, though there did not appear 
any the leaft fign of fiich a Thing. 
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But we could not prevail with him by any Means to put his Men afhore, that fo we 
might carry our Wounded Men a Board ; although it was our own Boat in 
which he was: We were very much Troubled ; but knew not how lo help our 
fclves. At length we were fetched a Board to the great Rejoycing of our Tr ends. 

Shortly after our coming a Board, there fell out a great Conteft between Captain 
Underhill and Capt. Patrick: Captain Underhill claiming an Interefl: in the Bark where 
Captain was, which indeed vizi Underhill’s Might-, the Contefl; grew to a 

gieat Heighth. At length we propounded, that if Patrick would Ride therewith 
that Bark in Contention, and fecure the Narraganfett Indians, it being alfo the Place 
of Rendezvous to thofe VclTels that were expetted from Maffachufet, until we Tranf- 
ported our Wounded Men to Sayhrook five diftant; then we wou’d imme¬ 

diately return our Pink to convey the Narraganfetts home: The which Captain 
Patrick feem very readily to accept. 

Captain Underhill Toon after fet fail in one of our Barks for Sayhrook : But before he 13 
was out of Sight; Captain Patrick fignified by Writing, that he could not attend 
that Service, but he mull: wait for the Bay Vejfels at Sayhrook, wifhing us, having the 
Honour of that Service to compleat it, by fecuring the Narraganfett Indians -, which 
at firft feemed very Difficult, if not Impoffible : For our Pink could not receive them, 
and to march by Land was very Dangerous j it being near twenty Miles in the Ene¬ 
mies Country, our Numbers being much weakened, we were then about twenty Men-, 
the reft we had fent home for fear of the Pequots Invafion. But abfolutely neceffitated 
to March by Land, we hafted affiore, with our Indians and fmall Numbers. Cap- 
j.tain Patrick feeing what we intended, came affiore alfo with his Men j although in 
truth we did not defire or delight in his Company, and fo we plainly told him ; How¬ 
ever he would and did March a long with us. 

About the midway between that and Sayhrook, we fell upon a People called Ne^an- 
ticks, belonging to the Pequots, who fled to a Swamp for Reluge : They hearing or 
efpying of us fled : We purfued them a while by the Track as long as they kept to¬ 
gether : But being much fpent with former Travel, and the Sahbath drawing on, it 
being about Two or Three of the Clcck on the Saturday in the Afternoon j we leaving 
our Purluit, hafted towards Sayhrook, about Sun fet we Arrived at ConnePlicut River 
Side •, being nobly entertained by Lieutenant Gardner with many great Guns: But 
were forced there to Quarter that Night: On the Morrow we were all fetched over 
to Sayhrook, receiving many Courtefies from Lieut. Gardner. 

And when we had taken Order for the fafe Condud of the Narraganfett Indians 
we repaired to the Place of our Abode: where we were Entertained with great 
Triumph and Rejoycing and Praifing God for his Goodnefs to us, in fucceeding our 
weak Endeavours, in Crowning .us with Succefs, and reftoring of us with fo little 
Lofs. Thus was God feen in the Mount, Crufiing his froud Enemies and the Enemies > 4 - 
of his People: They who were ere while a Terror to all that were round about them, 
who refolved to Deftroy all the English, and to Root their very Name out of this 
Country, fhould by fuch weak Means, even Seventy Seven (there being no more at the 
Pokt) bring the Mifchief they plotted, and the Viohnee they offered and exercifed, upon 
6 their 
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tieir cwn Heads in a Moment ; burning them up in the Fire of his Wrath, and dunging 
the Ground ‘with their Flejh: It tioas the Lord’s Doings, and it is marvellous in our 
Eyes! It is He that hath made his Work wonderful, and therefore ought to be rememlred. 

Immediately the who'e Body of Pequots repaired to that Fort where Sassacous 
the Chief Sachem did refide ; charging him that he was the only Caufe of all the 
Troubles that had befallen them ; and therefore they would Deflioy both him and his: 
But by the Intreaty of their Counfellors they fpared his Life; and confulting what 
Courfe to take, concluded there was no abiding any longer in their Country, and fo re- 
folved to fly into feveral Parts. The greateft Body of them went towards Manha- 
TANCE : * And paliing over Connecticut, they met with three Englijh Men in a Shallop 
going for Saybrook, whom they flew : The Englijh Fought very ftoutly, as them- 
felves confefled. Wounding many of.the Enemy. 

About a Fortnight after our Return home, which was about one Month after thff 
Fight at Mistick, there arrived in PEtyjOT River feveral Vejfels from the Massa- 
CHUSETS, Captain Ifrael Stoughton being Commander in Chief; and with him about 
One hundred and twenty Men ; being fent by that Colony to purfue the War againlt 
the Pequots: The Enemy being all fled before they came, except fome few Straglers, 
who were furpiifed by the Moheags and others of the Indians, and by them delivered 
to the Maffachujets Soldiers. 

Connecticut Colony being inform.ed hereof, fent forthwith forty Men, Captain Mafon 
being Chief Commander ; with fome other Gent, to meet thofe of the Majfachufetts, 
to confider what was neceflary to be attended refpedling the future : Who meeting 
with them of the Majfachufetts in Pequot Harbour-, after fome time of confultationr, 
concluded to purfue thofe Pequots that were fled towards Manhatance, and fo forth¬ 
with Marched after them, difeovering feveral Places where they Rendezvoufed and 
lodged not far diftant fom their feveral Removes ; making but little hafte, by reafon 
of their Children, and want of Provifion ; being forced to dig for Clams, and to 
procure fuch other things as the Wildernefs afforded : Our Veffels failing along by the 
Shore. In about the fpace of three Days we all Arrived at New Haven Harbour, then 
called ^iinnypiag. And feeing a great Smoak in the Woods not far diftant, we fup- 
pofing Ibme of the Pequots our Enemies might be there ; we haftened afhore, but 
q.'irkly difeovered them to be Connecticut Indians. Then we returned aboard our 

■ eis, where we flayed fome Ihort time, having fent a Pequot Captive upon difeo- 
very, we named him Luz ; who brought us Tydings of the Enemy, which proved 
true; fo faithful was he to us, though againfl: his own Nation. Such was the Ter¬ 
ror of the Englijh upon them ; that a Moheage Indian named Jack Eatow going afhore 
at that time, met with three Pequots, took two of them and brought them aboard. 


We then h.iftened our March towards the Place where the Enemy was: And 
coming into a Corn Field, feveral of the Englijh efpyed fome Indians, who fled 
from them : They purfued them ; and coming to the Top of an Hill, faw feveral 
Wigwams oppofite, only a intervening, which was almoft divided in two

Pacts. 
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Parts. Serjeant Palmer haftening with about twelve Men who were under his Com¬ 
mand to furround the fmaller Part of the Swamp, that fo He might prevent the /«- 
dww flying; Enfign * Serjeant &c. entering the Swamp, intended jg 

to have gone to the Wigwams, were there fet upon by feveral Indians, who 
in all probability were deterred by Serjeant Palmer. In this Skirmiih the Englijh flew 
but few ; two ot three of themfelves were Wounded ; The reft of the Englijh coming 
up, the Swamp was furrounded. 

Our Council being called, and the ^ejiion propounded, How we Jhould proceed. 
Captain Patrick advifed that we thould cut down the Swamp ; there being many In¬ 
dian Hatchets taken. Captain 'Trajke concurring with him ; but was oppofed by others : 

Then we muft: pallizado the Swamp ; which was alfo oppofed : Then they would have 
a Hedge made like thole of Gotham-, all which was judged by fome almofl. impoflible, 
and to no purpofe, and that for feveral Reafons, and therefore ftrongly oppofed. But 
Ibme others advifed to force the Swamp, having time enough, it being about three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon : But that being oppofed, it was then propounded to draw 
up our Men clofe to the Swamp, which would much have leflTened the Circumference ; 
and with all to fill up the open PaflTages with Bulhes, that fo we might fecure them 
until the Morning, and then we might confider further about it. But neither of thefe 
would pafs j fo different were our Apprehcnfions; which was very grievous to fome 
of us, who concluded the Indians would make an Efcape in the Ni^t, as eafily they 
might and did : We keeping at a great diftance, what better could be expefted ? Yet 
Captain Mafon took Order that the Narrow in the Swamp (liould be cut thro’; which 
did much fliorten our Leaguer. It was refolutely performed by Serjeant Davis. 

We being loth to deftroy Women and Children, as alfo the Indians belonging to that 
Place ; whereupon Mr. Tho. Stanton a Man well acquainted with Indian Language and 
Manners, offered his Service to go into the Swamp and treat with them : To which 
we were fomewhat backward, by reafon of fome Hazard and Danger he might be 
expofed unto: But his importunity prevailed : Who going to them, did in a Ihort 
time return to us, with near Lwo Hundred old Men, Women and Children ; who deli- 
vered themfelves to the Mercy of the Englijh. And fo Night drawing on, we be¬ 
leaguered them as ftrongly as we could. About half an Hour before Day, the Indians 
that were in the Swamp attempted to break through Captain Patrick’s ^tarters-, 
but were beaten back feveral times ; they making e. great Noife, as their Manner is at 
fuch Times, it founded round about our Leaguer: Whereupon Captain Mafon fent 
Serjeant Stares to inquire into the Caufe, and alfo to allift if need required j 
Capt. Trajke coming alfo in to their Affiftance: But the Tumult growing to a very 
great Heighth, we raifed our Siege, and Marching up to the Place, at a Turning of 
the Swamp the Indians were forcing out upon us 5 but we f-nt them back by our 
fmall Shot. 

We waiting a little for a fecond Attempt; the Indians in the mean time facing 
about, preffed violently upon Captain Patrick, breaking through his Quarters, and 
fo efcaped. They were about ftxty or Jeventy as we were informed. We afterwards 
fearched the Swamp, & found but few Slain. 'I'he Captives we took were about 

• It Ihould be Davenport, who was afterwards Captain of the Cajili in Bojton Harbour. 
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0 «« hundred and Eighty i whom we divided, intending to keep them as Servants, but 
they could not endure that Yoke ; few of them continuing any conliderable time with 
their Mailers. 

^hus did the Lord fcalter his Enemies with his ftrong Arm ! The Pequots now be¬ 
came a Prey to all Indians. Happy were they that could bring in their Heads to 
the Enghjh ; Of which there came almoll daily to Winfor, or Hartford. But the Pe¬ 
quots growing weary hereof, fent fome of the Chief that furvived to mediate with the 
Englifh ; offering that If they might but enjoy their Lives, they would become the Eng- 
lifh Vaffals, to difpofe of them as they pleafed. Which was granted them. Where¬ 
upon Onkos and Myantonimo were fent for; who with the Pequots met at Hart¬ 
ford. The Peywe/r being demanded. How many of them were then living? Anfwered, 
about One Hundred and Eighty, or Two Hundred. There were then given to Onkos, 
i8 Sachem of Monheag, Eighty ; to Myantonimo, Sachem of Narragansett, 
Eighty 5 and to Nynigrett, "f Twenty, when he Ihould fatisfy for a Mare of Ed¬ 
ward Pomroye’s, killed by his Men. The Pequots were then bound by Covenant, 
That none fhould inhabit their native Country, nor fhould any of them be called Pequots 
any mors, but Moheags and Narragansetts for ever. Shortly after, about Forty 
of them went to Moheag ; others went to Long Iftand j the reft fettled at Pawcatuck, 
a Place in Pequot Country, contrary to their late Covenant and Agreement with the 
Englifh. 

Which ConneSlicut taking into Confideration, and well weighing the feveral Incon¬ 
veniences that might enfue ; for the Prevention whereof, they fent out forty Meet 
under the Command of Captain John Mafon, to fupplant them, by burning their Wig¬ 
wams, and bringing away their Corn, except they would defert the Place: Onkos 
with about One hundred of bis Men in twenty Canoes, going alfo to affift in the Service. 
As we failed into Pawcatuck-Bay We met with three of thofe Indians, whom he 
fent to inform the reft with the end of our coming, and alfo that we defired to fpealc- 
with fume of them ; They promifed fpeedily to return us an Anfwer, but never came 
to us more. 

We run our Veffel up into a fmall River, and by reafon of Flatts were forced'to 
land on the Weft Side-, their Wigwams being on the Eafi juft oppofite, where we 
could fee the Indians running up and down Jeering of us. But we meeting with a 
narrow Place in the River between two Rocks, drew up our Indians Canoes, and got 
fuddenly over fooner than we were expefted or defired •, Marching immediately up 
to their Wigwams ; the Indians being all fled, except fome old People that could not. 

We were fo fuddenly upon them that they had not time to convey away their 
jQ Goods: We viewed their Corn, whereof there was Plenty, it being their time of 
^ Harveji: And coming down to the Water Side to our Pinnace with half oi Onkos’j 
his Men, the reft being plundering the Wigwams ; we looking towards a Hill not far 
remote, we efpyed about ftxiy Indians running towards us; we fuppofing they were 
our abfent Men, the Moheags that were with us not fpeaking one word, nor moving 
towards them until the other came within thirty or forty Paces of them ; then they. 

t He was ufually called Ninnicraft. 
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run and met them and fell on pell mell ftriklng and cutting with Bows, Hatchets, 
Knives, &c. after their feeble Manner: Indeed it did hardly defcrve the Name of 
Fighting. We then endeavoured to get between them and the Woods, that fo we 
might prevent their flying; which they perceiving, endeavoured fpeedily to get off 
under the ; We made no Shot at them, nor any hoflile Attempt upon them. 
Only feven of them who were Nyniorett’s Men, were taken. Some of them 
growing very outragious, whom we intended to have made fliorter by the Head ; and 
being about to put it in Execution j one Otajh a Sachem of Narraganfelt, Brother to 
Myantonimo ftepping forth, told the Captain, They 'vcere his Brother's Men, and that 
he was a Friend to the Englifh, and if we would [pare their Lives we Jhould have as 
many Murtherers Heads, in lieu of them which fhould be delivered to the Englifh. We 
confidering that there was no Blood llied as yet, and that it tended to Peace and 
Mercy, granted his Defire; and fo delivered them coOnkos to fecure them until his 
Engagement was performed, becaufe our Prifon had been very much peftered with 
fuch Creatures, 

We then drew our Bark into a Creek, the better to defend her ■, for there were many 
Hundreds within five Miles waiting upon us. There we Quartered that Night: In the 
Morning as foon as it was Light, there appeared in Arms at lead Three Hundred In¬ 
dians on the other Side the Creek: Upon which we flood to our Arms; which they 
perceiving, fome of them fled, others crept behind the Rocks and Trees, not one 
of them to be feen. We then 'called to them, faying, We defired to fpeak with 
them, and that we would down our Arms for that end; Whereupon they flood up : 
We then informed them. That the Pequots had violated their Promifewith /fie Englifli, 
in that they were not there to inhabit, and that we were fent to fupplant them : They 
anfwered faying. The Pequots were good Men, their Friends, and they would light for 
them, and protest them: At which we were fomewhat moved, and told them. It was 
not far to the Head of the Creek where we would meet them, and then they might try 
what they could do in that ReJpeSt. 

They then replyed. That they would not Fight with English Men, for they were 
Spirits, but would Fight with Oukos. We replyed. That we thought it was too 
early for them to Fight, but they might take their opportunity ; we fhould be burning 
Wigwams, and carrying Corn aboard all that Hay. And prefently beating up our 
Drum, we Fired the Wigwams in their View : And as we Marched, there were two 
Indians (landing upon a Hill jeering and reviling of us: Mr. Thomas Stanton our In¬ 
terpreter, Marching at Liberty, defired to make a Shot at them ; the Captain de¬ 
manding of the Indians, What they were? Who faid. They were Murtherers: Then 
the faid Stanton having leave, let fly. Shot one of them through both his Thigbs.;. 
which was to our Wonderment, it being at fuch a vafl: diftance. 

We then loaded our Bark with Corn; and our Indians their Canoes: And thirty 
more which we had taken with Kittles, Trays, Matts, and other Indian Luggage. 
That Night we went all aboard, & let Sail homeward : It pleafed God in a Ihort 
Time to bring us all in fafety to the Place of our Abode ; although we ftruck and 
lluck upon a Rock. The Way and Manner how God dealt with us in our Deli¬ 
very was very Remarkable: -The Story would be fomewhat long to trouble you 
with at this time ; and therefore I flaali forbear.

Thus the 
Lord was pleafed to finite our Enemies in the hinder Parts, and to give us their Land 
for an Inheritance: Who remcmbred us in our low Eft ate, and redeemed us out of our 
Enemies Hands: Let us therefore praife the Lord for his Goodnefs and his wonderful 
Works to the Children of Men /

ADDITION. 

I fhall add a Word or two by way of Coment. 


^mmons were very Ihort, there being a general fcarcity throughout 
w n' ^ the Q>/o»y of all forts of Provifion, it being upon our firft Arrival at 
^ M, the Place. We had but one Pint of ftrong Liquors among us in our 
March, but what the Wildernefs afforded •, (the Bottle of Liquor 
‘ • being in my Hand) & when it was empty, the very fmelling to the 

Bottle would prelently recover fuch as Fainted away, which happened by the extre¬ 
mity of the Heat: And thus we Marched on in an uncouth and unknown Path to the 
Englifli, chough much frequented by Indians. And was not the Finger of God in all 
this ? By his fpecial Providence to lead us along in the Way we Ihould go : Nay 
though we knew not where their Forts were, how far it was to them, nor the Way 
that led to them, but by what we had from our Indian Guides ; whom we could not 
confide in, but looked at them as uncertain : And yet notwithftanding all our Doubts, 
we Ihould be brought on the very fitteft Seafon ; nay and which is yet more, that we 
Ihould be carried in our March among a treacherous and perfidious People, yea in 
our allodgment fo near the Enemy, all Night in fo populous a Country, and not the 
lead Notice of us ; feemeth fomewhat ftrange, and more than ordinary : Nay that we 
fhould come to their very Doors : What Jhall I fay ? God was pleafed to hide us in 
the Hollow of his Hand : I (till remember a Speech of Mr. Hooker at our going 
aboard j That thev should be Bread for us. And thus when the Lord turned 
11 People, and turned the Wheel upon their Enemies •, we were 

like Men in a Dream j then was our Mouth filled with Laughter, and our Tongues 
with Singing 5 thus we may fay the Lord hath done great Things for us among the 
Heathen, whereof we are glad. Praife ye the Lord 1 

I lhall mention two or fpecial Providences that God was pleafed to vouchfafe 
Xo Particular Men-, viz, two Men, being one Man’s Servants, namely, John Dier 
and Thomas Stiles, were both of them Shot in the Knots of their Handkerchiefs, 

being 
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being about their Necks, and received no Hurt. Lieutenant Lesley was Shot in the 
Eycbrew with a flat headed Arrow, the Point turning downwards; I pulled it out 
my felf. Lieutenant Bull had an Arrow Shot into a hard piece of Cheefe, having 
no other Defence : Which may verify the old Saying, A little Armour would ferve if 
aMan Imewwhere to flace it. Many fuch Providences happened; fome refpefting 
rt>y felf; but fince there is none that Witnefs to them, I fhall forbear to mention 
them. ■ ... 

The Year enfuing, the Colony being in extream Want of Provifion, many giving 
twelve Shillings for one Bujhel of Indian Corn ; the Court of ConrteSlicut imploying 
Captain Mafon, Mr. William Wadfworth and Deacon Stebbin, to try what Providence 
would afford, for their Relief in this great Straight: Who notwithftanding Ibme dif- 
couragement they met with froth fome Englijb, went to a Place called Pocomtuck :j;: 
where th^ procured fo much Corn at reafonable Rates, that the Indians brought 
down to Hartford and Windfor,, Fifty Canoes laden with Corn at one time. Ne¬ 
ver was the like known to this Day ! So although the Lord was pleafed to fhew his 
People hard Things ; yet did he execute Judgment for the Oppreffed, and gave Food 
to the Hungry. O let us meditate on the Great Works of God ; Afcribing all 
Blefling and Praife to his Great Name, for all his Great Goodnefs and Salvation ! 
Amen, Amen,

Daniel Huntington, one of the clerks to the honourable commiffioners, informed 
the court, that he had not been able, purfuant to order, to prepare a complete copy 
of all the proceedings to be laid before the commiflioners, in order to be tranfmitted 
to the lords commiffioners for-trade and plantations 5 but that there remained about 
thirty pages to be done, which he would prepare with all convenient fpeed. 

Mr. Colden declared, that he- came to tlus -meeting of the commiffioners at Nor-‘ gSSr. 

walk,., 
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walk, in order to do every thing required by his majefty’s commllllon to be done by 
the commilaoners, and particularly to certify copies of the proceedings, as required 
by the faid.commiffion, and that he is willing to ftay any reafonable time neceflary 
for that purgofe. 

Mr. Mafon prelented a paper, whioh was read and ordered to be filed and entered 
on the minutes, and is as follows: 

To the honourable the court cf-commilTioners, appointed tore-examine, review, 
and determine a certain caufe or controverly depending between the governor 
and company of the colony of Conneflicut and the Moheagan Indians, held at 
Norwalk on the 25th day of Odober 174J. 

The faid Moheagan Indians declare and fay. 

That the judgment, determination, or decree of this honourable court, in the 
caufe or controverfy aforefaid, made and publidied at Norwich on the i6th of Auguft 
laft, is very grievous to them, and altogether erroneous, faving only that part thereof 
whereby the decree of Jofeph Dudley, Efq; and others, made .and publilhed on the 
24.th of Augnft 1705, in favour of the faid Indians and-their chief Sachem, is in part 
■affirmed. And the faid Moheagan Indians hereby appeal from the.aforefaid judgment, 
determination, or decree of this court, to his moft facred majefty the king of Great 
Britain in his privy council, in order to have the fame correfted, and to octain from 
his faid majefty redrefs of their wrongs long endured. And they pray that this 
their appeal may be entered accordingly.

387 Whereupon the agents Tor the governor and company excepted to the order of the 
court allowing the entry of an appeal from the judgment of this court, in regard the 
appeal moved for is made in the name of the Moheagan Indians, by a motion figned 
IViUiam Bollan ; when as the Indians do not make the faid motion themfelves, nor 
doth it appear, by the exhibits in the proceedings of this court, that the faid Bollan 
was or is of counfel for the Moheagan Indians, and fo no right, by his majefty’s com- 
miffion, to appeal'from the judgment aforefaid. 

V/herefore the faid agents fave and referve to themfelves all lilerty of exception^ 
now and at all times hereafter, to the appeal aforefaid, and pray this exception may 
be entered in the minutes of this court; which is by this court allowed of. 

Mr. Morris having, at the laft meeting of the commiffioners, referved to him'elf 
the liberty of entering his opinion at large, now declared, that he had not been able 
to prepare it for want of the exhibits in the caufe, which he expedled would have been 
fent him, but were not. And he further declared, that his majefty’s feivice required 
his attendance in New-Jerfey, the general alTcmbly of that colony being now fitting, 
and not a fufficient number of the council without him able to attend their feffion } 
and as he conceived the defign of this meeting was only to allow the parties to enter 
their appeal, if either of them inclined to appeal from the judgment, and three be¬ 
ing fufficient to examine the proceedings, he judged there was not an abfolute necelfity 
7 of 
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of his attending after the rifing of the court, but would be ready to examine and cer¬ 
tify fuch copies as fhould be laid before him in New-Jerfey. 

Mr. Horfmanden, purfuant to the liberty he had referved of entering his opinion :88 
at large upon the merits of this caufe at this meeting of the commiffioners, delivered 
his opinion fo far as he had had leifure to prepare the fame, viz. down to the year 
1692, which he read in court, and defined it might be entered on the minutes j 
which being objedled againft by the agents of the governor and company, and the 
opinion of the court prayed thereupon, it was refolved by a majority in the negative ; 

Mr. Morris voted in the affirmative: Arid againft which judgment Mr. Horfmanden 
protefted, and declared that he would take the next opportunity of tranfmitting his 
opinion in the cafe to the lords commiffioners for trade and plantations. 

The agents of the governor and company moved to this court, that they might 
have a copy of the whole proceedings of this court, now compared and attefted^by 
three of the commiffioners, according to the direrftion of his majefty’s cotnmiflion, 
and the order of this court on the i6th of Auguft ■, which copy, at their own expence^ 
they have now ready drawn, to be compared and attefted accordingly j which they 
alfo prefented before the commiffioners for that purpofe, and pray this motion may 
be entered in the minutes. 

Mr. Lane declared he could not ftay, being taken from his bufinefs at an hour’s 
warning, for fear the commiffion ffiould drop, was unwell at the time, and is fo ftill; 
befides, his bufinefs would much fuffer, coming away fo fuddenly, and not having 
been at any former proceedings, 

Mr. Cortland declared, that he had poftponed bufinefs of the utmoft confequence 
to his private affairs, in order to attend this meeting of the commiffioners, which re¬ 
quire his immediate attendance at New-York,. and therefore he could not ftay without 389 i 
the greateft inconvenience to faimfelf. 

Mr. Horfmanden declared, that he did not fee any inconvenience could arife to 
the governor and company if the examination of their copies were poftponed till the 
other two copies were completed, the one to be tranfmitted to the lords of trade, and 
the other for the Moheagan Indians; that the commiffioners might examine ail three 
copies together; which he thought might be done at New-York, where the public 
bufinefs required his attendance, as well as his private affairs; and as he had already .' 
fpent fo much time in negledl: of both this fummer, in attendance at Norwich as a 
commiffioner in this caufe, he prefumed he might be excufed, if he declined confining 
himfelf any longer to this colony at this feafon of the year, for a matter which he co,n° 
ceived not to be of abfolute neceffity. 

Ordered, That the clerk or clerks of this court do deliver the feveral- papers exhi¬ 
bited in evidence before the commiffioners to the refpetftive parties, or their agents,-, 
to whom they belong, on this day month, upon demand, or fooner, if. the feveral- 
copies thereof are completed. 

Ordered, That the book of the minutes and proceedings of this court, marked 
+ ,B letter . 
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letter A, be lodged in the fecretary’s office of New-York, by any of the commiffion- 
ers, after the feveral copies required by the commiffioners are completed. 

Ordered, That Mr. Golden and Mr. Cortland, or either of them, do tranfmit 
to the lords commiffioners for trade and plantations, with all convenient expedition, a 
complete copy of the proceedings of this court. 

Proclamation made in the words following; 

390 Oyez. — All manner of perfons that have any thing further to offer to this his ma- 
jefty’s court of commiffioners, let them draw near, and they (hall be heard. 

No perfon appearing to offer any thing, the commiffioners departed without ad¬ 
journment.
